Introduction to This Bible Study 


In the economy of God and in the prophecy of Isaiah, there is more than one Israel. 
One that was of the Old Testament, in which the Lord cultivate for Himself a 
people that was to impart the word of God and to preach the glad tidings of 
Jehovah to the peoples of the world. The other is an elect of saints that belong to 
Christ. 


However, instead of God's cultivated people of the Old Testament, being faithful 
unto the Lord, they ran after the things of Babylon, built shrines unto Baal, and 
adopted for themselves the pursuits of Babel and of Nimrod, as well as the star of 
Remphan. For these transgressions and ultimately for their rejection of the 
Messiah, they were given up to captivity and given over as reprobates to the wiles 
of the devil, as well as to fables of their own making, for which they have become 
a byword among the nations. 


Conversely though, the Israel of God is those who believe on Christ Jesus and have 
put their faith in the finished work of Christ on the cross for the salvation of their 
souls. They are of the nations: the nations of Gentiles, who are grafted into the 
Root of Jesse. They are the elect: the saints of the New Testament. They are 
commissioned of the Lord to preach the Gospel and make disciples of all nations. 
They are also to teach them the commandments of Christ and baptize them in the 
name of the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost. 


The Fall of the Geopolitical West 


This oracle of prophecy gives the background for how greater Assyria will emerge out of the 
Muslim world to form a new world order, in setting the stage for the world of revelation. These 
prophecies pontificate the nature of Babylon, as stemming from Sodom and Gomorrah, and how 
the Israel of Babylon embrace them and forsook the Lord. 


The Lord in His glory shows how His cultivated nation will perish in their trespasses; however, 
in His mercy, He will preserve a remnant that will be brought forth to repent. Moreover, these 
prophecies allude to how the geopolitical West is currently the Israel of Babylon. 


Introduction 


The Israel of Babylon is "The Geopolitical West"; and "The West of wickedness" is the 
geopolitical West: the church of Ephesus, the church in Sardis, as well as the church of the 
Laodiceans, Rev. 2:5, "Remember therefore from whence thou art fallen, and repent, and do the 
first works; or else I will come unto thee quickly, and will remove thy candlestick out of his 
place, except thou repent." 


Rev 3:3, "Remember therefore how thou hast received and heard, and hold fast, and repent. If 
therefore thou shalt not watch, I will come on thee as a thief, and thou shalt not know what hour I 
will come upon thee." 


Rev. 3:20-21, "Behold, I stand at the door, and knock: if any man hear my voice, and open the 
door, I will come in to him, and will sup with him, and he with me. To him that overcometh will 
I grant to sit with me in my throne, even as I also overcame, and am set down with my Father in 
his throne." 


"Sodomite Pride" is the mantra of the West of wickedness, so heed the warning of the Lord, 
Prov. 16:18, "Pride goeth before destruction, and an haughty spirit before a fall." 


Not that the USA is the Mystery Babylon of Revelation. For the woman wickedness sits on many 
waters. But, she will be returned to her base in the land of Shinar, also known as Greater Israel, 
Rev. 17:1, "And there came one of the seven angels which had the seven vials, and talked with 
me, saying unto me, Come hither; I will shew unto thee the judgment of the great whore that 
sitteth upon many waters". 


Zech. 5:10-11, "Then said I to the angel that talked with me, Whither do these bear the ephah? 
And he said unto me, To build it an house in the land of Shinar: and it shall be established, and 
set there upon her own base." 


The Israel of Babylon 


The Israel of Babylon: the Jews, as well as apostates, sodomites, and reprobates. They are out 
because they not only rejected Jehovah in the Old Testament, but also rejected Christ in the New 
Testament. So, the Lord rejects them, Matt. 8:12-13, "But the children of the kingdom shall be 
cast out into outer darkness: there shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth. And Jesus said unto 
the centurion, Go thy way; and as thou hast believed, so be it done unto thee. And his servant 
was healed in the selfsame hour." 


The Israel of Babylon is not only the whore city of Jerusalem, also known as "Sodom", but also 
the modern state of Israel, also known as "Egypt". But, she also has daughters, because she is 
"The Mother of Harlots", which is the nations of the geopolitical West, (cf. Rev 11:8), Rev. 17:5, 
"And upon her forehead was a name written, MYSTERY, BABYLON THE GREAT, THE 
MOTHER OF HARLOTS AND ABOMINATIONS OF THE EARTH." 


The West is not so much geographical but geopolitical, which includes not only North America, 
United Kingdom, and Europe but also Israel, Australia, New Zealand, Japan, South Korea, 
Taiwan, and the Philippines. 


"Judah" is a nation(s) and "Jerusalem" is a city, or cities of the West, Isa. 1:1, "The vision of 
Isaiah the son of Amoz, which he saw concerning Judah and Jerusalem in the days of Uzziah, 
Jotham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, kings of Judah." 


The children who rebelled: these nations and cities of the West have rebelled against the Lord by 
embracing sodomy and having given themselves over to sodomy; God had "nourished" them 
with Bibles, churches, and the Gospels, Isa. 1:2, "Hear, O heavens, and give ear, O earth: for the 
LORD hath spoken, I have nourished and brought up children, and they have rebelled against

me. 


"Israel My people" are Christians who have gone astray, Isa. 1:3, "The ox knoweth his owner, 
and the ass his master's crib: but Israel doth not know, my people doth not consider." 


The West are a people of wickedness and of apostasy, who "have forsaken the LORD", Isa. 1:4, 
"Ah sinful nation, a people laden with iniquity, a seed of evildoers, children that are corrupters: 
they have forsaken the LORD, they have provoked the Holy One of Israel unto anger, they are 
gone away backward." 


Zech. 5:7-8, "And, behold, there was lifted up a talent of lead: and this is a woman that sitteth in 
the midst of the ephah. And he said, This is wickedness. And he cast it into the midst of the 
ephah; and he cast the weight of lead upon the mouth thereof." 


2 Thess. 2:3, "Let no man deceive you by any means: for that day shall not come, except there 
come a falling away first, and that man of sin be revealed, the son of perdition". 


"The whole head" are nations and "the whole heart" is souls of many, whose love grows cold, 
because of the sodomy and apostasy that abounds, Isa. 1:5, "Why should ye be stricken any 
more? ye will revolt more and more: the whole head is sick, and the whole heart faint." 


Matt. 24:12, "And because iniquity shall abound, the love of many shall wax cold." 


This prophecy describes a sick spiritual condition of the people, particularly those of the church 
of the Laodiceans, Isa. 1:6, "From the sole of the foot even unto the head there is no soundness in 
it; but wounds, and bruises, and putrifying sores: they have not been closed, neither bound up, 
neither mollified with ointment." 


Rev. 3:17-18, "Because thou sayest, I am rich, and increased with goods, and have need of 
nothing; and knowest not that thou art wretched, and miserable, and poor, and blind, and naked: I 
counsel thee to buy of me gold tried in the fire, that thou mayest be rich; and white raiment, that 
thou mayest be clothed, and that the shame of thy nakedness do not appear; and anoint thine eyes 
with eyesalve, that thou mayest see." 


"Strangers" are foreign aliens, such as in the case of the West: Migrants, Muslims, Soviets, 
and/or Maoists, which invade cities and nations to spoil and ruin them with corruption, Isa. 1:7, 
"Your country is desolate, your cities are burned with fire: your land, strangers devour it in your 
presence, and it is desolate, as overthrown by strangers." 


"The daughter of Zion" is the Church, the Body of Christ, in which "cottage" and "lodge" are 
places of refuge, particularly "a very small remnant", which brings the church of Philadelphia in 
view, Isa. 1:8-9, "And the daughter of Zion is left as a cottage in a vineyard, as a lodge ina 
garden of cucumbers, as a besieged city. Except the LORD of hosts had left unto us a very small 
remnant, we should have been as Sodom, and we should have been like unto Gomorrah." 


Rev. 3:10, "Because thou hast kept the word of my patience, I also will keep thee from the hour 
of temptation, which shall come upon all the world, to try them that dwell upon the earth." 


The West of Sodomy 


"The word of the LORD" is the Bible and "the law of our God" is the law of liberty, but the 
"rulers of Sodom" are the leaders of the West, such as politicians, bankers, kings, and queens. 
The "people of Gomorrah" are sodomites, reprobates, apostates, Laodiceans, or Westerners. The 
church of the Laodiceans put on vain worship of silly singing and dancing, religious clown 
shows with empty praise, such as with their masses and services, Isa. 1:10-14, "Hear the word of 
the LORD, ye rulers of Sodom; give ear unto the law of our God, ye people of Gomorrah. To 
what purpose is the multitude of your sacrifices unto me? saith the LORD: I am full of the burnt 
offerings of rams, and the fat of fed beasts; and I delight not in the blood of bullocks, or of 
lambs, or of he goats. When ye come to appear before me, who hath required this at your hand, 
to tread my courts? Bring no more vain oblations; incense is an abomination unto me; the new 


moons and sabbaths, the calling of assemblies, I cannot away with; it is iniquity, even the solemn 
meeting. Your new moons and your appointed feasts my soul hateth: they are a trouble unto me; 
I am weary to bear them.” 


James 1:25-27, "But whoso looketh into the perfect law of liberty, and continueth therein, he 
being not a forgetful hearer, but a doer of the work, this man shall be blessed in his deed. If any 
man among you seem to be religious, and bridleth not his tongue, but deceiveth his own heart, 
this man's religion is vain. Pure religion and undefiled before God and the Father is this, To visit 
the fatherless and widows in their affliction, and to keep himself unspotted from the world." 


These vain worshippers, their "hands are full of blood", as with wars, abortions, genocides, 
rapes, and sodomy, Isa. 1:15, "And when ye spread forth your hands, I will hide mine eyes from 
you: yea, when ye make many prayers, I will not hear: your hands are full of blood." 


Repent! Turn from wickedness and to righteousness in Christ Jesus, Isa. 1:16-17, "Wash you, 
make you clean; put away the evil of your doings from before mine eyes; cease to do evil; Learn 
to do well; seek judgment, relieve the oppressed, judge the fatherless, plead for the widow." 


Matt. 4:17, "From that time Jesus began to preach, and to say, Repent: for the kingdom of heaven 
is at hand." 


"Let us reason together" that is to reconcile with God through the remission of sins in Christ 
Jesus, Isa. 1:18, "Come now, and let us reason together, saith the LORD: though your sins be as 
scarlet, they shall be as white as snow; though they be red like crimson, they shall be as wool." 


2 Chron. 7:14, "If my people, which are called by my name, shall humble themselves, and pray, 
and seek my face, and turn from their wicked ways; then will I hear from heaven, and will 
forgive their sin, and will heal their land." 


The Lord desires and expects obedience to His word, and if His people "refuse and rebel", they 
will face invasion and war, Isa. 1:19-20, "If ye be willing and obedient, ye shall eat the good of 
the land: But if ye refuse and rebel, ye shall be devoured with the sword: for the mouth of the 
LORD hath spoken it." 


1 Sam. 15:22-23, "And Samuel said, Hath the LORD as great delight in burnt offerings and 
sacrifices, as in obeying the voice of the LORD? Behold, to obey is better than sacrifice, and to 
hearken than the fat of rams. For rebellion is as the sin of witchcraft, and stubbornness is as 
iniquity and idolatry. Because thou hast rejected the word of the LORD, he hath also rejected 
thee from being king." 


God is NOT a natural man, but natural man must REPENT (not "refuse and rebel") to the Son of 
man, Jesus Christ, Who is the perfect man, the God-man, Num. 23:19, "God is not a man, that he 
should lie; neither the son of man, that he should repent: hath he said, and shall he not do it? or 
hath he spoken, and shall he not make it good?" 
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1 Cor. 2:14, "But the natural man receiveth not the things of the Spirit of God: for they are 
foolishness unto him: neither can he know them, because they are spiritually discerned." 


"The faithful city" was Jerusalem, which "become an harlot"; and who is "the mother of harlots", 
which are unfaithful cities and nations, which were Christian but now are full of murderers, such 
as NYC, London, DC, Manila, etc., Isa. 1:21, "How is the faithful city become an harlot! it was 
full of judgment; righteousness lodged in it; but now murderers." 


Sodomites, reprobates, and apostates are full of adulteries, such as gold-plated bars of tungsten, 
sitting in banks; and their "princes are rebellious", such as politicians, judges, police, soldiers, 
tax collectors, Isa. 1:22-23, "Thy silver is become dross, thy wine mixed with water: Thy princes 
are rebellious, and companions of thieves: every one loveth gifts, and followeth after rewards: 
they judge not the fatherless, neither doth the cause of the widow come unto them." 


John the Baptist schooled his generation of Jews, who are this generation of Westerners, Luke 
3:7-14, "Then said he to the multitude that came forth to be baptized of him, O generation of 
vipers, who hath warned you to flee from the wrath to come? Bring forth therefore fruits worthy 
of repentance, and begin not to say within yourselves, We have Abraham to our father: for I say 
unto you, That God is able of these stones to raise up children unto Abraham. And now also the 
axe is laid unto the root of the trees: every tree therefore which bringeth not forth good fruit is 
hewn down, and cast into the fire. And the people asked him, saying, What shall we do then? He 
answereth and saith unto them, He that hath two coats, let him impart to him that hath none; and 
he that hath meat, let him do likewise. Then came also publicans to be baptized, and said unto 
him, Master, what shall we do? And he said unto them, Exact no more than that which is 
appointed you. And the soldiers likewise demanded of him, saying, And what shall we do? And 
he said unto them, Do violence to no man, neither accuse any falsely; and be content with your 
wages." 


The LORD of hosts shall purge "purely purge away thy dross": the dross, being the enemies of 
God: sodomites, reprobates, and apostates, who are as "tin", those gold-plated bars of tungsten, 
Isa. 1:24-26, "Therefore saith the Lord, the LORD of hosts, the mighty One of Israel, Ah, I will 
ease me of mine adversaries, and avenge me of mine enemies: And I will turn my hand upon 
thee, and purely purge away thy dross, and take away all thy tin: And I will restore thy judges as 
at the first, and thy counsellors as at the beginning: afterward thou shalt be called, The city of 
righteousness, the faithful city." 


Then the Lord shall restore judges and counsellors of righteousness, such judges as Othniel, 
Ehud, and Gideon, as well as counsellors, such as Isaiah, Jeremiah, and Daniel; and foretelling 
and pointing to the millennial camp of the saints. 


"Zion" is the Church, the Body of Christ, and her converts are of the Jew and Muslim remnants; 
and the judgment is the great tribulation (Jacob's trouble), Isa. 1:27-31, "Zion shall be redeemed 
with judgment, and her converts with righteousness. And the destruction of the transgressors and 
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of the sinners shall be together, and they that forsake the LORD shall be consumed. For they 
shall be ashamed of the oaks which ye have desired, and ye shall be confounded for the gardens 
that ye have chosen. For ye shall be as an oak whose leaf fadeth, and as a garden that hath no 
water. And the strong shall be as tow, and the maker of it as a spark, and they shall both burn 
together, and none shall quench them." 


The "transgressors" are apostates, whereas "sinners" are sodomites; and "they that forsake the 
LORD" are reprobates. The "oak whose leaf fadeth" and the "garden that hath no water" are 
apostate churches. The "strong" are wicked leaders and false prophets, who will be the cause of 
their mutual destruction, along with the transgressors and sinners. 


Rev. 2:5, "Remember therefore from whence thou art fallen, and repent, and do the first works; 
or else I will come unto thee quickly, and will remove thy candlestick out of his place, except 
thou repent." 


Rev. 2:14-15, "But I have a few things against thee, because thou hast there them that hold the 
doctrine of Balaam, who taught Balac to cast a stumblingblock before the children of Israel, to 
eat things sacrificed unto idols, and to commit fornication. So hast thou also them that hold the 
doctrine of the Nicolaitans, which thing I hate." 


Rev. 2:20-23, "Notwithstanding I have a few things against thee, because thou sufferest that 
woman Jezebel, which calleth herself a prophetess, to teach and to seduce my servants to commit 
fornication, and to eat things sacrificed unto idols. And I gave her space to repent of her 
fornication; and she repented not. Behold, I will cast her into a bed, and them that commit 
adultery with her into great tribulation, except they repent of their deeds. And I will kill her 
children with death; and all the churches shall know that Iam he which searcheth the reins and 
hearts: and I will give unto every one of you according to your works." 


Rev. 3:1, "And unto the angel of the church in Sardis write; These things saith he that hath the 
seven Spirits of God, and the seven stars; I know thy works, that thou hast a name that thou 
livest, and art dead." 


Rev. 3:15-16, "I know thy works, that thou art neither cold nor hot: I would thou wert cold or 
hot. So then because thou art lukewarm, and neither cold nor hot, I will spue thee out of my 
mouth." 


Matt. 13:36-43, "Then Jesus sent the multitude away, and went into the house: and his disciples 
came unto him, saying, Declare unto us the parable of the tares of the field. He answered and 
said unto them, He that soweth the good seed is the Son of man; The field is the world; the good 
seed are the children of the kingdom; but the tares are the children of the wicked one; The enemy 
that sowed them is the devil; the harvest is the end of the world; and the reapers are the angels. 
As therefore the tares are gathered and burned in the fire; so shall it be in the end of this world. 
The Son of man shall send forth his angels, and they shall gather out of his kingdom all things 
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that offend, and them which do iniquity; And shall cast them into a furnace of fire: there shall be 
wailing and gnashing of teeth. Then shall the righteous shine forth as the sun in the kingdom of 
their Father. Who hath ears to hear, let him hear." 


The Mountain of the Lord 


The "word" is the revelation and vision of Isaiah, Isa. 2:1-5, "The word that Isaiah the son of 
Amoz saw concerning Judah and Jerusalem. And it shall come to pass in the last days, that the 
mountain of the LORD'S house shall be established in the top of the mountains, and shall be 
exalted above the hills; and all nations shall flow unto it. And many people shall go and say, 
Come ye, and let us go up to the mountain of the LORD, to the house of the God of Jacob; and 
he will teach us of his ways, and we will walk in his paths: for out of Zion shall go forth the law, 
and the word of the LORD from Jerusalem. And he shall judge among the nations, and shall 
rebuke many people: and they shall beat their swords into plowshares, and their spears into 
pruninghooks: nation shall not lift up sword against nation, neither shall they learn war any 
more. O house of Jacob, come ye, and let us walk in the light of the LORD." 


The "last days" pertain to the thousand years in which the camp of the saints is in and around 
occupied Jerusalem and Judah. The "mountain of the Lord's house" as well as the "house of the 
God of Jacob" is the millennial temple, which will be cleansed from the abomination of 
desolation, during the aftermath of the destruction of Babylon. 


God's ways are the ways of life, the resurrection life, John 14:6, "Jesus saith unto him, I am the 
way, the truth, and the life: no man cometh unto the Father, but by me." 


Acts 2:28, "Thou hast made known to me the ways of life; thou shalt make me full of joy with 
thy countenance.” 


God's paths are the straight paths, Heb. 12:1-2, "Wherefore seeing we also are compassed about 
with so great a cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside every weight, and the sin which doth so easily 
beset us, and let us run with patience the race that is set before us, Looking unto Jesus the author 
and finisher of our faith; who for the joy that was set before him endured the cross, despising the 
shame, and is set down at the right hand of the throne of God." 


Zion is occupied Jerusalem, the camp of the saints, which represents the law, the perfect law of 
liberty, or the royal law, James 1:25, "But whoso looketh into the perfect law of liberty, and 
continueth therein, he being not a forgetful hearer, but a doer of the work, this man shall be 
blessed in his deed." 


James 2:8-9, "If ye fulfil the royal law according to the scripture, Thou shalt love thy neighbour 
as thyself, ye do well: But if ye have respect to persons, ye commit sin, and are convinced of the 
law as transgressors." 


James 2:12, "So speak ye, and so do, as they that shall be judged by the law of liberty." 
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Micah 4:1-5, "But in the last days it shall come to pass, that the mountain of the house of the 
LORD shall be established in the top of the mountains, and it shall be exalted above the hills; 
and people shall flow unto it. And many nations shall come, and say, Come, and let us go up to 
the mountain of the LORD, and to the house of the God of Jacob; and he will teach us of his 
ways, and we will walk in his paths: for the law shall go forth of Zion, and the word of the 
LORD from Jerusalem. And he shall judge among many people, and rebuke strong nations afar 
off; and they shall beat their swords into plowshares, and their spears into pruninghooks: nation 
shall not lift up a sword against nation, neither shall they learn war any more. But they shall sit 
every man under his vine and under his fig tree; and none shall make them afraid: for the mouth 
of the LORD of hosts hath spoken it. For all people will walk every one in the name of his god, 
and we will walk in the name of the LORD our God for ever and ever." 


"In that day" is a theme throughout the balance of Isaiah. This phrase tends to indicate "The Day 
of the Lord", which points to the balance of the 70th week of Daniel, as well as more succinctly 
to the thousand years of Christ's direct reign on earth. 


"Therefore" is the pronouncement of God's judgment; "forsaken" was the western Christian 
heritage; and "the house of Jacob" are the Christian churches, Isa. 2:6, "Therefore thou hast 
forsaken thy people the house of Jacob, because they be replenished from the east, and are 
soothsayers like the Philistines, and they please themselves in the children of strangers." 


Being "replenished from the east" is international commerce with China. Westerners became 
soothsayers: apostates, heretics, false prophets, false teachers, false disciples; and like the 
Philistines, they adopted foreign aliens and their religions in their nations. These Westerners 
"please themselves" with making alliances with antichrist nations; and "the children of strangers" 
are the generations of foreign aliens brought up the Western nations. 


The West abounds with great wealth: mass transportation, such as air, land, and sea transport, 
Isa. 2:7-9, "Their land also is full of silver and gold, neither is there any end of their treasures; 
their land is also full of horses, neither is there any end of their chariots: Their land also is full of 
idols; they worship the work of their own hands, that which their own fingers have made: And 
the mean man boweth down, and the great man humbleth himself: therefore forgive them not." 


"Their land also is full of idols" are material things, such as manufactured goods. The "mean 
man" and the "great man", such as political and business leaders, bow and humble themselves 
before their idols, such as mobs and traitors, who rule over them. And "forgive them not" but let 
them be judged harshly, Rev. 18:6, "Reward her even as she rewarded you, and double unto her 
double according to her works: in the cup which she hath filled fill to her double." 


The people of God are warned to take a place of refuge in the time of the Lord's judgment: the 
proud from among the world will be humiliated; and the Lord will be exalted in the day of His 
judgment, Isa. 2:10-11, "Enter into the rock, and hide thee in the dust, for fear of the LORD, and 
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for the glory of his majesty. The lofty looks of man shall be humbled, and the haughtiness of 
men shall be bowed down, and the LORD alone shall be exalted in that day." 


Prov. 16:18, "Pride goeth before destruction, and an haughty spirit before a fall." 


Jer. 50:32, "And the most proud shall stumble and fall, and none shall raise him up: and I will 
kindle a fire in his cities, and it shall devour all round about him." 


Eze. 30:6, "Thus saith the LORD; They also that uphold Egypt shall fall; and the pride of her 
power shall come down: from the tower of Syene shall they fall in it by the sword, saith the Lord 
GOD." 


The day of the Lord not only includes His judgment but also His wrath: upon the proud, the 
leaders of men, priests of the world, religious leaders, as well as political leaders, Isa. 2:12-16, 
"For the day of the LORD of hosts shall be upon every one that is proud and lofty, and upon 
every one that is lifted up; and he shall be brought low: And upon all the cedars of Lebanon, that 
are high and lifted up, and upon all the oaks of Bashan, And upon all the high mountains, and 
upon all the hills that are lifted up, And upon every high tower, and upon every fenced wall, And 
upon all the ships of Tarshish, and upon all pleasant pictures." 


Likewise, God's judgment and wrath will fall upon the wicked peoples and nations of the world; 
upon the government houses, banks, and apostate churches; as well as upon the great navies of 
the West (Tarshish); and upon even the great works of art, Rev. 18:12-16, "The merchandise of 
gold, and silver, and precious stones, and of pearls, and fine linen, and purple, and silk, and 
scarlet, and all thyine wood, and all manner vessels of ivory, and all manner vessels of most 
precious wood, and of brass, and iron, and marble, And cinnamon, and odours, and ointments, 
and frankincense, and wine, and oil, and fine flour, and wheat, and beasts, and sheep, and horses, 
and chariots, and slaves, and souls of men. And the fruits that thy soul lusted after are departed 
from thee, and all things which were dainty and goodly are departed from thee, and thou shalt 
find them no more at all. The merchants of these things, which were made rich by her, shall 
stand afar off for the fear of her torment, weeping and wailing, And saying, Alas, alas, that great 
city, that was clothed in fine linen, and purple, and scarlet, and decked with gold, and precious 
stones, and pearls!" 


The Lord shall in His judgment humble the men of the world; all the idols shall be destroyed; 
and those who are haughty and proud, from among men, shall go and hide in underground silos 
and bunkers, Isa. 2:17-19, "And the loftiness of man shall be bowed down, and the haughtiness 
of men shall be made low: and the LORD alone shall be exalted in that day. And the idols he 
shall utterly abolish. And they shall go into the holes of the rocks, and into the caves of the earth, 
for fear of the LORD, and for the glory of his majesty, when he ariseth to shake terribly the 
earth." 
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Heb. 12:25-26, "See that ye refuse not him that speaketh. For if they escaped not who refused 
him that spake on earth, much more shall not we escape, if we turn away from him that speaketh 
from heaven: Whose voice then shook the earth: but now he hath promised, saying, Yet once 
more I shake not the earth only, but also heaven." 


Rev. 6:12-17, "And I beheld when he had opened the sixth seal, and, lo, there was a great 
earthquake; and the sun became black as sackcloth of hair, and the moon became as blood; And 
the stars of heaven fell unto the earth, even as a fig tree casteth her untimely figs, when she is 
shaken of a mighty wind. And the heaven departed as a scroll when it is rolled together; and 
every mountain and island were moved out of their places. And the kings of the earth, and the 
great men, and the rich men, and the chief captains, and the mighty men, and every bondman, 
and every free man, hid themselves in the dens and in the rocks of the mountains; And said to the 
mountains and rocks, Fall on us, and hide us from the face of him that sitteth on the throne, and 
from the wrath of the Lamb: For the great day of his wrath is come; and who shall be able to 
stand?" 


Those, who have hid themselves, will throw their gold and silver away, along with hiding in their 
silos and bunkers; and again they shall hide themselves in these underground hideaways for fear 
of the Lord's wrath, which will come upon them, Isa. 2:20-22, "In that day a man shall cast his 
idols of silver, and his idols of gold, which they made each one for himself to worship, to the 
moles and to the bats; To go into the clefts of the rocks, and into the tops of the ragged rocks, for 
fear of the LORD, and for the glory of his majesty, when he ariseth to shake terribly the earth. 
Cease ye from man, whose breath is in his nostrils: for wherein is he to be accounted of?" 


Psa. 146:3-5, "Put not your trust in princes, nor in the son of man, in whom there is no help. His 
breath goeth forth, he returneth to his earth; in that very day his thoughts perish. Happy is he that 
hath the God of Jacob for his help, whose hope is in the LORD his God". 


Jer. 17:5, "Thus saith the LORD; Cursed be the man that trusteth in man, and maketh flesh his 
arm, and whose heart departeth from the LORD." 


To the people of God: do not put your trust in man, as with the likes of Trump, but in Christ 
Jesus, Savior and Lord! 


The West of Gomorrah 


God takes the riches, the health, wealth, and prosperity, from His people and enemies, and gives 
the rule to leaders of clay, of weakness: the lewd and baser sort; and these are unfit and 
unqualified to lead, such as women, sodomites, reprobates, and apostates shall rule and oppress 
the people (much like with the lab flu hysteria), Isa. 3:1-5, "For, behold, the Lord, the LORD of 
hosts, doth take away from Jerusalem and from Judah the stay and the staff, the whole stay of 
bread, and the whole stay of water, The mighty man, and the man of war, the judge, and the 
prophet, and the prudent, and the ancient, The captain of fifty, and the honourable man, and the 
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counsellor, and the cunning artificer, and the eloquent orator. And I will give children to be their 
princes, and babes shall rule over them. And the people shall be oppressed, every one by another, 
and every one by his neighbour: the child shall behave himself proudly against the ancient, and 
the base against the honourable." 


So desperate are the people that they try and compel their close relatives, such as gold and silver 
hoarders, to judge in their favor, but they adamantly decline and deny their discrete wealth, Isa. 
3:6-7, "When a man shall take hold of his brother of the house of his father, saying, Thou hast 
clothing, be thou our ruler, and let this ruin be under thy hand: In that day shall he swear, saying, 
I will not be an healer; for in my house is neither bread nor clothing: make me not a ruler of the 
people.” 


The cities and nations of the West fall because of their pride, haughtiness, rebellion, and 
blasphemy against God, with such abominations as abortion, sodomite "marriage", in which they 
have no fear of God and no love for the Lord, Isa. 3:8, "For Jerusalem is ruined, and Judah is 
fallen: because their tongue and their doings are against the LORD, to provoke the eyes of his 


glory." 


Vain parades of haughtiness, such as "sodomite pride" parades and "mardi gras" parties, display 
their shame and show off their abomination openly, Isa. 3:9, "The shew of their countenance 
doth witness against them; and they declare their sin as Sodom, they hide it not. Woe unto their 
soul! for they have rewarded evil unto themselves." 


Gal. 5:19-21, "Now the works of the flesh are manifest, which are these; Adultery, fornication, 
uncleanness, lasciviousness, Idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, variance, emulations, wrath, strife, 
seditions, heresies, Envyings, murders, drunkenness, revellings, and such like: of the which I tell 
you before, as I have also told you in time past, that they which do such things shall not inherit 
the kingdom of God." 


The few righteous among the apostates, sodomites, and reprobates shall be made well by their 
fruits of the Spirit, Isa. 3:10, "Say ye to the righteous, that it shall be well with him: for they shall 
eat the fruit of their doings." 


Gal. 6:7-8, "Be not deceived; God is not mocked: for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap. For he that soweth to his flesh shall of the flesh reap corruption; but he that soweth to the 
Spirit shall of the Spirit reap life everlasting." 


The wicked, however, will be recompensed, evil for evil, Isa. 3:11, "Woe unto the wicked! it 
shall be ill with him: for the reward of his hands shall be given him." 


Ecc. 8:12-13, "Though a sinner do evil an hundred times, and his days be prolonged, yet surely I 
know that it shall be well with them that fear God, which fear before him: But it shall not be well 
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with the wicked, neither shall he prolong his days, which are as a shadow; because he feareth not 
before God." 


The apostates will be oppressed by jezebels and unruly brats, Isa. 3:12, "As for my people, 
children are their oppressors, and women rule over them. O my people, they which lead thee 
cause thee to err, and destroy the way of thy paths." 


Rev. 2:20, "Notwithstanding I have a few things against thee, because thou sufferest that woman 
Jezebel, which calleth herself a prophetess, to teach and to seduce my servants to commit 
fornication, and to eat things sacrificed unto idols." 


1 Tim. 2:11-12, "Let the woman learn in silence with all subjection. But I suffer not a woman to 
teach, nor to usurp authority over the man, but to be in silence." 


Elisha the prophet dealt with unruly brats, 2 Kings 2:23-24, "And he went up from thence unto 
Bethel: and as he was going up by the way, there came forth little children out of the city, and 
mocked him, and said unto him, Go up, thou bald head; go up, thou bald head. And he turned 
back, and looked on them, and cursed them in the name of the LORD. And there came forth two 
she bears out of the wood, and tare forty and two children of them." 


The Lord will enter into judgment against the wicked, the apostates, sodomites, and reprobates, 
such as the cities and nations of the West, Isa. 3:13-15, "The LORD standeth up to plead, and 
standeth to judge the people. The LORD will enter into judgment with the ancients of his people, 
and the princes thereof: for ye have eaten up the vineyard; the spoil of the poor is in your houses. 
What mean ye that ye beat my people to pieces, and grind the faces of the poor? saith the Lord 
GOD of hosts." 


Luke 12:43-48, "Blessed is that servant, whom his lord when he cometh shall find so doing. Of a 
truth I say unto you, that he will make him ruler over all that he hath. But and if that servant say 
in his heart, My lord delayeth his coming; and shall begin to beat the menservants and maidens, 
and to eat and drink, and to be drunken; The lord of that servant will come in a day when he 
looketh not for him, and at an hour when he is not aware, and will cut him in sunder, and will 
appoint him his portion with the unbelievers. And that servant, which knew his lord's will, and 
prepared not himself, neither did according to his will, shall be beaten with many stripes. But he 
that knew not, and did commit things worthy of stripes, shall be beaten with few stripes. For unto 
whomsoever much is given, of him shall be much required: and to whom men have committed 
much, of him they will ask the more." 


The "daughters of Zion" are apostate churches, who parade themselves as self-righteous 
religionists, but they will be brought low by the Lord in the time of judgment, Isa 3:16-24, 
"Moreover the LORD saith, Because the daughters of Zion are haughty, and walk with stretched 
forth necks and wanton eyes, walking and mincing as they go, and making a tinkling with their 
feet: Therefore the Lord will smite with a scab the crown of the head of the daughters of Zion, 
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and the LORD will discover their secret parts. In that day the Lord will take away the bravery of 
their tinkling ornaments about their feet, and their cauls, and their round tires like the moon, The 
chains, and the bracelets, and the mufflers, The bonnets, and the ornaments of the legs, and the 
headbands, and the tablets, and the earrings, The rings, and nose jewels, The changeable suits of 
apparel, and the mantles, and the wimples, and the crisping pins, The glasses, and the fine linen, 
and the hoods, and the vails. And it shall come to pass, that instead of sweet smell there shall be 
stink; and instead of a girdle a rent; and instead of well set hair baldness; and instead of a 
stomacher a girding of sackcloth; and burning instead of beauty." 


Rev. 2:5, "Remember therefore from whence thou art fallen, and repent, and do the first works; 
or else I will come unto thee quickly, and will remove thy candlestick out of his place, except 
thou repent." 


Rev. 2:16, "Repent; or else I will come unto thee quickly, and will fight against them with the 
sword of my mouth." 


Rev. 2:20-23, "Notwithstanding I have a few things against thee, because thou sufferest that 
woman Jezebel, which calleth herself a prophetess, to teach and to seduce my servants to commit 
fornication, and to eat things sacrificed unto idols. And I gave her space to repent of her 
fornication; and she repented not. Behold, I will cast her into a bed, and them that commit 
adultery with her into great tribulation, except they repent of their deeds. And I will kill her 
children with death; and all the churches shall know that Iam he which searcheth the reins and 
hearts: and I will give unto every one of you according to your works." 


Rev. 3:3, "Remember therefore how thou hast received and heard, and hold fast, and repent. If 
therefore thou shalt not watch, I will come on thee as a thief, and thou shalt not know what hour I 
will come upon thee." 


Rev. 3:19, "As many as I love, I rebuke and chasten: be zealous therefore, and repent." 


The best of men shall be slaughtered in the war; and the apostate churches will be made humble, 
Isa. 3:25-26, "Thy men shall fall by the sword, and thy mighty in the war. And her gates shall 
lament and mourn; and she being desolate shall sit upon the ground." 


Sodom and Gomorrah were located in the plain of Jordan, where their lands were well-fertile and 
blessed of the Lord, Gen. 13:10, "And Lot lifted up his eyes, and beheld all the plain of Jordan, 
that it was well watered every where, before the LORD destroyed Sodom and Gomorrah, even as 
the garden of the LORD, like the land of Egypt, as thou comest unto Zoar." 


Gen. 13:13, "But the men of Sodom were wicked and sinners before the LORD exceedingly." 


This Scriptural account gives the nature of sodomites: those with perverted sexual appetites, who 
seek to exploit whoever they can abuse, Gen. 19:1-16, "And there came two angels to Sodom at 
even; and Lot sat in the gate of Sodom: and Lot seeing them rose up to meet them; and he bowed 
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himself with his face toward the ground; And he said, Behold now, my lords, turn in, I pray you, 
into your servant's house, and tarry all night, and wash your feet, and ye shall rise up early, and 
go on your ways. And they said, Nay; but we will abide in the street all night. And he pressed 
upon them greatly; and they turned in unto him, and entered into his house; and he made them a 
feast, and did bake unleavened bread, and they did eat. But before they lay down, the men of the 
city, even the men of Sodom, compassed the house round, both old and young, all the people 
from every quarter: And they called unto Lot, and said unto him, Where are the men which came 
in to thee this night? bring them out unto us, that we may know them. And Lot went out at the 
door unto them, and shut the door after him, And said, I pray you, brethren, do not so wickedly. 
Behold now, I have two daughters which have not known man; let me, I pray you, bring them 
out unto you, and do ye to them as is good in your eyes: only unto these men do nothing; for 
therefore came they under the shadow of my roof. And they said, Stand back. And they said 
again, This one fellow came in to sojourn, and he will needs be a judge: now will we deal worse 
with thee, than with them. And they pressed sore upon the man, even Lot, and came near to 
break the door. But the men put forth their hand, and pulled Lot into the house to them, and shut 
to the door. And they smote the men that were at the door of the house with blindness, both small 
and great: so that they wearied themselves to find the door. And the men said unto Lot, Hast thou 
here any besides? son in law, and thy sons, and thy daughters, and whatsoever thou hast in the 
city, bring them out of this place: For we will destroy this place, because the cry of them is 
waxen great before the face of the LORD; and the LORD hath sent us to destroy it. And Lot 
went out, and spake unto his sons in law, which married his daughters, and said, Up, get you out 
of this place; for the LORD will destroy this city. But he seemed as one that mocked unto his 
sons in law. And when the morning arose, then the angels hastened Lot, saying, Arise, take thy 
wife, and thy two daughters, which are here; lest thou be consumed in the iniquity of the city. 
And while he lingered, the men laid hold upon his hand, and upon the hand of his wife, and upon 
the hand of his two daughters; the LORD being merciful unto him: and they brought him forth, 
and set him without the city." 


The Branch of the Lord Glorified 


As to the reference "in that day" is the time of trouble or tribulation, as with God's judgment, Isa. 
4:1, "And in that day seven women shall take hold of one man, saying, We will eat our own 
bread, and wear our own apparel: only let us be called by thy name, to take away our reproach." 


The reference of "seven women" to "one man" is to indicate the desperation of women in that 
time of trouble because so many men have perished in warfare that they will try to cling to any 
man who will have them. 


As to the "escaped of Israel", these are the faithful saints, the Israel of God, who shall find refuge 
in the Lord and shall find excellent nourishment in exile, Isa 4:2, "In that day shall the branch of 
the LORD be beautiful and glorious, and the fruit of the earth shall be excellent and comely for 
them that are escaped of Israel." 
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But those who are "left in Zion" and "remaineth in Jerusalem" are "the remnant were affrighted, 
and gave glory to the God of heaven", Isa. 4:3-4, "And it shall come to pass, that he that is left in 
Zion, and he that remaineth in Jerusalem, shall be called holy, even every one that is written 
among the living in Jerusalem: When the Lord shall have washed away the filth of the daughters 
of Zion, and shall have purged the blood of Jerusalem from the midst thereof by the spirit of 
judgment, and by the spirit of burning." 


Rev. 11:13, "And the same hour was there a great earthquake, and the tenth part of the city fell, 
and in the earthquake were slain of men seven thousand: and the remnant were affrighted, and 
gave glory to the God of heaven." 


The remnant is also a part of the camp of the saints, which will rule and reign during the 
thousand years of Christ's rule on earth, Dan. 7:18, "But the saints of the most High shall take the 
kingdom, and possess the kingdom for ever, even for ever and ever." 


Dan. 7:27, "And the kingdom and dominion, and the greatness of the kingdom under the whole 
heaven, shall be given to the people of the saints of the most High, whose kingdom is an 
everlasting kingdom, and all dominions shall serve and obey him." 


Joel 3:17, "So shall ye know that I am the LORD your God dwelling in Zion, my holy mountain: 
then shall Jerusalem be holy, and there shall no strangers pass through her any more." 


The "tabernacle" is the millennial temple, and is of Emmanuel, Who is "God with us". He is also 
the Word. And, "mount Zion" is the camp of the saints; and "her assemblies" are the nations 
aligned with the camp of the saints, Isa. 4:5-6, "And the LORD will create upon every dwelling 
place of mount Zion, and upon her assemblies, a cloud and smoke by day, and the shining of a 
flaming fire by night: for upon all the glory shall be a defence. And there shall be a tabernacle for 
a shadow in the daytime from the heat, and for a place of refuge, and for a covert from storm and 
from rain." 


John 1:14, "And the Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us, (and we beheld his glory, the 
glory as of the only begotten of the Father,) full of grace and truth." 


Zech. 12:10-14, "And I will pour upon the house of David, and upon the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, the spirit of grace and of supplications: and they shall look upon me whom they have 
pierced, and they shall mourn for him, as one mourneth for his only son, and shall be in 
bitterness for him, as one that is in bitterness for his firstborn. In that day shall there be a great 
mourning in Jerusalem, as the mourning of Hadadrimmon in the valley of Megiddon. And the 
land shall mourn, every family apart; the family of the house of David apart, and their wives 
apart; the family of the house of Nathan apart, and their wives apart; The family of the house of 
Levi apart, and their wives apart; the family of Shimei apart, and their wives apart; All the 
families that remain, every family apart, and their wives apart." 
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Ezek. 39:25-29, "Therefore thus saith the Lord GOD; Now will I bring again the captivity of 
Jacob, and have mercy upon the whole house of Israel, and will be jealous for my holy name; 
After that they have borne their shame, and all their trespasses whereby they have trespassed 
against me, when they dwelt safely in their land, and none made them afraid. When I have 
brought them again from the people, and gathered them out of their enemies' lands, and am 
sanctified in them in the sight of many nations; Then shall they know that I am the LORD their 
God, which caused them to be led into captivity among the heathen: but I have gathered them 
unto their own land, and have left none of them any more there. Neither will I hide my face any 
more from them: for I have poured out my spirit upon the house of Israel, saith the Lord GOD." 


The Vineyard of the Lord Destroyed 


The song is a prophecy, in which "my wellbeloved" is the Lord of the vineyard, Isa. 5:1-2, "Now 
will I sing to my wellbeloved a song of my beloved touching his vineyard. My wellbeloved hath 
a vineyard in a very fruitful hill: And he fenced it, and gathered out the stones thereof, and 
planted it with the choicest vine, and built a tower in the midst of it, and also made a winepress 
therein: and he looked that it should bring forth grapes, and it brought forth wild grapes." 


To "fenced it, and gathered out the stones" is to prepare the ground of God's vineyard, which is 
God's people, as with Christ's parable of the "Laborers in the Vineyard", Matt. 20: 1, 13-16, "For 
the kingdom of heaven is like unto a man that is an householder, which went out early in the 
morning to hire labourers into his vineyard. ... But he answered one of them, and said, Friend, I 
do thee no wrong: didst not thou agree with me for a penny? Take that thine is, and go thy way: I 
will give unto this last, even as unto thee. Is it not lawful for me to do what I will with mine 
own? Is thine eye evil, because I am good? So the last shall be first, and the first last: for many 
be called, but few chosen"; and with Christ's "The Parable of the Tenants", Matt. 21:33-34, 43, 
"Hear another parable: There was a certain householder, which planted a vineyard, and hedged it 
round about, and digged a winepress in it, and built a tower, and let it out to husbandmen, and 
went into a far country: And when the time of the fruit drew near, he sent his servants to the 
husbandmen, that they might receive the fruits of it. ... Therefore say I unto you, The kingdom 
of God shall be taken from you, and given to a nation bringing forth the fruits thereof." 


The "very fruitful hill" is as a horn or a peak, which is Mount Zion, which spiritually is the 
Church, the Body of Christ, Heb. 12:22-24, "But ye are come unto mount Sion, and unto the city 
of the living God, the heavenly Jerusalem, and to an innumerable company of angels, To the 
general assembly and church of the firstborn, which are written in heaven, and to God the Judge 
of all, and to the spirits of just men made perfect, And to Jesus the mediator of the new covenant, 
and to the blood of sprinkling, that speaketh better things than that of Abel." 


And "the choicest vine" is the Lion of Judah, Gen. 49:9-12, "Judah is a lion's whelp: from the 
prey, my son, thou art gone up: he stooped down, he couched as a lion, and as an old lion; who 
shall rouse him up? The sceptre shall not depart from Judah, nor a lawgiver from between his 
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feet, until Shiloh come; and unto him shall the gathering of the people be. Binding his foal unto 
the vine, and his ass's colt unto the choice vine; he washed his garments in wine, and his clothes 
in the blood of grapes: His eyes shall be red with wine, and his teeth white with milk." 


And the "tower" is the places of refuge, where the house of the Lord is located, 1 Peter 2:5, "Ye 
also, as lively stones, are built up a spiritual house, an holy priesthood, to offer up spiritual 
sacrifices, acceptable to God by Jesus Christ." 


Rev. 12:6, "And the woman fled into the wilderness, where she hath a place prepared of God, 
that they should feed her there a thousand two hundred and threescore days." 


1 Peter 4:17, "For the time is come that judgment must begin at the house of God: and if it first 
begin at us, what shall the end be of them that obey not the gospel of God?" 


And the "winepress" is God's judgment, which is also "The Harvest of the Earth", Rev. 14:14-20, 
"And I looked, and behold a white cloud, and upon the cloud one sat like unto the Son of man, 
having on his head a golden crown, and in his hand a sharp sickle. And another angel came out 
of the temple, crying with a loud voice to him that sat on the cloud, Thrust in thy sickle, and 
reap: for the time is come for thee to reap; for the harvest of the earth is ripe. And he that sat on 
the cloud thrust in his sickle on the earth; and the earth was reaped. And another angel came out 
of the temple which is in heaven, he also having a sharp sickle. And another angel came out from 
the altar, which had power over fire; and cried with a loud cry to him that had the sharp sickle, 
saying, Thrust in thy sharp sickle, and gather the clusters of the vine of the earth; for her grapes 
are fully ripe. And the angel thrust in his sickle into the earth, and gathered the vine of the earth, 
and cast it into the great winepress of the wrath of God. And the winepress was trodden without 
the city, and blood came out of the winepress, even unto the horse bridles, by the space of a 
thousand and six hundred furlongs." 


Isa. 63:1-6, "Who is this that cometh from Edom, with dyed garments from Bozrah? this that is 
glorious in his apparel, travelling in the greatness of his strength? I that speak in righteousness, 
mighty to save. Wherefore art thou red in thine apparel, and thy garments like him that treadeth 
in the winefat? I have trodden the winepress alone; and of the people there was none with me: for 
I will tread them in mine anger, and trample them in my fury; and their blood shall be sprinkled 
upon my garments, and I will stain all my raiment. For the day of vengeance is in mine heart, and 
the year of my redeemed is come. And I looked, and there was none to help; and I wondered that 
there was none to uphold: therefore mine own arm brought salvation unto me; and my fury, it 
upheld me. And I will tread down the people in mine anger, and make them drunk in my fury, 
and I will bring down their strength to the earth." 


And the "wild grapes" are the Jews and the apostate world of Christendom, which are the 
apostates, sodomites, and reprobates, coming under judgment, Joel 3:12-16, "Let the heathen be 
wakened, and come up to the valley of Jehoshaphat: for there will I sit to judge all the heathen 
round about. Put ye in the sickle, for the harvest is ripe: come, get you down; for the press is full,

the fats overflow; for their wickedness is great. Multitudes, multitudes in the valley of decision: 
for the day of the LORD is near in the valley of decision. The sun and the moon shall be 
darkened, and the stars shall withdraw their shining. The LORD also shall roar out of Zion, and 
utter his voice from Jerusalem; and the heavens and the earth shall shake: but the LORD will be 
the hope of his people, and the strength of the children of Israel." 


Isa. 34:4-5, "And all the host of heaven shall be dissolved, and the heavens shall be rolled 
together as a scroll: and all their host shall fall down, as the leaf falleth off from the vine, and as 
a falling fig from the fig tree. For my sword shall be bathed in heaven: behold, it shall come 
down upon Idumea, and upon the people of my curse, to judgment." 


The "inhabitants of Jerusalem, and men of Judah" are the "husbandmen", who are the Jews, Isa. 
5:3-7, "And now, O inhabitants of Jerusalem, and men of Judah, judge, I pray you, betwixt me 
and my vineyard. What could have been done more to my vineyard, that I have not done in it? 
wherefore, when I looked that it should bring forth grapes, brought it forth wild grapes? And 
now go to; I will tell you what I will do to my vineyard: I will take away the hedge thereof, and it 
shall be eaten up; and break down the wall thereof, and it shall be trodden down: And I will lay it 
waste: it shall not be pruned, nor digged; but there shall come up briers and thorns: I will also 
command the clouds that they rain no rain upon it. For the vineyard of the LORD of hosts is the 
house of Israel, and the men of Judah his pleasant plant: and he looked for judgment, but behold 
oppression; for righteousness, but behold a cry." 


The "grapes" are the saints verses the "wild grapes" which are the apostates and Jews, Matt. 
21:40-44, "When the lord therefore of the vineyard cometh, what will he do unto those 
husbandmen? They say unto him, He will miserably destroy those wicked men, and will let out 
his vineyard unto other husbandmen, which shall render him the fruits in their seasons. Jesus 
saith unto them, Did ye never read in the scriptures, The stone which the builders rejected, the 
same is become the head of the corner: this is the Lord's doing, and it is marvellous in our eyes? 
Therefore say I unto you, The kingdom of God shall be taken from you, and given to a nation 
bringing forth the fruits thereof. And whosoever shall fall on this stone shall be broken: but on 
whomsoever it shall fall, it will grind him to powder." 


When the hedge of protection is removed, a nation or nations will be laid open to their enemies 
for invasion, Psa. 80:12-13, "Why hast thou then broken down her hedges, so that all they which 
pass by the way do pluck her? The boar out of the wood doth waste it, and the wild beast of the 
field doth devour it." 


Luke 21:24, "And they shall fall by the edge of the sword, and shall be led away captive into all 
nations: and Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until the times of the Gentiles be 
fulfilled." 
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"The days will come" are the times of tribulations and troubles coming upon the saints as well as 
the apostates, Luke 17:22, "And he said unto the disciples, The days will come, when ye shall 
desire to see one of the days of the Son of man, and ye shall not see it." 


John 16:33, "These things I have spoken unto you, that in me ye might have peace. In the world 
ye shall have tribulation: but be of good cheer; I have overcome the world." 


Acts 14:22, "Confirming the souls of the disciples, and exhorting them to continue in the faith, 
and that we must through much tribulation enter into the kingdom of God." 


And, "the clouds that they rain no rain upon it" is the latter rain generation that will be raptured 
and "so great a cloud of witnesses" are the saints who went before the latter rain saints, Heb. 
12:1-2, "Wherefore seeing we also are compassed about with so great a cloud of witnesses, let us 
lay aside every weight, and the sin which doth so easily beset us, and let us run with patience the 
race that is set before us, Looking unto Jesus the author and finisher of our faith; who for the joy 
that was set before him endured the cross, despising the shame, and is set down at the right hand 
of the throne of God." 


Rev. 7:9-10, "After this I beheld, and, lo, a great multitude, which no man could number, of all 
nations, and kindreds, and people, and tongues, stood before the throne, and before the Lamb, 
clothed with white robes, and palms in their hands; And cried with a loud voice, saying, 
Salvation to our God which sitteth upon the throne, and unto the Lamb." 


And "the vineyard of the LORD of hosts is the house of Israel" are reprobate Jews, "and the men 
of Judah his pleasant plant" are the apostates; "and he looked for judgment, but behold 
oppression; for righteousness, but behold a cry" is apostasy of forsaking the Lord for greed and 
debauchery, Matt. 27:22-24, "Pilate saith unto them, What shall I do then with Jesus which is 
called Christ? They all say unto him, Let him be crucified. And the governor said, Why, what 
evil hath he done? But they cried out the more, saying, Let him be crucified. When Pilate saw 
that he could prevail nothing, but that rather a tumult was made, he took water, and washed his 
hands before the multitude, saying, I am innocent of the blood of this just person: see ye to it." 


Woe | (out of 6): against the greed of covetousness of houses, such as banks, mansions, temples, 
government buildings, Isa. 5:8-10, "Woe unto them that join house to house, that lay field to 
field, till there be no place, that they may be placed alone in the midst of the earth! In mine ears 
said the LORD of hosts, Of a truth many houses shall be desolate, even great and fair, without 
inhabitant. Yea, ten acres of vineyard shall yield one bath, and the seed of an homer shall yield 
an ephah." 


To be left "desolate" is to be left empty, as with property and land, because of national sins, 
Micah 2:1-2, "Woe to them that devise iniquity, and work evil upon their beds! when the 
morning is light, they practise it, because it is in the power of their hand. And they covet fields, 
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and take them by violence; and houses, and take them away: so they oppress a man and his 
house, even a man and his heritage." 


"Yea, ten acres of vineyard shall yield one bath, and the seed of an homer shall yield an ephah" is 
as the artificial scarcity of the rider on the black horse, Rev. 6:5-6, "And when he had opened the 
third seal, I heard the third beast say, Come and see. And I beheld, and lo a black horse; and he 
that sat on him had a pair of balances in his hand. And I heard a voice in the midst of the four 
beasts say, A measure of wheat for a penny, and three measures of barley for a penny; and see 
thou hurt not the oil and the wine." 


This desolation reflects in the great whore city that is to be made desolate by her enemies, Rev. 
17:16, "And the ten horns which thou sawest upon the beast, these shall hate the whore, and shall 
make her desolate and naked, and shall eat her flesh, and burn her with fire." 


Her mourners, the apostates, sodomites, and reprobates of the world, cry over her desolation, 
Rev. 18:19, "And they cast dust on their heads, and cried, weeping and wailing, saying, Alas, 
alas, that great city, wherein were made rich all that had ships in the sea by reason of her 
costliness! for in one hour is she made desolate." 


Woe 2: against debauchery, because the apostates, sodomites, and reprobates of the city and 
nation, who fill their debauchery with music, which drowns out the fear of the Lord and His 
judgment, Isa. 5:11-12, "Woe unto them that rise up early in the morning, that they may follow 
strong drink; that continue until night, till wine inflame them! And the harp, and the viol, the 
tabret, and pipe, and wine, are in their feasts: but they regard not the work of the LORD, neither 
consider the operation of his hands." 


Eccl. 10:16-17, "Woe to thee, O land, when thy king is a child, and thy princes eat in the 
morning! Blessed art thou, O land, when thy king is the son of nobles, and thy princes eat in due 
season, for strength, and not for drunkenness!" 


Therefore 1: "my people", those who have called on the name of the Lord, have "gone into 
captivity" as in exile, the wilderness, Isa. 5:13, "Therefore my people are gone into captivity, 
because they have no knowledge: and their honourable men are famished, and their multitude 
dried up with thirst." 


Psa. 107:4-5, "They wandered in the wilderness in a solitary way; they found no city to dwell in. 
Hungry and thirsty, their soul fainted in them." 


Hos. 4:6, "My people are destroyed for lack of knowledge: because thou hast rejected 
knowledge, I will also reject thee, that thou shalt be no priest to me: seeing thou hast forgotten 
the law of thy God, I will also forget thy children." 


Luke 19:43-44, "For the days shall come upon thee, that thine enemies shall cast a trench about 
thee, and compass thee round, and keep thee in on every side, And shall lay thee even with the 
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ground, and thy children within thee; and they shall not leave in thee one stone upon another; 
because thou knewest not the time of thy visitation." 


Therefore 2: "hell hath enlarged herself" with the revelers, who descend down into the pit: sheol, 
the grave, and hades, the world of the dead, Isa. 5:14, "Therefore hell hath enlarged herself, and 
opened her mouth without measure: and their glory, and their multitude, and their pomp, and he 
that rejoiceth, shall descend into it." 


Num. 16:30, "But if the LORD make a new thing, and the earth open her mouth, and swallow 
them up, with all that appertain unto them, and they go down quick into the pit; then ye shall 
understand that these men have provoked the LORD." 


Rev. 6:7-8, "And when he had opened the fourth seal, I heard the voice of the fourth beast say, 
Come and see. And I looked, and behold a pale horse: and his name that sat on him was Death, 
and Hell followed with him. And power was given unto them over the fourth part of the earth, to 
kill with sword, and with hunger, and with death, and with the beasts of the earth." 


The "mean man" is like the mobs of agitators; the "mighty man" is like the nobles, the 
politicians; and the "lofty" are like the rich elites and bankers: these are brought down into the 
grave as abased because of God's judgments of famine, pestilence, and death upon them, Isa. 
5:15-17, "And the mean man shall be brought down, and the mighty man shall be humbled, and 
the eyes of the lofty shall be humbled: But the LORD of hosts shall be exalted in judgment, and 
God that is holy shall be sanctified in righteousness. Then shall the lambs feed after their 
manner, and the waste places of the fat ones shall strangers eat." 


The LORD of hosts will be feared and be seen as justified in His judgments meted on the wicked 
of men. The "lambs" are the remnant of God, which are the camp of the saints; and the 
"strangers" are those who repented to Christ from the nations of the world. 


John 10:14-16, "I am the good shepherd, and know my sheep, and am known of mine. As the 
Father knoweth me, even so know I the Father: and I lay down my life for the sheep. And other 
sheep I have, which are not of this fold: them also I must bring, and they shall hear my voice; 
and there shall be one fold, and one shepherd." 


John 10:27-29, "My sheep hear my voice, and I know them, and they follow me: And I give unto 
them eternal life; and they shall never perish, neither shall any man pluck them out of my hand. 
My Father, which gave them me, is greater than all; and no man is able to pluck them out of my 
Father's hand." 


Woe 3: is like when the state offers the churches tax-exemption (but Jesus commands even the 
churches to pay taxes) in which the state puts the churches on "strings" to corrupt them with 
accepting apostasy, sodomy, and reprobacy; and these evils call on the Lord to be quick and 
swift in His punishments; and may His people witness His judgments upon the workers of 
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iniquity, Isa. 5:18-19, "Woe unto them that draw iniquity with cords of vanity, and sin as it were 
with a cart rope: That say, Let him make speed, and hasten his work, that we may see it: and let 
the counsel of the Holy One of Israel draw nigh and come, that we may know it!" 


Matt. 13:41-42, "The Son of man shall send forth his angels, and they shall gather out of his 
kingdom all things that offend, and them which do iniquity; And shall cast them into a furnace of 
fire: there shall be wailing and gnashing of teeth." 


Matt. 24:12, "And because iniquity shall abound, the love of many shall wax cold." 


Gal. 6:7-8, "Be not deceived; God is not mocked: for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap. For he that soweth to his flesh shall of the flesh reap corruption; but he that soweth to the 
Spirit shall of the Spirit reap life everlasting." 


Woe 4: unto to those who are reprobates, those who are morally darkened, for sin is bitter 
although it may be sweet at first, as opposed to the word of God, which is sweet although seems 
bitter at first, Isa. 5:20, "Woe unto them that call evil good, and good evil; that put darkness for 
light, and light for darkness; that put bitter for sweet, and sweet for bitter!" 


Prov. 6:16-19, "These six things doth the LORD hate: yea, seven are an abomination unto him: A 
proud look, a lying tongue, and hands that shed innocent blood, An heart that deviseth wicked 
imaginations, feet that be swift in running to mischief, A false witness that speaketh lies, and he 
that soweth discord among brethren." 


Prov. 9:17-18, "Stolen waters are sweet, and bread eaten in secret is pleasant. But he knoweth 
not that the dead are there; and that her guests are in the depths of hell." 


Psa. 119:103, "How sweet are thy words unto my taste! yea, sweeter than honey to my mouth!" 
Rom. 10:17, "So then faith cometh by hearing, and hearing by the word of God." 


Woe 5: unto those who are conceited; and those who are arrogant, unteachable and unreachable 
with the Gospel, Isa. 5:21, "Woe unto them that are wise in their own eyes, and prudent in their 
own sight!" 


Isa. 29:14-15, "Therefore, behold, I will proceed to do a marvellous work among this people, 
even a marvellous work and a wonder: for the wisdom of their wise men shall perish, and the 
understanding of their prudent men shall be hid. Woe unto them that seek deep to hide their 
counsel from the LORD, and their works are in the dark, and they say, Who seeth us? and who 
knoweth us?" 


An example of when Jesus healed a man born blind; and how the religious leaders of Jesus' day 
rejected that miracle, John 9:34, "They answered and said unto him, Thou wast altogether born 
in sins, and dost thou teach us? And they cast him out." 
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Prov. 1:7, "The fear of the LORD is the beginning of knowledge: but fools despise wisdom and 
instruction." 


Prov. 3:7, "Be not wise in thine own eyes: fear the LORD, and depart from evil." 


Job 28:28, "And unto man he said, Behold, the fear of the Lord, that is wisdom; and to depart 
from evil is understanding." 


Eccl. 12:13, "Let us hear the conclusion of the whole matter: Fear God, and keep his 
commandments: for this is the whole duty of man." 


Woe 6: against corrupt judges who are drunk on politicizing their rulings by defrauding with 
right for wrong and the good for evil (unjust rulings), abusing their power (as in strong drink), 
Isa. 5:22-23, "Woe unto them that are mighty to drink wine, and men of strength to mingle 
strong drink: Which justify the wicked for reward, and take away the righteousness of the 
righteous from him!" 


Therefore 3: fire and flame of God's judgments: the root rotted is the foundation of a decaying 
nation; and the blossom as dust blown away is the glory of a nation that has perished, Isa. 5:24, 
"Therefore as the fire devoureth the stubble, and the flame consumeth the chaff, so their root 
shall be as rottenness, and their blossom shall go up as dust: because they have cast away the law 
of the LORD of hosts, and despised the word of the Holy One of Israel." 


Matt. 3:12, "Whose fan is in his hand, and he will throughly purge his floor, and gather his wheat 
into the garner; but he will burn up the chaff with unquenchable fire." 


Mal 4:1, "For, behold, the day cometh, that shall burn as an oven; and all the proud, yea, and all 
that do wickedly, shall be stubble: and the day that cometh shall burn them up, saith the LORD 
of hosts, that it shall leave them neither root nor branch." 


The law of the LORD of hosts is the Old Testament, while the word of the Holy One of Israel is 
the New Testament, are both despised and castaway by the apostates, sodomites, and reprobates 
of the nations in the West. 


Therefore 4: the anger of the LORD comes upon His people (the apostates); and He will bring 
punishments upon them, Isa. 5:25-29, "Therefore is the anger of the LORD kindled against his 
people, and he hath stretched forth his hand against them, and hath smitten them: and the hills 
did tremble, and their carcases were torn in the midst of the streets. For all this his anger is not 
turned away, but his hand is stretched out still. And he will lift up an ensign to the nations from 
far, and will hiss unto them from the end of the earth: and, behold, they shall come with speed 
swiftly: None shall be weary nor stumble among them; none shall slumber nor sleep; neither 
shall the girdle of their loins be loosed, nor the latchet of their shoes be broken: Whose arrows 
are sharp, and all their bows bent, their horses' hoofs shall be counted like flint, and their wheels 
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like a whirlwind: Their roaring shall be like a lion, they shall roar like young lions: yea, they 
shall roar, and lay hold of the prey, and shall carry it away safe, and none shall deliver it." 


Jer. 4:24, "I beheld the mountains, and, lo, they trembled, and all the hills moved lightly." 


The ensign is the signal from the Lord to the nations from afar, these enemy nations that come to 
war, Zech. 14:5, "And ye shall flee to the valley of the mountains; for the valley of the mountains 
shall reach unto Azal: yea, ye shall flee, like as ye fled from before the earthquake in the days of 

Uzziah king of Judah: and the LORD my God shall come, and all the saints with thee." 


An example of Cyrus and the Persians as enemy nations shall be swift and cunning in their 
invasion, equipped with armaments and munitions, needed to wage decisive warfare; and as such 
are fierce "young lions" and "lions" as with modern nations, such as the Americas, the British 
Isles, the European Nation States, the Russian Federation, and the People's Republic of China. 


The carcases of God's enemies are torn apart in pieces in the midst of the streets, because of the 
greatness of the earthquake, Matt. 24:28, "For wheresoever the carcase is, there will the eagles be 
gathered together." 


The "in that day" is a day of God's judgment: the enemy nations that God calls forth to bring 
darkness on the lands, the skies, and the seas of His people, on the Christendom nations 
(Christians turned apostates), Isa. 5:30, "And in that day they shall roar against them like the 
roaring of the sea: and if one look unto the land, behold darkness and sorrow, and the light is 
darkened in the heavens thereof." 


A Vision of Jehovah in His Temple 


The glory of the Lord, as seen by Isaiah: the veil is lifted in the holy of holies in which God's 
train, His royal judge robe, fills the temple, Isa. 6:1-4, "In the year that king Uzziah died I saw 
also the Lord sitting upon a throne, high and lifted up, and his train filled the temple. Above it 
stood the seraphims: each one had six wings; with twain he covered his face, and with twain he 
covered his feet, and with twain he did fly. And one cried unto another, and said, Holy, holy, 
holy, is the LORD of hosts: the whole earth is full of his glory. And the posts of the door moved 
at the voice of him that cried, and the house was filled with smoke." 


God's throne stood above the seraphims, who are heavenly creatures, which are in the service of 
the Lord: to revere the presence of the Lord; to conceal His private consuls; and to transport Him 
where He wills, see "The Glory of the Lord" in Ezekiel 1:4-28. 


One of the seraphim declares the Glory of the Lord of hosts: Holy, Holy, Holy, which is the 
hymn of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, Rev. 4:8, "And the four beasts had each of them six 
wings about him; and they were full of eyes within: and they rest not day and night, saying, 
Holy, holy, holy, Lord God Almighty, which was, and is, and is to come." 
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God's glory fills the whole earth (alternatively, the seraphim sing responsibly), Psa. 24:1, "A 
Psalm of David. The earth is the LORD'S, and the fulness thereof; the world, and they that dwell 
therein." 


The posts of the door are the foundations of the thresholds, which shook, Isa. 29:6, "Thou shalt 
be visited of the LORD of hosts with thunder, and with earthquake, and great noise, with storm 
and tempest, and the flame of devouring fire." 


Rev. 11:19, "And the temple of God was opened in heaven, and there was seen in his temple the 
ark of his testament: and there were lightnings, and voices, and thunderings, and an earthquake, 
and great hail." 


Rev. 16:18, "And there were voices, and thunders, and lightnings; and there was a great 
earthquake, such as was not since men were upon the earth, so mighty an earthquake, and so 
great." 


The house is the temple filled with smoke, God's cloud of Glory, 1 Kings 8:10-11, "And it came 
to pass, when the priests were come out of the holy place, that the cloud filled the house of the 
LORD, So that the priests could not stand to minister because of the cloud: for the glory of the 
LORD had filled the house of the LORD." 


Psa. 72:19, "And blessed be his glorious name for ever: and let the whole earth be filled with his 
glory; Amen, and Amen." 


(See Psalm 148, "Praise the Name of the Lord.") 


Exod. 40:34, "Then a cloud covered the tent of the congregation, and the glory of the LORD 
filled the tabernacle." 


Isaiah is awed and humiliated by the glory of the Lord in his midst; and he expresses his humility 
in the sight of glory of the Lord, Isa. 6:5, "Then said I, Woe is me! for I am undone; because I 
am a man of unclean lips, and I dwell in the midst of a people of unclean lips: for mine eyes have 
seen the King, the LORD of hosts." 


Job 42:5-6, "I have heard of thee by the hearing of the ear: but now mine eye seeth thee. 
Wherefore I abhor myself, and repent in dust and ashes." 


Luke 5:8, "When Simon Peter saw it, he fell down at Jesus' knees, saying, Depart from me; for I 
am a sinful man, O Lord." 


John 1:18, "No man hath seen God at any time; the only begotten Son, which is in the bosom of 
the Father, he hath declared him." 


(Jesus prophesied of what Isaiah said of Him, John 12:41, "These things said Esaias, when he 
saw his glory, and spake of him.") 
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(The glory of Jesus Himself, 1 Tim. 6:12-16, "Fight the good fight of faith, lay hold on eternal 
life, whereunto thou art also called, and hast professed a good profession before many witnesses. 
I give thee charge in the sight of God, who quickeneth all things, and before Christ Jesus, who 
before Pontius Pilate witnessed a good confession; That thou keep this commandment without 
spot, unrebukeable, until the appearing of our Lord Jesus Christ: Which in his times he shall 
shew, who is the blessed and only Potentate, the King of kings, and Lord of lords; Who only hath 
immortality, dwelling in the light which no man can approach unto; whom no man hath seen, nor 
can see: to whom be honour and power everlasting. Amen.") 


One of the seraphim took a live coal with tongs from the altar and laid it on Isaiah's lips (for he 
confesses to be a man of unclean lips and among a people of unclean lips), in order to purify him 
from iniquity and sin, Isa. 6:6-8, "Then flew one of the seraphims unto me, having a live coal in 
his hand, which he had taken with the tongs from off the altar: And he laid it upon my mouth, 
and said, Lo, this hath touched thy lips; and thine iniquity is taken away, and thy sin purged. 
Also I heard the voice of the Lord, saying, Whom shall I send, and who will go for us? Then said 
I, Here am I; send me." 


Isaiah is to warn the wicked even though they will not hear nor will they heed the consequences 
that will befall them, Isa. 6:9-12, "And he said, Go, and tell this people, Hear ye indeed, but 
understand not; and see ye indeed, but perceive not. Make the heart of this people fat, and make 
their ears heavy, and shut their eyes; lest they see with their eyes, and hear with their ears, and 
understand with their heart, and convert, and be healed. Then said I, Lord, how long? And he 
answered, Until the cities be wasted without inhabitant, and the houses without man, and the land 
be utterly desolate, And the LORD have removed men far away, and there be a great forsaking in 
the midst of the land." 


The cities will be wasted without inhabitant, Rev. 16:19, "And the great city was divided into 
three parts, and the cities of the nations fell: and great Babylon came in remembrance before 
God, to give unto her the cup of the wine of the fierceness of his wrath." 


The land (the house) will be utterly left desolate, Luke 13:34-35, "O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, which 
killest the prophets, and stonest them that are sent unto thee; how often would I have gathered 
thy children together, as a hen doth gather her brood under her wings, and ye would not! Behold, 
your house is left unto you desolate: and verily I say unto you, Ye shall not see me, until the time 
come when ye shall say, Blessed is he that cometh in the name of the Lord." 


The "heart of this people fat" alludes to them being dull and heavy of understanding, 2 Thess. 
2:7-12, "For the mystery of iniquity doth already work: only he who now letteth will let, until he 
be taken out of the way. And then shall that Wicked be revealed, whom the Lord shall consume 
with the spirit of his mouth, and shall destroy with the brightness of his coming: Even him, 
whose coming is after the working of Satan with all power and signs and lying wonders, And 
with all deceivableness of unrighteousness in them that perish; because they received not the 
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love of the truth, that they might be saved. And for this cause God shall send them strong 
delusion, that they should believe a lie: That they all might be damned who believed not the 
truth, but had pleasure in unrighteousness." 


The Wicked is the abomination that makes desolate the whole land (Israel and Jerusalem), Jer. 
4:27-28, "For thus hath the LORD said, The whole land shall be desolate; yet will I not make a 
full end. For this shall the earth mourn, and the heavens above be black: because I have spoken 
it, [have purposed it, and will not repent, neither will I turn back from it." 


And the men are removed far away through deportation and held in captivity, Zech. 7:11-14, 
"But they refused to hearken, and pulled away the shoulder, and stopped their ears, that they 
should not hear. Yea, they made their hearts as an adamant stone, lest they should hear the law, 
and the words which the LORD of hosts hath sent in his spirit by the former prophets: therefore 
came a great wrath from the LORD of hosts. Therefore it is come to pass, that as he cried, and 
they would not hear; so they cried, and I would not hear, saith the LORD of hosts: But I scattered 
them with a whirlwind among all the nations whom they knew not. Thus the land was desolate 
after them, that no man passed through nor returned: for they laid the pleasant land desolate." 


A remnant is "a tenth" and they shall "cast their leaves" as a fig tree and convert to Christ via 
"the holy seed", which is the Gospel, Isa. 6:13, "But yet in it shall be a tenth, and it shall return, 
and shall be eaten: as a teil tree, and as an oak, whose substance is in them, when they cast their 
leaves: so the holy seed shall be the substance thereof." 


Rev. 11:13, "And the same hour was there a great earthquake, and the tenth part of the city fell, 
and in the earthquake were slain of men seven thousand: and the remnant were affrighted, and 
gave glory to the God of heaven." 
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The Coming of Greater Israel 


This oracle of prophecy interludes with the formation of greater Israel: greater Israel, or the 
Israel of Babylon, comes out of the fallout of the Great Powers War, the East-West War, or 
World War Five. When the Arabian Gulf states come against the modern state of Israel, Israel 
crushes them in a war, in which Israel annexes the West Bank, Gaza, Jordan, the Sinai, eastern 
Egypt to the Nile, and western Iraq to the Euphrates. 


While that war is underway, Iran attacks and invades a blacked-out Turkey. However, Turkey 
rallies beat back Iran. Elam, a southwestern region of Iran, bombed out that Turkey, Israel, 
Arabia, and Pakistan. Turkey then forms greater Assyria, annexing Lebanon, Syria, and eastern 
Iraq along the Euphrates. 


The Indictment 


The vision of a flying scroll is an indictment, in which the length and breadth of the roll reflects 
the law, Zech. 5:1-4, "Then I turned, and lifted up mine eyes, and looked, and behold a flying 
roll. And he said unto me, What seest thou? And I answered, I see a flying roll; the length thereof 
is twenty cubits, and the breadth thereof ten cubits. Then said he unto me, This is the curse that 
goeth forth over the face of the whole earth: for every one that stealeth shall be cut off as on this 
side according to it; and every one that sweareth shall be cut off as on that side according to it. I 
will bring it forth, saith the LORD of hosts, and it shall enter into the house of the thief, and into 
the house of him that sweareth falsely by my name: and it shall remain in the midst of his house, 
and shall consume it with the timber thereof and the stones thereof." 


The curse that covers "the face of the whole earth" is wrought for theft and swearing falsely. This 
curse is meted out for those to "be cut off" or put to death, which consumes their houses, because 
the Lord is a consuming fire, Heb. 12:29, "For our God is a consuming fire." 


Then, there is a vision of wickedness in an ephah, which is used as an instrument to defraud, and 
goes forth "through all the earth" as a banking system, which is sealed with "a talent of lead", a 
poisonous metal, much like a fraudulent currency, Zech. 5:5-8, "Then the angel that talked with 
me went forth, and said unto me, Lift up now thine eyes, and see what is this that goeth forth. 
And I said, What is it? And he said, This is an ephah that goeth forth. He said moreover, This is 
their resemblance through all the earth. And, behold, there was lifted up a talent of lead: and this 
is a woman that sitteth in the midst of the ephah. And he said, This is wickedness. And he cast it 
into the midst of the ephah; and he cast the weight of lead upon the mouth thereof." 


The women wickedness is "in the midst of the ephah", which is the spirit of Babylon, Prov. 5:3- 
5, "For the lips of a strange woman drop as an honeycomb, and her mouth is smoother than oil: 
But her end is bitter as wormwood, sharp as a twoedged sword. Her feet go down to death; her 
steps take hold on hell." 
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Then comes two women on the wings of a stork: the two women are the enemy nations, which 
are brought to remove the spirit of wickedness, from where she was in the West and North, and 
into the land of Shinar, which will become greater Israel, Zech. 5:9-11, "Then lifted I up mine 
eyes, and looked, and, behold, there came out two women, and the wind was in their wings; for 
they had wings like the wings of a stork: and they lifted up the ephah between the earth and the 
heaven. Then said I to the angel that talked with me, Whither do these bear the ephah? And he 
said unto me, To build it an house in the land of Shinar: and it shall be established, and set there 
upon her own base." 


These two women historically represent: Medo-Persian, Greco-Roman, Holy Roman-Ottoman, 
Sino-Russian, and a revived Holy Roman-Ottoman. 


This is when the falling away comes first, 2 Thess. 2:3-4, "Let no man deceive you by any 
means: for that day shall not come, except there come a falling away first, and that man of sin be 
revealed, the son of perdition; Who opposeth and exalteth himself above all that is called God, or 
that is worshipped; so that he as God sitteth in the temple of God, shewing himself that he is 
God." 


[2 Thess. 2:6-12, "And now ye know what withholdeth that he might be revealed in his time. For 
the mystery of iniquity doth already work: only he who now letteth will let, until he be taken out 
of the way. And then shall that Wicked be revealed, whom the Lord shall consume with the spirit 
of his mouth, and shall destroy with the brightness of his coming: Even him, whose coming is 
after the working of Satan with all power and signs and lying wonders, And with all 
deceivableness of unrighteousness in them that perish; because they received not the love of the 
truth, that they might be saved. And for this cause God shall send them strong delusion, that they 
should believe a lie: That they all might be damned who believed not the truth, but had pleasure 
in unrighteousness."] 


[Rev. 6:2-4, "And I saw, and behold a white horse: and he that sat on him had a bow; and a 
crown was given unto him: and he went forth conquering, and to conquer. And when he had 
opened the second seal, I heard the second beast say, Come and see. And there went out another 
horse that was red: and power was given to him that sat thereon to take peace from the earth, and 
that they should kill one another: and there was given unto him a great sword."] 


The ephah going forth "between the earth and the heaven" may indicate a high-altitude 
electromagnetic-pulse war, being wrought by the allies in the East against the allies in the West. 
Moreover, the woman wickedness, being the spirit of Babylon, is removed and "established" 
upon the temple mount, to her base in Jerusalem, and into a house, which will be the third 
temple. This corresponds with the coming of the rider on the black horse, Rev. 6:5-6, "And when 
he had opened the third seal, I heard the third beast say, Come and see. And I beheld, and lo a 
black horse; and he that sat on him had a pair of balances in his hand. And I heard a voice in the 
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midst of the four beasts say, A measure of wheat for a penny, and three measures of barley for a 
penny; and see thou hurt not the oil and the wine." 


Fallout from the Great Powers War 


The fallout from the Great Powers War results in the spirit of Babylon from the West and North, 
and the spirit of Assyria from the East and South, in which the four winds are wars and 
movements from the four quarters of the world, coalesce at the center of the great sea, the 
Mediterranean, where four kingdoms arise, and out of a new world order, Dan. 7:1-2, "In the first 
year of Belshazzar king of Babylon Daniel had a dream and visions of his head upon his bed: 
then he wrote the dream, and told the sum of the matters. Daniel spake and said, I saw in my 
vision by night, and, behold, the four winds of the heaven strove upon the great sea." 


These four kingdoms that arise are types of powers that emerge in this new world order from the 
West and North, and from East and South: "Babylon" (Rome), "Egypt" (Greece), "Assyria" 
(Turkey), and "Persia" (Iran), Dan. 7:3, "And four great beasts came up from the sea, diverse one 
from another." 


These "four great beasts" correspond to the riders on the four horses of the Apocalypse. 


The lion with eagle's wings represents the king of Babylon (Rome) in the West and North, in 
which he will be humiliated through invasion and war, Dan. 7:4, "The first was like a lion, and 
had eagle's wings: I beheld till the wings thereof were plucked, and it was lifted up from the 
earth, and made stand upon the feet as a man, and a man's heart was given to it." 


The lopsided bear with three ribs represents the king of Persia (Iran) in the East and South, and 
he devours three kingdoms in Iraq, Dan. 7:5, "And behold another beast, a second, like to a bear, 
and it raised up itself on one side, and it had three ribs in the mouth of it between the teeth of it: 
and they said thus unto it, Arise, devour much flesh." 


The leopard with four wings and four heads represents the king of Macedonia (Egypt), and he 
has dominion over the West and North, and the East and South, as with "the face of the whole 
earth": to points in the North with German Europe, in the West with Italian Mediterranean, in the 
South with Egyptian North Africa, and in the East with Turkic Assyria, Dan. 7:6, "After this I 
beheld, and lo another, like a leopard, which had upon the back of it four wings of a fowl; the 
beast had also four heads; and dominion was given to it." 


The four heads of the leopard correspond with the German-European reichs: Holy Roman 
Empire, Kaiser Empire, Third Reich, and future fourth beast. 


The future fourth beast with iron teeth and ten horns is the king of Assyria (Turkey), and he 
emerges from five kingdoms in the North and West, and from five kingdoms in the South and 
East, which may be a revived Holy Roman Empire and a revived Ottoman Empire, Dan. 7:7, 
"After this I saw in the night visions, and behold a fourth beast, dreadful and terrible, and strong 
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exceedingly; and it had great iron teeth: it devoured and brake in pieces, and stamped the residue 
with the feet of it: and it was diverse from all the beasts that were before it; and it had ten horns." 


These kingdoms of a revived Holy Roman Empire and a revived Ottoman Empire may come out 
of central and southern Europe, northern and eastern Africa, as well as Near East and Asia 
Minor, Dan. 7:8, "I considered the horns, and, behold, there came up among them another little 
horn, before whom there were three of the first horns plucked up by the roots: and, behold, in 
this horn were eyes like the eyes of man, and a mouth speaking great things." 


Then are made known "the interpretation of the things", Dan. 7:15-16, "I Daniel was grieved in 
my spirit in the midst of my body, and the visions of my head troubled me. I came near unto one 
of them that stood by, and asked him the truth of all this. So he told me, and made me know the 
interpretation of the things." 


The four great beasts are kings of Roman Babylon in the North; Egyptian Africa in the West; 
Near Eastern Arabia in the South; and Iranian Persia in the East: all from the cardinal points of 
Jerusalem and greater Israel region, Dan. 7:17, "These great beasts, which are four, are four 
kings, which shall arise out of the earth." 


Then after the fall of this coalition of kings and their confederacy of kingdoms, the saints shall 
return with Christ to conquer Jerusalem and set up the camp of the saints, for a thousand years, 
and then into eternity future, Dan. 7:18, "But the saints of the most High shall take the kingdom, 
and possess the kingdom for ever, even for ever and ever." 


The fourth beast is a coalition of the king of Babylon, the king of Assyria, the great whore 
(Greater Israel centered on Jerusalem), and the dragon, with a confederacy of ten kingdoms: five 
from the North and West of Roman Babylon; and five from the South and East of Turkic 
Assyria, Dan. 7:19-20, "Then I would know the truth of the fourth beast, which was diverse from 
all the others, exceeding dreadful, whose teeth were of iron, and his nails of brass; which 
devoured, brake in pieces, and stamped the residue with his feet; And of the ten horns that were 
in his head, and of the other which came up, and before whom three fell; even of that horn that 
had eyes, and a mouth that spake very great things, whose look was more stout than his fellows." 


The ten kingdoms are of brass (Greco-Roman) and iron (Holy Roman-Ottoman), in which there 
will be five out of Europe and North Africa; and five out of Asia Minor and Near East. 


Then the little horn arises out of this coalition and confederacy: he persecutes the saints, as with 
the great tribulation. And he comes close to overtaking them, until the Lord returns in victory 
with His raptured saints to put down the beast rebellion. The Lord then seizes Jerusalem to 
establish the camp of the saints, Dan. 7:21-22, "I beheld, and the same horn made war with the 
saints, and prevailed against them; Until the Ancient of days came, and judgment was given to 
the saints of the most High; and the time came that the saints possessed the kingdom." 
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[Rev. 19:11—20:6] 


The fourth kingdom is comprised of the antichrist beast, the false prophet beast, the great whore, 
and the dragon, as well as a confederacy of ten kingdoms, which will align with the fourth 
kingdom. Their great leader shall then take three of the ten kingdoms (Turkey, Syria, and 
Lebanon), Dan. 7:23-25, "Thus he said, The fourth beast shall be the fourth kingdom upon earth, 
which shall be diverse from all kingdoms, and shall devour the whole earth, and shall tread it 
down, and break it in pieces. And the ten horns out of this kingdom are ten kings that shall arise: 
and another shall rise after them; and he shall be diverse from the first, and he shall subdue three 
kings. And he shall speak great words against the most High, and shall wear out the saints of the 
most High, and think to change times and laws: and they shall be given into his hand until a time 
and times and the dividing of time." 


The Judge is God: Who shall bring judgment at His return. He and His saints will bring about the 
end of the fourth kingdom, for which that kingdom and dominion will be transferred to the camp 
of the saints, Dan. 7:26-28, "But the judgment shall sit, and they shall take away his dominion, to 
consume and to destroy it unto the end. And the kingdom and dominion, and the greatness of the 
kingdom under the whole heaven, shall be given to the people of the saints of the most High, 
whose kingdom is an everlasting kingdom, and all dominions shall serve and obey him. Hitherto 
is the end of the matter. As for me Daniel, my cogitations much troubled me, and my 
countenance changed in me: but I kept the matter in my heart." 


Under the cover of the Great Powers World War comes Iran, being empowered by Russia (with a 
high-altitude electromagnetic-pulse war on Turkey), which enables Iran to come against Turkey. 
So, Iran invades Iraq, which was divided into three parts, Dan. 7:5, "And behold another beast, a 
second, like to a bear, and it raised up itself on one side, and it had three ribs in the mouth of it 
between the teeth of it: and they said thus unto it, Arise, devour much flesh." 


The Ram and He Goat War 


Shushan, Elam, which is akin to Susa, Persia, as with Tehran, Iran, and the "river", as in "By the 
rivers of Babylon", Dan. 8:1-2, "In the third year of the reign of king Belshazzar a vision 
appeared unto me, even unto me Daniel, after that which appeared unto me at the first. And I saw 
in a vision; and it came to pass, when I saw, that I was at Shushan in the palace, which is in the 
province of Elam; and I saw in a vision, and I was by the river of Ulai." 


Psa. 137:1, "By the rivers of Babylon, there we sat down, yea, we wept, when we remembered 
Zion." 


The ram with two horns represents Medo-Persia, namely Iran and Iraq, with Iraq segmented in 
three separate regions. He wages war westward into Iraq, northward into Turkey, and southward 
into Kuwait and Arabian Gulf states, in which "no beasts might stand before him". Therefore, no 
allies of Turkey, Iraq, Kuwait, as well as the Arabian Gulf states shall be able to stand against the 
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onslaught of Iran, Dan. 8:3-4, "Then I lifted up mine eyes, and saw, and, behold, there stood 
before the river a ram which had two horns: and the two horns were high; but one was higher 
than the other, and the higher came up last. I saw the ram pushing westward, and northward, and 
southward; so that no beasts might stand before him, neither was there any that could deliver out 
of his hand; but he did according to his will, and became great." 


Even though, the he goat with a notable horn, which represents Turkey and the first king of 
Javan, shall prevail against Iran. They seize both Iraq and Iran and raze them. Likewise, "there 
was none that could deliver the ram"; therefore, no allies of Iran shall be able to stand against 
Turkey, Dan. 8:5-7, "And as I was considering, behold, an he goat came from the west on the 
face of the whole earth, and touched not the ground: and the goat had a notable horn between his 
eyes. And he came to the ram that had two horns, which I had seen standing before the river, and 
ran unto him in the fury of his power. And I saw him come close unto the ram, and he was 
moved with choler against him, and smote the ram, and brake his two horns: and there was no 
power in the ram to stand before him, but he cast him down to the ground, and stamped upon 
him: and there was none that could deliver the ram out of his hand." 


The meaning of the vision is given to Daniel by Gabriel, so as "to understand the vision", in 
which the voice of the Lord comes through, for that vision is "for at the time of the end", Dan. 
8:15-19, "And it came to pass, when I, even I Daniel, had seen the vision, and sought for the 
meaning, then, behold, there stood before me as the appearance of a man. And I heard a man's 
voice between the banks of Ulai, which called, and said, Gabriel, make this man to understand 
the vision. So he came near where I stood: and when he came, I was afraid, and fell upon my 
face: but he said unto me, Understand, O son of man: for at the time of the end shall be the 
vision. Now as he was speaking with me, I was in a deep sleep on my face toward the ground: 
but he touched me, and set me upright. And he said, Behold, I will make thee know what shall be 
in the last end of the indignation: for at the time appointed the end shall be." 


Daniel is used as an illustration of how man will be in a deep sleep at the time of the end, 2 
Thess. 2:11-12, "And for this cause God shall send them strong delusion, that they should 
believe a lie: That they all might be damned who believed not the truth, but had pleasure in 
unrighteousness." 


But for Daniel, who represents the remnant in this illustration, will be awaken into the latter rain, 
at "the last end of the indignation" and at "the time appointed", Jas. 5:7-8, "Be patient therefore, 
brethren, unto the coming of the Lord. Behold, the husbandman waiteth for the precious fruit of 
the earth, and hath long patience for it, until he receive the early and latter rain. Be ye also 
patient; stablish your hearts: for the coming of the Lord draweth nigh." 


The ram with two horns are the kings of Media and Persia, which represent Iraq and Iran, in 
which Iran is with three ribs, Iraq, Dan. 8:20, "The ram which thou sawest having two horns are 
the kings of Media and Persia." 
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Dan. 7:5, "And behold another beast, a second, like to a bear, and it raised up itself on one side, 
and it had three ribs in the mouth of it between the teeth of it: and they said thus unto it, Arise, 
devour much flesh." 


The "rough goat is the king of Grecia", which represents Turkey, and with "the great horn", 
which will be "the first king" of Turkey, Dan. 8:21, "And the rough goat is the king of Grecia: 
and the great horn that is between his eyes is the first king." 


So, this first king will fall, and out of his kingdom will arise four other kingdoms, as with Egypt, 
Assyria, Babylon, and Anatolia, Dan. 8:22, "Now that being broken, whereas four stood up for it, 
four kingdoms shall stand up out of the nation, but not in his power." 


Under the cover of a regional war that the Arab Gulf States brings against Israel, Israel expands 
into the Near East and Egypt to become Greater Israel, Psa. 83:1-18, "A Song or Psalm of Asaph. 
Keep not thou silence, O God: hold not thy peace, and be not still, O God. For, lo, thine enemies 
make a tumult: and they that hate thee have lifted up the head. They have taken crafty counsel 
against thy people, and consulted against thy hidden ones. They have said, Come, and let us cut 
them off from being a nation; that the name of Israel may be no more in remembrance. For they 
have consulted together with one consent: they are confederate against thee: The tabernacles of 
Edom, and the Ishmaelites; of Moab, and the Hagarenes; Gebal, and Ammon, and Amalek; the 
Philistines with the inhabitants of Tyre; Assur also is joined with them: they have holpen the 
children of Lot. Selah. Do unto them as unto the Midianites; as to Sisera, as to Jabin, at the brook 
of Kison: Which perished at Endor: they became as dung for the earth. Make their nobles like 
Oreb, and like Zeeb: yea, all their princes as Zebah, and as Zalmunna: Who said, Let us take to 
ourselves the houses of God in possession. O my God, make them like a wheel; as the stubble 
before the wind. As the fire burneth a wood, and as the flame setteth the mountains on fire; So 
persecute them with thy tempest, and make them afraid with thy storm. Fill their faces with 
shame; that they may seek thy name, O LORD. Let them be confounded and troubled for ever; 
yea, let them be put to shame, and perish: That men may know that thou, whose name alone is 
JEHOVAH, art the most high over all the earth." 


Judgment Comes Upon Elam and the Fallout 


As a result of that regional war between Iran and Turkey, judgment comes upon Elam, which is 
at the heart of Iran, nuclear weapons capabilities, Jer. 49:34, "The word of the LORD that came 
to Jeremiah the prophet against Elam in the beginning of the reign of Zedekiah king of Judah, 
saying, Thus saith the LORD of hosts; Behold, I will break the bow of Elam, the chief of their 
might." 


These four winds are four powers in the region (Turkey, Israel, Arabia, and Pakistan) that take 
out the military strength of Iran, Jer. 49:36, "And upon Elam will I bring the four winds from the 
four quarters of heaven, and will scatter them toward all those winds; and there shall be no nation 
whither the outcasts of Elam shall not come." 
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As aresult of this apparent coordinated missile strike on Iran's nuclear facilities, "the outcasts of 
Elam" or refugees will flee into these nations, as these four powers invade that region of Iran and 
will subdue that region for themselves, Jer. 49:37-38, "For I will cause Elam to be dismayed 
before their enemies, and before them that seek their life: and I will bring evil upon them, even 
my fierce anger, saith the LORD; and I will send the sword after them, till I have consumed 
them: And I will set my throne in Elam, and will destroy from thence the king and the princes, 
saith the LORD." 


So, all these refugees that sought refuge in these nations will be held captive in those nations, Jer. 
49:39, "But it shall come to pass in the latter days, that I will bring again the captivity of Elam, 
saith the LORD." 


So in retaliation, Israel invades the enemies that came against her and annex their lands, as those 
nations listed in the prophets for judgments to be meted out on them, as with those in Jeramiah 
(46—49): against the Philistines (Lebanon); against Damascus (Syria); against Moab and 
Ammon (Jordan); against Edom (Palestine); against Egypt; and against Arabia (Babylon). 


As also with Isaiah, in which Arabian Babylon comes under judgment, in which she will fall, 
which foreshadows what will come upon Jerusalem later in Revelation, Isa. 21:1-10, "The 
burden of the desert of the sea. As whirlwinds in the south pass through; so it cometh from the 
desert, from a terrible land. A grievous vision is declared unto me; the treacherous dealer dealeth 
treacherously, and the spoiler spoileth. Go up, O Elam: besiege, O Media; all the sighing thereof 
have I made to cease. Therefore are my loins filled with pain: pangs have taken hold upon me, as 
the pangs of a woman that travaileth: I was bowed down at the hearing of it; I was dismayed at 
the seeing of it. My heart panted, fearfulness affrighted me: the night of my pleasure hath he 
turned into fear unto me. Prepare the table, watch in the watchtower, eat, drink: arise, ye princes, 
and anoint the shield. For thus hath the Lord said unto me, Go, set a watchman, let him declare 
what he seeth. And he saw a chariot with a couple of horsemen, a chariot of asses, and a chariot 
of camels; and he hearkened diligently with much heed: And he cried, A lion: My lord, I stand 
continually upon the watchtower in the daytime, and I am set in my ward whole nights: And, 
behold, here cometh a chariot of men, with a couple of horsemen. And he answered and said, 
Babylon is fallen, is fallen; and all the graven images of her gods he hath broken unto the 
ground. O my threshing, and the corn of my floor: that which I have heard of the LORD of hosts, 
the God of Israel, have I declared unto you." 


So, the purpose of which is to take out Rome (the Vatican) and Mecca (the Black Cube), so as to 
bring those religious powers to the temple mount, alongside the third temple, Isa. 21:11-17, "The 
burden of Dumah. He calleth to me out of Seir, Watchman, what of the night? Watchman, what 
of the night? The watchman said, The morning cometh, and also the night: if ye will enquire, 
enquire ye: return, come. The burden upon Arabia. In the forest in Arabia shall ye lodge, O ye 
travelling companies of Dedanim. The inhabitants of the land of Tema brought water to him that 
was thirsty, they prevented with their bread him that fled. For they fled from the swords, from 
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the drawn sword, and from the bent bow, and from the grievousness of war. For thus hath the 
Lord said unto me, Within a year, according to the years of an hireling, and all the glory of Kedar 
shall fail: And the residue of the number of archers, the mighty men of the children of Kedar, 
shall be diminished: for the LORD God of Israel hath spoken it." 


Isa. 14:3-23, "And it shall come to pass in the day that the LORD shall give thee rest from thy 
sorrow, and from thy fear, and from the hard bondage wherein thou wast made to serve, That 
thou shalt take up this proverb against the king of Babylon, and say, How hath the oppressor 
ceased! the golden city ceased! The LORD hath broken the staff of the wicked, and the sceptre of 
the rulers. He who smote the people in wrath with a continual stroke, he that ruled the nations in 
anger, is persecuted, and none hindereth. The whole earth is at rest, and is quiet: they break forth 
into singing. Yea, the fir trees rejoice at thee, and the cedars of Lebanon, saying, Since thou art 
laid down, no feller is come up against us. Hell from beneath is moved for thee to meet thee at 
thy coming: it stirreth up the dead for thee, even all the chief ones of the earth; it hath raised up 
from their thrones all the kings of the nations. All they shall speak and say unto thee, Art thou 
also become weak as we? art thou become like unto us? Thy pomp is brought down to the grave, 
and the noise of thy viols: the worm is spread under thee, and the worms cover thee. How art 
thou fallen from heaven, O Lucifer, son of the morning! how art thou cut down to the ground, 
which didst weaken the nations! For thou hast said in thine heart, I will ascend into heaven, I will 
exalt my throne above the stars of God: I will sit also upon the mount of the congregation, in the 
sides of the north: I will ascend above the heights of the clouds; I will be like the most High. Yet 
thou shalt be brought down to hell, to the sides of the pit. They that see thee shall narrowly look 
upon thee, and consider thee, saying, Is this the man that made the earth to tremble, that did 
shake kingdoms; That made the world as a wilderness, and destroyed the cities thereof; that 
opened not the house of his prisoners? All the kings of the nations, even all of them, lie in glory, 
every one in his own house. But thou art cast out of thy grave like an abominable branch, and as 
the raiment of those that are slain, thrust through with a sword, that go down to the stones of the 
pit; as a carcase trodden under feet. Thou shalt not be joined with them in burial, because thou 
hast destroyed thy land, and slain thy people: the seed of evildoers shall never be renowned. 
Prepare slaughter for his children for the iniquity of their fathers; that they do not rise, nor 
possess the land, nor fill the face of the world with cities. For I will rise up against them, saith 
the LORD of hosts, and cut off from Babylon the name, and remnant, and son, and nephew, saith 
the LORD. I will also make it a possession for the bittern, and pools of water: and I will sweep it 
with the besom of destruction, saith the LORD of hosts." 


Rise and Fall of the First King of Javan 


The great horn is the first king of Javan, who rose to power and fell from war and possibly 
assassination; and his revived empire will be broken into four kingdoms: Turkey, Syria, Iraq, and 
Iran, Dan. 8:8, "Therefore the he goat waxed very great: and when he was strong, the great horn 
was broken; and for it came up four notable ones toward the four winds of heaven." 
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The little horn is the son of perdition, the man of sin, who conquers over those four kingdoms, 
Dan. 8:9-11, "And out of one of them came forth a little horn, which waxed exceeding great, 
toward the south, and toward the east, and toward the pleasant land. And it waxed great, even to 
the host of heaven; and it cast down some of the host and of the stars to the ground, and stamped 
upon them. Yea, he magnified himself even to the prince of the host, and by him the daily 
sacrifice was taken away, and the place of his sanctuary was cast down." 


Greater Israel has the spirit of the dragon; and the little horn shall stand upon the temple mount 
and commit the abomination of desolation in the third temple, declaring himself a god of gods, 
so as to do away with the daily sacrifices, Dan. 8:12, "And an host was given him against the 
daily sacrifice by reason of transgression, and it cast down the truth to the ground; and it 
practised, and prospered." 


Matt. 24:15, "When ye therefore shall see the abomination of desolation, spoken of by Daniel the 
prophet, stand in the holy place, (whoso readeth, let him understand:)". 


Isa. 14:13-14, "For thou hast said in thine heart, I will ascend into heaven, I will exalt my throne 
above the stars of God: I will sit also upon the mount of the congregation, in the sides of the 
north: I will ascend above the heights of the clouds; I will be like the most High." 


And from "the vision concerning the daily sacrifice, and the transgression of desolation" are 
2300 days, which span the expanse of the 70th week of Daniel, Dan. 8:13-14, "Then I heard one 
saint speaking, and another saint said unto that certain saint which spake, How long shall be the 
vision concerning the daily sacrifice, and the transgression of desolation, to give both the 
sanctuary and the host to be trodden under foot? And he said unto me, Unto two thousand and 
three hundred days; then shall the sanctuary be cleansed." 


Dan. 9:26-27, "And after threescore and two weeks shall Messiah be cut off, but not for himself: 
and the people of the prince that shall come shall destroy the city and the sanctuary; and the end 
thereof shall be with a flood, and unto the end of the war desolations are determined. And he 
shall confirm the covenant with many for one week: and in the midst of the week he shall cause 
the sacrifice and the oblation to cease, and for the overspreading of abominations he shall make 
it desolate, even until the consummation, and that determined shall be poured upon the desolate." 


The "king of fierce countenance" is the son of perdition, the man of sin, who shall rise up and 
conqueror, coming as the rider on the white horse, Dan. 8:23-25, "And in the latter time of their 
kingdom, when the transgressors are come to the full, a king of fierce countenance, and 
understanding dark sentences, shall stand up. And his power shall be mighty, but not by his own 
power: and he shall destroy wonderfully, and shall prosper, and practise, and shall destroy the 
mighty and the holy people. And through his policy also he shall cause craft to prosper in his 
hand; and he shall magnify himself in his heart, and by peace shall destroy many: he shall also 
stand up against the Prince of princes; but he shall be broken without hand." 
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Rev. 6:2, "And I saw, and behold a white horse: and he that sat on him had a bow; and a crown 
was given unto him: and he went forth conquering, and to conquer." 


"And the vision of the evening and the morning" is Daniel 7 and 8, Dan. 8:26-27, "And the 
vision of the evening and the morning which was told is true: wherefore shut thou up the vision; 
for it shall be for many days. And I Daniel fainted, and was sick certain days; afterward I rose 
up, and did the king's business; and I was astonished at the vision, but none understood it." 


But, John in Revelation was told to publish the Apocalypse, Rev. 22:10, "And he saith unto me, 
Seal not the sayings of the prophecy of this book: for the time is at hand." 
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The Rise of the Near East Kings 


This oracle of prophecy continues with the interlude of how greater Israel and greater Assyria 
will clash in the end times. So much intrigue plagues the secessions of both North and South, 
which gave rise to the Assyrian and in their midst. 


The Line of Persia in the Last Days 


Mede represents modern-day Iraq. Whereas "three kings in Persia" represent three ayatollahs in 
Iran, a fourth shall rise, wealthier than the other three. And this fourth shall stir up all he surveys 
against Javan, or modern-day Turkey, Dan. 11:1-2, "Also I in the first year of Darius the Mede, 
even I, stood to confirm and to strengthen him. And now will I shew thee the truth. Behold, there 
shall stand up yet three kings in Persia; and the fourth shall be far richer than they all: and by his 
strength through his riches he shall stir up all against the realm of Grecia." 


The Rise and Fall of the First King of Javan 


Then the "mighty king shall stand up", the first king of Javan, and "shall rule with great 
dominion", a revived Ottoman empire. But, his kingdom shall be broken into four smaller 
kingdoms, Dan. 11:3-4, "And a mighty king shall stand up, that shall rule with great dominion, 
and do according to his will. And when he shall stand up, his kingdom shall be broken, and shall 
be divided toward the four winds of heaven; and not to his posterity, nor according to his 
dominion which he ruled: for his kingdom shall be plucked up, even for others beside those." 


The four smaller kingdoms: Babylon in the West; Egypt in the South; Turkey in the North; 
Assyria in the East; and Jerusalem, Israel in the Center, Dan. 8:8, "Therefore the he goat waxed 
very great: and when he was strong, the great horn was broken; and for it came up four notable 
ones toward the four winds of heaven." 


Dan. 8:22, "Now that being broken, whereas four stood up for it, four kingdoms shall stand up 
out of the nation, but not in his power." 


The Rise of the King of the South 


The king of the South is "Egypt", Greater Israel; "and one of his princes" is Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, in which the "great dominion" is Sodom of the West and Egypt of the South, Greater 
Israel, Dan. 11:5, "And the king of the south shall be strong, and one of his princes; and he shall 
be strong above him, and have dominion; his dominion shall be a great dominion." 


As for "the end of years" is for the time and season just before and during the onset of the 70th 
week of Daniel. And, "they shall join themselves together", as with a revived Assyrian empire 
and greater Israel, via a marriage between the king's daughter of the South and the king of the 

North. So, the South will then become subordinate to the North, Dan. 11:6, "And in the end of 
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years they shall join themselves together; for the king's daughter of the south shall come to the 
king of the north to make an agreement: but she shall not retain the power of the arm; neither 
shall he stand, nor his arm: but she shall be given up, and they that brought her, and he that begat 
her, and he that strengthened her in these times." 


(cf. "the beginning of sorrows" fulfilled: Matt. 24:4-8, "And Jesus answered and said unto them, 
Take heed that no man deceive you. For many shall come in my name, saying, I am Christ; and 
shall deceive many. And ye shall hear of wars and rumours of wars: see that ye be not troubled: 
for all these things must come to pass, but the end is not yet. For nation shall rise against nation, 
and kingdom against kingdom: and there shall be famines, and pestilences, and earthquakes, in 
divers places. All these are the beginning of sorrows.") 


Then "a branch of her roots shall one stand up in his estate", who is a successor to the king of the 
South, will with an army avenge the king's daughter by attacking and seizing "the fortress of the 
king of the north", in which they return to greater Israel with captives and treasures from 
Assyria. So, the king of the South rules greater Israel mightily, Dan. 11:7-9, "But out of a branch 
of her roots shall one stand up in his estate, which shall come with an army, and shall enter into 
the fortress of the king of the north, and shall deal against them, and shall prevail: And shall also 
carry captives into Egypt their gods, with their princes, and with their precious vessels of silver 
and of gold; and he shall continue more years than the king of the north. So the king of the south 
shall come into his kingdom, and shall return into his own land." 


Luke 21:10-11, "Then said he unto them, Nation shall rise against nation, and kingdom against 
kingdom: And great earthquakes shall be in divers places, and famines, and pestilences; and 
fearful sights and great signs shall there be from heaven." 


(cf. an Assyrian armed force comes against greater Israel: Luke 21:20-24, "And when ye shall 
see Jerusalem compassed with armies, then know that the desolation thereof is nigh. Then let 
them which are in Judaea flee to the mountains; and let them which are in the midst of it depart 
out; and let not them that are in the countries enter thereinto. For these be the days of vengeance, 
that all things which are written may be fulfilled. But woe unto them that are with child, and to 
them that give suck, in those days! for there shall be great distress in the land, and wrath upon 
this people. And they shall fall by the edge of the sword, and shall be led away captive into all 
nations: and Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until the times of the Gentiles be 
fulfilled.) 


Then the sons of the king of the North: the kings of Babylon and Assyria (the beast and false 
prophet). They will muster "a multitude of great forces", in which "one shall certainly come", the 
antichrist predicted. So, they shall "overflow, and pass through" greater Israel, "even to his 
fortress", such as the Golan Heights, Dan. 11:10, "But his sons shall be stirred up, and shall 
assemble a multitude of great forces: and one shall certainly come, and overflow, and pass 
through: then shall he return, and be stirred up, even to his fortress." 
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(cf. the rise of Gog of Magog, Eze. 38:1-17, "And the word of the LORD came unto me, 

saying, Son of man, set thy face against Gog, the land of Magog, the chief prince of Meshech 
and Tubal, and prophesy against him, And say, Thus saith the Lord GOD; Behold, I am against 
thee, O Gog, the chief prince of Meshech and Tubal: And I will turn thee back, and put hooks 
into thy jaws, and I will bring thee forth, and all thine army, horses and horsemen, all of them 
clothed with all sorts of armour, even a great company with bucklers and shields, all of them 
handling swords: Persia, Ethiopia, and Libya with them; all of them with shield and 

helmet: Gomer, and all his bands; the house of Togarmah of the north quarters, and all his bands: 
and many people with thee. Be thou prepared, and prepare for thyself, thou, and all thy company 
that are assembled unto thee, and be thou a guard unto them. After many days thou shalt be 
visited: in the latter years thou shalt come into the land that is brought back from the sword, and 
is gathered out of many people, against the mountains of Israel, which have been always waste: 
but it is brought forth out of the nations, and they shall dwell safely all of them. Thou shalt 
ascend and come like a storm, thou shalt be like a cloud to cover the land, thou, and all thy 
bands, and many people with thee. Thus saith the Lord GOD; It shall also come to pass, that at 
the same time shall things come into thy mind, and thou shalt think an evil thought: And thou 
shalt say, I will go up to the land of unwalled villages; I will go to them that are at rest, that dwell 
safely, all of them dwelling without walls, and having neither bars nor gates, To take a spoil, and 
to take a prey; to turn thine hand upon the desolate places that are now inhabited, and upon the 
people that are gathered out of the nations, which have gotten cattle and goods, that dwell in the 
midst of the land. Sheba, and Dedan, and the merchants of Tarshish, with all the young lions 
thereof, shall say unto thee, Art thou come to take a spoil? hast thou gathered thy company to 
take a prey? to carry away silver and gold, to take away cattle and goods, to take a great spoil? 
Therefore, son of man, prophesy and say unto Gog, Thus saith the Lord GOD; In that day when 
my people of Israel dwelleth safely, shalt thou not know it? And thou shalt come from thy place 
out of the north parts, thou, and many people with thee, all of them riding upon horses, a great 
company, and a mighty army: And thou shalt come up against my people of Israel, as a cloud to 
cover the land; it shall be in the latter days, and I will bring thee against my land, that the heathen 
may know me, when I shall be sanctified in thee, O Gog, before their eyes. Thus saith the Lord 
GOD; Art thou he of whom I have spoken in old time by my servants the prophets of Israel, 
which prophesied in those days many years that I would bring thee against them?") 


Once again, the king of the South raises his army and prevails against the forces of the king of 
the North. However, he only manages to act as a check against the king of the North, but 
achieves no conquest, Dan. 11:11-12, "And the king of the south shall be moved with choler, and 
shall come forth and fight with him, even with the king of the north: and he shall set forth a great 
multitude; but the multitude shall be given into his hand. And when he hath taken away the 
multitude, his heart shall be lifted up; and he shall cast down many ten thousands: but he shall 
not be strengthened by it." 


The Rise of the King of the North 
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So then, "after certain years", which may be three years into the 70th week of Daniel; "and in 
those times", just before the abomination that makes desolate, a great company of the king of the 
North shall come against greater Israel, "the most fenced cities". But, "the arms of the south shall 
not withstand", "and he shall stand in the glorious land", which is Israel proper. So, the king of 
the south shall give "the daughter of women", the great whore, who will ride the beast, Dan. 
11:13-17, "For the king of the north shall return, and shall set forth a multitude greater than the 
former, and shall certainly come after certain years with a great army and with much riches. And 
in those times there shall many stand up against the king of the south: also the robbers of thy 
people shall exalt themselves to establish the vision; but they shall fall. So the king of the north 
shall come, and cast up a mount, and take the most fenced cities: and the arms of the south shall 
not withstand, neither his chosen people, neither shall there be any strength to withstand. But he 
that cometh against him shall do according to his own will, and none shall stand before him: and 
he shall stand in the glorious land, which by his hand shall be consumed. He shall also set his 
face to enter with the strength of his whole kingdom, and upright ones with him; thus shall he do: 
and he shall give him the daughter of women, corrupting her: but she shall not stand on his side, 
neither be for him." 


Rev. 17:3-5, "So he carried me away in the spirit into the wilderness: and I saw a woman sit 
upon a scarlet coloured beast, full of names of blasphemy, having seven heads and ten horns. 
And the woman was arrayed in purple and scarlet colour, and decked with gold and precious 
stones and pearls, having a golden cup in her hand full of abominations and filthiness of her 
fornication: And upon her forehead was a name written, MYSTERY, BABYLON THE GREAT, 
THE MOTHER OF HARLOTS AND ABOMINATIONS OF THE EARTH." 


Then "shall he turn his face unto the isles", as with Europe and North Africa. But, he fell into 
debt, plundering the treasury of his kingdom to pursue conquests in those lands. So, a successor 
of the king of the North shall in his place be a tax collector. Not for long though, as he shall be 
deposed, Dan. 11:18-20, "After this shall he turn his face unto the isles, and shall take many: but 
a prince for his own behalf shall cause the reproach offered by him to cease; without his own 
reproach he shall cause it to turn upon him. Then he shall turn his face toward the fort of his own 
land: but he shall stumble and fall, and not be found. Then shall stand up in his estate a raiser of 
taxes in the glory of the kingdom: but within few days he shall be destroyed, neither in anger, nor 
in battle." 
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The Assyrian and Greater Assyria 


Then will arise "a vile person" that of the little horn, the Assyrian, the man of sin and son of 
perdition, who will "come in peaceably". But then, he will bring about "a flood" against "the 
prince of the covenant", the high priest of greater Israel. Then the antichrist will stand in place of 
the chief priest and bring in his false prophet, along with his "league" of "a small people", the 
Assyrians of the end years, Dan. 11:21-26, "And in his estate shall stand up a vile person, to 
whom they shall not give the honour of the kingdom: but he shall come in peaceably, and obtain 
the kingdom by flatteries. And with the arms of a flood shall they be overflown from before him, 
and shall be broken; yea, also the prince of the covenant. And after the league made with him he 
shall work deceitfully: for he shall come up, and shall become strong with a small people. He 
shall enter peaceably even upon the fattest places of the province; and he shall do that which his 
fathers have not done, nor his fathers' fathers; he shall scatter among them the prey, and spoil, 
and riches: yea, and he shall forecast his devices against the strong holds, even for a time. And 
he shall stir up his power and his courage against the king of the south with a great army; and the 
king of the south shall be stirred up to battle with a very great and mighty army; but he shall not 
stand: for they shall forecast devices against him. Yea, they that feed of the portion of his meat 
shall destroy him, and his army shall overflow: and many shall fall down slain." 


And a great war shall ensue between the antichrist beast of Assyria and his armies against 
pharaoh king of Egypt and his armies. Greater Israel will be soundly defeated. Both kings will 
parlay "against the holy covenant"; and "at the time appointed", the abomination that makes 
desolate, Dan. 11:27-28, "And both these kings' hearts shall be to do mischief, and they shall 
speak lies at one table; but it shall not prosper: for yet the end shall be at the time appointed. 
Then shall he return into his land with great riches; and his heart shall be against the holy 
covenant; and he shall do exploits, and return to his own land." 


Dan. 9:26-27, "And after threescore and two weeks shall Messiah be cut off, but not for himself: 
and the people of the prince that shall come shall destroy the city and the sanctuary; and the end 
thereof shall be with a flood, and unto the end of the war desolations are determined. And he 
shall confirm the covenant with many for one week: and in the midst of the week he shall cause 
the sacrifice and the oblation to cease, and for the overspreading of abominations he shall make 
it desolate, even until the consummation, and that determined shall be poured upon the desolate." 


Matt. 24:15, "When ye therefore shall see the abomination of desolation, spoken of by Daniel the 
prophet, stand in the holy place, (whoso readeth, let him understand:)". 


Rev. 12:15-16, "And the serpent cast out of his mouth water as a flood after the woman, that he 
might cause her to be carried away of the flood. And the earth helped the woman, and the earth 
opened her mouth, and swallowed up the flood which the dragon cast out of his mouth." 
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And again "at the time appointed", which marks the 1290 days from the abomination that makes 
desolate, Dan. 11:29, "At the time appointed he shall return, and come toward the south; but it 
shall not be as the former, or as the latter." 


Dan. 12:11, "And from the time that the daily sacrifice shall be taken away, and the abomination 
that maketh desolate set up, there shall be a thousand two hundred and ninety days." 


Mark 13:14, "But when ye shall see the abomination of desolation, spoken of by Daniel the 
prophet, standing where it ought not, (let him that readeth understand,) then let them that be in 
Judaea flee to the mountains". 


The following prophecy of Balaam forms a frame of Daniel: beginning at when "the ships of 
Chittim shall come against him" and ends at when "he shall come to his end, and none shall help 
him". It is parsed in three parts: "And ships shall come from the coast of Chittim": are the "seven 
shepherds, and eight principal men" from the West; "and shall afflict Asshur, and shall afflict 
Eber": they shall blockade the Assyrian and greater Israel; "and he also shall perish for ever": the 
Assyrian will then "come to his end, and none shall help him", Num. 24:24, "And ships shall 
come from the coast of Chittim, and shall afflict Asshur, and shall afflict Eber, and he also shall 
perish for ever." 


And then "the ships of Chittim shall come against him" in the form of a great naval blockade 
from the West. So then, his focus will be a reign of terror over Jerusalem and greater Israel, in 
which he commits the abomination that makes desolate and unleashes the great tribulation, Dan. 
11:30-31, "For the ships of Chittim shall come against him: therefore he shall be grieved, and 
return, and have indignation against the holy covenant: so shall he do; he shall even return, and 
have intelligence with them that forsake the holy covenant. And arms shall stand on his part, and 
they shall pollute the sanctuary of strength, and shall take away the daily sacrifice, and they shall 
place the abomination that maketh desolate." 


Chittim represents great naval forces from the peripheral world around the new world of the end 
years, Micah 5:5, "And this man shall be the peace, when the Assyrian shall come into our land: 
and when he shall tread in our palaces, then shall we raise against him seven shepherds, and 
eight principal men." 


2 Thess. 2:4, "Who opposeth and exalteth himself above all that is called God, or that is 
worshipped; so that he as God sitteth in the temple of God, shewing himself that he is God." 


The abomination will "do wickedly against the covenant" over the course of "many days" that 
being the great tribulation or Jacob's trouble. Moreover, the saints will do greater works than 
even those of Christ, during the latter rain generation of believers. However, they shall be 
viciously persecuted by the beast, Dan. 11:32-35, "And such as do wickedly against the covenant 
shall he corrupt by flatteries: but the people that do know their God shall be strong, and do 
exploits. And they that understand among the people shall instruct many: yet they shall fall by 
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the sword, and by flame, by captivity, and by spoil, many days. Now when they shall fall, they 
shall be holpen with a little help: but many shall cleave to them with flatteries. And some of 
them of understanding shall fall, to try them, and to purge, and to make them white, even to the 
time of the end: because it is yet for a time appointed." 


John 14:12, "Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that believeth on me, the works that I do shall he 
do also; and greater works than these shall he do; because I go unto my Father." 


1 Peter 1:6-9, "Wherein ye greatly rejoice, though now for a season, if need be, ye are in 
heaviness through manifold temptations: That the trial of your faith, being much more precious 
than of gold that perisheth, though it be tried with fire, might be found unto praise and honour 
and glory at the appearing of Jesus Christ: Whom having not seen, ye love; in whom, though 
now ye see him not, yet believing, ye rejoice with joy unspeakable and full of glory: Receiving 
the end of your faith, even the salvation of your souls." 


And, "for a time appointed" refers to the 42 months, when Jerusalem will be trodden down by 
the Gentiles, Rev. 11:1-2, "And there was given me a reed like unto a rod: and the angel stood, 
saying, Rise, and measure the temple of God, and the altar, and them that worship therein. But 
the court which is without the temple leave out, and measure it not; for it is given unto the 
Gentiles: and the holy city shall they tread under foot forty and two months." 


Rev. 6:9-11, "And when he had opened the fifth seal, I saw under the altar the souls of them that 
were slain for the word of God, and for the testimony which they held: And they cried with a 
loud voice, saying, How long, O Lord, holy and true, dost thou not judge and avenge our blood 
on them that dwell on the earth? And white robes were given unto every one of them; and it was 
said unto them, that they should rest yet for a little season, until their fellowservants also and 
their brethren, that should be killed as they were, should be fulfilled." 


Then "the king", the beast shall despise Jehovah, "the God of his fathers" and give honor and 
place to the dragon, "a strange god", in which he "shall divide the land" of greater Israel, Dan. 
11:36-39, "And the king shall do according to his will; and he shall exalt himself, and magnify 
himself above every god, and shall speak marvellous things against the God of gods, and shall 
prosper till the indignation be accomplished: for that that is determined shall be done. Neither 
shall he regard the God of his fathers, nor the desire of women, nor regard any god: for he shall 
magnify himself above all. But in his estate shall he honour the God of forces: and a god whom 
his fathers knew not shall he honour with gold, and silver, and with precious stones, and pleasant 
things. Thus shall he do in the most strong holds with a strange god, whom he shall acknowledge 
and increase with glory: and he shall cause them to rule over many, and shall divide the land for 
gain." 


Rev. 13:4-5, "And they worshipped the dragon which gave power unto the beast: and they 
worshipped the beast, saying, Who is like unto the beast? who is able to make war with him? 
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And there was given unto him a mouth speaking great things and blasphemies; and power was 
given unto him to continue forty and two months." 


Rev. 7:13-14, "And one of the elders answered, saying unto me, What are these which are 
arrayed in white robes? and whence came they? And I said unto him, Sir, thou knowest. And he 
said to me, These are they which came out of great tribulation, and have washed their robes, and 
made them white in the blood of the Lamb." 


The Assyrian Wages War on the Saints 


Syria (Assyria, Assur) aligned with Israel, including Jerusalem verses the house of David, Judah. 
The confederacy among Syria, revived Assyrian empire, and with Ephraim, the ten tribes of 
Israel, Isa. 7:1-2, "And it came to pass in the days of Ahaz the son of Jotham, the son of Uzziah, 
king of Judah, that Rezin the king of Syria, and Pekah the son of Remaliah, king of Israel, went 
up toward Jerusalem to war against it, but could not prevail against it. And it was told the house 
of David, saying, Syria is confederate with Ephraim. And his heart was moved, and the heart of 
his people, as the trees of the wood are moved with the wind." 


Judah is the remnant who flee Judea, when the war on the saints is waged, Isa. 7:3-4, "Then said 
the LORD unto Isaiah, Go forth now to meet Ahaz, thou, and Shearjashub thy son, at the end of 
the conduit of the upper pool in the highway of the fuller's field; And say unto him, Take heed, 
and be quiet; fear not, neither be fainthearted for the two tails of these smoking firebrands, for 
the fierce anger of Rezin with Syria, and of the son of Remaliah." 


Syria, the beast, and Ephraim, the great whore, in which "the son of Remaliah", the false prophet, 
they conspire to crush Judah, and set up the image, "a king in the midst of it". And, "saith the 
Lord GOD", He will cut short the great tribulation, Isa. 7:5-7, "Because Syria, Ephraim, and the 
son of Remaliah, have taken evil counsel against thee, saying, Let us go up against Judah, and 
vex it, and let us make a breach therein for us, and set a king in the midst of it, even the son of 
Tabeal: Thus saith the Lord GOD, It shall not stand, neither shall it come to pass." 


And "the head of Syria", as the beast and Rezin of Damascus, as the antichrist, will break 
Ephraim, the head of greater Israel, the great whore, Isa. 7:8, "For the head of Syria is Damascus, 
and the head of Damascus is Rezin; and within threescore and five years shall Ephraim be 
broken, that it be not a people." 


Ephraim and Samaria is as Sodom and Egypt. The head, being Jerusalem, is where the false 
prophet resides, Isa. 7:9, "And the head of Ephraim is Samaria, and the head of Samaria is 
Remaliah's son. If ye will not believe, surely ye shall not be established." 


Rev. 11:8, "And their dead bodies shall lie in the street of the great city, which spiritually is 
called Sodom and Egypt, where also our Lord was crucified." 
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The Sign of Immanuel 


The sign of the LORD, our God, is Christ Jesus, Who pronounced upon Ahaz, which is Judah, 
the house of David, and the remnant of the saints, Isa. 7:10-12, "Moreover the LORD spake 
again unto Ahaz, saying, Ask thee a sign of the LORD thy God; ask it either in the depth, or in 
the height above. But Ahaz said, I will not ask, neither will I tempt the LORD." 


A virgin, Mary, shall conceive (her egg, humanity and the Father's seed, deity) in her womb 
(which represents the New Testament Ark of the Convent) by the power and ministry of the Holy 
Ghost, Isa. 7:13-14, "And he said, Hear ye now, O house of David; Is it a small thing for you to 
weary men, but will ye weary my God also? Therefore the Lord himself shall give you a sign; 
Behold, a virgin shall conceive, and bear a son, and shall call his name Immanuel." 


Psa. 22:9-10, "But thou art he that took me out of the womb: thou didst make me hope when I 
was upon my mother's breasts. I was cast upon thee from the womb: thou art my God from my 
mother's belly." 


Luke 2:40, "And the child grew, and waxed strong in spirit, filled with wisdom: and the grace of 
God was upon him." 


Luke 2:52, "And Jesus increased in wisdom and stature, and in favour with God and man." 


And, "the land that thou abhorrest", and "both her kings" is the land of Assyria. They are the 
kings of Assyria and Ephraim, as in the great whore, who rides the beast, Isa. 7:15-16, "Butter 
and honey shall he eat, that he may know to refuse the evil, and choose the good. For before the 
child shall know to refuse the evil, and choose the good, the land that thou abhorrest shall be 
forsaken of both her kings." 


Rev. 17:3, "So he carried me away in the spirit into the wilderness: and I saw a woman sit upon a 
scarlet coloured beast, full of names of blasphemy, having seven heads and ten horns." 


And when "Ephraim departed from Judah" is when greater Israel turns on the saints and the 
remnant of Jacob, Isa. 7:17-19, "The LORD shall bring upon thee, and upon thy people, and 
upon thy father's house, days that have not come, from the day that Ephraim departed from 
Judah; even the king of Assyria. And it shall come to pass in that day, that the LORD shall hiss 
for the fly that is in the uttermost part of the rivers of Egypt, and for the bee that is in the land of 
Assyria. And they shall come, and shall rest all of them in the desolate valleys, and in the holes 
of the rocks, and upon all thorns, and upon all bushes." 


And, from Egypt to Assyria shows the extant of greater Israel: from the rivers of Egypt to the 
Euphrates. "And they shall come" is when the Assyrian and his armies shall over take Ephraim, 
Greater Israel; and they will make the land desolate and the people left humiliated. 
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Isa. 7:20, "In the same day shall the Lord shave with a razor that is hired, namely, by them 
beyond the river, by the king of Assyria, the head, and the hair of the feet: and it shall also 
consume the beard." 


Isa. 7:21-22, "And it shall come to pass in that day, that a man shall nourish a young cow, and 
two sheep; And it shall come to pass, for the abundance of milk that they shall give he shall eat 
butter: for butter and honey shall every one eat that is left in the land." 


And, "with arrows and with bows" are the weapons of war. They shall bring: missiles and 
launchers, as well as fighter aircraft armed with missiles, rockets and machine guns; and the 
"men" are the armies of the Assyrian, Isa. 7:23-25, "And it shall come to pass in that day, that 
every place shall be, where there were a thousand vines at a thousand silverlings, it shall even be 
for briers and thorns. With arrows and with bows shall men come thither; because all the land 
shall become briers and thorns. And on all hills that shall be digged with the mattock, there shall 
not come thither the fear of briers and thorns: but it shall be for the sending forth of oxen, and for 
the treading of lesser cattle." 


The Coming of the Assyrian Invasion on Greater Israel 


"Mahershalalhashbaz" prophetically indicates the Assyrian invasion will be that of a blitzkrieg, 
or lightning-fast invasion of greater Israel. The span between Immanuel and Mahershalalhashbaz 
is about three years, which for the king of Assyria to seize Damascus (all of Syria) and Samaria 
(Lebanon), and encompasses the first three years of the 70th week of Daniel, Isa. 8:1-4, 
"Moreover the LORD said unto me, Take thee a great roll, and write in it with a man's pen 
concerning Mahershalalhashbaz. And I took unto me faithful witnesses to record, Uriah the 
priest, and Zechariah the son of Jeberechiah. And I went unto the prophetess; and she conceived, 
and bare a son. Then said the LORD to me, Call his name Mahershalalhashbaz. For before the 
child shall have knowledge to cry, My father, and my mother, the riches of Damascus and the 
spoil of Samaria shall be taken away before the king of Assyria." 


So, during such time is when the king of Assyria will face "toward the pleasant land", Dan. 8:9, 
"And out of one of them came forth a little horn, which waxed exceeding great, toward the south, 
and toward the east, and toward the pleasant land." 


And, the "this people" are the Jews of greater Israel, who rejected Christ, "the waters of Shiloah". 
But, they go along with the beast and false prophet. So, when the Assyrian comes with the kings 
of the East, he does so. And, as violently flows the Euphrates, will the transition be from the 
tribulation upon the saints to the abomination of desolation, in to a great tribulation against the 
Jews, Isa. 8:5-8, "The LORD spake also unto me again, saying, Forasmuch as this people 
refuseth the waters of Shiloah that go softly, and rejoice in Rezin and Remaliah's son; Now 
therefore, behold, the Lord bringeth up upon them the waters of the river, strong and many, even 
the king of Assyria, and all his glory: and he shall come up over all his channels, and go over all 
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his banks: And he shall pass through Judah; he shall overflow and go over, he shall reach even to 
the neck; and the stretching out of his wings shall fill the breadth of thy land, O Immanuel." 


The beast and false prophet will come down on the saints and the remnant to be crushed, "except 
those days should be shortened", Isa. 8:9, "Associate yourselves, O ye people, and ye shall be 
broken in pieces; and give ear, all ye of far countries: gird yourselves, and ye shall be broken in 
pieces; gird yourselves, and ye shall be broken in pieces." 


Matt. 24:22, "And except those days should be shortened, there should no flesh be saved: but for 
the elect's sake those days shall be shortened." 


The Assyrian and the kings of the East will conspire to destroy the people of God. But, they will 
be soundly defeated by the Lord, because He is with His people, Isa. 8:10, "Take counsel 
together, and it shall come to nought; speak the word, and it shall not stand: for God is with us." 


Psa. 83:2-4, "For, lo, thine enemies make a tumult: and they that hate thee have lifted up the 
head. They have taken crafty counsel against thy people, and consulted against thy hidden ones. 
They have said, Come, and let us cut them off from being a nation; that the name of Israel may 
be no more in remembrance." 


Rev. 19:19-21, "And I saw the beast, and the kings of the earth, and their armies, gathered 
together to make war against him that sat on the horse, and against his army. And the beast was 
taken, and with him the false prophet that wrought miracles before him, with which he deceived 
them that had received the mark of the beast, and them that worshipped his image. These both 
were cast alive into a lake of fire burning with brimstone. And the remnant were slain with the 
sword of him that sat upon the horse, which sword proceeded out of his mouth: and all the fowls 
were filled with their flesh." 


Apostates and Reprobates Fall into Darkness 


The culmination of the great falling away, in which the apostates, sodomites, and reprobates fall 
into darkness, because the beast, the false prophet, and their hordes shall descend upon the 
people, Isa 8:11-12, "For the LORD spake thus to me with a strong hand, and instructed me that I 
should not walk in the way of this people, saying, Say ye not, A confederacy, to all them to 
whom this people shall say, A confederacy; neither fear ye their fear, nor be afraid." 


Instead, the people of God do not fret, or in fear the enemy, when he comes in like a flood. But, 
they are to love and fear the Lord all the more, Isa. 8:13, "Sanctify the LORD of hosts himself; 
and let him be your fear, and let him be your dread." 


And the Lord shall be a refuge for His people, but a stumbling block and a trap for those who 
come against Him, especially upon those trapped in Jerusalem, Isa. 8:14-15, "And he shall be for 
a sanctuary; but for a stone of stumbling and for a rock of offence to both the houses of Israel, 
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for a gin and for a snare to the inhabitants of Jerusalem. And many among them shall stumble, 
and fall, and be broken, and be snared, and be taken." 


Rather than fear the Lord, put their faith in Christ, and seek Him for a sanctuary, the Jews see 
Jesus as a stone of stumbling and a rock of offense, Luke 21:20-24, "And when ye shall see 
Jerusalem compassed with armies, then know that the desolation thereof is nigh. Then let them 
which are in Judaea flee to the mountains; and let them which are in the midst of it depart out; 
and let not them that are in the countries enter thereinto. For these be the days of vengeance, that 
all things which are written may be fulfilled. But woe unto them that are with child, and to them 
that give suck, in those days! for there shall be great distress in the land, and wrath upon this 
people. And they shall fall by the edge of the sword, and shall be led away captive into all 
nations: and Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until the times of the Gentiles be 
fulfilled." 


Luke 21:34-36, "And take heed to yourselves, lest at any time your hearts be overcharged with 
surfeiting, and drunkenness, and cares of this life, and so that day come upon you unawares. For 
as a snare shall it come on all them that dwell on the face of the whole earth. Watch ye therefore, 
and pray always, that ye may be accounted worthy to escape all these things that shall come to 
pass, and to stand before the Son of man." 


Isaiah means "salvation of Jehovah", as in Christ; and his three sons: Shearjashub "the remnant 
shall return"; Immanuel "God with us"; and Mahershalalhashbaz "hasten to capture the prey and 
take away the spoil"; moreover, "mount Zion" is the refuge for the remnant, as represented by 
Isaiah and his three sons, Isa. 8:16-18, "Bind up the testimony, seal the law among my disciples. 
And I will wait upon the LORD, that hideth his face from the house of Jacob, and I will look for 
him. Behold, I and the children whom the LORD hath given me are for signs and for wonders in 
Israel from the LORD of hosts, which dwelleth in mount Zion." 


However, they, the Jews, the synagogue of Satan, seek after diviners: false prophets and false 
messiahs, yet their seeking is wanting, because they are either apostates or reprobates and thus 
find themselves in darkness, Isa. 8:19-22, "And when they shall say unto you, Seek unto them 
that have familiar spirits, and unto wizards that peep, and that mutter: should not a people seek 
unto their God? for the living to the dead? To the law and to the testimony: if they speak not 
according to this word, it is because there is no light in them. And they shall pass through it, 
hardly bestead and hungry: and it shall come to pass, that when they shall be hungry, they shall 
fret themselves, and curse their king and their God, and look upward. And they shall look unto 
the earth; and behold trouble and darkness, dimness of anguish; and they shall be driven to 
darkness." 


Moreover, as of the law and the testimony of "this word" are the Old Testament and New 
Testament, John 1:1-3, "In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was with God, and the 
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Word was God. The same was in the beginning with God. All things were made by him; and 
without him was not any thing made that was made." 


The Lord at first afflicted the Jews lightly but then more aggressively come against this 
rebellious house, Isa. 9:1-5, "Nevertheless the dimness shall not be such as was in her vexation, 
when at the first he lightly afflicted the land of Zebulun and the land of Naphtali, and afterward 
did more grievously afflict her by the way of the sea, beyond Jordan, in Galilee of the nations. 
The people that walked in darkness have seen a great light: they that dwell in the land of the 
shadow of death, upon them hath the light shined. Thou hast multiplied the nation, and not 
increased the joy: they joy before thee according to the joy in harvest, and as men rejoice when 
they divide the spoil. For thou hast broken the yoke of his burden, and the staff of his shoulder, 
the rod of his oppressor, as in the day of Midian. For every battle of the warrior is with confused 
noise, and garments rolled in blood; but this shall be with burning and fuel of fire." 


Immanuel Reprised and Prophesized 


Then Christ came as a great light to shine upon this rebellious house, Isa. 9:6-7, "For unto us a 
child is born, unto us a son is given: and the government shall be upon his shoulder: and his 
name shall be called Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty God, The everlasting Father, The 
Prince of Peace. Of the increase of his government and peace there shall be no end, upon the 
throne of David, and upon his kingdom, to order it, and to establish it with judgment and with 
justice from henceforth even for ever. The zeal of the LORD of hosts will perform this." 


And because of the light of Christ: the nation will multiple, as in the joy of the harvest to be 
fulfilled, John 1:4-11, "In him was life; and the life was the light of men. And the light shineth in 
darkness; and the darkness comprehended it not. There was a man sent from God, whose name 
was John. The same came for a witness, to bear witness of the Light, that all men through him 
might believe. He was not that Light, but was sent to bear witness of that Light. That was the true 
Light, which lighteth every man that cometh into the world. He was in the world, and the world 
was made by him, and the world knew him not. He came unto his own, and his own received him 
not.” 

And to become sons of God and be given power to be set at liberty in the Lord, John 1:12-14, 
"But as many as received him, to them gave he power to become the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name: Which were born, not of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, nor of the 
will of man, but of God. And the Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us, (and we beheld his 
glory, the glory as of the only begotten of the Father,) full of grace and truth." 


And "as in the day of Midian"; and in the "battle of the warrior", in which that warrior is the 
Christ at His return, coming with a mighty host, against the beast and false prophet, Micah 5:2-5, 
"But thou, Bethlehem Ephratah, though thou be little among the thousands of Judah, yet out of 
thee shall he come forth unto me that is to be ruler in Israel; whose goings forth have been from 
of old, from everlasting. Therefore will he give them up, until the time that she which travaileth 
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hath brought forth: then the remnant of his brethren shall return unto the children of Israel. And 
he shall stand and feed in the strength of the LORD, in the majesty of the name of the LORD his 
God; and they shall abide: for now shall he be great unto the ends of the earth. And this man 
shall be the peace, when the Assyrian shall come into our land: and when he shall tread in our 
palaces, then shall we raise against him seven shepherds, and eight principal men." 


And "upon the throne of David" and of "his kingdom" refers to the thousand years, as well as to 
eternity future, Dan. 2:44, "And in the days of these kings shall the God of heaven set up a 
kingdom, which shall never be destroyed: and the kingdom shall not be left to other people, but it 
shall break in pieces and consume all these kingdoms, and it shall stand for ever." 


Eze. 34:23-26, "And I will set up one shepherd over them, and he shall feed them, even my 
servant David; he shall feed them, and he shall be their shepherd. And I the LORD will be their 
God, and my servant David a prince among them; I the LORD have spoken it. And I will make 
with them a covenant of peace, and will cause the evil beasts to cease out of the land: and they 
shall dwell safely in the wilderness, and sleep in the woods. And I will make them and the places 
round about my hill a blessing; and I will cause the shower to come down in his season; there 
shall be showers of blessing." 


Luke 1:32-33, "He shall be great, and shall be called the Son of the Highest: and the Lord God 
shall give unto him the throne of his father David: And he shall reign over the house of Jacob for 
ever; and of his kingdom there shall be no end." 


God's Judgment on Ungodly Nations 


Jacob, as with Israel, as with Ephraim, and as with Samaria, is examples of ungodly nations, 
which are inhabited by the spirit of Babylon, Isa. 9:8-12, "The Lord sent a word into Jacob, and 
it hath lighted upon Israel. And all the people shall know, even Ephraim and the inhabitant of 
Samaria, that say in the pride and stoutness of heart, The bricks are fallen down, but we will 
build with hewn stones: the sycomores are cut down, but we will change them into cedars. 
Therefore the LORD shall set up the adversaries of Rezin against him, and join his enemies 
together; The Syrians before, and the Philistines behind; and they shall devour Israel with open 
mouth. For all this his anger is not turned away, but his hand is stretched out still." 


They declare with pride that they will rebuild, even after God has meted out judgment, so as to 
show up the Lord with better and greater structures of vanity; however, the Lord will bring again 
judgment, even more fierce and aggressive than before. So, He will again bring the Turks and 
Assyrians on the Jews of Greater Israel, and they bring with them Syrians and Palestinians 
against them as well, Isa. 9:13-17, "For the people turneth not unto him that smiteth them, 
neither do they seek the LORD of hosts. Therefore the LORD will cut off from Israel head and 
tail, branch and rush, in one day. The ancient and honourable, he is the head; and the prophet that 
teacheth lies, he is the tail. For the leaders of this people cause them to err; and they that are led 
of them are destroyed. Therefore the Lord shall have no joy in their young men, neither shall 
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have mercy on their fatherless and widows: for every one is an hypocrite and an evildoer, and 
every mouth speaketh folly. For all this his anger is not turned away, but his hand is stretched out 
still." 


The people, the Jews of greater Israel, will turn against one another, and on the remnant, as the 
invasion comes in against them; and the "wickedness burneth as the fire" is the abomination that 
makes desolate; and "the wrath of the LORD of hosts is the land darkened, and the people shall 
be as the fuel of the fire" is the great tribulation that bleeds into the trumpets and vials of God's 
wrath, Isa. 9:18-21, "For wickedness burneth as the fire: it shall devour the briers and thorns, and 
shall kindle in the thickets of the forest, and they shall mount up like the lifting up of smoke. 
Through the wrath of the LORD of hosts is the land darkened, and the people shall be as the fuel 
of the fire: no man shall spare his brother. And he shall snatch on the right hand, and be hungry; 
and he shall eat on the left hand, and they shall not be satisfied: they shall eat every man the flesh 
of his own arm: Manasseh, Ephraim; and Ephraim, Manasseh: and they together shall be against 
Judah. For all this his anger is not turned away, but his hand is stretched out still." 


They do not repent to Christ nor do they turn to the LORD of hosts. So, the Lord will have their 
leaders and false prophets perish in the desolation, as "in the day of visitation", which is the day 
of the Lord, Matt. 24:4-5, "And Jesus answered and said unto them, Take heed that no man 
deceive you. For many shall come in my name, saying, I am Christ; and shall deceive many." 


Matt. 24:23-28, "Then if any man shall say unto you, Lo, here is Christ, or there; believe it not. 
For there shall arise false Christs, and false prophets, and shall shew great signs and wonders; 
insomuch that, if it were possible, they shall deceive the very elect. Behold, I have told you 
before. Wherefore if they shall say unto you, Behold, he is in the desert; go not forth: behold, he 
is in the secret chambers; believe it not. For as the lightning cometh out of the east, and shineth 
even unto the west; so shall also the coming of the Son of man be. For wheresoever the carcase 
is, there will the eagles be gathered together." 


No one from among the people will be spared, not a one, for they are hypocrites and evildoers, 
Psa. 14:1-7, "To the chief Musician, A Psalm of David. The fool hath said in his heart, There is 
no God. They are corrupt, they have done abominable works, there is none that doeth good. The 
LORD looked down from heaven upon the children of men, to see if there were any that did 
understand, and seek God. They are all gone aside, they are all together become filthy: there is 
none that doeth good, no, not one. Have all the workers of iniquity no knowledge? who eat up 
my people as they eat bread, and call not upon the LORD. There were they in great fear: for God 
is in the generation of the righteous. Ye have shamed the counsel of the poor, because the LORD 
is his refuge. Oh that the salvation of Israel were come out of Zion! when the LORD bringeth 
back the captivity of his people, Jacob shall rejoice, and Israel shall be glad." 


Woe unto the politicians that decree apostasy, sodomy, and reprobacy; to keep the needy, needy, 
as with single mothers, churchgoers, and their children robbed of fathers; "the day of visitation" 
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and "the desolation" are God's judgment meted out on the wicked nation "from far": the enemies 
come in as a flood; there will be nowhere to run; nowhere to hide; and forsaken by God, the 
wicked of these nations will become prisoners, or perish on battlefields, Isa. 10:1-4, "Woe unto 
them that decree unrighteous decrees, and that write grievousness which they have prescribed; 
To turn aside the needy from judgment, and to take away the right from the poor of my people, 
that widows may be their prey, and that they may rob the fatherless! And what will ye do in the 
day of visitation, and in the desolation which shall come from far? to whom will ye flee for help? 
and where will ye leave your glory? Without me they shall bow down under the prisoners, and 
they shall fall under the slain. For all this his anger is not turned away, but his hand is stretched 
out still." 


God's Judgment on the Assyrian 


The Assyrian is the personification of a foreign enemy or invader that God brings on wicked 
nations (to America, their Assyrian maybe the Chinaman; to Europe, their Assyrian maybe the 
Russian); and although he knows not he is an instrument of God's judgment, he does so heartily 
on many nations, Isa. 10:5-7, "O Assyrian, the rod of mine anger, and the staff in their hand is 
mine indignation. I will send him against an hypocritical nation, and against the people of my 
wrath will I give him a charge, to take the spoil, and to take the prey, and to tread them down like 
the mire of the streets. Howbeit he meaneth not so, neither doth his heart think so; but it is in his 
heart to destroy and cut off nations not a few." 


In the time of his possession, he will make his generals, governors over his conquered territories, 
as those of the old Assyrian empire, with his focus toward the pleasant land, Isa. 10:8-11, "For he 
saith, Are not my princes altogether kings? Is not Calno as Carchemish? is not Hamath as 
Arpad? is not Samaria as Damascus? As my hand hath found the kingdoms of the idols, and 
whose graven images did excel them of Jerusalem and of Samaria; Shall I not, as I have done 
unto Samaria and her idols, so do to Jerusalem and her idols?" 


So, the Lord meted out His judgment, with the use of the Assyrian. And, He will turn against the 
Assyrian, because of his arrogance and pride. But, he gives no honor, place, or glory to the Lord, 
since he thinks so highly of himself, Isa. 10:12-16, "Wherefore it shall come to pass, that when 
the Lord hath performed his whole work upon mount Zion and on Jerusalem, I will punish the 
fruit of the stout heart of the king of Assyria, and the glory of his high looks. For he saith, By the 
strength of my hand I have done it, and by my wisdom; for I am prudent: and I have removed the 
bounds of the people, and have robbed their treasures, and I have put down the inhabitants like a 
valiant man: And my hand hath found as a nest the riches of the people: and as one gathereth 
eggs that are left, have I gathered all the earth; and there was none that moved the wing, or 
opened the mouth, or peeped. Shall the axe boast itself against him that heweth therewith? or 
shall the saw magnify itself against him that shaketh it? as if the rod should shake itself against 
them that lift it up, or as if the staff should lift up itself, as if it were no wood. Therefore shall the 
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Lord, the Lord of hosts, send among his fat ones leanness; and under his glory he shall kindle a 
burning like the burning of a fire." 


The Lord will make desolate the Assyrian and his empire: "the light of Israel" is the Israel of 
God, the saints and the remnant, they shall be brought against he and his empire, "in one day", 
the day of the Lord, Isa. 10:17-19, "And the light of Israel shall be for a fire, and his Holy One 
for a flame: and it shall burn and devour his thorns and his briers in one day; And shall consume 
the glory of his forest, and of his fruitful field, both soul and body: and they shall be as when a 
standardbearer fainteth. And the rest of the trees of his forest shall be few, that a child may write 
them." 


The Israel of God Comes in to the Millennial Kingdom 


Once again, the camp of the saints shall meet in mount Zion, with "the remnant shall return", 
those being a third of Torah Jews that repented to Christ, Isa. 10:20-23, "And it shall come to 
pass in that day, that the remnant of Israel, and such as are escaped of the house of Jacob, shall 
no more again stay upon him that smote them; but shall stay upon the LORD, the Holy One of 
Israel, in truth. The remnant shall return, even the remnant of Jacob, unto the mighty God. For 
though thy people Israel be as the sand of the sea, yet a remnant of them shall return: the 
consumption decreed shall overflow with righteousness. For the Lord GOD of hosts shall make a 
consumption, even determined, in the midst of all the land." 


Zech. 13:8-9, "And it shall come to pass, that in all the land, saith the LORD, two parts therein 
shall be cut off and die; but the third shall be left therein. And I will bring the third part through 
the fire, and will refine them as silver is refined, and will try them as gold is tried: they shall call 
on my name, and I will hear them: I will say, It is my people: and they shall say, The LORD is 
my God." 


Rev. 20:4, "And I saw thrones, and they sat upon them, and judgment was given unto them: and I 
saw the souls of them that were beheaded for the witness of Jesus, and for the word of God, and 
which had not worshipped the beast, neither his image, neither had received his mark upon their 
foreheads, or in their hands; and they lived and reigned with Christ a thousand years." 


"O my people that dwellest in Zion" are the camp of the saints that hide in the place of refuge, 
such as Petra, from the Assyrian, the abomination that makes desolate, who brings "the 
indignation", Jacob's trouble or the great tribulation, Isa. 10:24-25, "Therefore thus saith the Lord 
GOD of hosts, O my people that dwellest in Zion, be not afraid of the Assyrian: he shall smite 
thee with a rod, and shall lift up his staff against thee, after the manner of Egypt. For yet a very 
little while, and the indignation shall cease, and mine anger in their destruction." 


The LORD: "shall stir up a scourge for him" at Armageddon against the Assyrian; and "in that 
day", the day of the Lord, the oppression and persecution of the Assyrian against the remnant 
and saints will be removed by the Lord, Isa. 10:26-27, "And the LORD of hosts shall stir up a 
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scourge for him according to the slaughter of Midian at the rock of Oreb: and as his rod was 
upon the sea, so shall he lift it up after the manner of Egypt. And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that his burden shall be taken away from off thy shoulder, and his yoke from off thy neck, 
and the yoke shall be destroyed because of the anointing." 


The Assyrian: and his armies will advance toward Jerusalem in stages, in which he will lay 
sieges north of Jerusalem at certain invasion points, while encroaching on the city to seize her, 
Isa. 10:28-32, "He is come to Aiath, he is passed to Migron; at Michmash he hath laid up his 
carriages: They are gone over the passage: they have taken up their lodging at Geba; Ramah is 
afraid; Gibeah of Saul is fled. Lift up thy voice, O daughter of Gallim: cause it to be heard unto 
Laish, O poor Anathoth. Madmenah is removed; the inhabitants of Gebim gather themselves to 
flee. As yet shall he remain at Nob that day: he shall shake his hand against the mount of the 
daughter of Zion, the hill of Jerusalem." 


At Nob, near the mount of Olives, will the Assyrian taunt the camp of the saints to destroy them. 
But, the LORD: shall meet the Assyrian at the mount of Olives, when He comes with His hosts. 
And with "a mighty one", the angel of the LORD with the Spirit of God, and with Christ Jesus 
Himself, to vanquish the Assyrian, along with his armies, and Lebanon (the base of origin for his 
invasion), Isa. 10:33-34, "Behold, the Lord, the LORD of hosts, shall lop the bough with terror: 
and the high ones of stature shall be hewn down, and the haughty shall be humbled. And he shall 
cut down the thickets of the forest with iron, and Lebanon shall fall by a mighty one." 


Zech. 14:1-4, "Behold, the day of the LORD cometh, and thy spoil shall be divided in the midst 
of thee. For I will gather all nations against Jerusalem to battle; and the city shall be taken, and 
the houses rifled, and the women ravished; and half of the city shall go forth into captivity, and 
the residue of the people shall not be cut off from the city. Then shall the LORD go forth, and 
fight against those nations, as when he fought in the day of battle. And his feet shall stand in that 
day upon the mount of Olives, which is before Jerusalem on the east, and the mount of Olives 
shall cleave in the midst thereof toward the east and toward the west, and there shall be a very 
great valley; and half of the mountain shall remove toward the north, and half of it toward the 
south." 


(And with greater Israel comes the rise of Gog of Magog, Eze. 38:18-19, "And it shall come to 
pass at the same time when Gog shall come against the land of Israel, saith the Lord GOD, that 
my fury shall come up in my face. For in my jealousy and in the fire of my wrath have I spoken, 
Surely in that day there shall be a great shaking in the land of Israel"). 


The Assyrian Defeats the King of the South and is Himself Defeated 


The "at the time of the end" indicates herein that of Armageddon, in which "a great shaking in 
the land of Israel" begins, Dan. 11:40-43, "And at the time of the end shall the king of the south 
push at him: and the king of the north shall come against him like a whirlwind, with chariots, and 
with horsemen, and with many ships; and he shall enter into the countries, and shall overflow 
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and pass over. He shall enter also into the glorious land, and many countries shall be overthrown: 
but these shall escape out of his hand, even Edom, and Moab, and the chief of the children of 
Ammon. He shall stretch forth his hand also upon the countries: and the land of Egypt shall not 
escape. But he shall have power over the treasures of gold and of silver, and over all the precious 
things of Egypt: and the Libyans and the Ethiopians shall be at his steps." 


Edom, Moab, and Ammon are the Arabians, who shall escape to the places of refuge, but not the 
Egyptians; they shall face war and civil war, Isa. 19:1-2, "The burden of Egypt. Behold, the 
LORD rideth upon a swift cloud, and shall come into Egypt: and the idols of Egypt shall be 
moved at his presence, and the heart of Egypt shall melt in the midst of it. And I will set the 
Egyptians against the Egyptians: and they shall fight every one against his brother, and every one 
against his neighbour; city against city, and kingdom against kingdom." 


These "tidings out of the east and out of the north" comes from Gog of Magog, Dan. 11:44-45, 
"But tidings out of the east and out of the north shall trouble him: therefore he shall go forth with 
great fury to destroy, and utterly to make away many. And he shall plant the tabernacles of his 
palace between the seas in the glorious holy mountain; yet he shall come to his end, and none 
shall help him." 


Yet, these "seven shepherds, and eight principal men" of Chittim, along with Faithful and True 
upon His white horse and with His armies from heaven, will vanquish the beast, the false 
prophet, Gog of Magog, and their armies, Micah 5:5-6, "And this man shall be the peace, when 
the Assyrian shall come into our land: and when he shall tread in our palaces, then shall we raise 
against him seven shepherds, and eight principal men. And they shall waste the land of Assyria 
with the sword, and the land of Nimrod in the entrances thereof: thus shall he deliver us from the 
Assyrian, when he cometh into our land, and when he treadeth within our borders." 
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The Very Last Days 


Then "at that time" is when the admonition that makes desolate; and is also when Michael will 
"stand up" whereupon Jacob's trouble is unleashed on the remnant and saints. But, when the 
great tribulation is cut short, they will be raptured, Dan. 12:1, "And at that time shall Michael 
stand up, the great prince which standeth for the children of thy people: and there shall be a time 
of trouble, such as never was since there was a nation even to that same time: and at that time thy 
people shall be delivered, every one that shall be found written in the book." 


2 Thess. 2:7-10, "For the mystery of iniquity doth already work: only he who now letteth will let, 
until he be taken out of the way. And then shall that Wicked be revealed, whom the Lord shall 
consume with the spirit of his mouth, and shall destroy with the brightness of his coming: Even 
him, whose coming is after the working of Satan with all power and signs and lying wonders, 
And with all deceivableness of unrighteousness in them that perish; because they received not 
the love of the truth, that they might be saved." 


During such time will the Lord come against Gog of Magog, Eze 39:1-3, "Therefore, thou son of 
man, prophesy against Gog, and say, Thus saith the Lord GOD; Behold, I am against thee, O 
Gog, the chief prince of Meshech and Tubal: And I will turn thee back, and leave but the sixth 
part of thee, and will cause thee to come up from the north parts, and will bring thee upon the 
mountains of Israel: And I will smite thy bow out of thy left hand, and will cause thine arrows to 
fall out of thy right hand." 


(Eze. 39:4-11, "Thou shalt fall upon the mountains of Israel, thou, and all thy bands, and the 
people that is with thee: I will give thee unto the ravenous birds of every sort, and to the beasts of 
the field to be devoured. Thou shalt fall upon the open field: for I have spoken it, saith the Lord 
GOD. And I will send a fire on Magog, and among them that dwell carelessly in the isles: and 
they shall know that I am the LORD. So will I make my holy name known in the midst of my 
people Israel; and I will not let them pollute my holy name any more: and the heathen shall know 
that I am the LORD, the Holy One in Israel. Behold, it is come, and it is done, saith the Lord 
GOD; this is the day whereof I have spoken. And they that dwell in the cities of Israel shall go 
forth, and shall set on fire and burn the weapons, both the shields and the bucklers, the bows and 
the arrows, and the handstaves, and the spears, and they shall burn them with fire seven years: So 
that they shall take no wood out of the field, neither cut down any out of the forests; for they 
shall burn the weapons with fire: and they shall spoil those that spoiled them, and rob those that 
robbed them, saith the Lord GOD. And it shall come to pass in that day, that I will give unto Gog 
a place there of graves in Israel, the valley of the passengers on the east of the sea: and it shall 
stop the noses of the passengers: and there shall they bury Gog and all his multitude: and they 
shall call it The valley of Hamongog.") 


The Final Judgments 
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(Eze. 39:25-29, "Therefore thus saith the Lord GOD; Now will I bring again the captivity of 
Jacob, and have mercy upon the whole house of Israel, and will be jealous for my holy name; 
After that they have borne their shame, and all their trespasses whereby they have trespassed 
against me, when they dwelt safely in their land, and none made them afraid. When I have 
brought them again from the people, and gathered them out of their enemies' lands, and am 
sanctified in them in the sight of many nations; Then shall they know that I am the LORD their 
God, which caused them to be led into captivity among the heathen: but I have gathered them 
unto their own land, and have left none of them any more there. Neither will I hide my face any 
more from them: for I have poured out my spirit upon the house of Israel, saith the Lord GOD.") 


Then Daniel prophesies over the first resurrection, "some to everlasting life"; enclosed by the 
thousand years, and then the second death, "some to shame and everlasting contempt", Dan. 
12:2-3, "And many of them that sleep in the dust of the earth shall awake, some to everlasting 
life, and some to shame and everlasting contempt. And they that be wise shall shine as the 
brightness of the firmament; and they that turn many to righteousness as the stars for ever and 
ever." 


The wise of those who turn many to righteousness are soul winners or evangelists, who will go 
forth and do the great commission, Prov. 11:30-31, "The fruit of the righteous is a tree of life; 
and he that winneth souls is wise. Behold, the righteous shall be recompensed in the earth: much 
more the wicked and the sinner." 


Matt. 13:36-43, "Then Jesus sent the multitude away, and went into the house: and his disciples 
came unto him, saying, Declare unto us the parable of the tares of the field. He answered and 
said unto them, He that soweth the good seed is the Son of man; The field is the world; the good 
seed are the children of the kingdom; but the tares are the children of the wicked one; The enemy 
that sowed them is the devil; the harvest is the end of the world; and the reapers are the angels. 
As therefore the tares are gathered and burned in the fire; so shall it be in the end of this world. 
The Son of man shall send forth his angels, and they shall gather out of his kingdom all things 
that offend, and them which do iniquity; And shall cast them into a furnace of fire: there shall be 
wailing and gnashing of teeth. Then shall the righteous shine forth as the sun in the kingdom of 
their Father. Who hath ears to hear, let him hear." 


(Rev. 19—22: Rev. 19:1-2, "And after these things I heard a great voice of much people in 
heaven, saying, Alleluia; Salvation, and glory, and honour, and power, unto the Lord our God: 
For true and righteous are his judgments: for he hath judged the great whore, which did corrupt 
the earth with her fornication, and hath avenged the blood of his servants at her hand." 


Rev. 19:20-21, "And the beast was taken, and with him the false prophet that wrought miracles 
before him, with which he deceived them that had received the mark of the beast, and them that 
worshipped his image. These both were cast alive into a lake of fire burning with brimstone. And 
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the remnant were slain with the sword of him that sat upon the horse, which sword proceeded out 
of his mouth: and all the fowls were filled with their flesh." 


Rev. 20:10, "And the devil that deceived them was cast into the lake of fire and brimstone, where 
the beast and the false prophet are, and shall be tormented day and night for ever and ever." 


Rev. 20:14-15, "And death and hell were cast into the lake of fire. This is the second death. And 
whosoever was not found written in the book of life was cast into the lake of fire." 


Rev. 21:5-8, "And he that sat upon the throne said, Behold, I make all things new. And he said 
unto me, Write: for these words are true and faithful. And he said unto me, It is done. I am Alpha 
and Omega, the beginning and the end. I will give unto him that is athirst of the fountain of the 
water of life freely. He that overcometh shall inherit all things; and I will be his God, and he 
shall be my son. But the fearful, and unbelieving, and the abominable, and murderers, and 
whoremongers, and sorcerers, and idolaters, and all liars, shall have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone: which is the second death." 


Rev. 22:12-15, "And, behold, I come quickly; and my reward is with me, to give every man 
according as his work shall be. I am Alpha and Omega, the beginning and the end, the first and 
the last. Blessed are they that do his commandments, that they may have right to the tree of life, 
and may enter in through the gates into the city. For without are dogs, and sorcerers, and 
whoremongers, and murderers, and idolaters, and whosoever loveth and maketh a lie.") 


The Final Amount of Days 


The "many shall run to and fro, and knowledge shall be increased" refers to those that read and 
hear the words of Revelation. They shall study to scrutinize the prophecies of the Bible and to 
understand them rightly, Dan. 12:4, "But thou, O Daniel, shut up the words, and seal the book, 
even to the time of the end: many shall run to and fro, and knowledge shall be increased." 


Hab. 2:2-3, "And the LORD answered me, and said, Write the vision, and make it plain upon 
tables, that he may run that readeth it. For the vision is yet for an appointed time, but at the end it 
shall speak, and not lie: though it tarry, wait for it; because it will surely come, it will not tarry." 


The two angels: one on one bank; and the other on the other bank, shows the distance between 
Daniel and Revelation. This is reminiscent of the scene in Revelation, where the mighty angel 
bridges the book sealed with seven seals with that of the little book. He then proceeds to 
prophesy about the time of the great tribulation upon the saints, during the latter three and half 
years of the 70th week of Daniel, Dan. 12:5-7, "Then I Daniel looked, and, behold, there stood 
other two, the one on this side of the bank of the river, and the other on that side of the bank of 
the river. And one said to the man clothed in linen, which was upon the waters of the river, How 
long shall it be to the end of these wonders? And I heard the man clothed in linen, which was 
upon the waters of the river, when he held up his right hand and his left hand unto heaven, and 
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sware by him that liveth for ever that it shall be for a time, times, and an half; and when he shall 
have accomplished to scatter the power of the holy people, all these things shall be finished." 


This "sealed till the time of the end" is thus revealed in Revelation, and is no longer sealed, but 
revealed for all to read and know, Dan. 12:8-9, "And I heard, but I understood not: then said I, O 
my Lord, what shall be the end of these things? And he said, Go thy way, Daniel: for the words 
are closed up and sealed till the time of the end." 


Rev. 22:10, "And he saith unto me, Seal not the sayings of the prophecy of this book: for the 
time is at hand." 


And then "the wise shall understand" the final amount of days left, before the end of the world: 
the 1290 days covers from the abomination of desolation to the cleansing of the temple, as well 
as the thirty days of mourning. And, the 1335 days for the saints to endure from when the 
covenant is made with the many for one week, to when the rapture takes place, at the appearing 
of the Son of man in the clouds, and His coming with great power and glory, Dan. 12:10-12, 
"Many shall be purified, and made white, and tried; but the wicked shall do wickedly: and none 
of the wicked shall understand; but the wise shall understand. And from the time that the daily 
sacrifice shall be taken away, and the abomination that maketh desolate set up, there shall be a 
thousand two hundred and ninety days. Blessed is he that waiteth, and cometh to the thousand 
three hundred and five and thirty days." 


Dan. 7:13, "I saw in the night visions, and, behold, one like the Son of man came with the clouds 
of heaven, and came to the Ancient of days, and they brought him near before him." 


Dan. 9:27, "And he shall confirm the covenant with many for one week: and in the midst of the 
week he shall cause the sacrifice and the oblation to cease, and for the overspreading of 
abominations he shall make it desolate, even until the consummation, and that determined shall 
be poured upon the desolate." 


And then finally "at the end of the days", there shall "be time no longer", and "the mystery of 
God should be finished", Dan. 12:13, "But go thou thy way till the end be: for thou shalt rest, and 
stand in thy lot at the end of the days." 


Rev. 10:5-7, "And the angel which I saw stand upon the sea and upon the earth lifted up his hand 
to heaven, And sware by him that liveth for ever and ever, who created heaven, and the things 
that therein are, and the earth, and the things that therein are, and the sea, and the things which 
are therein, that there should be time no longer: But in the days of the voice of the seventh angel, 
when he shall begin to sound, the mystery of God should be finished, as he hath declared to his 
servants the prophets." 
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Prophecies on the Nations of the Seas in the 
Near East 


This oracle of prophecy surveys the world of Philistia, the Muslim world that surrounds Israel. 
The prophet envisions how the Lord will bring judgments on those nations in the last days. 


The 14th of Isaiah 


The 14th of Isaiah covers the remnant of Jacob, the body of Christ, a proverb against the king of 
Babylon, an oracle against the Assyrian, and an oracle against the world of Philistia. These 
prophecies juxtapose the Spirit of God in the people of God with the spirit of Lucifer in the 
world of Satan. 


The Remnant and the Body of Christ 


The Jacob of Jehovah is the Hebrew Christians; and the Israel of Christ is the Gentile Christians. 
They are the remnant and the body of Christ. Likewise, the house of Jacob is the remnant; and 
the house of Israel is the body of Christ, Isa. 14:1-2, "For the LORD will have mercy on Jacob, 
and will yet choose Israel, and set them in their own land: and the strangers shall be joined with 
them, and they shall cleave to the house of Jacob. And the people shall take them, and bring 
them to their place: and the house of Israel shall possess them in the land of the LORD for 
servants and handmaids: and they shall take them captives, whose captives they were; and they 
shall rule over their oppressors." 


The house of Jacob is "set them in their own land", whereas the house of Israel is "the strangers" 
who "shall be joined with them". Thus, no one is being replaced, but rather being grafted in to 
the root of Jesse, Jesus Christ, Rom. 11:16-18, "For if the firstfruit be holy, the lump is also holy: 
and if the root be holy, so are the branches. And if some of the branches be broken off, and thou, 
being a wild olive tree, wert graffed in among them, and with them partakest of the root and 
fatness of the olive tree; Boast not against the branches. But if thou boast, thou bearest not the 
root, but the root thee." 


Dan. 9:26, "And after threescore and two weeks shall Messiah be cut off, but not for himself: and 
the people of the prince that shall come shall destroy the city and the sanctuary; and the end 
thereof shall be with a flood, and unto the end of the war desolations are determined." 


Isa. 66:7-9, "Before she travailed, she brought forth; before her pain came, she was delivered of a 
man child. Who hath heard such a thing? who hath seen such things? Shall the earth be made to 
bring forth in one day? or shall a nation be born at once? for as soon as Zion travailed, she 
brought forth her children. Shall I bring to the birth, and not cause to bring forth? saith the 
LORD: shall I cause to bring forth, and shut the womb? saith thy God." 
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(cf. the Valley Full of Bones Becomes God's People (Eze. 37): Eze. 37:5-6, "Thus saith the Lord 
GOD unto these bones; Behold, I will cause breath to enter into you, and ye shall live: And I will 
lay sinews upon you, and will bring up flesh upon you, and cover you with skin, and put breath 
in you, and ye shall live; and ye shall know that I am the LORD.) 


"And the people shall take them, and bring them to their place" is "the people of the prince" of 
Babylon, who will "bring them", "the synagogue of Satan" (out of which, the remnant shall come 
forth and repent to Christ), in to "their place", the house of Israel, as "servants and handmaids", 
as in Rev. 3:9, "Behold, I will make them of the synagogue of Satan, which say they are Jews, 
and are not, but do lie; behold, I will make them to come and worship before thy feet, and to 


know that I have loved thee." 
A Proverb against the King of Babylon 


So, "in the day", at the onset of the thousand years, "this proverb against the king of Babylon" (as 
in the false prophet) will bring about a "rest" for the camp of the saints, because "the oppressor 
ceased! the golden city ceased!", which indicates that the beast and mystery Babylon shall be 
ended, Isa. 14:3-4, "And it shall come to pass in the day that the LORD shall give thee rest from 
thy sorrow, and from thy fear, and from the hard bondage wherein thou wast made to serve, That 
thou shalt take up this proverb against the king of Babylon, and say, How hath the oppressor 
ceased! the golden city ceased!" 


Eze. 28:25-26, "Thus saith the Lord GOD; When I shall have gathered the house of Israel from 
the people among whom they are scattered, and shall be sanctified in them in the sight of the 
heathen, then shall they dwell in their land that I have given to my servant Jacob. And they shall 
dwell safely therein, and shall build houses, and plant vineyards; yea, they shall dwell with 
confidence, when I have executed judgments upon all those that despise them round about them; 
and they shall know that I am the LORD their God." 


Rev. 20:1-6, "And I saw an angel come down from heaven, having the key of the bottomless pit 
and a great chain in his hand. And he laid hold on the dragon, that old serpent, which is the 
Devil, and Satan, and bound him a thousand years, And cast him into the bottomless pit, and shut 
him up, and set a seal upon him, that he should deceive the nations no more, till the thousand 
years should be fulfilled: and after that he must be loosed a little season. And I saw thrones, and 
they sat upon them, and judgment was given unto them: and I saw the souls of them that were 
beheaded for the witness of Jesus, and for the word of God, and which had not worshipped the 
beast, neither his image, neither had received his mark upon their foreheads, or in their hands; 
and they lived and reigned with Christ a thousand years. But the rest of the dead lived not again 
until the thousand years were finished. This is the first resurrection. Blessed and holy is he that 
hath part in the first resurrection: on such the second death hath no power, but they shall be 
priests of God and of Christ, and shall reign with him a thousand years." 
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And so, "The LORD hath broken the staff of the wicked", as in the beast; "and the sceptre of the 
rulers", as in the false prophet, the dragon, and the great whore; and "He who smote the people in 
wrath with a continual stroke", as with the war with the saints, Isa. 14:5-6, "The LORD hath 
broken the staff of the wicked, and the sceptre of the rulers. He who smote the people in wrath 
with a continual stroke, he that ruled the nations in anger, is persecuted, and none hindereth." 


Eph. 6:12, "For we wrestle not against flesh and blood, but against principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of the darkness of this world, against spiritual wickedness in high places." 


Rev. 13:7, "And it was given unto him to make war with the saints, and to overcome them: and 
power was given him over all kindreds, and tongues, and nations." 


2 Thess. 2:8, "And then shall that Wicked be revealed, whom the Lord shall consume with the 
spirit of his mouth, and shall destroy with the brightness of his coming". 


Rev. 11:18, "And the nations were angry, and thy wrath is come, and the time of the dead, that 
they should be judged, and that thou shouldest give reward unto thy servants the prophets, and to 
the saints, and them that fear thy name, small and great; and shouldest destroy them which 
destroy the earth." 


"The whole earth is at rest" is a reflection of the earth's condition, during the thousand years of 
Christ's reign, and with the kingdom of God on earth: the camp of the saints, Isa. 14:7-8, "The 
whole earth is at rest, and is quiet: they break forth into singing. Yea, the fir trees rejoice at thee, 
and the cedars of Lebanon, saying, Since thou art laid down, no feller is come up against us." 


Hell will be made ready to receive the beast and the false prophet, in which the dead welcome 
them: "O Lucifer", the dragon, "how art thou cut down to the ground", Isa. 14:9-12, "Hell from 
beneath is moved for thee to meet thee at thy coming: it stirreth up the dead for thee, even all the 
chief ones of the earth; it hath raised up from their thrones all the kings of the nations. All they 
shall speak and say unto thee, Art thou also become weak as we? art thou become like unto us? 
Thy pomp is brought down to the grave, and the noise of thy viols: the worm is spread under 
thee, and the worms cover thee. How art thou fallen from heaven, O Lucifer, son of the morning! 
how art thou cut down to the ground, which didst weaken the nations!" 


Luke 10:18, "And he said unto them, I beheld Satan as lightning fall from heaven." 


Rev. 12:9, "And the great dragon was cast out, that old serpent, called the Devil, and Satan, 
which deceiveth the whole world: he was cast out into the earth, and his angels were cast out 
with him." 


Rev. 19:19-21, "And I saw the beast, and the kings of the earth, and their armies, gathered 
together to make war against him that sat on the horse, and against his army. And the beast was 
taken, and with him the false prophet that wrought miracles before him, with which he deceived 
them that had received the mark of the beast, and them that worshipped his image. These both 
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were cast alive into a lake of fire burning with brimstone. And the remnant were slain with the 
sword of him that sat upon the horse, which sword proceeded out of his mouth: and all the fowls 
were filled with their flesh." 


Then there are the five "I's", which are the haughty aspirations of the dragon and the beast, who 
desire to place themselves above the most High, Isa. 14:13-14, "For thou hast said in thine heart, 
I will ascend into heaven, I will exalt my throne above the stars of God: I will sit also upon the 
mount of the congregation, in the sides of the north: I will ascend above the heights of the 
clouds; I will be like the most High." 


The dragon and the beast are as "the king of Tyrus", Eze 28:12-16, "Son of man, take up a 
lamentation upon the king of Tyrus, and say unto him, Thus saith the Lord GOD; Thou sealest 
up the sum, full of wisdom, and perfect in beauty. Thou hast been in Eden the garden of God; 
every precious stone was thy covering, the sardius, topaz, and the diamond, the beryl, the onyx, 
and the jasper, the sapphire, the emerald, and the carbuncle, and gold: the workmanship of thy 
tabrets and of thy pipes was prepared in thee in the day that thou wast created. Thou art the 
anointed cherub that covereth; and I have set thee so: thou wast upon the holy mountain of God; 
thou hast walked up and down in the midst of the stones of fire. Thou wast perfect in thy ways 
from the day that thou wast created, till iniquity was found in thee. By the multitude of thy 
merchandise they have filled the midst of thee with violence, and thou hast sinned: therefore I 
will cast thee as profane out of the mountain of God: and I will destroy thee, O covering cherub, 
from the midst of the stones of fire." 


And in hell, especially "to the sides of the pit", the dead shall "see thee", the beast, and "narrowly 
look upon thee", Isa. 14:15-20, "Yet thou shalt be brought down to hell, to the sides of the pit. 
They that see thee shall narrowly look upon thee, and consider thee, saying, Is this the man that 
made the earth to tremble, that did shake kingdoms; That made the world as a wilderness, and 
destroyed the cities thereof; that opened not the house of his prisoners? All the kings of the 
nations, even all of them, lie in glory, every one in his own house. But thou art cast out of thy 
grave like an abominable branch, and as the raiment of those that are slain, thrust through with a 
sword, that go down to the stones of the pit; as a carcase trodden under feet. Thou shalt not be 
joined with them in burial, because thou hast destroyed thy land, and slain thy people: the seed of 
evildoers shall never be renowned." 


"Prepare slaughter for his children", which points to the reprisal of Gog of Magog; "and cut off 
from Babylon the name, and remnant, and son, and nephew", as with the dragon, the armies, the 
beast, and the false prophet, Isa. 14:21-23, "Prepare slaughter for his children for the iniquity of 
their fathers; that they do not rise, nor possess the land, nor fill the face of the world with cities. 
For I will rise up against them, saith the LORD of hosts, and cut off from Babylon the name, and 
remnant, and son, and nephew, saith the LORD. I will also make it a possession for the bittern, 
and pools of water: and I will sweep it with the besom of destruction, saith the LORD of hosts." 
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And "the besom of destruction" is as "Babylon is fallen, is fallen", Rev. 14:8, "And there 
followed another angel, saying, Babylon is fallen, is fallen, that great city, because she made all 
nations drink of the wine of the wrath of her fornication." 


An Oracle against the Assyrian 


The Lord attests to this prophecy: Isa. 14:24-25, "The LORD of hosts hath sworn, saying, Surely 
as I have thought, so shall it come to pass; and as I have purposed, so shall it stand: That I will 
break the Assyrian in my land, and upon my mountains tread him under foot: then shall his yoke 
depart from off them, and his burden depart from off their shoulders." 


And as such, "upon my mountains tread him under foot" is akin to what will befall Gog of 
Magog, Eze. 39:1-5, "Therefore, thou son of man, prophesy against Gog, and say, Thus saith the 
Lord GOD; Behold, I am against thee, O Gog, the chief prince of Meshech and Tubal: And I will 
turn thee back, and leave but the sixth part of thee, and will cause thee to come up from the north 
parts, and will bring thee upon the mountains of Israel: And I will smite thy bow out of thy left 
hand, and will cause thine arrows to fall out of thy right hand. Thou shalt fall upon the mountains 
of Israel, thou, and all thy bands, and the people that is with thee: I will give thee unto the 
ravenous birds of every sort, and to the beasts of the field to be devoured. Thou shalt fall upon 
the open field: for I have spoken it, saith the Lord GOD." 


So, "break the Assyrian in my land" is as "thus shall he deliver us from the Assyrian," Micah 
5:5-6, "And this man shall be the peace, when the Assyrian shall come into our land: and when 
he shall tread in our palaces, then shall we raise against him seven shepherds, and eight principal 
men. And they shall waste the land of Assyria with the sword, and the land of Nimrod in the 
entrances thereof: thus shall he deliver us from the Assyrian, when he cometh into our land, and 
when he treadeth within our borders." 


And so, "the hand that is stretched out upon all the nations" deals with the fall of greater Assyria, 
in which no one can oppose, Isa. 14:26-27, "This is the purpose that is purposed upon the whole 
earth: and this is the hand that is stretched out upon all the nations. For the LORD of hosts hath 
purposed, and who shall disannul it? and his hand is stretched out, and who shall turn it back?" 


Because, Babylon impacts the whole earth, which corresponds with the 7th trumpet and 7th vial, 
Rev. 11:15, 18, "And the seventh angel sounded; and there were great voices in heaven, saying, 
The kingdoms of this world are become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Christ; and he shall 
reign for ever and ever. ... And the nations were angry, and thy wrath is come, and the time of 
the dead, that they should be judged, and that thou shouldest give reward unto thy servants the 
prophets, and to the saints, and them that fear thy name, small and great; and shouldest destroy 
them which destroy the earth." 


Rev. 16:17-21, "And the seventh angel poured out his vial into the air; and there came a great 
voice out of the temple of heaven, from the throne, saying, It is done. And there were voices, and 
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thunders, and lightnings; and there was a great earthquake, such as was not since men were upon 
the earth, so mighty an earthquake, and so great. And the great city was divided into three parts, 
and the cities of the nations fell: and great Babylon came in remembrance before God, to give 
unto her the cup of the wine of the fierceness of his wrath. And every island fled away, and the 
mountains were not found. And there fell upon men a great hail out of heaven, every stone about 
the weight of a talent: and men blasphemed God because of the plague of the hail; for the plague 
thereof was exceeding great." 


An Oracle against the World of Palestina 


This prophecy foresees the remnant of Judah, coming out of Jacob's trouble, which comes upon 
greater Israel, so "In the year that king Ahaz died" indicates this, Isa. 14:28-29, "In the year that 
king Ahaz died was this burden. Rejoice not thou, whole Palestina, because the rod of him that 
smote thee is broken: for out of the serpent's root shall come forth a cockatrice, and his fruit shall 
be a fiery flying serpent." 


The "whole Palestina" points to the Arab Muslim world, which had opposed "thee", the remnant; 
and "the serpent's root" is the dragon, the "cockatrice" is the beast, and so "his fruit shall be a 
fiery flying serpent" is the false prophet, Rev. 12:3-4, "And there appeared another wonder in 
heaven; and behold a great red dragon, having seven heads and ten horns, and seven crowns 
upon his heads. And his tail drew the third part of the stars of heaven, and did cast them to the 
earth: and the dragon stood before the woman which was ready to be delivered, for to devour her 
child as soon as it was born." 


Rev. 13:2, 11, "And the beast which I saw was like unto a leopard, and his feet were as the feet 
of a bear, and his mouth as the mouth of a lion: and the dragon gave him his power, and his seat, 
and great authority. ... And I beheld another beast coming up out of the earth; and he had two 
horns like a lamb, and he spake as a dragon." 


"And the firstborn of the poor" points to the Messiah; and He "will kill thy root with famine" and 
He likewise, will "slay thy remnant", Isa. 14:30, "And the firstborn of the poor shall feed, and the 
needy shall lie down in safety: and I will kill thy root with famine, and he shall slay thy 
remnant." 


Rev. 7:17, "For the Lamb which is in the midst of the throne shall feed them, and shall lead them 
unto living fountains of waters: and God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes." 


Rev. 12:6, "And the woman fled into the wilderness, where she hath a place prepared of God, 
that they should feed her there a thousand two hundred and threescore days." 


Rev. 19:19-21, "And I saw the beast, and the kings of the earth, and their armies, gathered 
together to make war against him that sat on the horse, and against his army. And the beast was 
taken, and with him the false prophet that wrought miracles before him, with which he deceived 
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them that had received the mark of the beast, and them that worshipped his image. These both 
were cast alive into a lake of fire burning with brimstone. And the remnant were slain with the 
sword of him that sat upon the horse, which sword proceeded out of his mouth: and all the fowls 
were filled with their flesh." 


"O gate" and "O city" refers to the "whole [of] Palestina", again the Arab Muslim world, which 
will be "dissolved" or absorbed "from the north" that of Gog of Magog; and the "appointed 
times" refers to the 42 months (last 3 and a half years), Isa. 14:31, "Howl, O gate; cry, O city; 
thou, whole Palestina, art dissolved: for there shall come from the north a smoke, and none shall 
be alone in his appointed times." 


And so, "the messengers of the nation" are the preachers of the Good News and will make 
known the Gospel to the Arab Muslim world: Jesus Christ is the founder of His Church ("Zion"); 
"and the poor of his people" are the camp of the saints, Isa. 14:32, "What shall one then answer 
the messengers of the nation? That the LORD hath founded Zion, and the poor of his people 
shall trust in it." 


Zeph. 3:11-15, "In that day shalt thou not be ashamed for all thy doings, wherein thou hast 
transgressed against me: for then I will take away out of the midst of thee them that rejoice in thy 
pride, and thou shalt no more be haughty because of my holy mountain. I will also leave in the 
midst of thee an afflicted and poor people, and they shall trust in the name of the LORD. The 
remnant of Israel shall not do iniquity, nor speak lies; neither shall a deceitful tongue be found in 
their mouth: for they shall feed and lie down, and none shall make them afraid. Sing, O daughter 
of Zion; shout, O Israel; be glad and rejoice with all the heart, O daughter of Jerusalem. The 
LORD hath taken away thy judgments, he hath cast out thine enemy: the king of Israel, even the 
LORD, is in the midst of thee: thou shalt not see evil any more." 


The Burden of Moab 


The "in the night" is in retaliation for the Palestina confederacy against Israel (Psa. 83). So, this 
burden is against Moab, which will be an annexation of Jordan by Israel, in order to expand 
greater Israel, Isa. 15:1-2, "The burden of Moab. Because in the night Ar of Moab is laid waste, 
and brought to silence; because in the night Kir of Moab is laid waste, and brought to silence; He 
is gone up to Bajith, and to Dibon, the high places, to weep: Moab shall howl over Nebo, and 
over Medeba: on all their heads shall be baldness, and every beard cut off." 


So, Palestinians and Jordanians will flee further and further in to the reaches of Iraq, Isa. 15:3, 
"In their streets they shall gird themselves with sackcloth: on the tops of their houses, and in their 
streets, every one shall howl, weeping abundantly." 


They shall plead for mercy, so that even their soldiers will sue for peace, Isa. 15:4, "And 
Heshbon shall cry, and Elealeh: their voice shall be heard even unto Jahaz: therefore the armed 
soldiers of Moab shall cry out; his life shall be grievous unto him." 
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Even the prophet also pleads for mercy upon these "fugitives" (refugees), because the Israelis 
will commit scorched earth upon annexing Jordan, Isa 15:5-6, "My heart shall cry out for Moab; 
his fugitives shall flee unto Zoar, an heifer of three years old: for by the mounting up of Luhith 
with weeping shall they go it up; for in the way of Horonaim they shall raise up a cry of 
destruction. For the waters of Nimrim shall be desolate: for the hay is withered away, the grass 
faileth, there is no green thing." 


So, the refugees will carry away with them, as much, and as many of their belongings as they can 
bring, Isa. 15:7, "Therefore the abundance they have gotten, and that which they have laid up, 
shall they carry away to the brook of the willows." 


So, "the borders of Moab", which encompass all of Jordan, will be a battlefield, Isa. 15:8, "For 
the cry is gone round about the borders of Moab; the howling thereof unto Eglaim, and the 
howling thereof unto Beerelim." 


And the cry of distress is as, Rev. 16:13-16, "And I saw three unclean spirits like frogs come out 
of the mouth of the dragon, and out of the mouth of the beast, and out of the mouth of the false 
prophet. For they are the spirits of devils, working miracles, which go forth unto the kings of the 
earth and of the whole world, to gather them to the battle of that great day of God Almighty. 
Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, and keepeth his garments, lest he walk 
naked, and they see his shame. And he gathered them together into a place called in the Hebrew 
tongue Armageddon." 


Then "I will bring" corresponds with the "lions" of Babylon: the dragon, the beast, and the false 
prophet, which will be brought on those that flee Moab and "the remnant of the land", Isa. 15:9, 
"For the waters of Dimon shall be full of blood: for I will bring more upon Dimon, lions upon 
him that escapeth of Moab, and upon the remnant of the land." 


"I" is He, Who is God, and will bring judgment, 2 Thess. 2:11, "And for this cause God shall 
send them strong delusion, that they should believe a lie". 


And so, the remnant, the woman is "the remnant of her seed", the body of Christ, the saints, Rev. 
12:13-17, "And when the dragon saw that he was cast unto the earth, he persecuted the woman 
which brought forth the man child. And to the woman were given two wings of a great eagle, 
that she might fly into the wilderness, into her place, where she is nourished for a time, and 
times, and half a time, from the face of the serpent. And the serpent cast out of his mouth water 
as a flood after the woman, that he might cause her to be carried away of the flood. And the earth 
helped the woman, and the earth opened her mouth, and swallowed up the flood which the 
dragon cast out of his mouth. And the dragon was wroth with the woman, and went to make war 
with the remnant of her seed, which keep the commandments of God, and have the testimony of 
Jesus Christ." 
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Then "the lamb" is the Gospel, the Good News, which will be sent "to the ruler of the land", the 
king of the South, from "Sela to the wilderness", Petra, a place of refuge, as well as "the mount 
of the daughter of Zion", to flee from Jerusalem, Isa. 16:1, "Send ye the lamb to the ruler of the 
land from Sela to the wilderness, unto the mount of the daughter of Zion." 


And then the Palestinians and Jordanians will be pushed to "the fords of Arnon", to the ends of 
Jordan in to Iraq, Isa. 16:2, "For it shall be, that, as a wandering bird cast out of the nest, so the 
daughters of Moab shall be at the fords of Arnon." 


Escaping Israeli, Palestinian, and Jordanian Christians will flee and hide; and in hiding, they will 
be concealed from Zionist Israel (the spoiler, the extortioner), Isa. 16:3-5, "Take counsel, execute 
judgment; make thy shadow as the night in the midst of the noonday; hide the outcasts; bewray 
not him that wandereth. Let mine outcasts dwell with thee, Moab; be thou a covert to them from 
the face of the spoiler: for the extortioner is at an end, the spoiler ceaseth, the oppressors are 
consumed out of the land. And in mercy shall the throne be established: and he shall sit upon it in 
truth in the tabernacle of David, judging, and seeking judgment, and hasting righteousness." 


And then, "the oppressors", the Assyrians will be "consumed out of the land"; and then, "he shall 
sit upon it in truth in the tabernacle of David", Who is Christ shall take His throne at His return. 


Beforehand, there was "the pride of Moab", in which the people and land will be affected by 
Moab being made humble, as in their wandering and neglect, Isa. 16:6-10, "We have heard of the 
pride of Moab; he is very proud: even of his haughtiness, and his pride, and his wrath: but his 
lies shall not be so. Therefore shall Moab howl for Moab, every one shall howl: for the 
foundations of Kirhareseth shall ye mourn; surely they are stricken. For the fields of Heshbon 
languish, and the vine of Sibmah: the lords of the heathen have broken down the principal plants 
thereof, they are come even unto Jazer, they wandered through the wilderness: her branches are 
stretched out, they are gone over the sea. Therefore I will bewail with the weeping of Jazer the 
vine of Sibmah: I will water thee with my tears, O Heshbon, and Elealeh: for the shouting for thy 
summer fruits and for thy harvest is fallen. And gladness is taken away, and joy out of the 
plentiful field; and in the vineyards there shall be no singing, neither shall there be shouting: the 
treaders shall tread out no wine in their presses; I have made their vintage shouting to cease." 


Again, even the prophet sympathizes with the plight of Moab, as with the people suffering from 
lack of goodness of life and luxury. So, the prophet will grieve for Moab and his people, Isa. 
16:11, "Wherefore my bowels shall sound like an harp for Moab, and mine inward parts for 
Kirharesh." 


And, the Muslims of Jordan will go in to their mosques and pray, but the Lord will not hear their 
prayers, because they are not of "the word", as in God's prophecy, Isa. 16:12-13, "And it shall 
come to pass, when it is seen that Moab is weary on the high place, that he shall come to his 
sanctuary to pray; but he shall not prevail. This is the word that the LORD hath spoken 
concerning Moab since that time." 
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Again, the Lord prophesy about Moab that "Within three years", as in "the beginning of 
sorrows", the first three and a half years of tribulation, Isa. 16:14, "But now the LORD hath 
spoken, saying, Within three years, as the years of an hireling, and the glory of Moab shall be 
contemned, with all that great multitude; and the remnant shall be very small and feeble." 


During which, the "gospel of the kingdom shall be preached in all the world for a witness unto 
all nations" will begin. So that by the time Moab will be subdued, "and the remnant shall be very 
small and feeble", Rev. 3:7-13, "And to the angel of the church in Philadelphia write; These 
things saith he that is holy, he that is true, he that hath the key of David, he that openeth, and no 
man shutteth; and shutteth, and no man openeth; I know thy works: behold, I have set before thee 
an open door, and no man can shut it: for thou hast a little strength, and hast kept my word, and 
hast not denied my name. Behold, I will make them of the synagogue of Satan, which say they 
are Jews, and are not, but do lie; behold, I will make them to come and worship before thy feet, 
and to know that I have loved thee. Because thou hast kept the word of my patience, I also will 
keep thee from the hour of temptation, which shall come upon all the world, to try them that 
dwell upon the earth. Behold, I come quickly: hold that fast which thou hast, that no man take 
thy crown. Him that overcometh will I make a pillar in the temple of my God, and he shall go no 
more out: and I will write upon him the name of my God, and the name of the city of my God, 
which is new Jerusalem, which cometh down out of heaven from my God: and I will write upon 
him my new name. He that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit saith unto the churches." 


The Burden of Damascus 


"Behold" is in retaliation for the Psalm 83 war, in which Zionist Israel destroys Damascus, 
rendering her, "a ruinous heap"; and the fallout from the destruction of the city affects the area 
around the city: "cities of Aroer" (West Bank), "fortress": "Ephraim" (Golan Heights). So, "the 
kingdom from Damascus, and the remnant of Syria" are like "the glory of the children of Israel" 
in that they are saints, which will flee before Damascus is destroyed, "flee into the mountains" 
(cf. Matt. 24:16), Isa. 17:1-4, "The burden of Damascus. Behold, Damascus is taken away from 
being a city, and it shall be a ruinous heap. The cities of Aroer are forsaken: they shall be for 
flocks, which shall lie down, and none shall make them afraid. The fortress also shall cease from 
Ephraim, and the kingdom from Damascus, and the remnant of Syria: they shall be as the glory 
of the children of Israel, saith the LORD of hosts. And in that day it shall come to pass, that the 
glory of Jacob shall be made thin, and the fatness of his flesh shall wax lean." 


So, they escape to places of refuge and as a result they will "be made thin" and "wax lean", 
because they became refugees, "in that day", Rev. 14:12-13, "Here is the patience of the saints: 
here are they that keep the commandments of God, and the faith of Jesus. And I heard a voice 
from heaven saying unto me, Write, Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from henceforth: 
Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their labours; and their works do follow them." 
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Then "the harvestman", the Son of man, raptures His saints, from out of "the valley of Rephaim", 
greater Israel, mystery Babylon, Isa. 17:5-6, "And it shall be as when the harvestman gathereth 
the corn, and reapeth the ears with his arm; and it shall be as he that gathereth ears in the valley 
of Rephaim. Yet gleaning grapes shall be left in it, as the shaking of an olive tree, two or three 
berries in the top of the uppermost bough, four or five in the outmost fruitful branches thereof, 
saith the LORD God of Israel." 


Rev. 14:14-17, "And I looked, and behold a white cloud, and upon the cloud one sat like unto the 
Son of man, having on his head a golden crown, and in his hand a sharp sickle. And another 
angel came out of the temple, crying with a loud voice to him that sat on the cloud, Thrust in thy 
sickle, and reap: for the time is come for thee to reap; for the harvest of the earth is ripe. And he 
that sat on the cloud thrust in his sickle on the earth; and the earth was reaped. And another angel 
came out of the temple which is in heaven, he also having a sharp sickle." 


"Yet gleaning grapes shall be left in it" are those left behind to face the wrath of God, Rev. 
14:18-20, "And another angel came out from the altar, which had power over fire; and cried with 
a loud cry to him that had the sharp sickle, saying, Thrust in thy sharp sickle, and gather the 
clusters of the vine of the earth; for her grapes are fully ripe. And the angel thrust in his sickle 
into the earth, and gathered the vine of the earth, and cast it into the great winepress of the wrath 
of God. And the winepress was trodden without the city, and blood came out of the winepress, 
even unto the horse bridles, by the space of a thousand and six hundred furlongs." 


"At that day" is approaching the rapture, when many will repent to Christ, as in the latter rain 
harvest. In that they will forsake their idols, idolatry, and escape the cities, because "there shall 
be desolation", the time of great tribulation, Isa. 17:7-9, "At that day shall a man look to his 
Maker, and his eyes shall have respect to the Holy One of Israel. And he shall not look to the 
altars, the work of his hands, neither shall respect that which his fingers have made, either the 
groves, or the images. In that day shall his strong cities be as a forsaken bough, and an 
uppermost branch, which they left because of the children of Israel: and there shall be 
desolation." 


Micah 7:7, "Therefore I will look unto the LORD; I will wait for the God of my salvation: my 
God will hear me." 


Rev. 18:4, "And I heard another voice from heaven, saying, Come out of her, my people, that ye 
be not partakers of her sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues." 


Beforehand, these people of the Israel of Babylon were of the world. But, as plants grafted in 
with those from afar, they will be as Arabs grafted in place of Jews (who rejected Christ), Isa. 
17:10-11, "Because thou hast forgotten the God of thy salvation, and hast not been mindful of 
the rock of thy strength, therefore shalt thou plant pleasant plants, and shalt set it with strange 
slips: In the day shalt thou make thy plant to grow, and in the morning shalt thou make thy seed 
to flourish: but the harvest shall be a heap in the day of grief and of desperate sorrow." 
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And "day", as in "grow"; and "morning", as in "flourish", is the latter rain harvest, because then 
"the harvest shall be a heap in the day of grief and of desperate sorrow", which is at the height of 
the great tribulation at the moment of rapture, Matt. 24:27-31, "For as the lightning cometh out 
of the east, and shineth even unto the west; so shall also the coming of the Son of man be. For 
wheresoever the carcase is, there will the eagles be gathered together. Immediately after the 
tribulation of those days shall the sun be darkened, and the moon shall not give her light, and the 
stars shall fall from heaven, and the powers of the heavens shall be shaken: And then shall 
appear the sign of the Son of man in heaven: and then shall all the tribes of the earth mourn, and 
they shall see the Son of man coming in the clouds of heaven with power and great glory. And he 
shall send his angels with a great sound of a trumpet, and they shall gather together his elect 
from the four winds, from one end of heaven to the other." 


So, "the multitude of many people", and the "nations shall rush", are those left behind to face 
God, Who "shall rebuke them", which results "at eveningtide trouble” and "the lot of them": the 
beast, the false prophet, and their armies being deposed in to perdition, Isa. 17:12-14, "Woe to 
the multitude of many people, which make a noise like the noise of the seas; and to the rushing 
of nations, that make a rushing like the rushing of mighty waters! The nations shall rush like the 
rushing of many waters: but God shall rebuke them, and they shall flee far off, and shall be 
chased as the chaff of the mountains before the wind, and like a rolling thing before the 
whirlwind. And behold at eveningtide trouble; and before the morning he is not. This is the 
portion of them that spoil us, and the lot of them that rob us." 


Rev. 17:8, "The beast that thou sawest was, and is not; and shall ascend out of the bottomless pit, 
and go into perdition: and they that dwell on the earth shall wonder, whose names were not 
written in the book of life from the foundation of the world, when they behold the beast that was, 
and is not, and yet is." 


Rev. 19:19-21, "And I saw the beast, and the kings of the earth, and their armies, gathered 
together to make war against him that sat on the horse, and against his army. And the beast was 
taken, and with him the false prophet that wrought miracles before him, with which he deceived 
them that had received the mark of the beast, and them that worshipped his image. These both 
were cast alive into a lake of fire burning with brimstone. And the remnant were slain with the 
sword of him that sat upon the horse, which sword proceeded out of his mouth: and all the fowls 
were filled with their flesh." 


Woe to the Land Shadowing with Wings 


And then "the land" "beyond the rivers of Ethiopia" encompasses Sudan, Eritrea, and Somalia. 
And to Egypt, "people" and "nation" of a league are with "the men of the land", Isa. 18:1-2, 
"Woe to the land shadowing with wings, which is beyond the rivers of Ethiopia: That sendeth 
ambassadors by the sea, even in vessels of bulrushes upon the waters, saying, Go, ye swift 
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messengers, to a nation scattered and peeled, to a people terrible from their beginning hitherto; a 
nation meted out and trodden down, whose land the rivers have spoiled!" 


Eze. 30:1-5, "The word of the LORD came again unto me, saying, Son of man, prophesy and 
say, Thus saith the Lord GOD; Howl ye, Woe worth the day! For the day is near, even the day of 
the LORD is near, a cloudy day; it shall be the time of the heathen. And the sword shall come 
upon Egypt, and great pain shall be in Ethiopia, when the slain shall fall in Egypt, and they shall 
take away her multitude, and her foundations shall be broken down. Ethiopia, and Libya, and 
Lydia, and all the mingled people, and Chub, and the men of the land that is in league, shall fall 
with them by the sword." 


To all peoples of the world on the earth, "he lifteth up an ensign" and "bloweth a trumpet", in 
which a sign and call is put forth, Isa. 18:3, "All ye inhabitants of the world, and dwellers on the 
earth, see ye, when he lifteth up an ensign on the mountains; and when he bloweth a trumpet, 
hear ye." 


Rev. 16:12-16, "And the sixth angel poured out his vial upon the great river Euphrates; and the 
water thereof was dried up, that the way of the kings of the east might be prepared. And I saw 
three unclean spirits like frogs come out of the mouth of the dragon, and out of the mouth of the 
beast, and out of the mouth of the false prophet. For they are the spirits of devils, working 
miracles, which go forth unto the kings of the earth and of the whole world, to gather them to the 
battle of that great day of God Almighty. Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, 
and keepeth his garments, lest he walk naked, and they see his shame. And he gathered them 
together into a place called in the Hebrew tongue Armageddon." 


Rev. 9:13-21, "And the sixth angel sounded, and I heard a voice from the four horns of the 
golden altar which is before God, Saying to the sixth angel which had the trumpet, Loose the 
four angels which are bound in the great river Euphrates. And the four angels were loosed, which 
were prepared for an hour, and a day, and a month, and a year, for to slay the third part of men. 
And the number of the army of the horsemen were two hundred thousand thousand: and I heard 
the number of them. And thus I saw the horses in the vision, and them that sat on them, having 
breastplates of fire, and of jacinth, and brimstone: and the heads of the horses were as the heads 
of lions; and out of their mouths issued fire and smoke and brimstone. By these three was the 
third part of men killed, by the fire, and by the smoke, and by the brimstone, which issued out of 
their mouths. For their power is in their mouth, and in their tails: for their tails were like unto 
serpents, and had heads, and with them they do hurt. And the rest of the men which were not 
killed by these plagues yet repented not of the works of their hands, that they should not worship 
devils, and idols of gold, and silver, and brass, and stone, and of wood: which neither can see, 
nor hear, nor walk: Neither repented they of their murders, nor of their sorceries, nor of their 
fornication, nor of their thefts." 
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So, "the heat of harvest" is as the harvest of the earth, as with the "sour grape is ripening in the 
flower, he shall both cut off"; and "unto the fowls of the mountains" is as "Wheresoever the 
carcase is, there will the eagles be gathered together"; as well as "a nation" and "the mount 
Zion", which is from Egypt to Jerusalem, Isa. 18:4-7, "For so the LORD said unto me, I will take 
my rest, and I will consider in my dwelling place like a clear heat upon herbs, and like a cloud of 
dew in the heat of harvest. For afore the harvest, when the bud is perfect, and the sour grape is 
ripening in the flower, he shall both cut off the sprigs with pruning hooks, and take away and cut 
down the branches. They shall be left together unto the fowls of the mountains, and to the beasts 
of the earth: and the fowls shall summer upon them, and all the beasts of the earth shall winter 
upon them. In that time shall the present be brought unto the LORD of hosts of a people 
scattered and peeled, and from a people terrible from their beginning hitherto; a nation meted out 
and trodden under foot, whose land the rivers have spoiled, to the place of the name of the 
LORD of hosts, the mount Zion." 


Matt. 24:27-28, "For as the lightning cometh out of the east, and shineth even unto the west; so 
shall also the coming of the Son of man be. For wheresoever the carcase is, there will the eagles 
be gathered together." 


Rev. 14:17-20, "And another angel came out of the temple which is in heaven, he also having a 
sharp sickle. And another angel came out from the altar, which had power over fire; and cried 
with a loud cry to him that had the sharp sickle, saying, Thrust in thy sharp sickle, and gather the 
clusters of the vine of the earth; for her grapes are fully ripe. And the angel thrust in his sickle 
into the earth, and gathered the vine of the earth, and cast it into the great winepress of the wrath 
of God. And the winepress was trodden without the city, and blood came out of the winepress, 
even unto the horse bridles, by the space of a thousand and six hundred furlongs." 


Rev. 19:17-21, "And I saw an angel standing in the sun; and he cried with a loud voice, saying to 
all the fowls that fly in the midst of heaven, Come and gather yourselves together unto the supper 
of the great God; That ye may eat the flesh of kings, and the flesh of captains, and the flesh of 
mighty men, and the flesh of horses, and of them that sit on them, and the flesh of all men, both 
free and bond, both small and great. And I saw the beast, and the kings of the earth, and their 
armies, gathered together to make war against him that sat on the horse, and against his army. 
And the beast was taken, and with him the false prophet that wrought miracles before him, with 
which he deceived them that had received the mark of the beast, and them that worshipped his 
image. These both were cast alive into a lake of fire burning with brimstone. And the remnant 
were slain with the sword of him that sat upon the horse, which sword proceeded out of his 
mouth: and all the fowls were filled with their flesh." 


The Burden of Egypt 


"Behold" as in a prophecy that "the LORD rideth upon a swift cloud", which may signify the 
time of the Lord's return, Isa. 19:1, "The burden of Egypt. Behold, the LORD rideth upon a swift 
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cloud, and shall come into Egypt: and the idols of Egypt shall be moved at his presence, and the 
heart of Egypt shall melt in the midst of it." 


Matt. 24:30, "And then shall appear the sign of the Son of man in heaven: and then shall all the 
tribes of the earth mourn, and they shall see the Son of man coming in the clouds of heaven with 
power and great glory." 


Luke 21:27, "And then shall they see the Son of man coming in a cloud with power and great 
glory." 


Rev. 1:7, "Behold, he cometh with clouds; and every eye shall see him, and they also which 
pierced him: and all kindreds of the earth shall wail because of him. Even so, Amen." 


Rev. 14:14, "And I looked, and behold a white cloud, and upon the cloud one sat like unto the 
Son of man, having on his head a golden crown, and in his hand a sharp sickle." 


"I will" and "Behold, I come" mirrors the point at which the Lord brings a sword, "the beginning 
of sorrows", which causes division, based on the word of God, Isa. 19:2, "And I will set the 
Egyptians against the Egyptians: and they shall fight every one against his brother, and every one 
against his neighbour; city against city, and kingdom against kingdom." 


Rev. 16:15-18, "Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, and keepeth his garments, 
lest he walk naked, and they see his shame. And he gathered them together into a place called in 
the Hebrew tongue Armageddon. And the seventh angel poured out his vial into the air; and 
there came a great voice out of the temple of heaven, from the throne, saying, It is done. And 
there were voices, and thunders, and lightnings; and there was a great earthquake, such as was 
not since men were upon the earth, so mighty an earthquake, and so great." 


Matt. 10:34-36, "Think not that I am come to send peace on earth: I came not to send peace, but 
a sword. For I am come to set a man at variance against his father, and the daughter against her 
mother, and the daughter in law against her mother in law. And a man's foes shall be they of his 
own household." 


Matt. 24:6-7, "And ye shall hear of wars and rumours of wars: see that ye be not troubled: for all 
these things must come to pass, but the end is not yet. For nation shall rise against nation, and 
kingdom against kingdom: and there shall be famines, and pestilences, and earthquakes, in divers 
places." 


"And the spirit of Egypt" is akin to the princes of Persia and Grecia in Daniel, Isa. 19:3, "And the 
spirit of Egypt shall fail in the midst thereof; and I will destroy the counsel thereof: and they 
shall seek to the idols, and to the charmers, and to them that have familiar spirits, and to the 
wizards." 
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Rev. 9:20-21, "And the rest of the men which were not killed by these plagues yet repented not 
of the works of their hands, that they should not worship devils, and idols of gold, and silver, and 
brass, and stone, and of wood: which neither can see, nor hear, nor walk: Neither repented they 
of their murders, nor of their sorceries, nor of their fornication, nor of their thefts." 


Egyptians are a type of mankind of the world. So, the Lord will give them over to "a cruel lord" 
and "a fierce king", as in the king of the North, the little horn, or the Assyrian, Isa. 19:4, "And 
the Egyptians will I give over into the hand of a cruel lord; and a fierce king shall rule over them, 
saith the Lord, the LORD of hosts." 


"n 


As " the waters", "the rivers", and "the brooks" are all dried up in Egypt, so both the Nile and 
Euphrates rivers are dried up, for the purposes of crossing from one side to another, Isa. 19:5-7, 
"And the waters shall fail from the sea, and the river shall be wasted and dried up. And they shall 
turn the rivers far away; and the brooks of defence shall be emptied and dried up: the reeds and 
flags shall wither. The paper reeds by the brooks, by the mouth of the brooks, and every thing 
sown by the brooks, shall wither, be driven away, and be no more." 


Rev. 9:14, "Saying to the sixth angel which had the trumpet, Loose the four angels which are 
bound in the great river Euphrates." 


Rev. 16:12, "And the sixth angel poured out his vial upon the great river Euphrates; and the 
water thereof was dried up, that the way of the kings of the east might be prepared." 


The fishermen and their industries of Egypt will go bankrupt, as well as the weavers shall lose 
their resources of materials, Isa. 19:8-10, "The fishers also shall mourn, and all they that cast 
angle into the brooks shall lament, and they that spread nets upon the waters shall languish. 
Moreover they that work in fine flax, and they that weave networks, shall be confounded. And 
they shall be broken in the purposes thereof, all that make sluices and ponds for fish." 


And, "the princes of Zoan", is situated on the eastern channel of the Nile delta; as well as "the 
princes of Noph" (Memphis), which is at the western head of the delta. They along with "the 
wise counsellors of Pharaoh", are all in the court of Pharaoh, the king of the South. Their counsel 
is confounded by "what the LORD of hosts hath purposed upon Egypt", as with their "princes" 
(prophets) and "the stay of the tribes" (leaders of warriors), Isa. 19:11-13, "Surely the princes of 
Zoan are fools, the counsel of the wise counsellors of Pharaoh is become brutish: how say ye 
unto Pharaoh, I am the son of the wise, the son of ancient kings? Where are they? where are thy 
wise men? and let them tell thee now, and let them know what the LORD of hosts hath purposed 
upon Egypt. The princes of Zoan are become fools, the princes of Noph are deceived; they have 
also seduced Egypt, even they that are the stay of the tribes thereof." 


"The LORD hath mingled" or poured out, as with the sixth vial, and with "a perverse spirit", as 
with "unclean spirits", Isa. 19:14, "The LORD hath mingled a perverse spirit in the midst thereof: 
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and they have caused Egypt to err in every work thereof, as a drunken man staggereth in his 
vomit." 


Rev. 16:12-16, "And the sixth angel poured out his vial upon the great river Euphrates; and the 
water thereof was dried up, that the way of the kings of the east might be prepared. And I saw 
three unclean spirits like frogs come out of the mouth of the dragon, and out of the mouth of the 
beast, and out of the mouth of the false prophet. For they are the spirits of devils, working 
miracles, which go forth unto the kings of the earth and of the whole world, to gather them to the 
battle of that great day of God Almighty. Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, 
and keepeth his garments, lest he walk naked, and they see his shame. And he gathered them 
together into a place called in the Hebrew tongue Armageddon." 


"Neither shall there be any work", as with Egypt's economy collapsing, because of the internal 
civil war and the approaching world war, Isa. 19:15, "Neither shall there be any work for Egypt, 
which the head or tail, branch or rush, may do." 


The first "In that day" is the day of the Lord from the great tribulation onward, in which "Egypt 
[will] be like unto women", as with the people of the world running and cowering in fright from 
"the land of Judah" in "terror unto Egypt" at the Lord's return with His hosts, which will come 
upon Egypt, Isa. 19:16-17, "In that day shall Egypt be like unto women: and it shall be afraid and 
fear because of the shaking of the hand of the LORD of hosts, which he shaketh over it. And the 
land of Judah shall be a terror unto Egypt, every one that maketh mention thereof shall be afraid 
in himself, because of the counsel of the LORD of hosts, which he hath determined against it." 


The second "In that day" from the LORD of hosts will impact "five cities in the land of Egypt": 
from Alexandria, Cairo, Memphis, Luxor, to Aswan, with "the language of Canaan" (Hebrew); 
and there shall be, "The city of destruction" (Heliopolis, "The city of the sun"), Isa. 19:18, "In 
that day shall five cities in the land of Egypt speak the language of Canaan, and swear to the 
LORD of hosts; one shall be called, The city of destruction." 


Zeph. 3:9, "For then will I turn to the people a pure language, that they may all call upon the 
name of the LORD, to serve him with one consent." 


The third "In that day", a tabernacle, "an altar to the LORD" will be built in "the city of the sun" 
in Egypt, as well as "a pillar", the Cross, will be posted between Egypt and Judah, as "for a sign 
and for a witness unto the LORD of hosts"; and "they shall cry unto the LORD because of the 
oppressors", as with the king of the north and his armies, but God "shall send them a saviour, and 
a great one", Christ, the Son of man, Who will be coming in the clouds, Isa. 19:19-22, "In that 
day shall there be an altar to the LORD in the midst of the land of Egypt, and a pillar at the 
border thereof to the LORD. And it shall be for a sign and for a witness unto the LORD of hosts 
in the land of Egypt: for they shall cry unto the LORD because of the oppressors, and he shall 
send them a saviour, and a great one, and he shall deliver them. And the LORD shall be known 
to Egypt, and the Egyptians shall know the LORD in that day, and shall do sacrifice and 
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oblation; yea, they shall vow a vow unto the LORD, and perform it. And the LORD shall smite 
Egypt: he shall smite and heal it: and they shall return even to the LORD, and he shall be 
intreated of them, and shall heal them." 


Acts 2:9-11, "Parthians, and Medes, and Elamites, and the dwellers in Mesopotamia, and in 
Judaea, and Cappadocia, in Pontus, and Asia, Phrygia, and Pamphylia, in Egypt, and in the parts 
of Libya about Cyrene, and strangers of Rome, Jews and proselytes, Cretes and Arabians, we do 
hear them speak in our tongues the wonderful works of God." 


Acts 5:31, "Him hath God exalted with his right hand to be a Prince and a Saviour, for to give 
repentance to Israel, and forgiveness of sins." 


The fourth and fifth "In that day": Egypt, as a nation, and the Egyptians, as a people, will repent 
to Christ, in which they will praise and worship Him. He will then "heal"; and He shall restore 
Egypt, as well as her spiritual health and economy, Isa. 19:23-25, "In that day shall there be a 
highway out of Egypt to Assyria, and the Assyrian shall come into Egypt, and the Egyptian into 
Assyria, and the Egyptians shall serve with the Assyrians. In that day shall Israel be the third 
with Egypt and with Assyria, even a blessing in the midst of the land: Whom the LORD of hosts 
shall bless, saying, Blessed be Egypt my people, and Assyria the work of my hands, and Israel 
mine inheritance." 


So, "a highway out of Egypt to Assyria" will be made; and among Egypt, "my people"; Israel, 
"mine inheritance"; and Assyria, "the work of my hands", will be revivals among these peoples, 
in which they become born again, Hos. 2:23, "And I will sow her unto me in the earth; and I will 
have mercy upon her that had not obtained mercy; and I will say to them which were not my 
people, Thou art my people; and they shall say, Thou art my God." 


Rom. 9:24-26, "Even us, whom he hath called, not of the Jews only, but also of the Gentiles? As 
he saith also in Osee, I will call them my people, which were not my people; and her beloved, 
which was not beloved. And it shall come to pass, that in the place where it was said unto them, 
Ye are not my people; there shall they be called the children of the living God." 


Eph. 2:10, "For we are his workmanship, created in Christ Jesus unto good works, which God 
hath before ordained that we should walk in them." 


1 Peter 2:9-10, "But ye are a chosen generation, a royal priesthood, an holy nation, a peculiar 
people; that ye should shew forth the praises of him who hath called you out of darkness into his 
marvellous light: Which in time past were not a people, but are now the people of God: which 
had not obtained mercy, but now have obtained mercy." 


A Sign and Wonder upon Egypt and upon Ethiopia 


"Tartan" is a type of the false prophet; and "Sargon" is a type of the beast, with a base in 
"Ashdod", or Lebanon. Moreover, Isaiah mimics captives that are taken prisoner by the king of 
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Assyria, and the shame they will endure during their captivity, Isa. 20:1-2, "In the year that 
Tartan came unto Ashdod, (when Sargon the king of Assyria sent him,) and fought against 
Ashdod, and took it; At the same time spake the LORD by Isaiah the son of Amoz, saying, Go 
and loose the sackcloth from off thy loins, and put off thy shoe from thy foot. And he did so, 
walking naked and barefoot." 


And therein are "three years", which correspond with "the beginning of sorrows", as with the 
persecution unleashed on Egypt, a type of the world, and Ethiopia, a type of the church: 
"Egyptians prisoners" and "Ethiopians captives" are as when the beast shall conquer the world 
and persecute the saints, Isa. 20:3-4, "And the LORD said, Like as my servant Isaiah hath 
walked naked and barefoot three years for a sign and wonder upon Egypt and upon Ethiopia; So 
shall the king of Assyria lead away the Egyptians prisoners, and the Ethiopians captives, young 
and old, naked and barefoot, even with their buttocks uncovered, to the shame of Egypt." 


The "they" are the Jews, who are ashamed of the saints: "their expectation" to protect them; and 
"their glory" is of the world, Isa. 20:5, "And they shall be afraid and ashamed of Ethiopia their 
expectation, and of Egypt their glory." 


The "isle" is that of the West; and "in that day" shall the inhabitants of the Western nations fret 
over the reach of the king of Assyria, and plea, "how shall we escape?" but to Christ is the 
answer, Isa. 20:6, "And the inhabitant of this isle shall say in that day, Behold, such is our 
expectation, whither we flee for help to be delivered from the king of Assyria: and how shall we 
escape?" 


So, "our expectation" of the West is for Israel to be a bulwark in the Muslim world. And, when 
that is threatened by the beast, the West must turn to Christ! 


The Burden of the Desert of the Sea 


This prophecy comes against "the desert of the sea" which is "in the south" and "from the 
desert", and described as "a terrible land", which points to mystery Babylon, or greater Israel, 
Isa. 21:1, "The burden of the desert of the sea. As whirlwinds in the south pass through; so it 
cometh from the desert, from a terrible land." 


Rev. 17:5, "And upon her forehead was a name written, MYSTERY, BABYLON THE GREAT, 
THE MOTHER OF HARLOTS AND ABOMINATIONS OF THE EARTH." 


Rev. 16:19, "And the great city was divided into three parts, and the cities of the nations fell: and 
great Babylon came in remembrance before God, to give unto her the cup of the wine of the 
fierceness of his wrath." 


Rev. 18:3-5, "For all nations have drunk of the wine of the wrath of her fornication, and the 
kings of the earth have committed fornication with her, and the merchants of the earth are waxed 
rich through the abundance of her delicacies. And I heard another voice from heaven, saying, 
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Come out of her, my people, that ye be not partakers of her sins, and that ye receive not of her 
plagues. For her sins have reached unto heaven, and God hath remembered her iniquities." 


Isaiah has a "grievous vision" of Babylon's destruction, Isa. 21:2-4, "A grievous vision is 
declared unto me; the treacherous dealer dealeth treacherously, and the spoiler spoileth. Go up, O 
Elam: besiege, O Media; all the sighing thereof have I made to cease. Therefore are my loins 
filled with pain: pangs have taken hold upon me, as the pangs of a woman that travaileth: I was 
bowed down at the hearing of it; I was dismayed at the seeing of it. My heart panted, fearfulness 
affrighted me: the night of my pleasure hath he turned into fear unto me." 


And, "the treacherous dealer" is the beast, the Assyrian; and "the spoiler" is the false prophet; as 

well as with "Elam", as with Iran, and "Media", as with greater Assyria. These pose threats to the 
people of God and causes them pain and travail, as a woman in labor, Rev. 18:10, "Standing afar 
off for the fear of her torment, saying, Alas, alas, that great city Babylon, that mighty city! for in 

one hour is thy judgment come." 


Rev. 18:21, "And a mighty angel took up a stone like a great millstone, and cast it into the sea, 
saying, Thus with violence shall that great city Babylon be thrown down, and shall be found no 
more at all." 


"Prepare the table" as with Babylon, is with the handwriting on the wall in Daniel. But, the call is 
to "set a watchman" and be on the lookout for "horsemen", "asses", and "camels", as with 
military contingents, Isa. 21:5-6, "Prepare the table, watch in the watchtower, eat, drink: arise, ye 
princes, and anoint the shield. For thus hath the Lord said unto me, Go, set a watchman, let him 


declare what he seeth." 


Jer. 51:33, "For thus saith the LORD of hosts, the God of Israel; The daughter of Babylon is like 
a threshingfloor, it is time to thresh her: yet a little while, and the time of her harvest shall 
come." 


The watchman calls with the loudness of "A lion" that "Babylon is fallen, is fallen", Isa. 21:7-9, 
"And he saw a chariot with a couple of horsemen, a chariot of asses, and a chariot of camels; and 
he hearkened diligently with much heed: And he cried, A lion: My lord, I stand continually upon 
the watchtower in the daytime, and I am set in my ward whole nights: And, behold, here cometh 
a chariot of men, with a couple of horsemen. And he answered and said, Babylon is fallen, is 
fallen; and all the graven images of her gods he hath broken unto the ground." 


Rev. 10:3, "And cried with a loud voice, as when a lion roareth: and when he had cried, seven 
thunders uttered their voices." 


Rev. 14:8-11, "And there followed another angel, saying, Babylon is fallen, is fallen, that great 
city, because she made all nations drink of the wine of the wrath of her fornication. And the third 
angel followed them, saying with a loud voice, If any man worship the beast and his image, and 
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receive his mark in his forehead, or in his hand, The same shall drink of the wine of the wrath of 
God, which is poured out without mixture into the cup of his indignation; and he shall be 
tormented with fire and brimstone in the presence of the holy angels, and in the presence of the 
Lamb: And the smoke of their torment ascendeth up for ever and ever: and they have no rest day 
nor night, who worship the beast and his image, and whosoever receiveth the mark of his name." 


Rev. 18:1-2, "And after these things I saw another angel come down from heaven, having great 
power; and the earth was lightened with his glory. And he cried mightily with a strong voice, 
saying, Babylon the great is fallen, is fallen, and is become the habitation of devils, and the hold 
of every foul spirit, and a cage of every unclean and hateful bird." 


At the time of the Lord's threshing is "the great winepress of the wrath of God" in Revelation, 
Isa. 21:10, "O my threshing, and the corn of my floor: that which I have heard of the LORD of 
hosts, the God of Israel, have I declared unto you." 


The Burden of Dumah 


"Dumah" and "Seir" are as Neom and Amaala (as in Tabuk in northwestern Arabia on the Red 
Sea and the Strait of Tiran); and "what of the night" indicates a time of tribulation, Isa. 21:11, 
"The burden of Dumah. He calleth to me out of Seir, Watchman, what of the night? Watchman, 
what of the night?" 


When "morning cometh" is a time of great prosperity for those aforementioned places; and "also 
the night", which indicates a time of great judgment on them, Isa. 21:12, "The watchman said, 
The morning cometh, and also the night: if ye will enquire, enquire ye: return, come." 


"n 


So, to "enquire", "return", and "come" is a call to seek, repent, and come to Christ, Rev. 16:15, 
"Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, and keepeth his garments, lest he walk 
naked, and they see his shame", as with the remnant, Rev. 11:13, "And the same hour was there a 
great earthquake, and the tenth part of the city fell, and in the earthquake were slain of men seven 
thousand: and the remnant were affrighted, and gave glory to the God of heaven." 


The Burden upon Arabia 


"Arabia" and "Dedanim" is all of the Arabian Peninsula, as well as in the south, the "inhabitants 
of the land of Tema" are the nomads of the Arabian desert; and "him that fled" are refugees from 
Babylon in the north, who escape "from the grievousness of war", Isa. 21:13-15, "The burden 
upon Arabia. In the forest in Arabia shall ye lodge, O ye travelling companies of Dedanim. The 
inhabitants of the land of Tema brought water to him that was thirsty, they prevented with their 
bread him that fled. For they fled from the swords, from the drawn sword, and from the bent 
bow, and from the grievousness of war." 


So, "all the glory of Kedar shall fail" is referring back to Dumah (and by extension, Babylon); 
and "a year" and "the years of an hireling" indicate the 7th year of the seven years, which 
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corresponds with the 7th seal, 7th trumpet, and 7th vial, as with "the residue of the number", 
which are "the remnant" slain, Isa. 21:16-17, "For thus hath the Lord said unto me, Within a 
year, according to the years of an hireling, and all the glory of Kedar shall fail: And the residue 
of the number of archers, the mighty men of the children of Kedar, shall be diminished: for the 
LORD God of Israel hath spoken it." 


Rev. 19:21, "And the remnant were slain with the sword of him that sat upon the horse, which 
sword proceeded out of his mouth: and all the fowls were filled with their flesh." 


The Burden of the Valley of Vision 


The "valley of vision" is akin to a variety of such valleys in the land of Israel: "the valley of 


woo woo woo 


decision"; "the valley of Jehoshaphat"; "the valley of the son of Hinnom"; "the valley of 
Rephaim"; "the valley which was full of bones"; and "the valley of Hamongog"; as well as the 
vision centered on the city of Jerusalem, Isa. 22:1, "The burden of the valley of vision. What 


aileth thee now, that thou art wholly gone up to the housetops?" 


Joel 3:14, "Multitudes, multitudes in the valley of decision: for the day of the LORD is near in 
the valley of decision." 


Joel 3:2, 12, "I will also gather all nations, and will bring them down into the valley of 
Jehoshaphat, and will plead with them there for my people and for my heritage Israel, whom they 
have scattered among the nations, and parted my land. ... Let the heathen be wakened, and come 
up to the valley of Jehoshaphat: for there will I sit to judge all the heathen round about." 


Jer. 7:31-32, "And they have built the high places of Tophet, which is in the valley of the son of 
Hinnom, to burn their sons and their daughters in the fire; which I commanded them not, neither 
came it into my heart. Therefore, behold, the days come, saith the LORD, that it shall no more be 
called Tophet, nor the valley of the son of Hinnom, but the valley of slaughter: for they shall 
bury in Tophet, till there be no place." 


Jer. 19:2, 6, "And go forth unto the valley of the son of Hinnom, which is by the entry of the east 
gate, and proclaim there the words that I shall tell thee, ... Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the LORD, that this place shall no more be called Tophet, nor The valley of the son of 
Hinnom, but The valley of slaughter." 


Eze. 39:11, 15, "And it shall come to pass in that day, that I will give unto Gog a place there of 
graves in Israel, the valley of the passengers on the east of the sea: and it shall stop the noses of 
the passengers: and there shall they bury Gog and all his multitude: and they shall call it The 

valley of Hamongog. ... And the passengers that pass through the land, when any seeth a man's 
bone, then shall he set up a sign by it, till the buriers have buried it in the valley of Hamongog." 


Once a city and a land at peace, then is suddenly at a watch for a siege, Isa. 22:2-3, "Thou that art 
full of stirs, a tumultuous city, a joyous city: thy slain men are not slain with the sword, nor dead 
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in battle. All thy rulers are fled together, they are bound by the archers: all that are found in thee 
are bound together, which have fled from far." 


The prophet is upset to see this befall Jerusalem and Israel, Isa. 22:4-5, "Therefore said I, Look 
away from me; I will weep bitterly, labour not to comfort me, because of the spoiling of the 
daughter of my people. For it is a day of trouble, and of treading down, and of perplexity by the 
Lord GOD of hosts in the valley of vision, breaking down the walls, and of crying to the 
mountains." 


And, this "day of trouble" and "treading down" is "the time of Jacob's trouble", Jer. 30:7, "Alas! 
for that day is great, so that none is like it: it is even the time of Jacob's trouble; but he shall be 
saved out of it." 


And, this "breaking down the walls" is as when the Arab Muslim world comes against Jerusalem 
in the Psalm 83 war, Luke 21:22-24, "For these be the days of vengeance, that all things which 
are written may be fulfilled. But woe unto them that are with child, and to them that give suck, in 
those days! for there shall be great distress in the land, and wrath upon this people. And they 
shall fall by the edge of the sword, and shall be led away captive into all nations: and Jerusalem 
shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until the times of the Gentiles be fulfilled." 


Rev. 11:2, "But the court which is without the temple leave out, and measure it not; for it is 
given unto the Gentiles: and the holy city shall they tread under foot forty and two months." 


And, this "crying to the mountains" is when those, who are in Jerusalem, flee to the mountains, 
Matt. 24:16-18, "Then let them which be in Judaea flee into the mountains: Let him which is on 
the housetop not come down to take any thing out of his house: Neither let him which is in the 
field return back to take his clothes." 


"Elam" is a region in southwestern Iran subjugated to Assyria; and "Kir" is a region of eastern 
Syria and Turkey, which is also subjugated to Assyria; and they are both in the north of greater 
Israel, Isa. 22:6-8, "And Elam bare the quiver with chariots of men and horsemen, and Kir 
uncovered the shield. And it shall come to pass, that thy choicest valleys shall be full of chariots, 
and the horsemen shall set themselves in array at the gate. And he discovered the covering of 
Judah, and thou didst look in that day to the armour of the house of the forest." 


And, they and their armies will be brought against Jerusalem. They will be arrayed in the north, 
east, and south of Jerusalem, especially Hinnon in the south; and facing the north, east, and south 
gates, Isa. 22:9-11, "Ye have seen also the breaches of the city of David, that they are many: and 
ye gathered together the waters of the lower pool. And ye have numbered the houses of 
Jerusalem, and the houses have ye broken down to fortify the wall. Ye made also a ditch between 
the two walls for the water of the old pool: but ye have not looked unto the maker thereof, 
neither had respect unto him that fashioned it long ago." 
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Because, "ye have not looked unto the maker thereof, neither had respect unto him that fashioned 
it long ago", the Lord GOD calls "in that day" for repentance, with "Weeping," "mourning," and 
"girding with sackcloth", Isa. 22:12-14, "And in that day did the Lord GOD of hosts call to 
weeping, and to mourning, and to baldness, and to girding with sackcloth: And behold joy and 
gladness, slaying oxen, and killing sheep, eating flesh, and drinking wine: let us eat and drink; 
for to morrow we shall die. And it was revealed in mine ears by the LORD of hosts, Surely this 
iniquity shall not be purged from you till ye die, saith the Lord GOD of hosts." 


But, instead of fasting and prayer, they resort to revelry and riot. So, God will not excuse their 
sin and as a consequence, for tomorrow they shall perish, Matt. 24:38-39, "For as in the days that 
were before the flood they were eating and drinking, marrying and giving in marriage, until the 
day that Noe entered into the ark, And knew not until the flood came, and took them all away; so 
shall also the coming of the Son of man be." 


The prophet rebukes the princes of the king by mocking them for having great memorials and 
mausoleums built for them in the land of Israel. But, they are forewarned that they will be taken 
out of the land and held captive in "a large country", like Assyria. As such, they will be subjected 
to humiliation and contempt, Isa. 22:15-19, "Thus saith the Lord GOD of hosts, Go, get thee unto 
this treasurer, even unto Shebna, which is over the house, and say, What hast thou here? and 
whom hast thou here, that thou hast hewed thee out a sepulchre here, as he that heweth him out a 
sepulchre on high, and that graveth an habitation for himself in a rock? Behold, the LORD will 
carry thee away with a mighty captivity, and will surely cover thee. He will surely violently turn 
and toss thee like a ball into a large country: there shalt thou die, and there the chariots of thy 
glory shall be the shame of thy lord's house. And I will drive thee from thy station, and from thy 
state shall he pull thee down." 


And, "He will surely violently turn and toss thee" means that the Lord will use the Assyrian to 
punish Israel and then bring down the whole beast kingdom of the Assyrian. 


Then, the Lord will replace the wicked ruler with a righteous king, Isa. 22:20-22, "And it shall 
come to pass in that day, that I will call my servant Eliakim the son of Hilkiah: And I will clothe 
him with thy robe, and strengthen him with thy girdle, and I will commit thy government into his 
hand: and he shall be a father to the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and to the house of Judah. And the 
key of the house of David will I lay upon his shoulder; so he shall open, and none shall shut; and 
he shall shut, and none shall open. 


And, this righteous king will be the return of Jesus Christ, Dan. 7:13-14, "I saw in the night 
visions, and, behold, one like the Son of man came with the clouds of heaven, and came to the 
Ancient of days, and they brought him near before him. And there was given him dominion, and 
glory, and a kingdom, that all people, nations, and languages, should serve him: his dominion is 
an everlasting dominion, which shall not pass away, and his kingdom that which shall not be 
destroyed." 
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Rev. 1:17-18, "And when I saw him, I fell at his feet as dead. And he laid his right hand upon 
me, saying unto me, Fear not; I am the first and the last: I am he that liveth, and was dead; and, 
behold, I am alive for evermore, Amen; and have the keys of hell and of death." 


"Eliakim" means "God raises" and this is a type of Christ, Who was hailed in the triumphal entry, 
as with "all the glory of his father's house", "and be cut down" and "be cut off", as in Christ 
crucified, but then resurrected, as in "God raises", Isa. 22:23-25, "And I will fasten him as a nail 
in a sure place; and he shall be for a glorious throne to his father's house. And they shall hang 
upon him all the glory of his father's house, the offspring and the issue, all vessels of small 
quantity, from the vessels of cups, even to all the vessels of flagons. In that day, saith the LORD 
of hosts, shall the nail that is fastened in the sure place be removed, and be cut down, and fall; 


and the burden that was upon it shall be cut off: for the LORD hath spoken it." 


Matt. 21:8-9, "And a very great multitude spread their garments in the way; others cut down 
branches from the trees, and strawed them in the way. And the multitudes that went before, and 
that followed, cried, saying, Hosanna to the Son of David: Blessed is he that cometh in the name 
of the Lord; Hosanna in the highest." 


John 11:25-26, "Jesus said unto her, I am the resurrection, and the life: he that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he live: And whosoever liveth and believeth in me shall never die. 
Believest thou this?" 


Luke 1:32-33, "He shall be great, and shall be called the Son of the Highest: and the Lord God 
shall give unto him the throne of his father David: And he shall reign over the house of Jacob for 
ever; and of his kingdom there shall be no end." 


The Burden of Tyre 


The destruction of Tyre by God for her pride: Tyre is a type of mystery Babylon, greater Israel; 
and so the "ships of Tarshish": "from the land of Chittim" is the Mediterranean fleets, as are the 
"inhabitants of the isle" and "the merchants of Zidon", from the likes of Spain, Italy, France, and 
Greece come against greater Assyria, Isa. 23:1-2, "The burden of Tyre. Howl, ye ships of 
Tarshish; for it is laid waste, so that there is no house, no entering in: from the land of Chittim it 
is revealed to them. Be still, ye inhabitants of the isle; thou whom the merchants of Zidon, that 
pass over the sea, have replenished." 


"Sihor" is Alexandria, Egypt, and a European port-of-call; and "ashamed, O Zidon" is when 
Europe becomes desolate and barren, because of her decadence, Isa. 23:3-4, "And by great 
waters the seed of Sihor, the harvest of the river, is her revenue; and she is a mart of nations. Be 
thou ashamed, O Zidon: for the sea hath spoken, even the strength of the sea, saying, I travail 
not, nor bring forth children, neither do I nourish up young men, nor bring up virgins." 
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"Egypt" is a type of the world, as is "Tyre", who is "a mart of nations", so to "Pass ye over" is to 
escape for the remnant of saints to flee from mystery Babylon to places of refuge in the desolate 
West, Isa. 23:5-7, "As at the report concerning Egypt, so shall they be sorely pained at the report 
of Tyre. Pass ye over to Tarshish; howl, ye inhabitants of the isle. Is this your joyous city, whose 
antiquity is of ancient days? her own feet shall carry her afar off to sojourn." 


So, "the crowning city" is types of Jerusalem and greater Israel, Isa. 23:8-9, "Who hath taken this 
counsel against Tyre, the crowning city, whose merchants are princes, whose traffickers are the 
honourable of the earth? The LORD of hosts hath purposed it, to stain the pride of all glory, and 
to bring into contempt all the honourable of the earth." 


"Pass through" to "Tarshish": go in to exodus; go further and deeper, in to the far reaches, 
"Chittim", beyond even Europe, in to Africa and the West, because the Lord will come "against 
the merchant city, to destroy the strong holds thereof", Isa. 23:10-12, "Pass through thy land as a 
river, O daughter of Tarshish: there is no more strength. He stretched out his hand over the sea, 
he shook the kingdoms: the LORD hath given a commandment against the merchant city, to 
destroy the strong holds thereof. And he said, Thou shalt no more rejoice, O thou oppressed 
virgin, daughter of Zidon: arise, pass over to Chittim; there also shalt thou have no rest." 


So, when the war on the saints wares down the saints, the Assyrian and the Chaldeans of greater 
Assyria will also come against the "ships of Tarshish" and of Chittim, Isa. 23:13-14, "Behold the 
land of the Chaldeans; this people was not, till the Assyrian founded it for them that dwell in the 
wilderness: they set up the towers thereof, they raised up the palaces thereof; and he brought it to 
ruin. Howl, ye ships of Tarshish: for your strength is laid waste." 


Dan. 11:29-31, "At the time appointed he shall return, and come toward the south; but it shall not 
be as the former, or as the latter. For the ships of Chittim shall come against him: therefore he 
shall be grieved, and return, and have indignation against the holy covenant: so shall he do; he 
shall even return, and have intelligence with them that forsake the holy covenant. And arms shall 
stand on his part, and they shall pollute the sanctuary of strength, and shall take away the daily 
sacrifice, and they shall place the abomination that maketh desolate." 


Tyre rises again: when the Babylonian captivity of Israel (and of the West) expires, so mystery 
Babylon will come forth as a whore, from Jerusalem and throughout the land of greater Israel, 
Isa. 23:15-17, "And it shall come to pass in that day, that Tyre shall be forgotten seventy years, 
according to the days of one king: after the end of seventy years shall Tyre sing as an harlot. 
Take an harp, go about the city, thou harlot that hast been forgotten; make sweet melody, sing 
many songs, that thou mayest be remembered. And it shall come to pass after the end of seventy 
years, that the LORD will visit Tyre, and she shall turn to her hire, and shall commit fornication 
with all the kingdoms of the world upon the face of the earth." 


Jer. 25:11-12, "And this whole land shall be a desolation, and an astonishment; and these nations 
shall serve the king of Babylon seventy years. And it shall come to pass, when seventy years are 
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accomplished, that I will punish the king of Babylon, and that nation, saith the LORD, for their 
iniquity, and the land of the Chaldeans, and will make it perpetual desolations." 


Jer. 27:7, "And all nations shall serve him, and his son, and his son's son, until the very time of 
his land come: and then many nations and great kings shall serve themselves of him." 


Jer. 29:10, "For thus saith the LORD, That after seventy years be accomplished at Babylon I will 
visit you, and perform my good word toward you, in causing you to return to this place." 


And so, the whore "shall turn to her hire, and shall commit fornication with all the kingdoms of 
the world upon the face of the earth", Rev. 18:3, "For all nations have drunk of the wine of the 
wrath of her fornication, and the kings of the earth have committed fornication with her, and the 
merchants of the earth are waxed rich through the abundance of her delicacies." 


Rev. 18:9-16, "And the kings of the earth, who have committed fornication and lived deliciously 
with her, shall bewail her, and lament for her, when they shall see the smoke of her burning, 
Standing afar off for the fear of her torment, saying, Alas, alas, that great city Babylon, that 
mighty city! for in one hour is thy judgment come. And the merchants of the earth shall weep 
and mourn over her; for no man buyeth their merchandise any more: The merchandise of gold, 
and silver, and precious stones, and of pearls, and fine linen, and purple, and silk, and scarlet, 
and all thyine wood, and all manner vessels of ivory, and all manner vessels of most precious 
wood, and of brass, and iron, and marble, And cinnamon, and odours, and ointments, and 
frankincense, and wine, and oil, and fine flour, and wheat, and beasts, and sheep, and horses, and 
chariots, and slaves, and souls of men. And the fruits that thy soul lusted after are departed from 
thee, and all things which were dainty and goodly are departed from thee, and thou shalt find 
them no more at all. The merchants of these things, which were made rich by her, shall stand afar 
off for the fear of her torment, weeping and wailing, And saying, Alas, alas, that great city, that 
was clothed in fine linen, and purple, and scarlet, and decked with gold, and precious stones, and 
pearls!" 


Then, Tyre converts to God: the Lord shall turn her merchandise and traffick over to the saints: 
camp of the saints, the thousand years, Isa. 23:18, "And her merchandise and her hire shall be 
holiness to the LORD: it shall not be treasured nor laid up; for her merchandise shall be for them 
that dwell before the LORD, to eat sufficiently, and for durable clothing." 


1 Cor. 16:1-2, "Now concerning the collection for the saints, as I have given order to the 
churches of Galatia, even so do ye. Upon the first day of the week let every one of you lay by 
him in store, as God hath prospered him, that there be no gatherings when I come." 


Zech. 14:16, "And it shall come to pass, that every one that is left of all the nations which came 
against Jerusalem shall even go up from year to year to worship the King, the LORD of hosts, 
and to keep the feast of tabernacles." 
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The World of Babel Desolated and the 
Remnant of Saints Delivered 


In this oracle of prophecy, the world of Satan, which is a world of Babel, will descend into 
desolation, because of the great tribulation, as well as God's wrath. But, the saints will be 
delivered, raptured, out of the great tribulation, when the Son of man appears in the clouds. 


God Makes the World of Babylon Desolate 


Then, "the earth", or the land of Israel, is greater Israel: the "city of confusion", as with the "great 
city" as well as the "cities of the nations". God will make these desolate through the great 
tribulation and His wrath. But, "the inhabitants", which are the remnant of Jacob and saints, they 
flee into exile (the saints will then be raptured), Isa. 24:1-3, "Behold, the LORD maketh the earth 
empty, and maketh it waste, and turneth it upside down, and scattereth abroad the inhabitants 
thereof. And it shall be, as with the people, so with the priest; as with the servant, so with his 
master; as with the maid, so with her mistress; as with the buyer, so with the seller; as with the 
lender, so with the borrower; as with the taker of usury, so with the giver of usury to him. The 
land shall be utterly emptied, and utterly spoiled: for the LORD hath spoken this word." 


Eze. 7:12-13, "The time is come, the day draweth near: let not the buyer rejoice, nor the seller 
mourn: for wrath is upon all the multitude thereof. For the seller shall not return to that which is 
sold, although they were yet alive: for the vision is touching the whole multitude thereof, which 
shall not return; neither shall any strengthen himself in the iniquity of his life." 


Hos. 4:9, "And there shall be, like people, like priest: and I will punish them for their ways, and 
reward them their doings." 


Matt. 24:37-42, "But as the days of Noe were, so shall also the coming of the Son of man be. For 
as in the days that were before the flood they were eating and drinking, marrying and giving in 
marriage, until the day that Noe entered into the ark, And knew not until the flood came, and 
took them all away; so shall also the coming of the Son of man be. Then shall two be in the field; 
the one shall be taken, and the other left. Two women shall be grinding at the mill; the one shall 
be taken, and the other left. Watch therefore: for ye know not what hour your Lord doth come." 


Rev. 6:15-17, "And the kings of the earth, and the great men, and the rich men, and the chief 
captains, and the mighty men, and every bondman, and every free man, hid themselves in the 
dens and in the rocks of the mountains; And said to the mountains and rocks, Fall on us, and hide 
us from the face of him that sitteth on the throne, and from the wrath of the Lamb: For the great 
day of his wrath is come; and who shall be able to stand?" 


And so, "the haughty people of the earth" is akin to the desolation of the land, as well as the 
abomination of desolation, in which they shall perish, but a remnant will survive the great 
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tribulation, Isa. 24:4-6, "The earth mourneth and fadeth away, the world languisheth and fadeth 
away, the haughty people of the earth do languish. The earth also is defiled under the inhabitants 
thereof; because they have transgressed the laws, changed the ordinance, broken the everlasting 
covenant. Therefore hath the curse devoured the earth, and they that dwell therein are desolate: 
therefore the inhabitants of the earth are burned, and few men left." 


Jer. 23:10, "For the land is full of adulterers; for because of swearing the land mourneth; the 
pleasant places of the wilderness are dried up, and their course is evil, and their force is not 
right." 


Dan. 9:11, "Yea, all Israel have transgressed thy law, even by departing, that they might not obey 
thy voice; therefore the curse is poured upon us, and the oath that is written in the law of Moses 
the servant of God, because we have sinned against him." 


Rev. 11:13, "And the same hour was there a great earthquake, and the tenth part of the city fell, 
and in the earthquake were slain of men seven thousand: and the remnant were affrighted, and 
gave glory to the God of heaven." 


Rev. 11:18, "And the nations were angry, and thy wrath is come, and the time of the dead, that 
they should be judged, and that thou shouldest give reward unto thy servants the prophets, and to 
the saints, and them that fear thy name, small and great; and shouldest destroy them which 
destroy the earth." 


When the great whore is brought low by the Lord via her enemies, Isa. 24:7-9, "The new wine 
mourneth, the vine languisheth, all the merryhearted do sigh. The mirth of tabrets ceaseth, the 
noise of them that rejoice endeth, the joy of the harp ceaseth. They shall not drink wine with a 
song; strong drink shall be bitter to them that drink it." 


The wine is the blood of the saints; and the new wine is the Gospel being preached, but is cut off 
because the war on the saints is worn down, Joel 1:5, "Awake, ye drunkards, and weep; and 
howl, all ye drinkers of wine, because of the new wine; for it is cut off from your mouth." 


Rev. 18:7-10, "How much she hath glorified herself, and lived deliciously, so much torment and 
sorrow give her: for she saith in her heart, I sit a queen, and am no widow, and shall see no 
sorrow. Therefore shall her plagues come in one day, death, and mourning, and famine; and she 
shall be utterly burned with fire: for strong is the Lord God who judgeth her. And the kings of 
the earth, who have committed fornication and lived deliciously with her, shall bewail her, and 
lament for her, when they shall see the smoke of her burning, Standing afar off for the fear of her 
torment, saying, Alas, alas, that great city Babylon, that mighty city! for in one hour is thy 
judgment come." 


And so, the great whore is destroyed, Isa. 24:10-12, "The city of confusion is broken down: 
every house is shut up, that no man may come in. There is a crying for wine in the streets; all joy 
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is darkened, the mirth of the land is gone. In the city is left desolation, and the gate is smitten 
with destruction." 


Along with that destruction comes the destruction of the gate, specifically the Eastern gate "is 
smitten with destruction", Jer. 31:40, "And the whole valley of the dead bodies, and of the ashes, 
and all the fields unto the brook of Kidron, unto the corner of the horse gate toward the east, 
shall be holy unto the LORD; it shall not be plucked up, nor thrown down any more for ever." 


The "olive tree" and "gleaning grapes" is the Israel of God and her people. The "they" are the 
saints at the fifth seal of Revelation, the souls of them slain, Isa. 24:13-17, "When thus it shall be 
in the midst of the land among the people, there shall be as the shaking of an olive tree, and as 
the gleaning grapes when the vintage is done. They shall lift up their voice, they shall sing for the 
majesty of the LORD, they shall cry aloud from the sea. Wherefore glorify ye the LORD in the 
fires, even the name of the LORD God of Israel in the isles of the sea. From the uttermost part of 
the earth have we heard songs, even glory to the righteous. But I said, My leanness, my leanness, 
woe unto me! the treacherous dealers have dealt treacherously; yea, the treacherous dealers have 
dealt very treacherously. Fear, and the pit, and the snare, are upon thee, O inhabitant of the 
earth." 


Then the great multitude is the "they shall sing for the majesty of the LORD", Rev. 7:9-10, 
"After this I beheld, and, lo, a great multitude, which no man could number, of all nations, and 
kindreds, and people, and tongues, stood before the throne, and before the Lamb, clothed with 
white robes, and palms in their hands; And cried with a loud voice, saying, Salvation to our God 
which sitteth upon the throne, and unto the Lamb." 


So, the "Fear, and the pit, and the snare, are upon thee, O inhabitant of the earth" is as "the 
everlasting gospel" in Rev. 14:6-7, "And I saw another angel fly in the midst of heaven, having 
the everlasting gospel to preach unto them that dwell on the earth, and to every nation, and 
kindred, and tongue, and people, Saying with a loud voice, Fear God, and give glory to him; for 
the hour of his judgment is come: and worship him that made heaven, and earth, and the sea, and 
the fountains of waters." 


Those that "fleeth from the noise of the fear" are the likes of the beast, false prophet, and their 
armies. More specifically the beast is when the "earth is utterly broken down" during God's 
wrath. Then the seven trumpets and vials of Revelation, is when the "earth shall reel to and fro 
like a drunkard", especially the seventh vial, Isa. 24:18-20, "And it shall come to pass, that he 
who fleeth from the noise of the fear shall fall into the pit; and he that cometh up out of the midst 
of the pit shall be taken in the snare: for the windows from on high are open, and the foundations 
of the earth do shake. The earth is utterly broken down, the earth is clean dissolved, the earth is 
moved exceedingly. The earth shall reel to and fro like a drunkard, and shall be removed like a 
cottage; and the transgression thereof shall be heavy upon it; and it shall fall, and not rise again." 
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Luke 21:25-26, "And there shall be signs in the sun, and in the moon, and in the stars; and upon 
the earth distress of nations, with perplexity; the sea and the waves roaring; Men's hearts failing 
them for fear, and for looking after those things which are coming on the earth: for the powers of 
heaven shall be shaken." 


Jer. 48:44, "He that fleeth from the fear shall fall into the pit; and he that getteth up out of the pit 
shall be taken in the snare: for I will bring upon it, even upon Moab, the year of their visitation, 
saith the LORD." 


2 Peter 3:3-7, "Knowing this first, that there shall come in the last days scoffers, walking after 
their own lusts, And saying, Where is the promise of his coming? for since the fathers fell asleep, 
all things continue as they were from the beginning of the creation. For this they willingly are 
ignorant of, that by the word of God the heavens were of old, and the earth standing out of the 
water and in the water: Whereby the world that then was, being overflowed with water, 

perished: But the heavens and the earth, which are now, by the same word are kept in store, 
reserved unto fire against the day of judgment and perdition of ungodly men." 


2 Peter 3:10-13, "But the day of the Lord will come as a thief in the night; in the which the 
heavens shall pass away with a great noise, and the elements shall melt with fervent heat, the 
earth also and the works that are therein shall be burned up. Seeing then that all these things shall 
be dissolved, what manner of persons ought ye to be in all holy conversation and 

godliness, Looking for and hasting unto the coming of the day of God, wherein the heavens 
being on fire shall be dissolved, and the elements shall melt with fervent heat? Nevertheless we, 
according to his promise, look for new heavens and a new earth, wherein dwelleth 
righteousness." 


And so "in that day" God will punish "the host of the high ones" and "the kings of the earth", 
which will be gathered at Armageddon, Isa. 24:21-22, "And it shall come to pass in that day, that 
the LORD shall punish the host of the high ones that are on high, and the kings of the earth upon 
the earth. And they shall be gathered together, as prisoners are gathered in the pit, and shall be 
shut up in the prison, and after many days shall they be visited." 


See the sixth and seventh vials, as well as the aftermath of when the Faithful and True returns, in 
Revelation 16 and 19, respectively; however, also see 1 Peter 3:18-20, "For Christ also hath once 
suffered for sins, the just for the unjust, that he might bring us to God, being put to death in the 
flesh, but quickened by the Spirit: By which also he went and preached unto the spirits in 

prison; Which sometime were disobedient, when once the longsuffering of God waited in the 
days of Noah, while the ark was a preparing, wherein few, that is, eight souls were saved by 
water." 


The moon and sun serves as signs in the sky, as with the sun darken and the new moon, Isa. 
24:23, "Then the moon shall be confounded, and the sun ashamed, when the LORD of hosts shall 
reign in mount Zion, and in Jerusalem, and before his ancients gloriously." 
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Eze. 32:7, "And when I shall put thee out, I will cover the heaven, and make the stars thereof 
dark; I will cover the sun with a cloud, and the moon shall not give her light." 


"The LORD reigns" is the thousand years; "in mount Zion" is the camp of the saints; "in 
Jerusalem" is "the beloved city"; and "his ancients" are the Old and New Testament saints, 
respectively, Rev. 20:1-4, "And I saw an angel come down from heaven, having the key of the 
bottomless pit and a great chain in his hand. And he laid hold on the dragon, that old serpent, 
which is the Devil, and Satan, and bound him a thousand years, And cast him into the bottomless 
pit, and shut him up, and set a seal upon him, that he should deceive the nations no more, till the 
thousand years should be fulfilled: and after that he must be loosed a little season. And I saw 
thrones, and they sat upon them, and judgment was given unto them: and I saw the souls of them 
that were beheaded for the witness of Jesus, and for the word of God, and which had not 
worshipped the beast, neither his image, neither had received his mark upon their foreheads, or in 
their hands; and they lived and reigned with Christ a thousand years." 


Rev. 20:9, "And they went up on the breadth of the earth, and compassed the camp of the saints 
about, and the beloved city: and fire came down from God out of heaven, and devoured them." 


A Praise Song of the Fall of Babel 


A song of praise for the Lord having destroyed "the city of the terrible nations", which is a type 
of Babel, or mystery Babylon, Isa. 25:1-5, "O LORD, thou art my God; I will exalt thee, I will 
praise thy name; for thou hast done wonderful things; thy counsels of old are faithfulness and 
truth. For thou hast made of a city an heap; of a defenced city a ruin: a palace of strangers to be 
no city; it shall never be built. Therefore shall the strong people glorify thee, the city of the 
terrible nations shall fear thee. For thou hast been a strength to the poor, a strength to the needy 
in his distress, a refuge from the storm, a shadow from the heat, when the blast of the terrible 
ones is as a storm against the wall. Thou shalt bring down the noise of strangers, as the heat in a 
dry place; even the heat with the shadow of a cloud: the branch of the terrible ones shall be 
brought low." 


Jer. 51:37, "And Babylon shall become heaps, a dwellingplace for dragons, an astonishment, and 
an hissing, without an inhabitant." 


Rev. 11:13, "And the same hour was there a great earthquake, and the tenth part of the city fell, 
and in the earthquake were slain of men seven thousand: and the remnant were affrighted, and 
gave glory to the God of heaven." 


Rev. 14:8, "And there followed another angel, saying, Babylon is fallen, is fallen, that great city, 
because she made all nations drink of the wine of the wrath of her fornication." 
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Rev. 16:19, "And the great city was divided into three parts, and the cities of the nations fell: and 
great Babylon came in remembrance before God, to give unto her the cup of the wine of the 
fierceness of his wrath." 


And "the strong people" are the saints, as with the church in Philadelphia in Revelation. And "the 
noise of strangers" is as the beast, the false prophet, and their armies at the sixth vial in 
Revelation. And "the branch of the terrible ones" is of Gog of Magog in Ezekiel and Revelation. 


So, "this mountain" is Zion, the camp of the saints at Jerusalem, Isa. 25:6-8, "And in this 
mountain shall the LORD of hosts make unto all people a feast of fat things, a feast of wines on 
the lees, of fat things full of marrow, of wines on the lees well refined. And he will destroy in 
this mountain the face of the covering cast over all people, and the vail that is spread over all 
nations. He will swallow up death in victory; and the Lord GOD will wipe away tears from off 
all faces; and the rebuke of his people shall he take away from off all the earth: for the LORD 
hath spoken it." 


As with "the vail that is spread over all nations" is "the same vail untaken away in the reading of 
the old testament; which vail is done away in Christ", 2 Cor. 3:14-16, "But their minds were 
blinded: for until this day remaineth the same vail untaken away in the reading of the old 
testament; which vail is done away in Christ. But even unto this day, when Moses is read, the 
vail is upon their heart. Nevertheless when it shall turn to the Lord, the vail shall be taken away." 


And Christ had swallow up death in victory, 1 Cor. 15:54, "So when this corruptible shall have 
put on incorruption, and this mortal shall have put on immortality, then shall be brought to pass 
the saying that is written, Death is swallowed up in victory." 


2 Tim. 1:10, "But is now made manifest by the appearing of our Saviour Jesus Christ, who hath 
abolished death, and hath brought life and immortality to light through the gospel”. 


Rev. 20:14, "And death and hell were cast into the lake of fire. This is the second death." 


Rev. 21:4, "And God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes; and there shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow, nor crying, neither shall there be any more pain: for the former things are passed 
away.” 


So, "in that day" the Lord will be at rest in the mountain, or in the camp of the saints, where 
Moab has been "trodden down", or the battlefield of Jordan. Thereupon, at Christ's return, "he 
shall spread forth his hands in the midst of them": the beast, the false prophet, and their armies, 
He "shall bring down their pride", as well as, "the fortress of the high fort of thy walls shall he 
bring down, lay low", either in Jerusalem or in Lebanon, where the Assyrian has his base, Isa. 
25:9-12, "And it shall be said in that day, Lo, this is our God; we have waited for him, and he 
will save us: this is the LORD; we have waited for him, we will be glad and rejoice in his 
salvation. For in this mountain shall the hand of the LORD rest, and Moab shall be trodden down 
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under him, even as straw is trodden down for the dunghill. And he shall spread forth his hands in 
the midst of them, as he that swimmeth spreadeth forth his hands to swim: and he shall bring 
down their pride together with the spoils of their hands. And the fortress of the high fort of thy 
walls shall he bring down, lay low, and bring to the ground, even to the dust." 


Luke 13:35, "Behold, your house is left unto you desolate: and verily I say unto you, Ye shall not 
see me, until the time come when ye shall say, Blessed is he that cometh in the name of the 
Lord." 


Rev. 18:7-8, "How much she hath glorified herself, and lived deliciously, so much torment and 
sorrow give her: for she saith in her heart, I sit a queen, and am no widow, and shall see no 
sorrow. Therefore shall her plagues come in one day, death, and mourning, and famine; and she 
shall be utterly burned with fire: for strong is the Lord God who judgeth her." 


A Praise Song of God's Judgment between the Saints and Apostates 


A song shall be sung, "In that day", where the saints will come in to the camp of the saints in 
conquered Jerusalem, Isa. 26:1, "In that day shall this song be sung in the land of Judah; We 
have a strong city; salvation will God appoint for walls and bulwarks." 


Zech. 2:4-5, "And said unto him, Run, speak to this young man, saying, Jerusalem shall be 
inhabited as towns without walls for the multitude of men and cattle therein: For I, saith the 
LORD, will be unto her a wall of fire round about, and will be the glory in the midst of her." 


"Open ye the gates" is in the gates of Jerusalem being opened. And, "the righteous nation", is the 
Israel of God , as well as the people of God, Isa. 26:2, "Open ye the gates, that the righteous 
nation which keepeth the truth may enter in." 


Rev. 21:25, "And the gates of it shall not be shut at all by day: for there shall be no night there." 


Rev. 21:27, "And there shall in no wise enter into it any thing that defileth, neither whatsoever 
worketh abomination, or maketh a lie: but they which are written in the Lamb's book of life." 


The saints will keep the Lord "in perfect peace" and their "mind is stayed on thee", as "Trust ye 
in the LORD for ever", Isa. 26:3-5, "Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace, whose mind is stayed 
on thee: because he trusteth in thee. Trust ye in the LORD for ever: for in the LORD JEHOVAH 
is everlasting strength: For he bringeth down them that dwell on high; the lofty city, he layeth it 
low; he layeth it low, even to the ground; he bringeth it even to the dust." 


Php. 4:7, "And the peace of God, which passeth all understanding, shall keep your hearts and 
minds through Christ Jesus." 


These proverbs speak about the wicked "on high" in "the lofty city" of mystery Babylon. How 
they will be brought down. But, the saints go the way of Christ, Isa. 26:6-9, "The foot shall tread 
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it down, even the feet of the poor, and the steps of the needy. The way of the just is uprightness: 
thou, most upright, dost weigh the path of the just. Yea, in the way of thy judgments, O LORD, 
have we waited for thee; the desire of our soul is to thy name, and to the remembrance of thee. 
With my soul have I desired thee in the night; yea, with my spirit within me will I seek thee 
early: for when thy judgments are in the earth, the inhabitants of the world will learn 
righteousness." 


Psa. 1:6, "For the LORD knoweth the way of the righteous: but the way of the ungodly shall 
perish." 


Mal. 4:3, "And ye shall tread down the wicked; for they shall be ashes under the soles of your 
feet in the day that I shall do this, saith the LORD of hosts." 


So, even in the millennial world ruled by Christ and His camp of the saints, the wicked will 
either submit to uprightness or be devoured by the fire of God, Isa. 26:10-11, "Let favour be 
shewed to the wicked, yet will he not learn righteousness: in the land of uprightness will he deal 
unjustly, and will not behold the majesty of the LORD. LORD, when thy hand is lifted up, they 
will not see: but they shall see, and be ashamed for their envy at the people; yea, the fire of thine 
enemies shall devour them." 


Isa. 26:12, " LORD, thou wilt ordain peace for us: for thou also hast wrought all our works in 


ti 


us. 


These "other lords" are the kings of Assyria and Babylon, which "have had dominion over us", in 
the world. However, "They are dead" and "shall not rise" because the Lord "visited and 
destroyed them", Isa. 26:13-14, "O LORD our God, other lords beside thee have had dominion 
over us: but by thee only will we make mention of thy name. They are dead, they shall not live; 
they are deceased, they shall not rise: therefore hast thou visited and destroyed them, and made 
all their memory to perish." 


The Lord "hast increased the nation" to "all the ends of the earth", in which, "The kingdoms of 
this world are become the kingdoms of our Lord", Isa. 26:15, "Thou hast increased the nation, O 
LORD, thou hast increased the nation: thou art glorified: thou hadst removed it far unto all the 
ends of the earth." 


Rev. 11:15, "And the seventh angel sounded; and there were great voices in heaven, saying, The 
kingdoms of this world are become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Christ; and he shall 
reign for ever and ever." 


The saints petition the Lord in times of trouble, tribulation, and persecution, such as "been in 
pain" and "brought forth wind", but "have not wrought any deliverance" nor "have the 
inhabitants of the world fallen" means Babylon has not yet fallen, Isa. 26:16-18, "LORD, in 
trouble have they visited thee, they poured out a prayer when thy chastening was upon them. 
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Like as a woman with child, that draweth near the time of her delivery, is in pain, and crieth out 
in her pangs; so have we been in thy sight, O LORD. We have been with child, we have been in 
pain, we have as it were brought forth wind; we have not wrought any deliverance in the earth; 
neither have the inhabitants of the world fallen." 


Psa. 62:7-8, "In God is my salvation and my glory: the rock of my strength, and my refuge, is in 
God. Trust in him at all times; ye people, pour out your heart before him: God is a refuge for us. 
Selah." 


Micah 4:9-13, "Now why dost thou cry out aloud? is there no king in thee? is thy counsellor 
perished? for pangs have taken thee as a woman in travail. Be in pain, and labour to bring forth, 
O daughter of Zion, like a woman in travail: for now shalt thou go forth out of the city, and thou 
shalt dwell in the field, and thou shalt go even to Babylon; there shalt thou be delivered; there the 
LORD shall redeem thee from the hand of thine enemies. Now also many nations are gathered 
against thee, that say, Let her be defiled, and let our eye look upon Zion. But they know not the 
thoughts of the LORD, neither understand they his counsel: for he shall gather them as the 
sheaves into the floor. Arise and thresh, O daughter of Zion: for I will make thine horn iron, and 
I will make thy hoofs brass: and thou shalt beat in pieces many people: and I will consecrate their 
gain unto the LORD, and their substance unto the Lord of the whole earth." 


Micah 5:1-3, "Now gather thyself in troops, O daughter of troops: he hath laid siege against us: 
they shall smite the judge of Israel with a rod upon the cheek. But thou, Bethlehem Ephratah, 
though thou be little among the thousands of Judah, yet out of thee shall he come forth unto me 
that is to be ruler in Israel; whose goings forth have been from of old, from everlasting. 
Therefore will he give them up, until the time that she which travaileth hath brought forth: then 
the remnant of his brethren shall return unto the children of Israel." 


Rev. 6:9-11, "And when he had opened the fifth seal, I saw under the altar the souls of them that 
were slain for the word of God, and for the testimony which they held: And they cried with a 
loud voice, saying, How long, O Lord, holy and true, dost thou not judge and avenge our blood 
on them that dwell on the earth? And white robes were given unto every one of them; and it was 
said unto them, that they should rest yet for a little season, until their fellowservants also and 
their brethren, that should be killed as they were, should be fulfilled." 


So, the dead in Christ shall rise and live: "together with my dead body", the body of Christ, as in 
the first resurrection, Isa. 26:19, "Thy dead men shall live, together with my dead body shall they 
arise. Awake and sing, ye that dwell in dust: for thy dew is as the dew of herbs, and the earth 
shall cast out the dead." 


Dan. 12:2, "And many of them that sleep in the dust of the earth shall awake, some to everlasting 
life, and some to shame and everlasting contempt.’ 
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1 Cor. 15:20-22, "But now is Christ risen from the dead, and become the firstfruits of them that 
slept. For since by man came death, by man came also the resurrection of the dead. For as in 
Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be made alive." 


Eph. 5:14, "Wherefore he saith, Awake thou that sleepest, and arise from the dead, and Christ 
shall give thee light." 


Then the great tribulation comes, "until the indignation be overpast", and then the second death 
is coming, Isa. 26:20, "Come, my people, enter thou into thy chambers, and shut thy doors about 
thee: hide thyself as it were for a little moment, until the indignation be overpast." 


Psa. 57:1, "To the chief Musician, Altaschith, Michtam of David, when he fled from Saul in the 
cave. Be merciful unto me, O God, be merciful unto me: for my soul trusteth in thee: yea, in the 
shadow of thy wings will I make my refuge, until these calamities be overpast." 


Rev. 3:10, "Because thou hast kept the word of my patience, I also will keep thee from the hour 
of temptation, which shall come upon all the world, to try them that dwell upon the earth." 


Matt. 6:6, "But thou, when thou prayest, enter into thy closet, and when thou hast shut thy door, 
pray to thy Father which is in secret; and thy Father which seeth in secret shall reward thee 
openly." 


Rev. 18:4, "And I heard another voice from heaven, saying, Come out of her, my people, that ye 
be not partakers of her sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues." 


Matt. 24:21, "For then shall be great tribulation, such as was not since the beginning of the world 
to this time, no, nor ever shall be." 


Dan. 12:1, "And at that time shall Michael stand up, the great prince which standeth for the 
children of thy people: and there shall be a time of trouble, such as never was since there was a 
nation even to that same time: and at that time thy people shall be delivered, every one that shall 
be found written in the book." 


So then, the Lord will come forth "to punish the inhabitants of the earth for their iniquity", which 
is that of Babylon, Isa. 26:21, "For, behold, the LORD cometh out of his place to punish the 
inhabitants of the earth for their iniquity: the earth also shall disclose her blood, and shall no 
more cover her slain." 


Micah 1:3, "For, behold, the LORD cometh forth out of his place, and will come down, and tread 
upon the high places of the earth." 


Rev. 18:24, "And in her was found the blood of prophets, and of saints, and of all that were slain 
upon the earth." 
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Rev. 19:2, "For true and righteous are his judgments: for he hath judged the great whore, which 
did corrupt the earth with her fornication, and hath avenged the blood of his servants at her 
hand." 


A Deliverance of God's Judgment 


"In that day" is the day of the Lord, in which the "great and strong sword shall punish leviathan". 
And, "a sharp sword" is wielded against "leviathan": the beast, the false prophet, the great whore, 
and the dragon, Isa. 27:1, "In that day the LORD with his sore and great and strong sword shall 
punish leviathan the piercing serpent, even leviathan that crooked serpent; and he shall slay the 
dragon that is in the sea." 


Eze. 29:3, "Speak, and say, Thus saith the Lord GOD; Behold, I am against thee, Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, the great dragon that lieth in the midst of his rivers, which hath said, My river is mine 
own, and I have made it for myself." 


Eze. 32:2, "Son of man, take up a lamentation for Pharaoh king of Egypt, and say unto him, 
Thou art like a young lion of the nations, and thou art as a whale in the seas: and thou camest 
forth with thy rivers, and troubledst the waters with thy feet, and fouledst their rivers." 


Rev. 12:3, "And there appeared another wonder in heaven; and behold a great red dragon, having 
seven heads and ten horns, and seven crowns upon his heads." 


Rev. 17:1-2, "And there came one of the seven angels which had the seven vials, and talked with 
me, saying unto me, Come hither; I will shew unto thee the judgment of the great whore that 
sitteth upon many waters: With whom the kings of the earth have committed fornication, and the 
inhabitants of the earth have been made drunk with the wine of her fornication." 


Rev. 17:15, "And he saith unto me, The waters which thou sawest, where the whore sitteth, are 
peoples, and multitudes, and nations, and tongues." 


Rev. 19:15, "And out of his mouth goeth a sharp sword, that with it he should smite the nations: 
and he shall rule them with a rod of iron: and he treadeth the winepress of the fierceness and 
wrath of Almighty God." 


Rev. 20:10, "And the devil that deceived them was cast into the lake of fire and brimstone, where 
the beast and the false prophet are, and shall be tormented day and night for ever and ever." 


Again, "In that day", the saints will sing in "A vineyard of red wine", as in the "sea of glass" for 
"I the LORD do keep it", as in "Behold, I come", Isa. 27:2-3, "In that day sing ye unto her, A 
vineyard of red wine. I the LORD do keep it; I will water it every moment: lest any hurt it, I will 
keep it night and day." 
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Rev. 4:5-6, "And out of the throne proceeded lightnings and thunderings and voices: and there 
were seven lamps of fire burning before the throne, which are the seven Spirits of God. And 
before the throne there was a sea of glass like unto crystal: and in the midst of the throne, and 
round about the throne, were four beasts full of eyes before and behind." 


Rev. 15:1-4, "And I saw another sign in heaven, great and marvellous, seven angels having the 
seven last plagues; for in them is filled up the wrath of God. And I saw as it were a sea of glass 
mingled with fire: and them that had gotten the victory over the beast, and over his image, and 
over his mark, and over the number of his name, stand on the sea of glass, having the harps of 
God. And they sing the song of Moses the servant of God, and the song of the Lamb, saying, 
Great and marvellous are thy works, Lord God Almighty; just and true are thy ways, thou King 
of saints. Who shall not fear thee, O Lord, and glorify thy name? for thou only art holy: for all 
nations shall come and worship before thee; for thy judgments are made manifest." 


Rev. 16:15, "Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, and keepeth his garments, 
lest he walk naked, and they see his shame." 


These "briers and thorns" are the beast, the kings and their armies that come against the Lord in 
battle. Then there are those who will "make peace with me", as with "the remnant were 
affrighted". And, they will "come of Jacob to take root" and "Israel shall blossom and bud, and 
fill the face of the world with fruit", Isa. 27:4-6, "Fury is not in me: who would set the briers and 
thorns against me in battle? I would go through them, I would burn them together. Or let him 
take hold of my strength, that he may make peace with me; and he shall make peace with me. He 
shall cause them that come of Jacob to take root: Israel shall blossom and bud, and fill the face of 
the world with fruit." 


Rev. 19:19, "And I saw the beast, and the kings of the earth, and their armies, gathered together 
to make war against him that sat on the horse, and against his army." 


Eze. 28:24, "And there shall be no more a pricking brier unto the house of Israel, nor any 
grieving thorn of all that are round about them, that despised them; and they shall know that I am 
the Lord GOD." 


Rev. 11:13, "And the same hour was there a great earthquake, and the tenth part of the city fell, 
and in the earthquake were slain of men seven thousand: and the remnant were affrighted, and 
gave glory to the God of heaven." 


Psa. 92:13-15, "Those that be planted in the house of the LORD shall flourish in the courts of our 
God. They shall still bring forth fruit in old age; they shall be fat and flourishing; To shew that 
the LORD is upright: he is my rock, and there is no unrighteousness in him." 
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So, "Jacob to take root" is the remnant of Jews that repent and are grafted in Christ. Also, the 
Israel of God are the saints, in which "Israel shall blossom and bud", and their fruit are more 
saints grafted in to Christ, as in Romans 11:6-31. 


So, God "smitten him", Jacob, "In measure", in order to purge "the iniquity of Jacob", as well as 
"the slaughter of them", the enemies of Jacob, as with God's judgment, His "rough wind", but He 
tempers His judgment with "the east wind", Isa. 27:7-9, "Hath he smitten him, as he smote those 
that smote him? or is he slain according to the slaughter of them that are slain by him? In 
measure, when it shooteth forth, thou wilt debate with it: he stayeth his rough wind in the day of 
the east wind. By this therefore shall the iniquity of Jacob be purged; and this is all the fruit to 
take away his sin; when he maketh all the stones of the altar as chalkstones that are beaten in 
sunder, the groves and images shall not stand up." 


Jer. 46:28, "Fear thou not, O Jacob my servant, saith the LORD: for I am with thee; for I will 
make a full end of all the nations whither I have driven thee: but I will not make a full end of 
thee, but correct thee in measure; yet will I not leave thee wholly unpunished." 


Zech. 13:8-9, "And it shall come to pass, that in all the land, saith the LORD, two parts therein 
shall be cut off and die; but the third shall be left therein. And I will bring the third part through 
the fire, and will refine them as silver is refined, and will try them as gold is tried: they shall call 
on my name, and I will hear them: I will say, It is my people: and they shall say, The LORD is 
my God." 


The desolate city is mystery Babylon; and her wilderness will become a habitation of pastures, as 
well as "the boughs thereof" are unrepentant Jews, and "they shall be broken off", Isa. 27:10-11, 
"Yet the defenced city shall be desolate, and the habitation forsaken, and left like a wilderness: 
there shall the calf feed, and there shall he lie down, and consume the branches thereof. When 
the boughs thereof are withered, they shall be broken off: the women come, and set them on fire: 
for it is a people of no understanding: therefore he that made them will not have mercy on them, 
and he that formed them will shew them no favour." 


Rev. 18:10, "Standing afar off for the fear of her torment, saying, Alas, alas, that great city 
Babylon, that mighty city! for in one hour is thy judgment come." 


Rev. 18:2, "And he cried mightily with a strong voice, saying, Babylon the great is fallen, is 
fallen, and is become the habitation of devils, and the hold of every foul spirit, and a cage of 
every unclean and hateful bird." 


Rev. 16:1, "And I heard a great voice out of the temple saying to the seven angels, Go your 
ways, and pour out the vials of the wrath of God upon the earth." 


Rom. 11:17-21, "And if some of the branches be broken off, and thou, being a wild olive tree, 
wert graffed in among them, and with them partakest of the root and fatness of the olive tree; 
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Boast not against the branches. But if thou boast, thou bearest not the root, but the root 

thee. Thou wilt say then, The branches were broken off, that I might be graffed in. Well; because 
of unbelief they were broken off, and thou standest by faith. Be not highminded, but fear: For if 
God spared not the natural branches, take heed lest he also spare not thee." 


Jer. 5:20-23, "Declare this in the house of Jacob, and publish it in Judah, saying, Hear now this, 
O foolish people, and without understanding; which have eyes, and see not; which have ears, and 
hear not: Fear ye not me? saith the LORD: will ye not tremble at my presence, which have 
placed the sand for the bound of the sea by a perpetual decree, that it cannot pass it: and though 
the waves thereof toss themselves, yet can they not prevail; though they roar, yet can they not 
pass over it? But this people hath a revolting and a rebellious heart; they are revolted and gone." 


Hos. 4:6, "My people are destroyed for lack of knowledge: because thou hast rejected 
knowledge, I will also reject thee, that thou shalt be no priest to me: seeing thou hast forgotten 
the law of thy God, I will also forget thy children." 


"And it shall come to pass in that day" when the Lord will gather His remnant in an exodus from 
between the Nile and Euphrates, "gathered one by one, O ye children of Israel"; "And it shall 
come to pass in that day", the trumpet of Jubile, "the great trumpet shall be blown", and they 
shall be gathered out of the lands of the beast, Assyria, and the great whore, Egypt: greater 
Assyria and greater Israel, as "outcasts" to "the holy mount at Jerusalem", which will be the 
camp of the saints, Isa. 27:12-13, "And it shall come to pass in that day, that the LORD shall beat 
off from the channel of the river unto the stream of Egypt, and ye shall be gathered one by one, 

O ye children of Israel. And it shall come to pass in that day, that the great trumpet shall be 
blown, and they shall come which were ready to perish in the land of Assyria, and the outcasts in 
the land of Egypt, and shall worship the LORD in the holy mount at Jerusalem." 


Matt. 24:30-31, "And then shall appear the sign of the Son of man in heaven: and then shall all 
the tribes of the earth mourn, and they shall see the Son of man coming in the clouds of heaven 
with power and great glory. And he shall send his angels with a great sound of a trumpet, and 
they shall gather together his elect from the four winds, from one end of heaven to the other." 


Jer. 42:15-22, "And now therefore hear the word of the LORD, ye remnant of Judah; Thus saith 
the LORD of hosts, the God of Israel; If ye wholly set your faces to enter into Egypt, and go to 
sojourn there; Then it shall come to pass, that the sword, which ye feared, shall overtake you 
there in the land of Egypt, and the famine, whereof ye were afraid, shall follow close after you 
there in Egypt; and there ye shall die. So shall it be with all the men that set their faces to go into 
Egypt to sojourn there; they shall die by the sword, by the famine, and by the pestilence: and 
none of them shall remain or escape from the evil that I will bring upon them. For thus saith the 
LORD of hosts, the God of Israel; As mine anger and my fury hath been poured forth upon the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem; so shall my fury be poured forth upon you, when ye shall enter into 
Egypt: and ye shall be an execration, and an astonishment, and a curse, and a reproach; and ye 
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shall see this place no more. The LORD hath said concerning you, O ye remnant of Judah; Go ye 
not into Egypt: know certainly that I have admonished you this day. For ye dissembled in your 
hearts, when ye sent me unto the LORD your God, saying, Pray for us unto the LORD our God; 
and according unto all that the LORD our God shall say, so declare unto us, and we will do 

it. And now [I have this day declared it to you; but ye have not obeyed the voice of the LORD 
your God, nor any thing for the which he hath sent me unto you. Now therefore know certainly 
that ye shall die by the sword, by the famine, and by the pestilence, in the place whither ye desire 
to go and to sojourn." 


Heb. 12:22-24, "But ye are come unto mount Sion, and unto the city of the living God, the 
heavenly Jerusalem, and to an innumerable company of angels, To the general assembly and 
church of the firstborn, which are written in heaven, and to God the Judge of all, and to the 
spirits of just men made perfect, And to Jesus the mediator of the new covenant, and to the blood 
of sprinkling, that speaketh better things than that of Abel." 
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Five Woes on the Babylon of Israel and 
Assyria 


This oracle of prophecy over views how the world of Babylon will be judged of God in the last 
days. These judgments are expressed in "Woes" upon greater Israel, Jerusalem, Egypt, greater 
Assyria, and Palestine. 


Fall of the Apostates of Ephraim 


The first "Woe" is "to the crown of pride, to the drunkards of Ephraim", which is a type of the 
great whore, or greater Israel: "fading" is fallen; "on the head", which rides the beast; "fat 
valleys", which are the cities of the nations "overcome with wine", which is the blood of the 
saints, Isa. 28:1-4, "Woe to the crown of pride, to the drunkards of Ephraim, whose glorious 
beauty is a fading flower, which are on the head of the fat valleys of them that are overcome with 
wine! Behold, the Lord hath a mighty and strong one, which as a tempest of hail and a destroying 
storm, as a flood of mighty waters overflowing, shall cast down to the earth with the hand. The 
crown of pride, the drunkards of Ephraim, shall be trodden under feet: And the glorious beauty, 
which is on the head of the fat valley, shall be a fading flower, and as the hasty fruit before the 
summer; which when he that looketh upon it seeth, while it is yet in his hand he eateth it up." 


Rev. 17:1-6, "And there came one of the seven angels which had the seven vials, and talked with 
me, saying unto me, Come hither; I will shew unto thee the judgment of the great whore that 
sitteth upon many waters: With whom the kings of the earth have committed fornication, and the 
inhabitants of the earth have been made drunk with the wine of her fornication. So he carried me 
away in the spirit into the wilderness: and I saw a woman sit upon a scarlet coloured beast, full of 
names of blasphemy, having seven heads and ten horns. And the woman was arrayed in purple 
and scarlet colour, and decked with gold and precious stones and pearls, having a golden cup in 
her hand full of abominations and filthiness of her fornication: And upon her forehead was a 
name written, MYSTERY, BABYLON THE GREAT, THE MOTHER OF HARLOTS AND 
ABOMINATIONS OF THE EARTH. And I saw the woman drunken with the blood of the 
saints, and with the blood of the martyrs of Jesus: and when I saw her, I wondered with great 
admiration." 


Rev. 14:8, "And there followed another angel, saying, Babylon is fallen, is fallen, that great city, 
because she made all nations drink of the wine of the wrath of her fornication." 


"Behold, the Lord" with "a mighty and strong one" is "Faithful and True", coming against the 
great whore, the beast, the false prophet, the kings of the earth, and their armies. The great whore 
shall "be trodden under feet", Luke 21:22-24, "For these be the days of vengeance, that all things 
which are written may be fulfilled. But woe unto them that are with child, and to them that give 
suck, in those days! for there shall be great distress in the land, and wrath upon this people. And 
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they shall fall by the edge of the sword, and shall be led away captive into all nations: and 
Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until the times of the Gentiles be fulfilled." 


"In that day" will be "a crown of glory" for "the residue of his people", which is the one-third 
remnant. The LORD of hosts brings with Him judgment and His saints "to the gate", the Eastern 
Gate, Isa. 28:5-8, "In that day shall the LORD of hosts be for a crown of glory, and for a diadem 
of beauty, unto the residue of his people, And for a spirit of judgment to him that sitteth in 
judgment, and for strength to them that turn the battle to the gate. But they also have erred 
through wine, and through strong drink are out of the way; the priest and the prophet have erred 
through strong drink, they are swallowed up of wine, they are out of the way through strong 
drink; they err in vision, they stumble in judgment. For all tables are full of vomit and filthiness, 
so that there is no place clean." 


So, "all tables" are pulpits and "no place clean" are the churches that are filled with apostates, 2 
Thess. 2:8-12, "And then shall that Wicked be revealed, whom the Lord shall consume with the 
spirit of his mouth, and shall destroy with the brightness of his coming: Even him, whose coming 
is after the working of Satan with all power and signs and lying wonders, And with all 
deceivableness of unrighteousness in them that perish; because they received not the love of the 
truth, that they might be saved. And for this cause God shall send them strong delusion, that they 
should believe a lie: That they all might be damned who believed not the truth, but had pleasure 
in unrighteousness."

However, the two-thirds that "have erred through wine, 
and the prophet"; and "they err in vision" and "stumble in judgment"; and they are then given 
over to strong delusion, "strong delusion", Zech. 13:8-9, "And it shall come to pass, that in all the 
land, saith the LORD, two parts therein shall be cut off and die; but the third shall be left therein. 
And I will bring the third part through the fire, and will refine them as silver is refined, and will 
try them as gold is tried: they shall call on my name, and I will hear them: I will say, It is my 
people: and they shall say, The LORD is my God." 


strong drink", as well as their "priest 


Rev. 17:17, "For God hath put in their hearts to fulfil his will, and to agree, and give their 
kingdom unto the beast, until the words of God shall be fulfilled." 


Jer. 31:40, "And the whole valley of the dead bodies, and of the ashes, and all the fields unto the 
brook of Kidron, unto the corner of the horse gate toward the east, shall be holy unto the LORD; 
it shall not be plucked up, nor thrown down any more for ever." 


To "teach knowledge" and "to understand doctrine" is the "strong meat" and "the word of 
righteousness", which is "the first principles of the oracles of God", and are to be taught "precept 
upon precept" and "line upon line", Isa 28:9-13, "Whom shall he teach knowledge? and whom 
shall he make to understand doctrine? them that are weaned from the milk, and drawn from the 
breasts. For precept must be upon precept, precept upon precept; line upon line, line upon line; 
here a little, and there a little: For with stammering lips and another tongue will he speak to this 
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people. To whom he said, This is the rest wherewith ye may cause the weary to rest; and this is 

the refreshing: yet they would not hear. But the word of the LORD was unto them precept upon 
precept, precept upon precept; line upon line, line upon line; here a little, and there a little; that 

they might go, and fall backward, and be broken, and snared, and taken." 


So, the people of God, who have failed to learn these first principles: they fail to mature in the 
word of righteousness, knowledge, and strong meat, doctrine, Heb. 5:12—6:2, "For when for the 
time ye ought to be teachers, ye have need that one teach you again which be the first principles 
of the oracles of God; and are become such as have need of milk, and not of strong meat. For 
every one that useth milk is unskilful in the word of righteousness: for he is a babe. But strong 
meat belongeth to them that are of full age, even those who by reason of use have their senses 
exercised to discern both good and evil. Therefore leaving the principles of the doctrine of 
Christ, let us go on unto perfection; not laying again the foundation of repentance from dead 
works, and of faith toward God, Of the doctrine of baptisms, and of laying on of hands, and of 
resurrection of the dead, and of eternal judgment." 


And so, the Lord will then send ministers from foreign lands to preach the Gospel, as well as "his 
rest", being "the first principles of the oracles of God", Heb. 4:1-3, "Let us therefore fear, lest, a 
promise being left us of entering into his rest, any of you should seem to come short of it. For 
unto us was the gospel preached, as well as unto them: but the word preached did not profit 
them, not being mixed with faith in them that heard it. For we which have believed do enter into 
rest, as he said, As I have sworn in my wrath, if they shall enter into my rest: although the works 
were finished from the foundation of the world." 


To heed is to "hear the word of the LORD". But, these apostates deceive themselves. So, the 
Lord presents Christ, Who is the Way, for believers. Also judgment is meted out upon the 
apostates, which is the great falling away. And, the "scourge" will come to trodden down the 
apostates; and "From the time" of the great tribulation; and "For the bed" will give no comfort 
for the apostates to run to in the places of refuge, Isa. 28:14-20, "Wherefore hear the word of the 
LORD, ye scornful men, that rule this people which is in Jerusalem. Because ye have said, We 
have made a covenant with death, and with hell are we at agreement; when the overflowing 
scourge shall pass through, it shall not come unto us: for we have made lies our refuge, and 
under falsehood have we hid ourselves: Therefore thus saith the Lord GOD, Behold, I lay in Zion 
for a foundation a stone, a tried stone, a precious corner stone, a sure foundation: he that 
believeth shall not make haste. Judgment also will I lay to the line, and righteousness to the 
plummet: and the hail shall sweep away the refuge of lies, and the waters shall overflow the 
hiding place. And your covenant with death shall be disannulled, and your agreement with hell 
shall not stand; when the overflowing scourge shall pass through, then ye shall be trodden down 
by it. From the time that it goeth forth it shall take you: for morning by morning shall it pass 
over, by day and by night: and it shall be a vexation only to understand the report. For the bed is 
shorter than that a man can stretch himself on it: and the covering narrower than that he can wrap 
himself in it." 
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Rev. 2:22-23, "Behold, I will cast her into a bed, and them that commit adultery with her into 
great tribulation, except they repent of their deeds. And I will kill her children with death; and all 
the churches shall know that I am he which searcheth the reins and hearts: and I will give unto 
every one of you according to your works." 


From mount, from on high, to valley, down low, the Lord will bring on His "strange work" with 
His "strange act". His judgment and wrath brought upon His enemies, which are haters of God, 
so done from Zion to Armageddon, Isa. 28:21, "For the LORD shall rise up as in mount Perazim, 
he shall be wroth as in the valley of Gibeon, that he may do his work, his strange work; and bring 
to pass his act, his strange act." 


Rev. 16:12-16, "And the sixth angel poured out his vial upon the great river Euphrates; and the 
water thereof was dried up, that the way of the kings of the east might be prepared. And I saw 
three unclean spirits like frogs come out of the mouth of the dragon, and out of the mouth of the 
beast, and out of the mouth of the false prophet. For they are the spirits of devils, working 
miracles, which go forth unto the kings of the earth and of the whole world, to gather them to the 
battle of that great day of God Almighty. Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, 
and keepeth his garments, lest he walk naked, and they see his shame. And he gathered them 
together into a place called in the Hebrew tongue Armageddon." 


So then, "be ye not mockers", as those in the last days, Isa. 28:22-23, "Now therefore be ye not 
mockers, lest your bands be made strong: for I have heard from the Lord GOD of hosts a 
consumption, even determined upon the whole earth. Give ye ear, and hear my voice; hearken, 
and hear my speech." 


Jude 1:18, "How that they told you there should be mockers in the last time, who should walk 
after their own ungodly lusts." 


2 Peter 3:2-4, "That ye may be mindful of the words which were spoken before by the holy 
prophets, and of the commandment of us the apostles of the Lord and Saviour: Knowing this 
first, that there shall come in the last days scoffers, walking after their own lusts, And saying, 
Where is the promise of his coming? for since the fathers fell asleep, all things continue as they 
were from the beginning of the creation." 


Instead, heed the word of God, because "It is written, That man shall not live by bread alone, but 
by every word of God" (Luke 4:4). 


The "plowman” is the evangelist, who plows: preaches the Gospel, "to sow", and makes "plain 
the face thereof" that is make disciples for Christ. This corresponds to the Parable of the Sower, 
Isa. 28:24-25, "Doth the plowman plow all day to sow? doth he open and break the clods of his 
ground? When he hath made plain the face thereof, doth he not cast abroad the fitches, and 
scatter the cummin, and cast in the principal wheat and the appointed barley and the rie in their 
place?" 
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Matt. 13:18-23, "Hear ye therefore the parable of the sower. When any one heareth the word of 
the kingdom, and understandeth it not, then cometh the wicked one, and catcheth away that 
which was sown in his heart. This is he which received seed by the way side. But he that 
received the seed into stony places, the same is he that heareth the word, and anon with joy 
receiveth it; Yet hath he not root in himself, but dureth for a while: for when tribulation or 
persecution ariseth because of the word, by and by he is offended. He also that received seed 
among the thorns is he that heareth the word; and the care of this world, and the deceitfulness of 
riches, choke the word, and he becometh unfruitful. But he that received seed into the good 
ground is he that heareth the word, and understandeth it; which also beareth fruit, and bringeth 
forth, some an hundredfold, some sixty, some thirty." 


And so, God instructs to discretion, which is to make known "the mysteries of the kingdom of 
heaven", Isa. 28:26, "For his God doth instruct him to discretion, and doth teach him." 


Matt. 13:10-17, "And the disciples came, and said unto him, Why speakest thou unto them in 
parables? He answered and said unto them, Because it is given unto you to know the mysteries of 
the kingdom of heaven, but to them it is not given. For whosoever hath, to him shall be given, 
and he shall have more abundance: but whosoever hath not, from him shall be taken away even 
that he hath. Therefore speak I to them in parables: because they seeing see not; and hearing they 
hear not, neither do they understand. And in them is fulfilled the prophecy of Esaias, which saith, 
By hearing ye shall hear, and shall not understand; and seeing ye shall see, and shall not 
perceive: For this people's heart is waxed gross, and their ears are dull of hearing, and their eyes 
they have closed; lest at any time they should see with their eyes, and hear with their ears, and 
should understand with their heart, and should be converted, and I should heal them. But blessed 
are your eyes, for they see: and your ears, for they hear. For verily I say unto you, That many 
prophets and righteous men have desired to see those things which ye see, and have not seen 
them; and to hear those things which ye hear, and have not heard them." 


To be "beaten", "with a rod", is as with correction for apostates, but also with those saints, who 
"live godly in Christ Jesus shall suffer persecution". Just as Christ was "bruised" for our 
redemption, so we, who are born again, are not above being bruised and chastened, Isa. 28:27- 
28, "For the fitches are not threshed with a threshing instrument, neither is a cart wheel turned 
about upon the cummin; but the fitches are beaten out with a staff, and the cummin with a 

rod. Bread corn is bruised; because he will not ever be threshing it, nor break it with the wheel of 
his cart, nor bruise it with his horsemen." 


John 15:20, "Remember the word that I said unto you, The servant is not greater than his lord. If 
they have persecuted me, they will also persecute you; if they have kept my saying, they will 
keep yours also." 


2 Tim. 3:12, "Yea, and all that will live godly in Christ Jesus shall suffer persecution." 
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Heb. 12:6, "For whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth, and scourgeth every son whom he 
receiveth." 


The LORD "is wonderful in counsel, and excellent in working", meaning His predestinated 
salvation is for those who believe on Christ Jesus for the redemption of their souls, Isa. 28:29, 
"This also cometh forth from the LORD of hosts, which is wonderful in counsel, and excellent in 
working." 


Eph. 1:5-12, "Having predestinated us unto the adoption of children by Jesus Christ to himself, 
according to the good pleasure of his will, To the praise of the glory of his grace, wherein he 
hath made us accepted in the beloved. In whom we have redemption through his blood, the 
forgiveness of sins, according to the riches of his grace; Wherein he hath abounded toward us in 
all wisdom and prudence; Having made known unto us the mystery of his will, according to his 
good pleasure which he hath purposed in himself: That in the dispensation of the fulness of times 
he might gather together in one all things in Christ, both which are in heaven, and which are on 
earth; even in him: In whom also we have obtained an inheritance, being predestinated according 
to the purpose of him who worketh all things after the counsel of his own will: That we should 
be to the praise of his glory, who first trusted in Christ." 


The Burden of Ariel 


"Woe to Ariel": "Ariel" is a prophetic name for Jerusalem, meaning "lion of God". In this 
fanciful prophecy, Jerusalem is seen as being under siege by her enemies, especially in the last 
days, Isa. 29:1-6, "Woe to Ariel, to Ariel, the city where David dwelt! add ye year to year; let 
them kill sacrifices. Yet I will distress Ariel, and there shall be heaviness and sorrow: and it shall 
be unto me as Ariel. And I will camp against thee round about, and will lay siege against thee 
with a mount, and I will raise forts against thee. And thou shalt be brought down, and shalt speak 
out of the ground, and thy speech shall be low out of the dust, and thy voice shall be, as of one 
that hath a familiar spirit, out of the ground, and thy speech shall whisper out of the 

dust. Moreover the multitude of thy strangers shall be like small dust, and the multitude of the 
terrible ones shall be as chaff that passeth away: yea, it shall be at an instant suddenly. Thou shalt 
be visited of the LORD of hosts with thunder, and with earthquake, and great noise, with storm 
and tempest, and the flame of devouring fire." 


The Lord indicates that He will bring distress upon her, because she has become as Sodom and 
Egypt, which are types of worldly wickedness, Zech. 14:2, "For I will gather all nations against 
Jerusalem to battle; and the city shall be taken, and the houses rifled, and the women ravished; 
and half of the city shall go forth into captivity, and the residue of the people shall not be cut off 
from the city." 


Luke 19:43-44, "For the days shall come upon thee, that thine enemies shall cast a trench about 
thee, and compass thee round, and keep thee in on every side, And shall lay thee even with the 
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ground, and thy children within thee; and they shall not leave in thee one stone upon another; 
because thou knewest not the time of thy visitation." 


However, this "multitude of all the nations" that comes against "mount Zion" resembles when a 
reprisal of Gog of Magog comes against the camp of the saints, Isa. 29:7-8, " And the multitude 
of all the nations that fight against Ariel, even all that fight against her and her munition, and that 
distress her, shall be as a dream of a night vision. It shall even be as when an hungry man 
dreameth, and, behold, he eateth; but he awaketh, and his soul is empty: or as when a thirsty man 
dreameth, and, behold, he drinketh; but he awaketh, and, behold, he is faint, and his soul hath 
appetite: so shall the multitude of all the nations be, that fight against mount Zion." 


Rev. 20:7-10, " And when the thousand years are expired, Satan shall be loosed out of his 
prison, And shall go out to deceive the nations which are in the four quarters of the earth, Gog 
and Magog, to gather them together to battle: the number of whom is as the sand of the sea. And 
they went up on the breadth of the earth, and compassed the camp of the saints about, and the 
beloved city: and fire came down from God out of heaven, and devoured them. And the devil 
that deceived them was cast into the lake of fire and brimstone, where the beast and the false 
prophet are, and shall be tormented day and night for ever and ever."

They that "wonder", "cry", and "are drunken" resembles the foolishness of apostates, reprobates, 
and sodomites, which are of the Israel of Babylon, Isa. 29:9-12, "Stay yourselves, and wonder; 
cry ye out, and cry: they are drunken, but not with wine; they stagger, but not with strong 

drink. For the LORD hath poured out upon you the spirit of deep sleep, and hath closed your 
eyes: the prophets and your rulers, the seers hath he covered. And the vision of all is become 
unto you as the words of a book that is sealed, which men deliver to one that is learned, saying, 
Read this, I pray thee: and he saith, I cannot; for it is sealed: And the book is delivered to him 
that is not learned, saying, Read this, I pray thee: and he saith, I am not learned." 


2 Tim. 3:7-9, "Ever learning, and never able to come to the knowledge of the truth. Now as 
Jannes and Jambres withstood Moses, so do these also resist the truth: men of corrupt minds, 
reprobate concerning the faith. But they shall proceed no further: for their folly shall be manifest 
unto all men, as theirs also was." 


Rom. 11:7-8, "What then? Israel hath not obtained that which he seeketh for; but the election 
hath obtained it, and the rest were blinded (According as it is written, God hath given them the 
spirit of slumber, eyes that they should not see, and ears that they should not hear;) unto this 
day. 


" 


And, "this people" are false disciples that are carried by every wind of doctrine, Isa. 29:13-14, 
"Wherefore the Lord said, Forasmuch as this people draw near me with their mouth, and with 
their lips do honour me, but have removed their heart far from me, and their fear toward me is 
taught by the precept of men: Therefore, behold, I will proceed to do a marvellous work among 
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this people, even a marvellous work and a wonder: for the wisdom of their wise men shall perish, 
and the understanding of their prudent men shall be hid." 


Eph. 4:14, "That we henceforth be no more children, tossed to and fro, and carried about with 
every wind of doctrine, by the sleight of men, and cunning craftiness, whereby they lie in wait to 
deceive". 


"Woe" to those children of disobedience, for they deceive and deceive themselves, Isa. 29:15-17, 
"Woe unto them that seek deep to hide their counsel from the LORD, and their works are in the 
dark, and they say, Who seeth us? and who knoweth us? Surely your turning of things upside 
down shall be esteemed as the potter's clay: for shall the work say of him that made it, He made 
me not? or shall the thing framed say of him that framed it, He had no understanding? Is it not 
yet a very little while, and Lebanon shall be turned into a fruitful field, and the fruitful field shall 
be esteemed as a forest?" 


However, Lebanon, being "a fruitful field" and "as a forest", is a type of the Gentile world, in 
which "the fulness of the Gentiles" shall "come in", as with the latter rain generation, Rom. 
11:25, "For I would not, brethren, that ye should be ignorant of this mystery, lest ye should be 
wise in your own conceits; that blindness in part is happened to Israel, until the fulness of the 
Gentiles be come in." 


Jas. 5:7, "Be patient therefore, brethren, unto the coming of the Lord. Behold, the husbandman 
waiteth for the precious fruit of the earth, and hath long patience for it, until he receive the early 
and latter rain." 


And so "in that day" the deaf and blind of the latter rain will be open to "the words of the book", 
the Gospel, the New Testament, and Revelation, Isa. 29:18-19, "And in that day shall the deaf 
hear the words of the book, and the eyes of the blind shall see out of obscurity, and out of 
darkness. The meek also shall increase their joy in the LORD, and the poor among men shall 
rejoice in the Holy One of Israel." 


Matt. 11:5, "The blind receive their sight, and the lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, and the 
deaf hear, the dead are raised up, and the poor have the gospel preached to them." 


So, "the terrible one", which is the beast, false prophet, great whore, and dragon; "and the 
scorner" are the scoffers in the last days. All are enemies of God, and will be "cut off", Isa. 
29:20-21, "For the terrible one is brought to nought, and the scorner is consumed, and all that 
watch for iniquity are cut off: That make a man an offender for a word, and lay a snare for him 
that reproveth in the gate, and turn aside the just for a thing of nought." 


2 Peter 3:2-4, "That ye may be mindful of the words which were spoken before by the holy 
prophets, and of the commandment of us the apostles of the Lord and Saviour: Knowing this 
first, that there shall come in the last days scoffers, walking after their own lusts, And saying, 
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Where is the promise of his coming? for since the fathers fell asleep, all things continue as they 
were from the beginning of the creation." 


"Jacob" is a type of Hebrew Christians (a remnant of "Jews"), who repent to Christ, Isa. 29:22- 
23, "Therefore thus saith the LORD, who redeemed Abraham, concerning the house of Jacob, 
Jacob shall not now be ashamed, neither shall his face now wax pale. But when he seeth his 
children, the work of mine hands, in the midst of him, they shall sanctify my name, and sanctify 
the Holy One of Jacob, and shall fear the God of Israel." 


Rom. 9:33, "As it is written, Behold, I lay in Sion a stumblingstone and rock of offence: and 
whosoever believeth on him shall not be ashamed." 


"They also" are the latter rain "Gentile" saints, who will "come to understanding", with the 
preaching of the Gospel. And, "learn doctrine", as with the first principles of the oracles of God, 
Isa. 29:24, "They also that erred in spirit shall come to understanding, and they that murmured 
shall learn doctrine." 


Rom. 11:11, "I say then, Have they stumbled that they should fall? God forbid: but rather 
through their fall salvation is come unto the Gentiles, for to provoke them to jealousy." 


The Burden of Apostates 


"Woe to the rebellious children" is Jews and apostates; and "Egypt" is a type of the world, which 
are reprobates and sodomites. And, these Jews and apostates "go down into Egypt" and become a 
part of the wickedness of the world, Isa. 30:1-2, "Woe to the rebellious children, saith the LORD, 
that take counsel, but not of me; and that cover with a covering, but not of my spirit, that they 
may add sin to sin: That walk to go down into Egypt, and have not asked at my mouth; to 
strengthen themselves in the strength of Pharaoh, and to trust in the shadow of Egypt!" 


"Pharaoh" is a type of the great whore, mystery Babylon, which will be to the shame of those 
who put their trust in Egypt, Isa. 30:3-5, "Therefore shall the strength of Pharaoh be your shame, 
and the trust in the shadow of Egypt your confusion. For his princes were at Zoan, and his 
ambassadors came to Hanes. They were all ashamed of a people that could not profit them, nor 
be an help nor profit, but a shame, and also a reproach." 


"They", "all": reprobates and sodomites are "ashamed of a people": Jews and apostates, who are 
seen as "a shame, and "a reproach", Jer. 43:7, "So they came into the land of Egypt: for they 
obeyed not the voice of the LORD: thus came they even to Tahpanhes." 


A prophecy on "the beasts of the south", which are types of Egypt, Cush, and Ethiopia; and "into 
the land of trouble" indicates the world of Babylon; and "the young and old lion" point to the 
North and West of the world, Isa. 30:6, "The burden of the beasts of the south: into the land of 
trouble and anguish, from whence come the young and old lion, the viper and fiery flying 
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serpent, they will carry their riches upon the shoulders of young asses, and their treasures upon 
the bunches of camels, to a people that shall not profit them." 


And, "the viper and fiery flying serpent" represent the dragon: the old serpent, the devil, Satan; 
as well as the beast, the false prophet, and the great whore, Rev. 12:3, "And there appeared 
another wonder in heaven; and behold a great red dragon, having seven heads and ten horns, and 
seven crowns upon his heads." 


Rev. 12:9, "And the great dragon was cast out, that old serpent, called the Devil, and Satan, 
which deceiveth the whole world: he was cast out into the earth, and his angels were cast out 
with him." 


Rev. 13:2, "And the beast which I saw was like unto a leopard, and his feet were as the feet of a 
bear, and his mouth as the mouth of a lion: and the dragon gave him his power, and his seat, and 
great authority.” 


Rev. 13:11, "And I beheld another beast coming up out of the earth; and he had two horns like a 
lamb, and he spake as a dragon." 


And "the Egyptians" are a type of the people of mystery Babylon, Isa. 30:7, "For the Egyptians 
shall help in vain, and to no purpose: therefore have I cried concerning this, Their strength is to 
sit still." 


Jas. 5:1-3, "Go to now, ye rich men, weep and howl for your miseries that shall come upon you. 
Your riches are corrupted, and your garments are motheaten. Your gold and silver is cankered; 
and the rust of them shall be a witness against you, and shall eat your flesh as it were fire. Ye 
have heaped treasure together for the last days." 


The "book" is an attribute of the word of God aimed at the "rebellious people": Jews and 
apostates, who will cause "the Holy One of Israel to cease from before us", Isa. 30:8-11, "Now 
go, write it before them in a table, and note it in a book, that it may be for the time to come for 
ever and ever: That this is a rebellious people, lying children, children that will not hear the law 
of the LORD: Which say to the seers, See not; and to the prophets, Prophesy not unto us right 
things, speak unto us smooth things, prophesy deceits: Get you out of the way, turn aside out of 
the path, cause the Holy One of Israel to cease from before us." 


2 Tim. 4:3-4, "For the time will come when they will not endure sound doctrine; but after their 
own lusts shall they heap to themselves teachers, having itching ears; And they shall turn away 
their ears from the truth, and shall be turned unto fables." 


2 Tim. 3:1-9, "This know also, that in the last days perilous times shall come. For men shall be 
lovers of their own selves, covetous, boasters, proud, blasphemers, disobedient to parents, 
unthankful, unholy, Without natural affection, trucebreakers, false accusers, incontinent, fierce, 
despisers of those that are good, Traitors, heady, highminded, lovers of pleasures more than 
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lovers of God; Having a form of godliness, but denying the power thereof: from such turn 
away. For of this sort are they which creep into houses, and lead captive silly women laden with 
sins, led away with divers lusts, Ever learning, and never able to come to the knowledge of the 
truth. Now as Jannes and Jambres withstood Moses, so do these also resist the truth: men of 
corrupt minds, reprobate concerning the faith. But they shall proceed no further: for their folly 
shall be manifest unto all men, as theirs also was." 


So, they "despise this word", and in "perverseness", dwelling in a perverse nation of people in 
the world, Isa. 30:12-14, "Wherefore thus saith the Holy One of Israel, Because ye despise this 
word, and trust in oppression and perverseness, and stay thereon: Therefore this iniquity shall be 
to you as a breach ready to fall, swelling out in a high wall, whose breaking cometh suddenly at 
an instant. And he shall break it as the breaking of the potters' vessel that is broken in pieces; he 
shall not spare: so that there shall not be found in the bursting of it a sherd to take fire from the 
hearth, or to take water withal out of the pit." 


Phil. 2:15-16, "That ye may be blameless and harmless, the sons of God, without rebuke, in the 
midst of a crooked and perverse nation, among whom ye shine as lights in the world; Holding 
forth the word of life; that I may rejoice in the day of Christ, that I have not run in vain, neither 
laboured in vain." 


Matt. 13:41-42, "The Son of man shall send forth his angels, and they shall gather out of his 
kingdom all things that offend, and them which do iniquity; And shall cast them into a furnace of 
fire: there shall be wailing and gnashing of teeth." 


"And he shall break it", in which the Lord shall have the empire of greater Israel trodden down 
by the "Chaldeans" and "Romans" of the empire of greater Assyria at Armageddon, Rom. 9:21- 
26, "Hath not the potter power over the clay, of the same lump to make one vessel unto honour, 
and another unto dishonour? What if God, willing to shew his wrath, and to make his power 
known, endured with much longsuffering the vessels of wrath fitted to destruction: And that he 
might make known the riches of his glory on the vessels of mercy, which he had afore prepared 
unto glory, Even us, whom he hath called, not of the Jews only, but also of the Gentiles? As he 
saith also in Osee, I will call them my people, which were not my people; and her beloved, 
which was not beloved. And it shall come to pass, that in the place where it was said unto them, 
Ye are not my people; there shall they be called the children of the living God." 


Rev. 18:10, 17, 19, "Standing afar off for the fear of her torment, saying, Alas, alas, that great 
city Babylon, that mighty city! for in one hour is thy judgment come. ... For in one hour so great 
riches is come to nought. And every shipmaster, and all the company in ships, and sailors, and as 
many as trade by sea, stood afar off, ... And they cast dust on their heads, and cried, weeping 
and wailing, saying, Alas, alas, that great city, wherein were made rich all that had ships in the 
sea by reason of her costliness! for in one hour is she made desolate." 
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And, "In returning and rest shall ye be saved" is to repent and believe on Christ. But, the reply is 
"No"! So, they will flee swiftly; and their enemies will pursue them swiftly until surrounded on a 
mountain top (cf. Masada siege, AD 73), Isa. 30:15-18, "For thus saith the Lord GOD, the Holy 
One of Israel; In returning and rest shall ye be saved; in quietness and in confidence shall be your 
strength: and ye would not. But ye said, No; for we will flee upon horses; therefore shall ye flee: 
and, We will ride upon the swift; therefore shall they that pursue you be swift. One thousand 
shall flee at the rebuke of one; at the rebuke of five shall ye flee: till ye be left as a beacon upon 
the top of a mountain, and as an ensign on an hill. And therefore will the LORD wait, that he 
may be gracious unto you, and therefore will he be exalted, that he may have mercy upon you: 
for the LORD is a God of judgment: blessed are all they that wait for him." 


God will wait, for He is the God of judgment; and we are to "wait", for "the third day", Hos. 6:1- 
3, "Come, and let us return unto the LORD: for he hath torn, and he will heal us; he hath smitten, 
and he will bind us up. After two days will he revive us: in the third day he will raise us up, and 
we Shall live in his sight. Then shall we know, if we follow on to know the LORD: his going 
forth is prepared as the morning; and he shall come unto us as the rain, as the latter and former 
rain unto the earth." 


Eze. 39:25-26, "Therefore thus saith the Lord GOD; Now will I bring again the captivity of 
Jacob, and have mercy upon the whole house of Israel, and will be jealous for my holy name; 
After that they have borne their shame, and all their trespasses whereby they have trespassed 
against me, when they dwelt safely in their land, and none made them afraid." 


And, the people of God, the Israel of God, will "dwell in Zion at Jerusalem", the camp of the 
saints; and they will "weep no more", while looking forward to the new Jerusalem, Isa. 30:19, 
"For the people shall dwell in Zion at Jerusalem: thou shalt weep no more: he will be very 
gracious unto thee at the voice of thy cry; when he shall hear it, he will answer thee." 


Rev. 21:4, "And God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes; and there shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow, nor crying, neither shall there be any more pain: for the former things are passed 
away." 


And, "thy teachers" are the latter rain preachers of the Gospel: "This is the way, walk ye in it", 
"the king's high way", Isa. 30:20-21, "And though the Lord give you the bread of adversity, and 
the water of affliction, yet shall not thy teachers be removed into a corner any more, but thine 
eyes shall see thy teachers: And thine ears shall hear a word behind thee, saying, This is the way, 
walk ye in it, when ye turn to the right hand, and when ye turn to the left." 


Num. 20:17, "Let us pass, I pray thee, through thy country: we will not pass through the fields, or 
through the vineyards, neither will we drink of the water of the wells: we will go by the king's 
high way, we will not turn to the right hand nor to the left, until we have passed thy borders." 
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John 14:6, "Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, the truth, and the life: no man cometh unto the 
Father, but by me." 


And, they that flee to the places of refuge will repent of their idols and cast them away, Isa. 
30:22, "Ye shall defile also the covering of thy graven images of silver, and the ornament of thy 
molten images of gold: thou shalt cast them away as a menstruous cloth; thou shalt say unto it, 
Get thee hence." 


And, "the rain of thy seed" refers to the latter rain generation of saints that will result "in that 
day" from the spiritual and material blessings, and looking forward to the thousand-year camp of 
the saints on earth, Isa. 30:23-24, "Then shall he give the rain of thy seed, that thou shalt sow the 
ground withal; and bread of the increase of the earth, and it shall be fat and plenteous: in that day 
shall thy cattle feed in large pastures. The oxen likewise and the young asses that ear the ground 
shall eat clean provender, which hath been winnowed with the shovel and with the fan." 


The "high mountain" and "high hill", as well as the "rivers and streams of waters in the day of 
the great slaughter" refer to the beasts and their armies that come against the saints in the places 
of refuge, and in the day, when the Lord returns with His armies, Isa. 30:25-26, "And there shall 
be upon every high mountain, and upon every high hill, rivers and streams of waters in the day of 
the great slaughter, when the towers fall. Moreover the light of the moon shall be as the light of 
the sun, and the light of the sun shall be sevenfold, as the light of seven days, in the day that the 
LORD bindeth up the breach of his people, and healeth the stroke of their wound." 


Rev. 12:15, "And the serpent cast out of his mouth water as a flood after the woman, that he 
might cause her to be carried away of the flood." 


Jer. 19:6, "Therefore, behold, the days come, saith the LORD, that this place shall no more be 
called Tophet, nor The valley of the son of Hinnom, but The valley of slaughter." 


Rev. 19:17-19, "And I saw an angel standing in the sun; and he cried with a loud voice, saying to 
all the fowls that fly in the midst of heaven, Come and gather yourselves together unto the supper 
of the great God; That ye may eat the flesh of kings, and the flesh of captains, and the flesh of 
mighty men, and the flesh of horses, and of them that sit on them, and the flesh of all men, both 
free and bond, both small and great. And I saw the beast, and the kings of the earth, and their 
armies, gathered together to make war against him that sat on the horse, and against his army." 


So, "when the towers fall", that of mystery Babylon, comes "the light of the sun" every day, as 
well as when "in the day that the LORD bindeth up the breach of his people, and healeth the 
stroke of their wound", in which the nations shall be saved, Rev. 11:13, "And the same hour was 
there a great earthquake, and the tenth part of the city fell, and in the earthquake were slain of 
men seven thousand: and the remnant were affrighted, and gave glory to the God of heaven." 
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Rev. 21:23-24, "And the city had no need of the sun, neither of the moon, to shine in it: for the 
glory of God did lighten it, and the Lamb is the light thereof. And the nations of them which are 
saved shall walk in the light of it: and the kings of the earth do bring their glory and honour into 
it.” 

And, in "the name of the LORD", He comes with "burning" and "anger": "to sift the nations" and 
"bridle" the people of the nations to judgment, Isa. 30:27-28, "Behold, the name of the LORD 
cometh from far, burning with his anger, and the burden thereof is heavy: his lips are full of 
indignation, and his tongue as a devouring fire: And his breath, as an overflowing stream, shall 
reach to the midst of the neck, to sift the nations with the sieve of vanity: and there shall be a 
bridle in the jaws of the people, causing them to err." 


Eze. 38:4, "And I will turn thee back, and put hooks into thy jaws, and I will bring thee forth, and 
all thine army, horses and horsemen, all of them clothed with all sorts of armour, even a great 
company with bucklers and shields, all of them handling swords". 


Rev. 19:12, "His eyes were as a flame of fire, and on his head were many crowns; and he had a 
name written, that no man knew, but he himself." 


Rev. 19:15, "And out of his mouth goeth a sharp sword, that with it he should smite the nations: 
and he shall rule them with a rod of iron: and he treadeth the winepress of the fierceness and 
wrath of Almighty God." 


And then with a song, as the song of Moses, the saints will rejoice with a "new song" over the 
trumpet and vial judgments of the Lord, culminating with the seventh seal: "the indignation of 
his anger", as "with the flame of a devouring fire" and with the "tempest, and hailstones", Isa. 
30:29-30, "Ye shall have a song, as in the night when a holy solemnity is kept; and gladness of 
heart, as when one goeth with a pipe to come into the mountain of the LORD, to the mighty One 
of Israel. And the LORD shall cause his glorious voice to be heard, and shall shew the lighting 
down of his arm, with the indignation of his anger, and with the flame of a devouring fire, with 
scattering, and tempest, and hailstones." 


Rev. 7:9-12, "After this I beheld, and, lo, a great multitude, which no man could number, of all 
nations, and kindreds, and people, and tongues, stood before the throne, and before the Lamb, 
clothed with white robes, and palms in their hands; And cried with a loud voice, saying, 
Salvation to our God which sitteth upon the throne, and unto the Lamb. And all the angels stood 
round about the throne, and about the elders and the four beasts, and fell before the throne on 
their faces, and worshipped God, Saying, Amen: Blessing, and glory, and wisdom, and 
thanksgiving, and honour, and power, and might, be unto our God for ever and ever. Amen." 


Rev. 8:1-5, "And when he had opened the seventh seal, there was silence in heaven about the 
space of half an hour. And I saw the seven angels which stood before God; and to them were 
given seven trumpets. And another angel came and stood at the altar, having a golden censer; and 
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there was given unto him much incense, that he should offer it with the prayers of all saints upon 
the golden altar which was before the throne. And the smoke of the incense, which came with the 
prayers of the saints, ascended up before God out of the angel's hand. And the angel took the 
censer, and filled it with fire of the altar, and cast it into the earth: and there were voices, and 
thunderings, and lightnings, and an earthquake." 


And then finally "the Assyrian" will be "smote with a rod": "in battles of shaking will he fight 
with it"; and the Lord shall cast His enemies in to "Tophet", a type of Gehenna or lake of fire, 
Isa. 30:31-33, "For through the voice of the LORD shall the Assyrian be beaten down, which 
smote with a rod. And in every place where the grounded staff shall pass, which the LORD shall 
lay upon him, it shall be with tabrets and harps: and in battles of shaking will he fight with it. For 
Tophet is ordained of old; yea, for the king it is prepared; he hath made it deep and large: the pile 
thereof is fire and much wood; the breath of the LORD, like a stream of brimstone, doth kindle 
it.” 


Rev. 19:11, "And I saw heaven opened, and behold a white horse; and he that sat upon him was 
called Faithful and True, and in righteousness he doth judge and make war." 


Rev. 19:15, "And out of his mouth goeth a sharp sword, that with it he should smite the nations: 
and he shall rule them with a rod of iron: and he treadeth the winepress of the fierceness and 
wrath of Almighty God." 


Rev. 19:20-21, "And the beast was taken, and with him the false prophet that wrought miracles 
before him, with which he deceived them that had received the mark of the beast, and them that 
worshipped his image. These both were cast alive into a lake of fire burning with brimstone. And 
the remnant were slain with the sword of him that sat upon the horse, which sword proceeded out 
of his mouth: and all the fowls were filled with their flesh." 


Rev. 14:10, "The same shall drink of the wine of the wrath of God, which is poured out without 
mixture into the cup of his indignation; and he shall be tormented with fire and brimstone in the 
presence of the holy angels, and in the presence of the Lamb". 


Rev. 20:10, "And the devil that deceived them was cast into the lake of fire and brimstone, where 
the beast and the false prophet are, and shall be tormented day and night for ever and ever." 


Rev. 20:14-15, "And death and hell were cast into the lake of fire. This is the second death. And 
whosoever was not found written in the book of life was cast into the lake of fire." 


Judgment on the Egypt of Babylon 


"Woe to them": "that go down to Egypt", the "them" being the Jews and apostates that go to the 
world "for help", instead of repenting to Christ, Isa. 31:1, "Woe to them that go down to Egypt 
for help; and stay on horses, and trust in chariots, because they are many; and in horsemen, 
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because they are very strong; but they look not unto the Holy One of Israel, neither seek the 
LORD!" 


So, the Lord will come with His Word against "the house of the evildoers", the beasts and their 
armies, as well as "them that work iniquity", the Jews and apostates, Isa. 31:2, "Yet he also is 
wise, and will bring evil, and will not call back his words: but will arise against the house of the 
evildoers, and against the help of them that work iniquity." 


And, "the Egyptians" as well as the "they all" are the people of the world, who "all shall fail 
together", in which all the enemies of God will be defeated in the end, Isa. 31:3, "Now the 
Egyptians are men, and not God; and their horses flesh, and not spirit. When the LORD shall 
stretch out his hand, both he that helpeth shall fall, and he that is holpen shall fall down, and they 
all shall fail together." 


And, "the lion and the young lion" are "a multitude of shepherds" that comes from the West. So, 
when the Lord will returns, He comes "to fight for mount Zion", for the saints in their places of 
refuge, and upon "the hill thereof", the mount of Olives, while "passing over" the Lord comes 
against the Assyrian, Isa. 31:4-5, "For thus hath the LORD spoken unto me, Like as the lion and 
the young lion roaring on his prey, when a multitude of shepherds is called forth against him, he 
will not be afraid of their voice, nor abase himself for the noise of them: so shall the LORD of 
hosts come down to fight for mount Zion, and for the hill thereof. As birds flying, so will the 
LORD of hosts defend Jerusalem; defending also he will deliver it; and passing over he will 
preserve it." 


Matt. 24:27-28, "For as the lightning cometh out of the east, and shineth even unto the west; so 
shall also the coming of the Son of man be. For wheresoever the carcase is, there will the eagles 
be gathered together." 


And, "the children of Israel" who have rebelled, as "rebellious children", will become the latter 
rain remnant of Jacob "in that day" will repent from their idols and turn to Christ, Isa. 31:6-7, 
"Turn ye unto him from whom the children of Israel have deeply revolted. For in that day every 
man shall cast away his idols of silver, and his idols of gold, which your own hands have made 
unto you for a sin." 


The beast, "the Assyrian": "his young men", his armies shall "fall with the sword". But, he shall 
flee "to his strong hold for fear" that is from Armageddon to Jerusalem, where God's judgments 
will come to "his furnace in Jerusalem", the winepress of God's wrath, Isa. 31:8-9, "Then shall 
the Assyrian fall with the sword, not of a mighty man; and the sword, not of a mean man, shall 
devour him: but he shall flee from the sword, and his young men shall be discomfited. And he 
shall pass over to his strong hold for fear, and his princes shall be afraid of the ensign, saith the 
LORD, whose fire is in Zion, and his furnace in Jerusalem." 
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Dan. 11:40-45, "And at the time of the end shall the king of the south push at him: and the king 
of the north shall come against him like a whirlwind, with chariots, and with horsemen, and with 
many ships; and he shall enter into the countries, and shall overflow and pass over. He shall enter 
also into the glorious land, and many countries shall be overthrown: but these shall escape out of 
his hand, even Edom, and Moab, and the chief of the children of Ammon. He shall stretch forth 
his hand also upon the countries: and the land of Egypt shall not escape. But he shall have power 
over the treasures of gold and of silver, and over all the precious things of Egypt: and the 
Libyans and the Ethiopians shall be at his steps. But tidings out of the east and out of the north 
shall trouble him: therefore he shall go forth with great fury to destroy, and utterly to make away 
many. And he shall plant the tabernacles of his palace between the seas in the glorious holy 
mountain; yet he shall come to his end, and none shall help him." 


The Millennial Kingdom of Messiah 


The "king" is JESUS, Who will "reign in righteousness", as well as His "princes", the saints, who 
will "shall rule in judgment", Isa. 32:1, "Behold, a king shall reign in righteousness, and princes 
shall rule in judgment." 


Rev. 2:26-27, "And he that overcometh, and keepeth my works unto the end, to him will I give 
power over the nations: And he shall rule them with a rod of iron; as the vessels of a potter shall 
they be broken to shivers: even as I received of my Father." 


This prophecy speaks of the places of refuge for the saints, taking refuge in "the shadow of a 
great rock": the Rock, as in Sela or Petra, being Christ, the Son of man, Isa. 32:2, "And a man 
shall be as an hiding place from the wind, and a covert from the tempest; as rivers of water in a 
dry place, as the shadow of a great rock in a weary land." 


1 Cor. 10:4, "And did all drink the same spiritual drink: for they drank of that spiritual Rock that 
followed them: and that Rock was Christ." 


"And the eyes of them that see" are seers of God, as well as "the ears of them that hear" are the 
saints and churches of them that obey the word of God, Isa. 32:3, "And the eyes of them that see 
shall not be dim, and the ears of them that hear shall hearken." 


Matt. 13:16-17, "But blessed are your eyes, for they see: and your ears, for they hear. For verily I 
say unto you, That many prophets and righteous men have desired to see those things which ye 
see, and have not seen them; and to hear those things which ye hear, and have not heard them." 


Rev. 2:7, "He that hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit saith unto the churches; To him that 
overcometh will I give to eat of the tree of life, which is in the midst of the paradise of God." 
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And, "the rash shall understand knowledge"; "and the tongue of the stammerers shall be ready to 
speak plainly", in which newly born again believers, will have "the Spirit of your Father which 
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speaketh in you", Isa. 32:4, "The heart also of the rash shall understand knowledge, and the 
tongue of the stammerers shall be ready to speak plainly." 


Matt. 10:19-20, "But when they deliver you up, take no thought how or what ye shall speak: for 
it shall be given you in that same hour what ye shall speak. For it is not ye that speak, but the 
Spirit of your Father which speaketh in you." 


Dan. 12:4, "But thou, O Daniel, shut up the words, and seal the book, even to the time of the end: 
many shall run to and fro, and knowledge shall be increased." 


And, the "vile" and "churl" of people will be seen as wicked and perverted, as well as enemies of 
God, Isa 32:5-8, "The vile person shall be no more called liberal, nor the churl said to be 
bountiful. For the vile person will speak villany, and his heart will work iniquity, to practise 
hypocrisy, and to utter error against the LORD, to make empty the soul of the hungry, and he 
will cause the drink of the thirsty to fail. The instruments also of the churl are evil: he deviseth 
wicked devices to destroy the poor with lying words, even when the needy speaketh right. But 
the liberal deviseth liberal things; and by liberal things shall he stand." 


These are akin to the Pharisees, scribes, Nicolaitans, Cretans, and synagogues of Satan, such as 
modern-day qanons; and those akin to the Sadducees, Herodians, lawyers, lewd fellows of the 
baser sort, and doctors, such as the wokesters; however, there will be a restoration of true 
liberals, born again Christians, out of the bounty of God's goodness, 2 Cor. 8:2-4, "How that in a 
great trial of affliction the abundance of their joy and their deep poverty abounded unto the 
riches of their liberality. For to their power, I bear record, yea, and beyond their power they were 
willing of themselves; Praying us with much intreaty that we would receive the gift, and take 
upon us the fellowship of the ministering to the saints."

And, these "women": "at ease; and "careless daughters" are the effeminate cities and nations in 
the West that will be made ashamed and abased in the world, Isa 32:9-11, "Rise up, ye women 
that are at ease; hear my voice, ye careless daughters; give ear unto my speech. Many days and 
years shall ye be troubled, ye careless women: for the vintage shall fail, the gathering shall not 
come. Tremble, ye women that are at ease; be troubled, ye careless ones: strip you, and make 
you bare, and gird sackcloth upon your loins." 


Matt. 11:20-24, "Then began he to upbraid the cities wherein most of his mighty works were 
done, because they repented not: Woe unto thee, Chorazin! woe unto thee, Bethsaida! for if the 
mighty works, which were done in you, had been done in Tyre and Sidon, they would have 
repented long ago in sackcloth and ashes. But I say unto you, It shall be more tolerable for Tyre 
and Sidon at the day of judgment, than for you. And thou, Capernaum, which art exalted unto 
heaven, shalt be brought down to hell: for if the mighty works, which have been done in thee, 
had been done in Sodom, it would have remained until this day. But I say unto you, That it shall 
be more tolerable for the land of Sodom in the day of judgment, than for thee." 
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"They shall lament" and "the land of my people" refers to the Israel of apostates, which shall be 
left desolate in the world, because they are choked out by the "thorns and briers", which are false 
prophets and teachers, Isa 32:12-15, "They shall lament for the teats, for the pleasant fields, for 
the fruitful vine. Upon the land of my people shall come up thorns and briers; yea, upon all the 
houses of joy in the joyous city: Because the palaces shall be forsaken; the multitude of the city 
shall be left; the forts and towers shall be for dens for ever, a joy of wild asses, a pasture of 
flocks; Until the spirit be poured upon us from on high, and the wilderness be a fruitful field, and 
the fruitful field be counted for a forest." 


Luke 13:35, "Behold, your house is left unto you desolate: and verily I say unto you, Ye shall not 
see me, until the time come when ye shall say, Blessed is he that cometh in the name of the 
Lord." 


2 Peter 2:1, "But there were false prophets also among the people, even as there shall be false 
teachers among you, who privily shall bring in damnable heresies, even denying the Lord that 
bought them, and bring upon themselves swift destruction." 


But, "Until the spirit be poured upon us from on high": when the latter rain of Pentecost comes 
and brings in a latter rain harvest of souls to Christ, Acts 2:17-18, "And it shall come to pass in 
the last days, saith God, I will pour out of my Spirit upon all flesh: and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy, and your young men shall see visions, and your old men shall dream 
dreams: And on my servants and on my handmaidens I will pour out in those days of my Spirit; 
and they shall prophesy”. 


Matt. 9:37-38, "Then saith he unto his disciples, The harvest truly is plenteous, but the labourers 
are few; Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest, that he will send forth labourers into his 
harvest." 
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"Then judgment", "and righteousness" come upon the enemies of God to make "peace", 
"quietness", and "assurance" to the saints for "a peaceable habitation", and to dwell "in sure 
dwellings, and in quiet resting places": the thousand year camp of the saints, Isa. 32:16-19, 
"Then judgment shall dwell in the wilderness, and righteousness remain in the fruitful field. And 
the work of righteousness shall be peace; and the effect of righteousness quietness and assurance 
for ever. And my people shall dwell in a peaceable habitation, and in sure dwellings, and in quiet 
resting places; When it shall hail, coming down on the forest; and the city shall be low in a low 
place." 


Dan. 7:22, "Until the Ancient of days came, and judgment was given to the saints of the most 
High; and the time came that the saints possessed the kingdom."

Rev. 20:4, "And I saw thrones, and they sat upon them, and judgment was given unto them: and I 
saw the souls of them that were beheaded for the witness of Jesus, and for the word of God, and 
which had not worshipped the beast, neither his image, neither had received his mark upon their 
foreheads, or in their hands; and they lived and reigned with Christ a thousand years." 


And, "When it shall hail, coming down on the forest; and the city shall be low in a low place" 
refers to "the remnant", "affrighted", Rev. 11:13, "And the same hour was there a great 
earthquake, and the tenth part of the city fell, and in the earthquake were slain of men seven 
thousand: and the remnant were affrighted, and gave glory to the God of heaven." 


Rev. 16:19, "And the great city was divided into three parts, and the cities of the nations fell: and 
great Babylon came in remembrance before God, to give unto her the cup of the wine of the 
fierceness of his wrath." 


Rev. 16:21, "And there fell upon men a great hail out of heaven, every stone about the weight of 
a talent: and men blasphemed God because of the plague of the hail; for the plague thereof was 
exceeding great." 


"Blessed are ye that sow beside all waters, that send forth" is the work of the latter rain 
evangelists, Isa. 32:20, "Blessed are ye that sow beside all waters, that send forth thither the feet 
of the ox and the ass." 


1 Tim. 5:18, "For the scripture saith, Thou shalt not muzzle the ox that treadeth out the corn. 
And, The labourer is worthy of his reward." 


The Burden of the Assyrian 


"Woe" to the Assyrian spoiler, the king of the North, who was brought against the king of the 
South in the land of greater Israel. But, the Lord will deal recompense on him and his armies, Isa. 
33:1, "Woe to thee that spoilest, and thou wast not spoiled; and dealest treacherously, and they 
dealt not treacherously with thee! when thou shalt cease to spoil, thou shalt be spoiled; and when 
thou shalt make an end to deal treacherously, they shall deal treacherously with thee." 


Rev. 13:10, "He that leadeth into captivity shall go into captivity: he that killeth with the sword 
must be killed with the sword. Here is the patience and the faith of the saints." 


Rev. 11:18, "And the nations were angry, and thy wrath is come, and the time of the dead, that 
they should be judged, and that thou shouldest give reward unto thy servants the prophets, and to 
the saints, and them that fear thy name, small and great; and shouldest destroy them which 
destroy the earth." 
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The people of God plead with the Lord to be gracious on them in their "time of trouble": great 
tribulation and Jacob's trouble, Isa. 33:2, "O LORD, be gracious unto us; we have waited for 
thee: be thou their arm every morning, our salvation also in the time of trouble." 


Jer. 30:7, "Alas! for that day is great, so that none is like it: it is even the time of Jacob's trouble; 
but he shall be saved out of it." 


Nah. 1:7, "The LORD is good, a strong hold in the day of trouble; and he knoweth them that 
trust in him." 


John 16:33, "These things I have spoken unto you, that in me ye might have peace. In the world 
ye shall have tribulation: but be of good cheer; I have overcome the world." 


Then comes "the tumult" and "at the lifting up" is the abomination of desolation: the people will 
flee and the nations shall scatter, then the desolation is near at "the gathering" of Armageddon, 
Isa. 33:3-4, "At the noise of the tumult the people fled; at the lifting up of thyself the nations 
were scattered. And your spoil shall be gathered like the gathering of the caterpiller: as the 
running to and fro of locusts shall he run upon them." 


Luke 21:20-22, "And when ye shall see Jerusalem compassed with armies, then know that the 
desolation thereof is nigh. Then let them which are in Judaea flee to the mountains; and let them 
which are in the midst of it depart out; and let not them that are in the countries enter thereinto. 
For these be the days of vengeance, that all things which are written may be fulfilled." 


Rev. 16:12-16, "And the sixth angel poured out his vial upon the great river Euphrates; and the 
water thereof was dried up, that the way of the kings of the east might be prepared. And I saw 
three unclean spirits like frogs come out of the mouth of the dragon, and out of the mouth of the 
beast, and out of the mouth of the false prophet. For they are the spirits of devils, working 
miracles, which go forth unto the kings of the earth and of the whole world, to gather them to the 
battle of that great day of God Almighty. Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, 
and keepeth his garments, lest he walk naked, and they see his shame. And he gathered them 
together into a place called in the Hebrew tongue Armageddon." 


The Lord on high is Zion, which is the camp of the saints: the thousand-year kingdom of God on 
earth, and looking forward to the new Jerusalem, from which judgment, righteousness, and 
knowledge of salvation, rooted in the fear of the Lord, Isa. 33:5-6, "The LORD is exalted; for he 
dwelleth on high: he hath filled Zion with judgment and righteousness. And wisdom and 
knowledge shall be the stability of thy times, and strength of salvation: the fear of the LORD is 
his treasure." 


Psa. 97:8-10, "Zion heard, and was glad; and the daughters of Judah rejoiced because of thy 
judgments, O LORD. For thou, LORD, art high above all the earth: thou art exalted far above all 
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gods. Ye that love the LORD, hate evil: he preserveth the souls of his saints; he delivereth them 
out of the hand of the wicked." 


Rev. 11:15, "And the seventh angel sounded; and there were great voices in heaven, saying, The 
kingdoms of this world are become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Christ; and he shall 
reign for ever and ever." 


But, the Israel of Babylon, her "ambassadors" have failed to entreat the Assyrian; "he hath 
broken the covenant", which is the abomination of desolation, as seen on the earth: in places like 
Lebanon, Sharon, Bashan and Carmel, Isa. 33:7-9, "Behold, their valiant ones shall cry without: 
the ambassadors of peace shall weep bitterly. The highways lie waste, the wayfaring man 
ceaseth: he hath broken the covenant, he hath despised the cities, he regardeth no man. The earth 
mourneth and languisheth: Lebanon is ashamed and hewn down: Sharon is like a wilderness; and 
Bashan and Carmel shake off their fruits." 


Lebanon is the world of the Assyrian, Zech. 7:14, "But I scattered them with a whirlwind among 
all the nations whom they knew not. Thus the land was desolate after them, that no man passed 
through nor returned: for they laid the pleasant land desolate"; Sharon is the "pleasant land", 
Dan. 8:9, "And out of one of them came forth a little horn, which waxed exceeding great, toward 
the south, and toward the east, and toward the pleasant land"; Bashan and Carmel are the lands of 
Jordan and northwestern Arabia, Nah. 1:1-6, "The burden of Nineveh. The book of the vision of 
Nahum the Elkoshite. God is jealous, and the LORD revengeth; the LORD revengeth, and is 
furious; the LORD will take vengeance on his adversaries, and he reserveth wrath for his 
enemies. The LORD is slow to anger, and great in power, and will not at all acquit the wicked: 
the LORD hath his way in the whirlwind and in the storm, and the clouds are the dust of his feet. 
He rebuketh the sea, and maketh it dry, and drieth up all the rivers: Bashan languisheth, and 
Carmel, and the flower of Lebanon languisheth. The mountains quake at him, and the hills melt, 
and the earth is burned at his presence, yea, the world, and all that dwell therein. Who can stand 
before his indignation? and who can abide in the fierceness of his anger? his fury is poured out 
like fire, and the rocks are thrown down by him." 


The Lord will rise at the opening of the sixth seal: "fire, shall devour you" on the Assyrian, the 
beast, as well as on the people of Babylon. And, "they" will "be burned in the fire", the lake of 
fire, Isa 33:10-12, "Now will I rise, saith the LORD; now will I be exalted; now will I lift up 
myself. Ye shall conceive chaff, ye shall bring forth stubble: your breath, as fire, shall devour 
you. And the people shall be as the burnings of lime: as thorns cut up shall they be burned in the 
fire." 


Rev. 6:12-17, "And I beheld when he had opened the sixth seal, and, lo, there was a great 
earthquake; and the sun became black as sackcloth of hair, and the moon became as blood; And 
the stars of heaven fell unto the earth, even as a fig tree casteth her untimely figs, when she is 
shaken of a mighty wind. And the heaven departed as a scroll when it is rolled together; and 
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every mountain and island were moved out of their places. And the kings of the earth, and the 
great men, and the rich men, and the chief captains, and the mighty men, and every bondman, 
and every free man, hid themselves in the dens and in the rocks of the mountains; And said to the 
mountains and rocks, Fall on us, and hide us from the face of him that sitteth on the throne, and 
from the wrath of the Lamb: For the great day of his wrath is come; and who shall be able to 
stand?" 


Rev. 19:20-21, "And the beast was taken, and with him the false prophet that wrought miracles 
before him, with which he deceived them that had received the mark of the beast, and them that 
worshipped his image. These both were cast alive into a lake of fire burning with brimstone. And 
the remnant were slain with the sword of him that sat upon the horse, which sword proceeded out 
of his mouth: and all the fowls were filled with their flesh." 


Rev. 20:10, "And the devil that deceived them was cast into the lake of fire and brimstone, where 
the beast and the false prophet are, and shall be tormented day and night for ever and ever." 


Rev. 20:14-15, "And death and hell were cast into the lake of fire. This is the second death. And 
whosoever was not found written in the book of life was cast into the lake of fire." 


Rev. 21:8, "But the fearful, and unbelieving, and the abominable, and murderers, and 
whoremongers, and sorcerers, and idolaters, and all liars, shall have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone: which is the second death." 


And, "ye that are far off" are the lands of America, Europe, and Africa; "and, ye that are near" is 
the world of the Arab Muslim, Isa. 33:13, "Hear, ye that are far off, what I have done; and, ye 
that are near, acknowledge my might." 


Micah 5:5-6, "And this man shall be the peace, when the Assyrian shall come into our land: and 
when he shall tread in our palaces, then shall we raise against him seven shepherds, and eight 
principal men. And they shall waste the land of Assyria with the sword, and the land of Nimrod 
in the entrances thereof: thus shall he deliver us from the Assyrian, when he cometh into our 
land, and when he treadeth within our borders." 


Rev. 18:9-10, "And the kings of the earth, who have committed fornication and lived deliciously 
with her, shall bewail her, and lament for her, when they shall see the smoke of her burning, 
Standing afar off for the fear of her torment, saying, Alas, alas, that great city Babylon, that 
mighty city! for in one hour is thy judgment come." 


"The sinners in Zion" are the two parts of Jews cut off, Isa. 33:14, "The sinners in Zion are 
afraid; fearfulness hath surprised the hypocrites. Who among us shall dwell with the devouring 
fire? who among us shall dwell with everlasting burnings?" 


Zech. 13:8, "And it shall come to pass, that in all the land, saith the LORD, two parts therein 
shall be cut off and die; but the third shall be left therein." 
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"He that walketh righteously, and speaketh uprightly" is the saints, who walk by faith, after the 
Spirit, and preach the Gospel. They will "dwell on high" in the camp of the saints, and their 
"place of defence" and "munitions of rocks", along with their "bread" and "waters" are provided 
in their place in the wilderness, Isa. 33:15-16, "He that walketh righteously, and speaketh 
uprightly; he that despiseth the gain of oppressions, that shaketh his hands from holding of 
bribes, that stoppeth his ears from hearing of blood, and shutteth his eyes from seeing evil; He 
shall dwell on high: his place of defence shall be the munitions of rocks: bread shall be given 
him; his waters shall be sure." 


Rom. 8:4, "That the righteousness of the law might be fulfilled in us, who walk not after the 
flesh, but after the Spirit." 


Rev. 12:14-17, "And to the woman were given two wings of a great eagle, that she might fly into 
the wilderness, into her place, where she is nourished for a time, and times, and half a time, from 
the face of the serpent. And the serpent cast out of his mouth water as a flood after the woman, 
that he might cause her to be carried away of the flood. And the earth helped the woman, and the 
earth opened her mouth, and swallowed up the flood which the dragon cast out of his mouth. 
And the dragon was wroth with the woman, and went to make war with the remnant of her seed, 
which keep the commandments of God, and have the testimony of Jesus Christ." 


"Thine eyes shall see the king": the saints and Christ in a place "far off", which are in the camp 
of the saints, looking forward to the new Jerusalem. And, "Thine heart shall meditate terror" is 
because of the war with the saints, "Where is the scribe? where is the receiver? where is he that 
counted the towers?" as when the war is coming to an end at the return of Christ, Isa. 33:17-18, 
"Thine eyes shall see the king in his beauty: they shall behold the land that is very far off. Thine 
heart shall meditate terror. Where is the scribe? where is the receiver? where is he that counted 
the towers?" 


"Thou shalt not see a fierce people": the Assyrian and his armies, which will be vanquished at 
the return of Christ, Isa. 33:19, "Thou shalt not see a fierce people, a people of a deeper speech 
than thou canst perceive; of a stammering tongue, that thou canst not understand." 


Dan. 8:23, "And in the latter time of their kingdom, when the transgressors are come to the full, a 
king of fierce countenance, and understanding dark sentences, shall stand up." 


Jer. 5:15, "Lo, I will bring a nation upon you from far, O house of Israel, saith the LORD: it is a 
mighty nation, it is an ancient nation, a nation whose language thou knowest not, neither 
understandest what they say." 


Zech. 14:2, "For I will gather all nations against Jerusalem to battle; and the city shall be taken, 
and the houses rifled, and the women ravished; and half of the city shall go forth into captivity, 
and the residue of the people shall not be cut off from the city."

"Zion, the city of our solemnities"” is the saints, looking forward to the new Jerusalem, from the 
camp of the saints, the thousand-year kingdom; and Christ is "our judge", "our lawgiver", and 
"our king"; and "he will save us", Isa. 33:20-24, "Look upon Zion, the city of our solemnities: 
thine eyes shall see Jerusalem a quiet habitation, a tabernacle that shall not be taken down; not 
one of the stakes thereof shall ever be removed, neither shall any of the cords thereof be broken. 
But there the glorious LORD will be unto us a place of broad rivers and streams; wherein shall 
go no galley with oars, neither shall gallant ship pass thereby. For the LORD is our judge, the 
LORD is our lawgiver, the LORD is our king; he will save us. Thy tacklings are loosed; they 
could not well strengthen their mast, they could not spread the sail: then is the prey of a great 
spoil divided; the lame take the prey. And the inhabitant shall not say, I am sick: the people that 
dwell therein shall be forgiven their iniquity." 


1 Peter 2:20-24, "For what glory is it, if, when ye be buffeted for your faults, ye shall take it 
patiently? but if, when ye do well, and suffer for it, ye take it patiently, this is acceptable with 
God. For even hereunto were ye called: because Christ also suffered for us, leaving us an 
example, that ye should follow his steps: Who did no sin, neither was guile found in his mouth: 
Who, when he was reviled, reviled not again; when he suffered, he threatened not; but committed 
himself to him that judgeth righteously: Who his own self bare our sins in his own body on the 
tree, that we, being dead to sins, should live unto righteousness: by whose stripes ye were 

healed. For ye were as sheep going astray; but are now returned unto the Shepherd and Bishop of 
your souls." 


Rev. 3:12, "Him that overcometh will I make a pillar in the temple of my God, and he shall go no 
more out: and I will write upon him the name of my God, and the name of the city of my God, 
which is new Jerusalem, which cometh down out of heaven from my God: and I will write upon 
him my new name." 


Rev. 16:19, "And the great city was divided into three parts, and the cities of the nations fell: and 
great Babylon came in remembrance before God, to give unto her the cup of the wine of the 
fierceness of his wrath." 


The Burden of Idumea

"Come near": "ye nations" and "ye people” are those of the world, which are called to hear of 
"the indignation of the LORD" on the nations and their armies. The slain from among them are 
then "cast out", in which "their stink shall come up out of their carcases", Isa. 34:1-4, "Come 
near, ye nations, to hear; and hearken, ye people: let the earth hear, and all that is therein; the 
world, and all things that come forth of it. For the indignation of the LORD is upon all nations, 
and his fury upon all their armies: he hath utterly destroyed them, he hath delivered them to the 
slaughter. Their slain also shall be cast out, and their stink shall come up out of their carcases, 
and the mountains shall be melted with their blood. And all the host of heaven shall be dissolved, 
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and the heavens shall be rolled together as a scroll: and all their host shall fall down, as the leaf 
falleth off from the vine, and as a falling fig from the fig tree." 


Eze. 39:17-21, "And, thou son of man, thus saith the Lord GOD; Speak unto every feathered 
fowl, and to every beast of the field, Assemble yourselves, and come; gather yourselves on every 
side to my sacrifice that I do sacrifice for you, even a great sacrifice upon the mountains of 
Israel, that ye may eat flesh, and drink blood. Ye shall eat the flesh of the mighty, and drink the 
blood of the princes of the earth, of rams, of lambs, and of goats, of bullocks, all of them fatlings 
of Bashan. And ye shall eat fat till ye be full, and drink blood till ye be drunken, of my sacrifice 
which I have sacrificed for you. Thus ye shall be filled at my table with horses and chariots, with 
mighty men, and with all men of war, saith the Lord GOD. And I will set my glory among the 
heathen, and all the heathen shall see my judgment that I have executed, and my hand that I have 
laid upon them." 


Rev. 14:6-8, "And I saw another angel fly in the midst of heaven, having the everlasting gospel 
to preach unto them that dwell on the earth, and to every nation, and kindred, and tongue, and 
people, Saying with a loud voice, Fear God, and give glory to him; for the hour of his judgment 
is come: and worship him that made heaven, and earth, and the sea, and the fountains of waters. 
And there followed another angel, saying, Babylon is fallen, is fallen, that great city, because she 
made all nations drink of the wine of the wrath of her fornication." 


"And all the host of heaven shall be dissolved, and the heavens shall be rolled together as a 
scroll": Joel 2:15, "Blow the trumpet in Zion, sanctify a fast, call a solemn assembly"; 30-31, 
"And I will shew wonders in the heavens and in the earth, blood, and fire, and pillars of smoke. 
The sun shall be turned into darkness, and the moon into blood, before the great and the terrible 
day of the LORD come." 


Then, "all their host shall fall down"; "as a falling fig from the fig tree": at the sixth seal being 
opened, Rev. 6:13-14, "And the stars of heaven fell unto the earth, even as a fig tree casteth her 
untimely figs, when she is shaken of a mighty wind. And the heaven departed as a scroll when it 
is rolled together; and every mountain and island were moved out of their places." 


Luke 21:25-28, "And there shall be signs in the sun, and in the moon, and in the stars; and upon 
the earth distress of nations, with perplexity; the sea and the waves roaring; Men's hearts failing 
them for fear, and for looking after those things which are coming on the earth: for the powers of 
heaven shall be shaken. And then shall they see the Son of man coming in a cloud with power 
and great glory. And when these things begin to come to pass, then look up, and lift up your 
heads; for your redemption draweth nigh." 


The Lord shall bring His sword "down upon Idumea", or Palestine; and be "filled with 

blood": "in Bozrah" or Jordan; "and their land shall be soaked with blood" at the return of Christ, 
Isa. 34:5-8, "For my sword shall be bathed in heaven: behold, it shall come down upon Idumea, 
and upon the people of my curse, to judgment. The sword of the LORD is filled with blood, it is 
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made fat with fatness, and with the blood of lambs and goats, with the fat of the kidneys of rams: 
for the LORD hath a sacrifice in Bozrah, and a great slaughter in the land of Idumea. And the 
unicorns shall come down with them, and the bullocks with the bulls; and their land shall be 
soaked with blood, and their dust made fat with fatness. For it is the day of the LORD'S 
vengeance, and the year of recompences for the controversy of Zion." 


Jer. 46:10, "For this is the day of the Lord GOD of hosts, a day of vengeance, that he may 
avenge him of his adversaries: and the sword shall devour, and it shall be satiate and made drunk 
with their blood: for the Lord GOD of hosts hath a sacrifice in the north country by the river 
Euphrates." 


Eze. 39:16-17, "And also the name of the city shall be Hamonah. Thus shall they cleanse the 
land. And, thou son of man, thus saith the Lord GOD; Speak unto every feathered fowl, and to 
every beast of the field, Assemble yourselves, and come; gather yourselves on every side to my 
sacrifice that I do sacrifice for you, even a great sacrifice upon the mountains of Israel, that ye 
may eat flesh, and drink blood." 


And this will be "the day of the LORD'S vengeance": Rev 11:18, "And the nations were angry, 
and thy wrath is come, and the time of the dead, that they should be judged, and that thou 
shouldest give reward unto thy servants the prophets, and to the saints, and them that fear thy 
name, small and great; and shouldest destroy them which destroy the earth." 


There will also be "the year of recompences for the controversy of Zion" at the 7th seal, when the 
seven trumpets and seven vials are completed, Rev. 17:16-18, "And the ten horns which thou 
sawest upon the beast, these shall hate the whore, and shall make her desolate and naked, and 
shall eat her flesh, and burn her with fire. For God hath put in their hearts to fulfil his will, and to 
agree, and give their kingdom unto the beast, until the words of God shall be fulfilled. And the 
woman which thou sawest is that great city, which reigneth over the kings of the earth." 


So, "the land thereof shall become burning pitch": in the land of greater Israel, as in Sodom, in 
which "the smoke thereof shall go up for ever", Isa. 34:9-15, "And the streams thereof shall be 
turned into pitch, and the dust thereof into brimstone, and the land thereof shall become burning 
pitch. It shall not be quenched night nor day; the smoke thereof shall go up for ever: from 
generation to generation it shall lie waste; none shall pass through it for ever and ever. But the 
cormorant and the bittern shall possess it; the owl also and the raven shall dwell in it: and he 
shall stretch out upon it the line of confusion, and the stones of emptiness. They shall call the 
nobles thereof to the kingdom, but none shall be there, and all her princes shall be nothing. And 
thorns shall come up in her palaces, nettles and brambles in the fortresses thereof: and it shall be 
an habitation of dragons, and a court for owls. The wild beasts of the desert shall also meet with 
the wild beasts of the island, and the satyr shall cry to his fellow; the screech owl also shall rest 
there, and find for herself a place of rest. There shall the great owl make her nest, and lay, and 
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hatch, and gather under her shadow: there shall the vultures also be gathered, every one with her 
mate." 


Deut. 29:23, "And that the whole land thereof is brimstone, and salt, and burning, that it is not 
sown, nor beareth, nor any grass groweth therein, like the overthrow of Sodom, and Gomorrah, 
Admah, and Zeboim, which the LORD overthrew in his anger, and in his wrath". 


Rev. 14:8-11, "And there followed another angel, saying, Babylon is fallen, is fallen, that great 
city, because she made all nations drink of the wine of the wrath of her fornication. And the third 
angel followed them, saying with a loud voice, If any man worship the beast and his image, and 
receive his mark in his forehead, or in his hand, The same shall drink of the wine of the wrath of 
God, which is poured out without mixture into the cup of his indignation; and he shall be 
tormented with fire and brimstone in the presence of the holy angels, and in the presence of the 
Lamb: And the smoke of their torment ascendeth up for ever and ever: and they have no rest day 
nor night, who worship the beast and his image, and whosoever receiveth the mark of his name." 


Rev. 18:2, "And he cried mightily with a strong voice, saying, Babylon the great is fallen, is 
fallen, and is become the habitation of devils, and the hold of every foul spirit, and a cage of 
every unclean and hateful bird." 


So, "the book of the LORD" is the Bible, in which none of these prophesies, shall fail, Isa. 
34:16-17, "Seek ye out of the book of the LORD, and read: no one of these shall fail, none shall 
want her mate: for my mouth it hath commanded, and his spirit it hath gathered them. And he 
hath cast the lot for them, and his hand hath divided it unto them by line: they shall possess it for 
ever, from generation to generation shall they dwell therein." 


God has marked out Edom for wild beasts. Edom is that region of Babylon, as in Armageddon at 
the sixth vial, in which out of this comes a restoration of the land, Rev. 16:12-16, "And the sixth 
angel poured out his vial upon the great river Euphrates; and the water thereof was dried up, that 
the way of the kings of the east might be prepared. And I saw three unclean spirits like frogs 
come out of the mouth of the dragon, and out of the mouth of the beast, and out of the mouth of 
the false prophet. For they are the spirits of devils, working miracles, which go forth unto the 
kings of the earth and of the whole world, to gather them to the battle of that great day of God 
Almighty. Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, and keepeth his garments, lest 
he walk naked, and they see his shame. And he gathered them together into a place called in the 
Hebrew tongue Armageddon." 


The Kingdoms of This World become the Kingdoms of God 


The "for them" refers to the aforementioned wild beasts, from out of which the rose of Sharon 
shall flourish into full bloom; and as such "shall blossom abundantly": the lands of Lebanon, 
Carmel, and Sharon shall become the glory of the Lord, as a new Judah, in which the camp of the 
saints shall reside, Isa. 35:1-2, "The wilderness and the solitary place shall be glad for them; and 
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the desert shall rejoice, and blossom as the rose. It shall blossom abundantly, and rejoice even 
with joy and singing: the glory of Lebanon shall be given unto it, the excellency of Carmel and 
Sharon, they shall see the glory of the LORD, and the excellency of our God." 


Rev. 11:15, "And the seventh angel sounded; and there were great voices in heaven, saying, The 
kingdoms of this world are become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Christ; and he shall 
reign for ever and ever." 


Song 2:1, "I am the rose of Sharon, and the lily of the valleys." 


This "south land" with "springs of water" is a picture of the thousand-year kingdom of God on 
earth, Josh. 15:17-20, "And Othniel the son of Kenaz, the brother of Caleb, took it: and he gave 
him Achsah his daughter to wife. And it came to pass, as she came unto him, that she moved him 
to ask of her father a field: and she lighted off her ass; and Caleb said unto her, What wouldest 
thou? Who answered, Give me a blessing; for thou hast given me a south land; give me also 
springs of water. And he gave her the upper springs, and the nether springs. This is the 
inheritance of the tribe of the children of Judah according to their families." 


God comes with vengeance and recompense: He will come to save, that is to rapture the saints, 
and return to gather His elect, Isa. 35:3-4, "Strengthen ye the weak hands, and confirm the feeble 
knees. Say to them that are of a fearful heart, Be strong, fear not: behold, your God will come 
with vengeance, even God with a recompence; he will come and save you." 


Luke 21:22, "For these be the days of vengeance, that all things which are written may be 
fulfilled." 


2 Thess. 1:6-10, "Seeing it is a righteous thing with God to recompense tribulation to them that 
trouble you; And to you who are troubled rest with us, when the Lord Jesus shall be revealed 
from heaven with his mighty angels, In flaming fire taking vengeance on them that know not 
God, and that obey not the gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ: Who shall be punished with 
everlasting destruction from the presence of the Lord, and from the glory of his power; When he 
shall come to be glorified in his saints, and to be admired in all them that believe (because our 
testimony among you was believed) in that day." 


The millennial kingdom of Christ on earth shall be a time and occasion of great spiritual and 
physical healing and restoring of the nations, Isa. 35:5-6, "Then the eyes of the blind shall be 
opened, and the ears of the deaf shall be unstopped. Then shall the lame man leap as an hart, and 
the tongue of the dumb sing: for in the wilderness shall waters break out, and streams in the 
desert." 


Luke 4:17-19, "And there was delivered unto him the book of the prophet Esaias. And when he 
had opened the book, he found the place where it was written, The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 
because he hath anointed me to preach the gospel to the poor; he hath sent me to heal the 
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brokenhearted, to preach deliverance to the captives, and recovering of sight to the blind, to set at 
liberty them that are bruised, To preach the acceptable year of the Lord." 


Lev. 25:9, "Then shalt thou cause the trumpet of the jubile to sound on the tenth day of the 
seventh month, in the day of atonement shall ye make the trumpet sound throughout all your 
land." 


The lands of Israel and Judah will be restored, during the thousand-year reign of Christ on earth. 
A highway of holiness will be paved to Jerusalem, where the redeemed, the saints, shall walk 
upon; and the ransomed of the Lord, His elect, shall come, singing songs of praise and worship 
unto Zion, Isa. 35:7-10, "And the parched ground shall become a pool, and the thirsty land 
springs of water: in the habitation of dragons, where each lay, shall be grass with reeds and 
rushes. And an highway shall be there, and a way, and it shall be called The way of holiness; the 
unclean shall not pass over it; but it shall be for those: the wayfaring men, though fools, shall not 
err therein. No lion shall be there, nor any ravenous beast shall go up thereon, it shall not be 
found there; but the redeemed shall walk there: And the ransomed of the LORD shall return, and 
come to Zion with songs and everlasting joy upon their heads: they shall obtain joy and gladness, 
and sorrow and sighing shall flee away." 


Eze. 34:25, "And I will make with them a covenant of peace, and will cause the evil beasts to 
cease out of the land: and they shall dwell safely in the wilderness, and sleep in the woods." 


Heb. 12:18-24, "For ye are not come unto the mount that might be touched, and that burned with 
fire, nor unto blackness, and darkness, and tempest, And the sound of a trumpet, and the voice of 
words; which voice they that heard intreated that the word should not be spoken to them any 
more: (For they could not endure that which was commanded, And if so much as a beast touch 
the mountain, it shall be stoned, or thrust through with a dart: And so terrible was the sight, that 
Moses said, I exceedingly fear and quake:) But ye are come unto mount Sion, and unto the city 
of the living God, the heavenly Jerusalem, and to an innumerable company of angels, To the 
general assembly and church of the firstborn, which are written in heaven, and to God the Judge 
of all, and to the spirits of just men made perfect, And to Jesus the mediator of the new covenant, 
and to the blood of sprinkling, that speaketh better things than that of Abel." 


Hos. 2:18, "And in that day will I make a covenant for them with the beasts of the field, and with 
the fowls of heaven, and with the creeping things of the ground: and I will break the bow and the 
sword and the battle out of the earth, and will make them to lie down safely." 


Heb. 12:25-29, "See that ye refuse not him that speaketh. For if they escaped not who refused 
him that spake on earth, much more shall not we escape, if we turn away from him that speaketh 
from heaven: Whose voice then shook the earth: but now he hath promised, saying, Yet once 
more I shake not the earth only, but also heaven. And this word, Yet once more, signifieth the 
removing of those things that are shaken, as of things that are made, that those things which 
cannot be shaken may remain. Wherefore we receiving a kingdom which cannot be moved, let us 
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have grace, whereby we may serve God acceptably with reverence and godly fear: For our God 
is a consuming fire." 
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The Historical Rise and Fall of the Assyrian 
and His Army 


The historic biblical background to this preterist oracle of prophecies are indicated herein, 2 
Chron. 32:32, "Now the rest of the acts of Hezekiah, and his goodness, behold, they are written 
in the vision of Isaiah the prophet, the son of Amoz, and in the book of the kings of Judah and 
Israel." (cf. 2 Kings 17—20; 2 Chron. 32). These prophecies cover from when the king of the 
Assyria sent his emissary to threaten the king Judah, to surrender Jerusalem to the Assyrian, with 
an impending great siege. But, the king of Judah wisely entreats the LORD to help him. 


The Blasphemy of the King of Assyria 


Hezekiah, king of Judah, is faced with a siege of Jerusalem and the cities of Judah by the king of 
Assyria and his armies, Isa. 36:1-2, "Now it came to pass in the fourteenth year of king 
Hezekiah, that Sennacherib king of Assyria came up against all the defenced cities of Judah, and 
took them. And the king of Assyria sent Rabshakeh from Lachish to Jerusalem unto king 
Hezekiah with a great army. And he stood by the conduit of the upper pool in the highway of the 
fuller's field." 


The Assyrian and his armies approach from the south west of Jerusalem, as coming from Egypt 
that of Sinai (in north west Arabia), at "the highway of the fuller's field", Rev. 12:9-12, "And the 
great dragon was cast out, that old serpent, called the Devil, and Satan, which deceiveth the 
whole world: he was cast out into the earth, and his angels were cast out with him. And I heard a 
loud voice saying in heaven, Now is come salvation, and strength, and the kingdom of our God, 
and the power of his Christ: for the accuser of our brethren is cast down, which accused them 
before our God day and night. And they overcame him by the blood of the Lamb, and by the 
word of their testimony; and they loved not their lives unto the death. Therefore rejoice, ye 
heavens, and ye that dwell in them. Woe to the inhabiters of the earth and of the sea! for the devil 
is come down unto you, having great wrath, because he knoweth that he hath but a short time." 


Eliakim, the scribe of the king of Judah, arrives to entreat Rabshakeh, the envoy of the king of 
Assyria, Isa. 36:3, "Then came forth unto him Eliakim, Hilkiah's son, which was over the house, 
and Shebna the scribe, and Joah, Asaph's son, the recorder." 


Eliakim (who is a type of the risen Christ returned) met with the emissary of Assyria, who is a 
type of the false prophet, Rev. 19:11, "And I saw heaven opened, and behold a white horse; and 
he that sat upon him was called Faithful and True, and in righteousness he doth judge and make 
war"; 13:11-12, "And I beheld another beast coming up out of the earth; and he had two horns 
like a lamb, and he spake as a dragon. And he exerciseth all the power of the first beast before 
him, and causeth the earth and them which dwell therein to worship the first beast, whose deadly 
wound was healed." 
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The emissary of Assyria boosts of the power of the king of Assyria, and calls on the king of 
Judah to pay tribute to Assyria, so as to avoid having to be conquered by the Assyrians, Isa. 
36:4-10, "And Rabshakeh said unto them, Say ye now to Hezekiah, Thus saith the great king, the 
king of Assyria, What confidence is this wherein thou trustest? I say, sayest thou, (but they are 
but vain words) I have counsel and strength for war: now on whom dost thou trust, that thou 
rebellest against me? Lo, thou trustest in the staff of this broken reed, on Egypt; whereon if a 
man lean, it will go into his hand, and pierce it: so is Pharaoh king of Egypt to all that trust in 
him. But if thou say to me, We trust in the LORD our God: is it not he, whose high places and 
whose altars Hezekiah hath taken away, and said to Judah and to Jerusalem, Ye shall worship 
before this altar? Now therefore give pledges, I pray thee, to my master the king of Assyria, and I 
will give thee two thousand horses, if thou be able on thy part to set riders upon them. How then 
wilt thou turn away the face of one captain of the least of my master's servants, and put thy trust 
on Egypt for chariots and for horsemen? And am I now come up without the LORD against this 
land to destroy it? the LORD said unto me, Go up against this land, and destroy it." 


The king of Assyria is a type of the beast coming against the King of saints and the camp of the 
saints, Rev. 15:3, "And they sing the song of Moses the servant of God, and the song of the 
Lamb, saying, Great and marvellous are thy works, Lord God Almighty; just and true are thy 
ways, thou King of saints." 


Rev. 13:7, "And it was given unto him to make war with the saints, and to overcome them: and 
power was given him over all kindreds, and tongues, and nations." 


But, Eliakim requests that the emissary of Assyria speak to them in the diplomatic language of 
the day, Aramaic, Isa. 36:11, "Then said Eliakim and Shebna and Joah unto Rabshakeh, Speak, I 
pray thee, unto thy servants in the Syrian language; for we understand it: and speak not to us in 
the Jews' language, in the ears of the people that are on the wall." 


So, the emissary rebukes him and chides that the siege will commence and there is no longer 
stalling it. He proceeds to ridicule the king of Judah for trusting in Jehovah to save them. He then 
entices the people to come out from Jerusalem and be taken by the Assyrians to their land, where 
he promises them fullness of food and drink. He also reaffirms that God had not delivered the 
peoples of the nations the king of Assyria has conquered, as with all of Syria and Samaria, Isa. 
36:12-20, "But Rabshakeh said, Hath my master sent me to thy master and to thee to speak these 
words? hath he not sent me to the men that sit upon the wall, that they may eat their own dung, 
and drink their own piss with you? Then Rabshakeh stood, and cried with a loud voice in the 
Jews' language, and said, Hear ye the words of the great king, the king of Assyria. Thus saith the 
king, Let not Hezekiah deceive you: for he shall not be able to deliver you. Neither let Hezekiah 
make you trust in the LORD, saying, The LORD will surely deliver us: this city shall not be 
delivered into the hand of the king of Assyria. Hearken not to Hezekiah: for thus saith the king of 
Assyria, Make an agreement with me by a present, and come out to me: and eat ye every one of 
his vine, and every one of his fig tree, and drink ye every one the waters of his own cistern; Until 
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I come and take you away to a land like your own land, a land of corn and wine, a land of bread 
and vineyards. Beware lest Hezekiah persuade you, saying, The LORD will deliver us. Hath any 
of the gods of the nations delivered his land out of the hand of the king of Assyria? Where are 
the gods of Hamath and Arphad? where are the gods of Sepharvaim? and have they delivered 
Samaria out of my hand? Who are they among all the gods of these lands, that have delivered 
their land out of my hand, that the LORD should deliver Jerusalem out of my hand?" 


So, Eliakim and his recorder rent their clothes in distress and return to Hezekiah, where they 
reiterate to him what the king of Assyria had said, Isa. 36:21-22, "But they held their peace, and 
answered him not a word: for the king's commandment was, saying, Answer him not. Then came 
Eliakim, the son of Hilkiah, that was over the household, and Shebna the scribe, and Joah, the 
son of Asaph, the recorder, to Hezekiah with their clothes rent, and told him the words of 
Rabshakeh." 


The King of Judah Entreats the LORD 


Hezekiah is contrite and entreats the Lord for help! He then sends Eliakim to Isaiah the prophet 
to get a word from the Lord, as to how to face this "day of trouble", "rebuke", and "blasphemy", 
Isa. 37:1-5, "And it came to pass, when king Hezekiah heard it, that he rent his clothes, and 
covered himself with sackcloth, and went into the house of the LORD. And he sent Eliakim, who 
was over the household, and Shebna the scribe, and the elders of the priests covered with 
sackcloth, unto Isaiah the prophet the son of Amoz. And they said unto him, Thus saith 
Hezekiah, This day is a day of trouble, and of rebuke, and of blasphemy: for the children are 
come to the birth, and there is not strength to bring forth. It may be the LORD thy God will hear 
the words of Rabshakeh, whom the king of Assyria his master hath sent to reproach the living 
God, and will reprove the words which the LORD thy God hath heard: wherefore lift up thy 
prayer for the remnant that is left. So the servants of king Hezekiah came to Isaiah." 


Isaiah tells them not to fear what the Assyrian said, for his emissary has blasphemed the Lord. 
The Assyrian will be turned back to his land, where he will perish by the sword, Isa. 37:6-7, 
"And Isaiah said unto them, Thus shall ye say unto your master, Thus saith the LORD, Be not 
afraid of the words that thou hast heard, wherewith the servants of the king of Assyria have 
blasphemed me. Behold, I will send a blast upon him, and he shall hear a rumour, and return to 
his own land; and I will cause him to fall by the sword in his own land." 


So, the Assyrian is at war in the Sinai, where Pharaoh king of Egypt and "Ethiopia" (Sudan) is 
coming to make war with the Assyrian. The Assyrian then sent his emissary to Hezekiah to lie to 
him that the Lord will not deliver them from the Assyrian seizing Jerusalem; and basically 
repeating the same message he had first sent to Hezekiah, Isa. 37:8-13, "So Rabshakeh returned, 
and found the king of Assyria warring against Libnah: for he had heard that he was departed 
from Lachish. And he heard say concerning Tirhakah king of Ethiopia, He is come forth to make 
war with thee. And when he heard it, he sent messengers to Hezekiah, saying, Thus shall ye 
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speak to Hezekiah king of Judah, saying, Let not thy God, in whom thou trustest, deceive thee, 
saying, Jerusalem shall not be given into the hand of the king of Assyria. Behold, thou hast heard 
what the kings of Assyria have done to all lands by destroying them utterly; and shalt thou be 
delivered? Have the gods of the nations delivered them which my fathers have destroyed, as 
Gozan, and Haran, and Rezeph, and the children of Eden which were in Telassar? Where is the 
king of Hamath, and the king of Arphad, and the king of the city of Sepharvaim, Hena, and 
Ivah?" 


When Hezekiah received the letter from the Assyrian, he submitted it to the Lord in prayer. He 
pleads his cause to God and tells Him of the ruthlessness of the king of Assyria, in which he has 
laid waste to the nations he has conquered and has destroyed their idols. And, he pleads for the 
Lord to save them from the Assyrian, so He may be glorified before the nations of the world, Isa. 
37:14-20, "And Hezekiah received the letter from the hand of the messengers, and read it: and 
Hezekiah went up unto the house of the LORD, and spread it before the LORD. And Hezekiah 
prayed unto the LORD, saying, O LORD of hosts, God of Israel, that dwellest between the 
cherubims, thou art the God, even thou alone, of all the kingdoms of the earth: thou hast made 
heaven and earth. Incline thine ear, O LORD, and hear; open thine eyes, O LORD, and see: and 
hear all the words of Sennacherib, which hath sent to reproach the living God. Of a truth, LORD, 
the kings of Assyria have laid waste all the nations, and their countries, And have cast their gods 
into the fire: for they were no gods, but the work of men's hands, wood and stone: therefore they 
have destroyed them. Now therefore, O LORD our God, save us from his hand, that all the 
kingdoms of the earth may know that thou art the LORD, even thou only." 


Isaiah then speaks to Hezekiah the word of God: Jerusalem is going to be secured from the 
impending siege, in which the Lord will have contempt for the Assyrian, who blasphemed Him. 
The Lord sees how the Assyrian has his positions in Lebanon and Carmel with wells dug to 
provide water for his army. So, the Lord responds to the Assyrian by pointing out that He had 
enabled the Assyrian to do that which God willed. But, He will also turn against the Assyrian 
because of the blasphemy against Him; and as a sign, the Lord will provide to "thee": Hezekiah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem blessings of agricultural renewal, Isa. 37:21-32, "Then Isaiah 
the son of Amoz sent unto Hezekiah, saying, Thus saith the LORD God of Israel, Whereas thou 
hast prayed to me against Sennacherib king of Assyria: This is the word which the LORD hath 
spoken concerning him; The virgin, the daughter of Zion, hath despised thee, and laughed thee to 
scorn; the daughter of Jerusalem hath shaken her head at thee. Whom hast thou reproached and 
blasphemed? and against whom hast thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up thine eyes on high? 
even against the Holy One of Israel. By thy servants hast thou reproached the Lord, and hast 
said, By the multitude of my chariots am I come up to the height of the mountains, to the sides of 
Lebanon; and I will cut down the tall cedars thereof, and the choice fir trees thereof: and I will 
enter into the height of his border, and the forest of his Carmel. I have digged, and drunk water; 
and with the sole of my feet have I dried up all the rivers of the besieged places. Hast thou not 
heard long ago, how I have done it; and of ancient times, that I have formed it? now have I 
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brought it to pass, that thou shouldest be to lay waste defenced cities into ruinous 

heaps. Therefore their inhabitants were of small power, they were dismayed and confounded: 
they were as the grass of the field, and as the green herb, as the grass on the housetops, and as 
corn blasted before it be grown up. But I know thy abode, and thy going out, and thy coming in, 
and thy rage against me. Because thy rage against me, and thy tumult, is come up into mine ears, 
therefore will I put my hook in thy nose, and my bridle in thy lips, and I will turn thee back by 
the way by which thou camest. And this shall be a sign unto thee, Ye shall eat this year such as 
groweth of itself; and the second year that which springeth of the same: and in the third year sow 
ye, and reap, and plant vineyards, and eat the fruit thereof. And the remnant that is escaped of the 
house of Judah shall again take root downward, and bear fruit upward: For out of Jerusalem shall 
go forth a remnant, and they that escape out of mount Zion: the zeal of the LORD of hosts shall 
do this." 


And, the remnant of saints shall return from Zion to Jerusalem, as an occupying camp of the 
saints, Rev. 11:13, "And the same hour was there a great earthquake, and the tenth part of the 
city fell, and in the earthquake were slain of men seven thousand: and the remnant were 
affrighted, and gave glory to the God of heaven." 


Rev. 20:4, "And I saw thrones, and they sat upon them, and judgment was given unto them: and I 
saw the souls of them that were beheaded for the witness of Jesus, and for the word of God, and 
which had not worshipped the beast, neither his image, neither had received his mark upon their 
foreheads, or in their hands; and they lived and reigned with Christ a thousand years." 


Rev. 20:6, "Blessed and holy is he that hath part in the first resurrection: on such the second 
death hath no power, but they shall be priests of God and of Christ, and shall reign with him a 
thousand years." 


Rev. 20:9, "And they went up on the breadth of the earth, and compassed the camp of the saints 
about, and the beloved city: and fire came down from God out of heaven, and devoured them." 


The king of Assyria shall be rebuffed by the Lord, and be turned back from whence he came, for 
the Lord will defend the city, and make her a glory unto Him, Isa. 37:33-35, "Therefore thus 
saith the LORD concerning the king of Assyria, He shall not come into this city, nor shoot an 
arrow there, nor come before it with shields, nor cast a bank against it. By the way that he came, 
by the same shall he return, and shall not come into this city, saith the LORD. For I will defend 
this city to save it for mine own sake, and for my servant David's sake." 


The angel of the LORD will then be sent forth: to destroy and decimate the ranks in the camp of 
the Assyrian, resulting in piles of dead corpses, Isa. 37:36, "Then the angel of the LORD went 
forth, and smote in the camp of the Assyrians a hundred and fourscore and five thousand: and 
when they arose early in the morning, behold, they were all dead corpses." 


Matt. 24:28, "For wheresoever the carcase is, there will the eagles be gathered together." 
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Rev. 14:17-20, "And another angel came out of the temple which is in heaven, he also having a 
sharp sickle. And another angel came out from the altar, which had power over fire; and cried 
with a loud cry to him that had the sharp sickle, saying, Thrust in thy sharp sickle, and gather the 
clusters of the vine of the earth; for her grapes are fully ripe. And the angel thrust in his sickle 
into the earth, and gathered the vine of the earth, and cast it into the great winepress of the wrath 
of God. And the winepress was trodden without the city, and blood came out of the winepress, 
even unto the horse bridles, by the space of a thousand and six hundred furlongs." 


And, the king of Assyria retreats to his base in Lebanon, where his sons slay him with the sword, 
as with the sword of Faithful and True, Isa. 37:37-38, "So Sennacherib king of Assyria departed, 
and went and returned, and dwelt at Nineveh. And it came to pass, as he was worshipping in the 
house of Nisroch his god, that Adrammelech and Sharezer his sons smote him with the sword; 
and they escaped into the land of Armenia: and Esarhaddon his son reigned in his stead." 


Rev. 19:11-20, "And I saw heaven opened, and behold a white horse; and he that sat upon him 
was called Faithful and True, and in righteousness he doth judge and make war. His eyes were as 
a flame of fire, and on his head were many crowns; and he had a name written, that no man 
knew, but he himself. And he was clothed with a vesture dipped in blood: and his name is called 
The Word of God. And the armies which were in heaven followed him upon white horses, 
clothed in fine linen, white and clean. And out of his mouth goeth a sharp sword, that with it he 
should smite the nations: and he shall rule them with a rod of iron: and he treadeth the winepress 
of the fierceness and wrath of Almighty God. And he hath on his vesture and on his thigh a name 
written, KING OF KINGS, AND LORD OF LORDS. And I saw an angel standing in the sun; 
and he cried with a loud voice, saying to all the fowls that fly in the midst of heaven, Come and 
gather yourselves together unto the supper of the great God; That ye may eat the flesh of kings, 
and the flesh of captains, and the flesh of mighty men, and the flesh of horses, and of them that 
sit on them, and the flesh of all men, both free and bond, both small and great. And I saw the 
beast, and the kings of the earth, and their armies, gathered together to make war against him that 
sat on the horse, and against his army. And the beast was taken, and with him the false prophet 
that wrought miracles before him, with which he deceived them that had received the mark of the 
beast, and them that worshipped his image. These both were cast alive into a lake of fire burning 
with brimstone." 


And, "they escaped into the land of Armenia: and Esarhaddon his son reigned in his stead", as 
with the remnant of the Assyrian escapes to Turkey, as with Gog of Magog, Rev. 19:21, "And 
the remnant were slain with the sword of him that sat upon the horse, which sword proceeded out 
of his mouth: and all the fowls were filled with their flesh." 


The Life of the King of Judah Extended 
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Isaiah was sent to Hezekiah to let him know that his days are numbered, Isa 38:1, "In those days 
was Hezekiah sick unto death. And Isaiah the prophet the son of Amoz came unto him, and said 
unto him, Thus saith the LORD, Set thine house in order: for thou shalt die, and not live." 


So, Hezekiah entreats the Lord in prayer and pleads with Him that he has been faithful to the 
God, Isa. 38:2-3, "Then Hezekiah turned his face toward the wall, and prayed unto the LORD, 
And said, Remember now, O LORD, I beseech thee, how I have walked before thee in truth and 
with a perfect heart, and have done that which is good in thy sight. And Hezekiah wept sore." 


The Lord gives His word to Isaiah: to relay to Hezekiah that He will grant to the king: fifteen 
more years of life. And, He will save Jerusalem from the king of Assyria. So, as a sign, He will 
adjust the sun dial ten degrees backward, Isa. 38:4-8, "Then came the word of the LORD to 
Isaiah, saying, Go, and say to Hezekiah, Thus saith the LORD, the God of David thy father, I 
have heard thy prayer, I have seen thy tears: behold, I will add unto thy days fifteen years. And I 
will deliver thee and this city out of the hand of the king of Assyria: and I will defend this 

city. And this shall be a sign unto thee from the LORD, that the LORD will do this thing that he 
hath spoken; Behold, I will bring again the shadow of the degrees, which is gone down in the sun 
dial of Ahaz, ten degrees backward. So the sun returned ten degrees, by which degrees it was 
gone down." 


When Hezekiah was healed of his sickness, he wrote a hymn, celebrating what the Lord had 
done for him, Isa. 38:9-20, "The writing of Hezekiah king of Judah, when he had been sick, and 
was recovered of his sickness: I said in the cutting off of my days, I shall go to the gates of the 
grave: I am deprived of the residue of my years. I said, I shall not see the LORD, even the 
LORD, in the land of the living: I shall behold man no more with the inhabitants of the world. 
Mine age is departed, and is removed from me as a shepherd's tent: I have cut off like a weaver 
my life: he will cut me off with pining sickness: from day even to night wilt thou make an end of 
me. I reckoned till morning, that, as a lion, so will he break all my bones: from day even to night 
wilt thou make an end of me. Like a crane or a swallow, so did I chatter: I did mourn as a dove: 
mine eyes fail with looking upward: O LORD, I am oppressed; undertake for me. What shall I 
say? he hath both spoken unto me, and himself hath done it: I shall go softly all my years in the 
bitterness of my soul. O Lord, by these things men live, and in all these things is the life of my 
spirit: so wilt thou recover me, and make me to live. Behold, for peace I had great bitterness: but 
thou hast in love to my soul delivered it from the pit of corruption: for thou hast cast all my sins 
behind thy back. For the grave cannot praise thee, death can not celebrate thee: they that go 
down into the pit cannot hope for thy truth. The living, the living, he shall praise thee, as I do this 
day: the father to the children shall make known thy truth. The LORD was ready to save me: 
therefore we will sing my songs to the stringed instruments all the days of our life in the house of 
the LORD." 


So, Isaiah had a balm made for the king's boil: with the power of God in the balm, this cured the 
king of his affliction, Isa. 38:21-22, "For Isaiah had said, Let them take a lump of figs, and lay it 
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for a plaister upon the boil, and he shall recover. Hezekiah also had said, What is the sign that I 
shall go up to the house of the LORD?" 


"Hezekiah also had said, What is the sign that I shall go up to the house of the LORD?": 2 Kings 
20:5, "Turn again, and tell Hezekiah the captain of my people, Thus saith the LORD, the God of 
David thy father, I have heard thy prayer, I have seen thy tears: behold, I will heal thee: on the 
third day thou shalt go up unto the house of the LORD." 


2 Kings 20:8-11, "And Hezekiah said unto Isaiah, What shall be the sign that the LORD will heal 
me, and that I shall go up into the house of the LORD the third day? And Isaiah said, This sign 
shalt thou have of the LORD, that the LORD will do the thing that he hath spoken: shall the 
shadow go forward ten degrees, or go back ten degrees? And Hezekiah answered, It is a light 
thing for the shadow to go down ten degrees: nay, but let the shadow return backward ten 
degrees. And Isaiah the prophet cried unto the LORD: and he brought the shadow ten degrees 
backward, by which it had gone down in the dial of Ahaz." 


The Trickery of the King of Babylon 


The king of Babylon sent letters and a gift to greet King Hezekiah. The king then shows the 
emissaries of Babylon, the treasures of his kingdom, Isa. 39:1-2, "At that time Merodachbaladan, 
the son of Baladan, king of Babylon, sent letters and a present to Hezekiah: for he had heard that 
he had been sick, and was recovered. And Hezekiah was glad of them, and shewed them the 
house of his precious things, the silver, and the gold, and the spices, and the precious ointment, 
and all the house of his armour, and all that was found in his treasures: there was nothing in his 
house, nor in all his dominion, that Hezekiah shewed them not." 


Isaiah came to Hezekiah and asks about the emissaries: to which the king replies that they came 
from Babylon; and that he showed them: "the house of his precious things”. Isaiah then warned 
him that all of his treasures, as well as all of his sons, will be taken captive to Babylon, where his 
sons will be made eunuchs in the court of the king of Babylon, Isa. 39:3-7, "Then came Isaiah 
the prophet unto king Hezekiah, and said unto him, What said these men? and from whence 
came they unto thee? And Hezekiah said, They are come from a far country unto me, even from 
Babylon. Then said he, What have they seen in thine house? And Hezekiah answered, All that is 
in mine house have they seen: there is nothing among my treasures that I have not shewed 

them. Then said Isaiah to Hezekiah, Hear the word of the LORD of hosts: Behold, the days 
come, that all that is in thine house, and that which thy fathers have laid up in store until this day, 
shall be carried to Babylon: nothing shall be left, saith the LORD. And of thy sons that shall 
issue from thee, which thou shalt beget, shall they take away; and they shall be eunuchs in the 
palace of the king of Babylon." 


Hezekiah is resigned to his mistake: he praises the Lord and is grateful that "there shall be peace 
and truth in my days", Isa. 39:8, "Then said Hezekiah to Isaiah, Good is the word of the LORD 
which thou hast spoken. He said moreover, For there shall be peace and truth in my days."

The Coming of Greater Babylon 


In this large oracle of prophecy, greater Israel and greater Assyria formed the world of greater 
Babylon. The series of prophecies features a reveal of the LORD's glory, a call to the isles 
beyond the sea, the return of the King of saints, a contrast made between the remnant of God and 
the Israel of Babylon, Cyrus as an antitype of Christ, a failure of Babylonian idols, of God's 
judgment on the harlots of the great whore, and a call for the remnant of Jacob to repent. 


The Glory of the LORD Revealed 


"ow 


"Comfort ye"; "my people": "when we remembered Zion", while in Babylonian captivity, the 
captives long for Jerusalem; and with the captivity of people, iniquity is pardoned because they 
have received from the Lord, 


Isa. 40:1-2, "Comfort ye, comfort ye my people, saith your God. Speak ye comfortably to 
Jerusalem, and cry unto her, that her warfare is accomplished, that her iniquity is pardoned: for 
she hath received of the LORD'S hand double for all her sins." 


Psa. 137:1, "By the rivers of Babylon, there we sat down, yea, we wept, when we remembered 
Zion." 


Jer. 16:18, "And first I will recompense their iniquity and their sin double; because they have 
defiled my land, they have filled mine inheritance with the carcases of their detestable and 
abominable things." 


What John the Baptist preached in the wilderness outside of Jerusalem, Isa. 40:3-5, "The voice of 
him that crieth in the wilderness, Prepare ye the way of the LORD, make straight in the desert a 
highway for our God. Every valley shall be exalted, and every mountain and hill shall be made 
low: and the crooked shall be made straight, and the rough places plain: And the glory of the 
LORD shall be revealed, and all flesh shall see it together: for the mouth of the LORD hath 
spoken it." 


And, as a consequence, Luke 14:11, "For whosoever exalteth himself shall be abased; and he that 
humbleth himself shall be exalted"; and thus the salvation of mankind shall be revealed and seen 
by "all flesh": both Jew and Gentile, Luke 2:30-32, "For mine eyes have seen thy 

salvation, Which thou hast prepared before the face of all people; A light to lighten the Gentiles, 
and the glory of thy people Israel." 


"All flesh is grass" will perish, but "the spirit of the LORD": "the word of our God shall stand for 
ever", Isa. 40:6-8, "The voice said, Cry. And he said, What shall I cry? All flesh is grass, and all 
the goodliness thereof is as the flower of the field: The grass withereth, the flower fadeth: 
because the spirit of the LORD bloweth upon it: surely the people is grass. The grass withereth, 
the flower fadeth: but the word of our God shall stand for ever." 
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Jas. 1:10-11, "But the rich, in that he is made low: because as the flower of the grass he shall 
pass away. For the sun is no sooner risen with a burning heat, but it withereth the grass, and the 
flower thereof falleth, and the grace of the fashion of it perisheth: so also shall the rich man fade 
away in his ways." 


1 Peter 1:24-25, "For all flesh is as grass, and all the glory of man as the flower of grass. The 
grass withereth, and the flower thereof falleth away: But the word of the Lord endureth for ever. 
And this is the word which by the gospel is preached unto you." 


John 14:17, "Even the Spirit of truth; whom the world cannot receive, because it seeth him not, 
neither knoweth him: but ye know him; for he dwelleth with you, and shall be in you." 


So, Jesus Christ is the Way prepared before us, John 14:6, "Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, 
the truth, and the life: no man cometh unto the Father, but by me"; because He is the way of 
salvation, John 10:9, "I am the door: by me if any man enter in, he shall be saved, and shall go in 
and out, and find pasture." 


The Sion of Jerusalem is the people of God. And, "with strong hand", as with the rod of iron, 
will the Lord reign on the earth: "He shall feed his flock like a shepherd", Isa. 40:9-11, "O Zion, 
that bringest good tidings, get thee up into the high mountain; O Jerusalem, that bringest good 
tidings, lift up thy voice with strength; lift it up, be not afraid; say unto the cities of Judah, 
Behold your God! Behold, the Lord GOD will come with strong hand, and his arm shall rule for 
him: behold, his reward is with him, and his work before him. He shall feed his flock like a 
shepherd: he shall gather the lambs with his arm, and carry them in his bosom, and shall gently 
lead those that are with young." 


And, "behold, his reward is with him": Rev. 22:12, "And, behold, I come quickly; and my reward 
is with me, to give every man according as his work shall be"; "and his work before him": the 
finished work of Christ on the cross, John 17:4, "I have glorified thee on the earth: I have 
finished the work which thou gavest me to do"; 19:30, "When Jesus therefore had received the 


vinegar, he said, It is finished: and he bowed his head, and gave up the ghost." 


And, "He shall feed his flock like a shepherd: he shall gather the lambs with his arm, and carry 
them in his bosom, and shall gently lead those that are with young": John 10:14, "I am the good 
shepherd, and know my sheep, and am known of mine." 


Rhetorical question about the greatness of God, as with creation, wisdom, knowledge, judgment, 
and understanding; and as when the Lord answered Job out of the whirlwind (cf. Job 38:1— 
40:2), Isa. 40:12-17, "Who hath measured the waters in the hollow of his hand, and meted out 
heaven with the span, and comprehended the dust of the earth in a measure, and weighed the 
mountains in scales, and the hills in a balance? Who hath directed the Spirit of the LORD, or 
being his counsellor hath taught him? With whom took he counsel, and who instructed him, and 
taught him in the path of judgment, and taught him knowledge, and shewed to him the way of 
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understanding? Behold, the nations are as a drop of a bucket, and are counted as the small dust of 
the balance: behold, he taketh up the isles as a very little thing. And Lebanon is not sufficient to 
burn, nor the beasts thereof sufficient for a burnt offering. All nations before him are as nothing; 
and they are counted to him less than nothing, and vanity." 


The nations and the isles of the world are of little-to-no consequence to God: even the cedars of 
Lebanon are not enough to burn the sacrifices worthy of God's glory, Rev. 6:14, "And the heaven 
departed as a scroll when it is rolled together; and every mountain and island were moved out of 
their places." 


And thus: all the nations are void, as vain things, Rev. 16:20, "And every island fled away, and 
the mountains were not found." 


God made the world, so there is nothing that can be likened to Him, Isa. 40:18-25, "To whom 
then will ye liken God? or what likeness will ye compare unto him? The workman melteth a 
graven image, and the goldsmith spreadeth it over with gold, and casteth silver chains. He that is 
so impoverished that he hath no oblation chooseth a tree that will not rot; he seeketh unto him a 
cunning workman to prepare a graven image, that shall not be moved. Have ye not known? have 
ye not heard? hath it not been told you from the beginning? have ye not understood from the 
foundations of the earth? It is he that sitteth upon the circle of the earth, and the inhabitants 
thereof are as grasshoppers; that stretcheth out the heavens as a curtain, and spreadeth them out 
as a tent to dwell in: That bringeth the princes to nothing; he maketh the judges of the earth as 
vanity. Yea, they shall not be planted; yea, they shall not be sown: yea, their stock shall not take 
root in the earth: and he shall also blow upon them, and they shall wither, and the whirlwind 
shall take them away as stubble. To whom then will ye liken me, or shall I be equal? saith the 
Holy One." 


Acts 17:24, "God that made the world and all things therein, seeing that he is Lord of heaven and 
earth, dwelleth not in temples made with hands". 


Acts 17:29, "Forasmuch then as we are the offspring of God, we ought not to think that the 
Godhead is like unto gold, or silver, or stone, graven by art and man's device." 


Acts 17:30-31, "And the times of this ignorance God winked at; but now commandeth all men 
every where to repent: Because he hath appointed a day, in the which he will judge the world in 
righteousness by that man whom he hath ordained; whereof he hath given assurance unto all 
men, in that he hath raised him from the dead." 


The Holy One: "To whom then will ye liken me, or shall I be equal?" is Jesus Christ, John 10:30, 
"I and my Father are one"; 8:58, "Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Before 
Abraham was, I am." 
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So, "behold who hath created these things" is the everlasting God, Isa. 40:26-31, "Lift up your 
eyes on high, and behold who hath created these things, that bringeth out their host by number: 
he calleth them all by names by the greatness of his might, for that he is strong in power; not one 
faileth. Why sayest thou, O Jacob, and speakest, O Israel, My way is hid from the LORD, and 
my judgment is passed over from my God? Hast thou not known? hast thou not heard, that the 
everlasting God, the LORD, the Creator of the ends of the earth, fainteth not, neither is weary? 
there is no searching of his understanding. He giveth power to the faint; and to them that have no 
might he increaseth strength. Even the youths shall faint and be weary, and the young men shall 
utterly fall: But they that wait upon the LORD shall renew their strength; they shall mount up 
with wings as eagles; they shall run, and not be weary; and they shall walk, and not faint." 


And, "the youths shall faint and be weary, and the young men shall utterly fall" are the enemies 
of God like the Babylonians and Chaldeans, or the apostates and reprobates; "But they that wait 
upon the LORD shall renew their strength" are the saints, Heb. 12:1-2, "Wherefore seeing we 
also are compassed about with so great a cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside every weight, and 
the sin which doth so easily beset us, and let us run with patience the race that is set before us, 
Looking unto Jesus the author and finisher of our faith; who for the joy that was set before him 
endured the cross, despising the shame, and is set down at the right hand of the throne of God." 


Micah 4:5, "For all people will walk every one in the name of his god, and we will walk in the 
name of the LORD our God for ever and ever." 


A Call to the Isles beyond the Sea 


"Keep silence": humble yourselves, "O islands", which are "the isles which are beyond the sea", 
as in the West; and a call of the Lord for the West to repent (Europe, Africa, and America), Isa. 
41:1, "Keep silence before me, O islands; and let the people renew their strength: let them come 
near; then let them speak: let us come near together to judgment." 


Jer. 25:22-26, "And all the kings of Tyrus, and all the kings of Zidon, and the kings of the isles 
which are beyond the sea, Dedan, and Tema, and Buz, and all that are in the utmost corners, And 
all the kings of Arabia, and all the kings of the mingled people that dwell in the desert, And all 
the kings of Zimri, and all the kings of Elam, and all the kings of the Medes, And all the kings of 
the north, far and near, one with another, and all the kingdoms of the world, which are upon the 
face of the earth: and the king of Sheshach shall drink after them." 


And, "the people" of the West to "renew": repent, "let us come near together to judgment", to 
Christ, Dan. 11:18, "After this shall he turn his face unto the isles, and shall take many: but a 
prince for his own behalf shall cause the reproach offered by him to cease; without his own 
reproach he shall cause it to turn upon him." 


The "Who" is Jehovah; and "the righteous man" is the Son of man, Jesus Christ ("raised up" as 
with the name of Eliakim); however, Cyrus, as an antitype of Christ, will come "from the 
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east" (as opposed to the West), Isa. 41:2-4, "Who raised up the righteous man from the east, 
called him to his foot, gave the nations before him, and made him rule over kings? he gave them 
as the dust to his sword, and as driven stubble to his bow. He pursued them, and passed safely; 
even by the way that he had not gone with his feet. Who hath wrought and done it, calling the 
generations from the beginning? I the LORD, the first, and with the last; I am he." 


In the Near East, "He pursued them" at His return, riding upon His white horse, Rev. 19:11, 
"And I saw heaven opened, and behold a white horse; and he that sat upon him was called 
Faithful and True, and in righteousness he doth judge and make war." 


Rev. 2:26-27, "And he that overcometh, and keepeth my works unto the end, to him will I give 
power over the nations: And he shall rule them with a rod of iron; as the vessels of a potter shall 
they be broken to shivers: even as I received of my Father." 


"I the LORD, the first, and with the last; I am he": Rev. 1:8, "I am Alpha and Omega, the 
beginning and the ending, saith the Lord, which is, and which was, and which is to come, the 
Almighty." 


"The isles": "feared"; and "the ends of the earth": "afraid"; so they "drew near, and came", in 
which the nations of the West have experienced God's judgment upon them; and a few repent to 
Christ, but the many form local communities that will reform their Western idols, Isa. 41:5-7, 
"The isles saw it, and feared; the ends of the earth were afraid, drew near, and came. They helped 
every one his neighbour; and every one said to his brother, Be of good courage. So the carpenter 
encouraged the goldsmith, and he that smootheth with the hammer him that smote the anvil, 
saying, It is ready for the sodering: and he fastened it with nails, that it should not be moved." 


The saints of Israel and the remnant of Jacob, "Thou whom I have taken from the ends of the 
earth": as in the rapture, Isa. 41:8-9, "But thou, Israel, art my servant, Jacob whom I have chosen, 
the seed of Abraham my friend. Thou whom I have taken from the ends of the earth, and called 
thee from the chief men thereof, and said unto thee, Thou art my servant; I have chosen thee, and 
not cast thee away." 


And, "the LORD thy God ": "I will uphold thee", as to His saints and remnant; and the 

"they": "that strive with thee" are the enemies of God and haters of God; and "they that war 
against thee", as with the war on the saints at the fifth seal, but at the sixth seal, Isa. 41:10-14, 
"Fear thou not; for I am with thee: be not dismayed; for I am thy God: I will strengthen thee; yea, 
I will help thee; yea, I will uphold thee with the right hand of my righteousness. Behold, all they 
that were incensed against thee shall be ashamed and confounded: they shall be as nothing; and 
they that strive with thee shall perish. Thou shalt seek them, and shalt not find them, even them 
that contended with thee: they that war against thee shall be as nothing, and as a thing of 
nought. For I the LORD thy God will hold thy right hand, saying unto thee, Fear not; I will help 
thee. Fear not, thou worm Jacob, and ye men of Israel; I will help thee, saith the LORD, and thy 
redeemer, the Holy One of Israel." 
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Rev. 6:15, "And the kings of the earth, and the great men, and the rich men, and the chief 
captains, and the mighty men, and every bondman, and every free man, hid themselves in the 
dens and in the rocks of the mountains". 


Jer. 31:9, "They shall come with weeping, and with supplications will I lead them: I will cause 
them to walk by the rivers of waters in a straight way, wherein they shall not stumble: for I am a 
father to Israel, and Ephraim is my firstborn." 


"I will help thee", as with the rapture, Jer. 31:31, "Behold, the days come, saith the LORD, that I 
will make a new covenant with the house of Israel, and with the house of Judah: Not according 
to the covenant that I made with their fathers in the day that I took them by the hand to bring 
them out of the land of Egypt; which my covenant they brake, although I was an husband unto 
them, saith the LORD: But this shall be the covenant that I will make with the house of Israel; 
After those days, saith the LORD, I will put my law in their inward parts, and write it in their 
hearts; and will be their God, and they shall be my people. And they shall teach no more every 
man his neighbour, and every man his brother, saying, Know the LORD: for they shall all know 
me, from the least of them unto the greatest of them, saith the LORD: for I will forgive their 
iniquity, and I will remember their sin no more." 


Eze. 39:29, "Neither will I hide my face any more from them: for I have poured out my spirit 
upon the house of Israel, saith the Lord GOD." 


And, "thou worm Jacob" is the remnant of Jacob, Psa. 22:6, "But Iam a worm, and no man; a 
reproach of men, and despised of the people." 


And, the third of them, "ye men of Israel" out of which are numbered 144,000 sealed by "thy 
redeemer, the Holy One of Israel", Rev. 14:3-4, "And they sung as it were a new song before the 
throne, and before the four beasts, and the elders: and no man could learn that song but the 
hundred and forty and four thousand, which were redeemed from the earth. These are they which 
were not defiled with women; for they are virgins. These are they which follow the Lamb 
whithersoever he goeth. These were redeemed from among men, being the firstfruits unto God 
and to the Lamb." 


Rev. 12:17, "And the dragon was wroth with the woman, and went to make war with the remnant 
of her seed, which keep the commandments of God, and have the testimony of Jesus Christ." 


Rev. 11:13, "And the same hour was there a great earthquake, and the tenth part of the city fell, 
and in the earthquake were slain of men seven thousand: and the remnant were affrighted, and 
gave glory to the God of heaven." 


"Behold, I will make thee a new sharp threshing instrument"; and "Thou shalt fan them", Who is 
"the Holy One of Israel"; and "Whose fan is in his hand": "and the whirlwind shall scatter them", 
Isa. 41:15-16, "Behold, I will make thee a new sharp threshing instrument having teeth: thou 
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shalt thresh the mountains, and beat them small, and shalt make the hills as chaff. Thou shalt fan 
them, and the wind shall carry them away, and the whirlwind shall scatter them: and thou shalt 
rejoice in the LORD, and shalt glory in the Holy One of Israel." 


Matt. 3:11-12, "I indeed baptize you with water unto repentance: but he that cometh after me is 
mightier than I, whose shoes I am not worthy to bear: he shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost, 
and with fire: Whose fan is in his hand, and he will throughly purge his floor, and gather his 
wheat into the garner; but he will burn up the chaff with unquenchable fire." 


Dan. 2:35, "Then was the iron, the clay, the brass, the silver, and the gold, broken to pieces 
together, and became like the chaff of the summer threshingfloors; and the wind carried them 
away, that no place was found for them: and the stone that smote the image became a great 
mountain, and filled the whole earth." 


Jer. 51:33, "For thus saith the LORD of hosts, the God of Israel; The daughter of Babylon is like 
a threshingfloor, it is time to thresh her: yet a little while, and the time of her harvest shall 
come." 


Jer. 23:19-20, "Behold, a whirlwind of the LORD is gone forth in fury, even a grievous 
whirlwind: it shall fall grievously upon the head of the wicked. The anger of the LORD shall not 
return, until he have executed, and till he have performed the thoughts of his heart: in the latter 
days ye shall consider it perfectly." 


Jer. 25:30-33, "Therefore prophesy thou against them all these words, and say unto them, The 
LORD shall roar from on high, and utter his voice from his holy habitation; he shall mightily 
roar upon his habitation; he shall give a shout, as they that tread the grapes, against all the 
inhabitants of the earth. A noise shall come even to the ends of the earth; for the LORD hath a 
controversy with the nations, he will plead with all flesh; he will give them that are wicked to the 
sword, saith the LORD. Thus saith the LORD of hosts, Behold, evil shall go forth from nation to 
nation, and a great whirlwind shall be raised up from the coasts of the earth. And the slain of the 
LORD shall be at that day from one end of the earth even unto the other end of the earth: they 
shall not be lamented, neither gathered, nor buried; they shall be dung upon the ground." 


Jer. 30:23-24, "Behold, the whirlwind of the LORD goeth forth with fury, a continuing 
whirlwind: it shall fall with pain upon the head of the wicked. The fierce anger of the LORD 
shall not return, until he have done it, and until he have performed the intents of his heart: in the 
latter days ye shall consider it." 


So, "thou shalt rejoice in the LORD, and shalt glory in the Holy One of Israel": for when "God 
hath avenged you on her", Rev. 18:20-21, "Rejoice over her, thou heaven, and ye holy apostles 
and prophets; for God hath avenged you on her. And a mighty angel took up a stone like a great 
millstone, and cast it into the sea, saying, Thus with violence shall that great city Babylon be 
thrown down, and shall be found no more at all." 
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God will not forsake the poor and needy: the exiles of the second exodus; and the Lord will open 
rivers, fountains, pools of water, and springs of water to plant cedar, acacia, myrtle, fir, pine, 
box, and oil trees, Isa. 41:17-20, "When the poor and needy seek water, and there is none, and 
their tongue faileth for thirst, I the LORD will hear them, I the God of Israel will not forsake 
them. I will open rivers in high places, and fountains in the midst of the valleys: I will make the 
wilderness a pool of water, and the dry land springs of water. I will plant in the wilderness the 
cedar, the shittah tree, and the myrtle, and the oil tree; I will set in the desert the fir tree, and the 
pine, and the box tree together: That they may see, and know, and consider, and understand 
together, that the hand of the LORD hath done this, and the Holy One of Israel hath created it." 


The exiles will recognize what the Lord has done, as with the returning of the saints to delight in 
what the Lord has restored, Neh. 8:14-18, "And they found written in the law which the LORD 
had commanded by Moses, that the children of Israel should dwell in booths in the feast of the 
seventh month: And that they should publish and proclaim in all their cities, and in Jerusalem, 
saying, Go forth unto the mount, and fetch olive branches, and pine branches, and myrtle 
branches, and palm branches, and branches of thick trees, to make booths, as it is written. So the 
people went forth, and brought them, and made themselves booths, every one upon the roof of 
his house, and in their courts, and in the courts of the house of God, and in the street of the water 
gate, and in the street of the gate of Ephraim. And all the congregation of them that were come 
again out of the captivity made booths, and sat under the booths: for since the days of Jeshua the 
son of Nun unto that day had not the children of Israel done so. And there was very great 
gladness. Also day by day, from the first day unto the last day, he read in the book of the law of 
God. And they kept the feast seven days; and on the eighth day was a solemn assembly, 
according unto the manner.” 


So, "the King of Jacob", Who is the King of the Saints, the true Israel of God; and the saints shall 
confront the haters of God, challenging them to have their idols prophesy what was, what is, and 
what may be in the future, Isa. 41:21-24, "Produce your cause, saith the LORD; bring forth your 
strong reasons, saith the King of Jacob. Let them bring them forth, and shew us what shall 
happen: let them shew the former things, what they be, that we may consider them, and know the 
latter end of them; or declare us things for to come. Shew the things that are to come hereafter, 
that we may know that ye are gods: yea, do good, or do evil, that we may be dismayed, and 
behold it together. Behold, ye are of nothing, and your work of nought: an abomination is he that 
chooseth you." 


As did Elijah challenged the prophets of Baal, 1 Kings 18:36-40, "And it came to pass at the time 
of the offering of the evening sacrifice, that Elijah the prophet came near, and said, LORD God 
of Abraham, Isaac, and of Israel, let it be known this day that thou art God in Israel, and that I 
am thy servant, and that I have done all these things at thy word. Hear me, O LORD, hear me, 
that this people may know that thou art the LORD God, and that thou hast turned their heart back 
again. Then the fire of the LORD fell, and consumed the burnt sacrifice, and the wood, and the 
stones, and the dust, and licked up the water that was in the trench. And when all the people saw 
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it, they fell on their faces: and they said, The LORD, he is the God; the LORD, he is the 
God. And Elijah said unto them, Take the prophets of Baal; let not one of them escape. And they 
took them: and Elijah brought them down to the brook Kishon, and slew them there." 


And so, these haters of God and their idols will become abominable, Acts 17:29-31, "Forasmuch 
then as we are the offspring of God, we ought not to think that the Godhead is like unto gold, or 
silver, or stone, graven by art and man's device. And the times of this ignorance God winked at; 
but now commandeth all men every where to repent: Because he hath appointed a day, in the 
which he will judge the world in righteousness by that man whom he hath ordained; whereof he 
hath given assurance unto all men, in that he hath raised him from the dead." 


"I have raised": Jehovah, "from the north", as in from on high, "from the rising of the sun", as 
with Jesus Christ, Isa. 41:25-26, "I have raised up one from the north, and he shall come: from 
the rising of the sun shall he call upon my name: and he shall come upon princes as upon morter, 
and as the potter treadeth clay. Who hath declared from the beginning, that we may know? and 
beforetime, that we may say, He is righteous? yea, there is none that sheweth, yea, there is none 
that declareth, yea, there is none that heareth your words." 


And, "he shall come upon princes"; and "none that heareth your words": Rev. 6:15-17, "And the 
kings of the earth, and the great men, and the rich men, and the chief captains, and the mighty 
men, and every bondman, and every free man, hid themselves in the dens and in the rocks of the 
mountains; And said to the mountains and rocks, Fall on us, and hide us from the face of him 
that sitteth on the throne, and from the wrath of the Lamb: For the great day of his wrath is come; 
and who shall be able to stand?" 


And, the "one that bringeth good tidings" is the Son of God, Who will be given Zion and 
Jerusalem, Isa. 41:27-29, "The first shall say to Zion, Behold, behold them: and I will give to 
Jerusalem one that bringeth good tidings. For I beheld, and there was no man; even among them, 
and there was no counsellor, that, when I asked of them, could answer a word. Behold, they are 
all vanity; their works are nothing: their molten images are wind and confusion." 


Although the prophet could not find one, the Holy One of Israel is found worthy to open the 
book "written within and on the backside, sealed with seven seals", Rev. 5:6-7, "And I beheld, 
and, lo, in the midst of the throne and of the four beasts, and in the midst of the elders, stood a 
Lamb as it had been slain, having seven horns and seven eyes, which are the seven Spirits of God 
sent forth into all the earth. And he came and took the book out of the right hand of him that sat 
upon the throne." 
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But, among the apostates, "they are all vanity": "their works are nothing", as with dead works; 
and "their molten images are wind and confusion", as with the beast and the false prophet, Rev. 
13:13-15, "And he doeth great wonders, so that he maketh fire come down from heaven on the 
earth in the sight of men, And deceiveth them that dwell on the earth by the means of those 
miracles which he had power to do in the sight of the beast; saying to them that dwell on the 
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earth, that they should make an image to the beast, which had the wound by a sword, and did 
live. And he had power to give life unto the image of the beast, that the image of the beast should 
both speak, and cause that as many as would not worship the image of the beast should be 
killed." 


The King of Saints Returns 


"Behold my servant" is the Son of man, Jesus Christ; and "mine elect" are the saints, Isa. 42:1-4, 
"Behold my servant, whom I uphold; mine elect, in whom my soul delighteth; I have put my 
spirit upon him: he shall bring forth judgment to the Gentiles. He shall not cry, nor lift up, nor 
cause his voice to be heard in the street. A bruised reed shall he not break, and the smoking flax 
shall he not quench: he shall bring forth judgment unto truth. He shall not fail nor be 
discouraged, till he have set judgment in the earth: and the isles shall wait for his law." 


"I have put my spirit upon him", Luke 4:18-19, "The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, because he 
hath anointed me to preach the gospel to the poor; he hath sent me to heal the brokenhearted, to 
preach deliverance to the captives, and recovering of sight to the blind, to set at liberty them that 
are bruised, To preach the acceptable year of the Lord." 


And, "he shall bring forth judgment to the Gentiles", John 9:39, "And Jesus said, For judgment I 
am come into this world, that they which see not might see; and that they which see might be 
made blind." 


And, "he shall bring forth judgment unto truth", Psa. 37:6, "And he shall bring forth thy 
righteousness as the light, and thy judgment as the noonday"; and John 14:6, "Jesus saith unto 
him, I am the way, the truth, and the life: no man cometh unto the Father, but by me." 


"He shall not fail", John 17:4, "I have glorified thee on the earth: I have finished the work which 
thou gavest me to do." 


And, "he have set judgment in the earth: and the isles shall wait for his law", Rev. 11:18, "And 
the nations were angry, and thy wrath is come, and the time of the dead, that they should be 
judged, and that thou shouldest give reward unto thy servants the prophets, and to the saints, and 
them that fear thy name, small and great; and shouldest destroy them which destroy the earth"; 
19:2, "For true and righteous are his judgments: for he hath judged the great whore, which did 
corrupt the earth with her fornication, and hath avenged the blood of his servants at her 

hand"; 11, "And I saw heaven opened, and behold a white horse; and he that sat upon him was 
called Faithful and True, and in righteousness he doth judge and make war"; 20:12-13, "And I 
saw the dead, small and great, stand before God; and the books were opened: and another book 
was opened, which is the book of life: and the dead were judged out of those things which were 
written in the books, according to their works. And the sea gave up the dead which were in it; 
and death and hell delivered up the dead which were in them: and they were judged every man 
according to their works." 
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The LORD declares Himself, Creator God: "have called thee in righteousness", as with the 
Israelites in the Old Testament, but now with the born again Christians in the New Testament, 
Isa. 42:5-7, "Thus saith God the LORD, he that created the heavens, and stretched them out; he 
that spread forth the earth, and that which cometh out of it; he that giveth breath unto the people 
upon it, and spirit to them that walk therein: I the LORD have called thee in righteousness, and 
will hold thine hand, and will keep thee, and give thee for a covenant of the people, for a light of 
the Gentiles; To open the blind eyes, to bring out the prisoners from the prison, and them that sit 
in darkness out of the prison house." 


Rom. 3:24-26, "Being justified freely by his grace through the redemption that is in Christ 

Jesus: Whom God hath set forth to be a propitiation through faith in his blood, to declare his 
righteousness for the remission of sins that are past, through the forbearance of God; To declare, 
I say, at this time his righteousness: that he might be just, and the justifier of him which believeth 
in Jesus." 


Jer. 31:33, "But this shall be the covenant that I will make with the house of Israel; After those 
days, saith the LORD, I will put my law in their inward parts, and write it in their hearts; and will 
be their God, and they shall be my people." 


And, "for a light of the Gentiles": Luke 2:32, "A light to lighten the Gentiles, and the glory of thy 
people Israel." 


John 12:46, "Iam come a light into the world, that whosoever believeth on me should not abide 
in darkness." 


"I am the LORD"; His glory is not given to another or to idols; and "new things do I declare", as 
well as "the former things are come to pass", Isa. 42:8-9, "I am the LORD: that is my name: and 
my glory will I not give to another, neither my praise to graven images. Behold, the former 

things are come to pass, and new things do I declare: before they spring forth I tell you of them." 


"Lam he": John 13:19, "Now I tell you before it come, that, when it is come to pass, ye may 
believe that I am he." 


"Behold, I make all things new": Rev. 21:5, "And he that sat upon the throne said, Behold, I 
make all things new. And he said unto me, Write: for these words are true and faithful." 


So, "a new song" is sung of "his praise from the end of the earth": "the isles, and the inhabitants 
thereof", Isa. 42:10-12, "Sing unto the LORD a new song, and his praise from the end of the 
earth, ye that go down to the sea, and all that is therein; the isles, and the inhabitants thereof. Let 
the wilderness and the cities thereof lift up their voice, the villages that Kedar doth inhabit: let 
the inhabitants of the rock sing, let them shout from the top of the mountains. Let them give 
glory unto the LORD, and declare his praise in the islands." 
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The saints sing from their places of refuge in the wilderness, in the cities, the villages of Arabs 
(Arabia), the rock (Petra), and the top of the mountains (Paran). They give glory to the Lord and 
"declare his praise in the islands", the saints of the King of saints, Rev. 15:3-4, "And they sing 
the song of Moses the servant of God, and the song of the Lamb, saying, Great and marvellous 
are thy works, Lord God Almighty; just and true are thy ways, thou King of saints. Who shall not 
fear thee, O Lord, and glorify thy name? for thou only art holy: for all nations shall come and 
worship before thee; for thy judgments are made manifest." 


Rev. 12:14-17, "And to the woman were given two wings of a great eagle, that she might fly into 
the wilderness, into her place, where she is nourished for a time, and times, and half a time, from 
the face of the serpent. And the serpent cast out of his mouth water as a flood after the woman, 
that he might cause her to be carried away of the flood. And the earth helped the woman, and the 
earth opened her mouth, and swallowed up the flood which the dragon cast out of his mouth. 
And the dragon was wroth with the woman, and went to make war with the remnant of her seed, 
which keep the commandments of God, and have the testimony of Jesus Christ." 


Rev. 15:1-2, "And I saw another sign in heaven, great and marvellous, seven angels having the 
seven last plagues; for in them is filled up the wrath of God. And I saw as it were a sea of glass 
mingled with fire: and them that had gotten the victory over the beast, and over his image, and 
over his mark, and over the number of his name, stand on the sea of glass, having the harps of 

God." 


"The LORD shall go forth", as "a man of war": the Faithful and True, Isa. 42:13-17, "The LORD 
shall go forth as a mighty man, he shall stir up jealousy like a man of war: he shall cry, yea, roar; 
he shall prevail against his enemies. I have long time holden my peace; I have been still, and 
refrained myself: now will I cry like a travailing woman; I will destroy and devour at once. I will 
make waste mountains and hills, and dry up all their herbs; and I will make the rivers islands, 
and I will dry up the pools. And I will bring the blind by a way that they knew not; I will lead 
them in paths that they have not known: I will make darkness light before them, and crooked 
things straight. These things will I do unto them, and not forsake them. They shall be turned 
back, they shall be greatly ashamed, that trust in graven images, that say to the molten images, 
Ye are our gods." 


Rev. 19:11, "And I saw heaven opened, and behold a white horse; and he that sat upon him was 
called Faithful and True, and in righteousness he doth judge and make war." 


And, "now": "I will destroy and devour at once" at the fifth seal, Rev. 6:9-11, "And when he had 
opened the fifth seal, I saw under the altar the souls of them that were slain for the word of God, 
and for the testimony which they held: And they cried with a loud voice, saying, How long, O 
Lord, holy and true, dost thou not judge and avenge our blood on them that dwell on the earth? 
And white robes were given unto every one of them; and it was said unto them, that they should 
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rest yet for a little season, until their fellowservants also and their brethren, that should be killed 
as they were, should be fulfilled." 


And, "I will make waste mountains and hills, and dry up all their herbs; and I will make the 
rivers islands, and I will dry up the pools" at the sixth seal, Rev. 6:12, "And I beheld when he 
had opened the sixth seal, and, lo, there was a great earthquake; and the sun became black as 
sackcloth of hair, and the moon became as blood". 


"And I will bring the blind by a way that they knew not" during the "little season" and in the 
latter rain, Jer. 5:24, "Neither say they in their heart, Let us now fear the LORD our God, that 
giveth rain, both the former and the latter, in his season: he reserveth unto us the appointed 
weeks of the harvest." 


Joel 2:23, "Be glad then, ye children of Zion, and rejoice in the LORD your God: for he hath 
given you the former rain moderately, and he will cause to come down for you the rain, the 
former rain, and the latter rain in the first month." 


Jas. 5:7, "Be patient therefore, brethren, unto the coming of the Lord. Behold, the husbandman 
waiteth for the precious fruit of the earth, and hath long patience for it, until he receive the early 
and latter rain." 


And, they will repent with contrite hearts: "They shall be turned back, they shall be greatly 
ashamed", as with the latter rain, "and the remnant were affrighted", Rev. 11:13, "And the same 
hour was there a great earthquake, and the tenth part of the city fell, and in the earthquake were 
slain of men seven thousand: and the remnant were affrighted, and gave glory to the God of 
heaven." 


Psa. 51:17, "The sacrifices of God are a broken spirit: a broken and a contrite heart, O God, thou 
wilt not despise." 


So, the deaf will hear and the blind will see, as with when Jesus Christ made the deaf will hear 
and the blind will see, Isa. 42:18-20, "Hear, ye deaf; and look, ye blind, that ye may see. Who is 
blind, but my servant? or deaf, as my messenger that I sent? who is blind as he that is perfect, 
and blind as the LORD'S servant? Seeing many things, but thou observest not; opening the ears, 
but he heareth not." 


And, the blind, "my servant"; the deaf, "my messenger" are those of the Israel of Babylon, who 
do not observe or obey the word of God. 


But, the Lord is pleased with the saints, who "magnify the law, and make it honourable" and are 
persecuted for their faith, Isa. 42:21-22, "The LORD is well pleased for his righteousness’ sake; 
he will magnify the law, and make it honourable. But this is a people robbed and spoiled; they 
are all of them snared in holes, and they are hid in prison houses: they are for a prey, and none 
delivereth; for a spoil, and none saith, Restore." 
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But then, those of the Israel of Babylon, "who will hearken and hear for the time to come" are of 
the rebellious house: "gave Jacob for a spoil, and Israel to the robbers", in which their enemies 
will overtake them, Isa. 42:23-24, "Who among you will give ear to this? who will hearken and 
hear for the time to come? Who gave Jacob for a spoil, and Israel to the robbers? did not the 
LORD, he against whom we have sinned? for they would not walk in his ways, neither were they 
obedient unto his law." 


Because they would not walk in God's ways: the way of Christ, the word of God, as well as 
Christ's commandments, and "neither were they obedient unto his law", Isa. 42:25, "Therefore he 
hath poured upon him the fury of his anger, and the strength of battle: and it hath set him on fire 
round about, yet he knew not; and it burned him, yet he laid it not to heart." 


And yet, they did not repent in "the time to come", and in the days of judgment: Jacob of Egypt 
and Israel of Babylon are types of apostates in the churches, such as in Pergamos, Thyatira, 
Sardis, and Laodicea, Jer. 5:3, "O LORD, are not thine eyes upon the truth? thou hast stricken 
them, but they have not grieved; thou hast consumed them, but they have refused to receive 
correction: they have made their faces harder than a rock; they have refused to return." 


The Remnant of God v. the Israel of Babylon 


The Lord formed Jacob and has redeemed Israel, "thou art mine", Isa. 43:1-4, "But now thus 
saith the LORD that created thee, O Jacob, and he that formed thee, O Israel, Fear not: for I have 
redeemed thee, I have called thee by thy name; thou art mine. When thou passest through the 
waters, I will be with thee; and through the rivers, they shall not overflow thee: when thou 
walkest through the fire, thou shalt not be burned; neither shall the flame kindle upon thee. For I 
am the LORD thy God, the Holy One of Israel, thy Saviour: I gave Egypt for thy ransom, 
Ethiopia and Seba for thee. Since thou wast precious in my sight, thou hast been honourable, and 
I have loved thee: therefore will I give men for thee, and people for thy life." 


1 Peter 2:9-10, "But ye are a chosen generation, a royal priesthood, an holy nation, a peculiar 
people; that ye should shew forth the praises of him who hath called you out of darkness into his 
marvellous light: Which in time past were not a people, but are now the people of God: which 
had not obtained mercy, but now have obtained mercy." 


"I will be with thee": Jer. 30:11, "For I am with thee, saith the LORD, to save thee: though I 
make a full end of all nations whither I have scattered thee, yet will I not make a full end of thee: 
but I will correct thee in measure, and will not leave thee altogether unpunished." 


Egypt, Ethiopia, and Seba are types of the world, as with the kingdom of the world, and the 
people of the world: "I give men for thee" as a ransom, Jer. 31:3, "The LORD hath appeared of 
old unto me, saying, Yea, I have loved thee with an everlasting love: therefore with 
lovingkindness have I drawn thee"; Hos. 11:1, "When Israel was a child, then I loved him, and 
called my son out of Egypt"; and Mark 10:45, "For even the Son of man came not to be 
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"on 


ministered unto, but to minister, and to give his life a ransom for many"; "and people for thy life" 
of they that repented not, Rev. 9:20-21, "And the rest of the men which were not killed by these 
plagues yet repented not of the works of their hands, that they should not worship devils, and 
idols of gold, and silver, and brass, and stone, and of wood: which neither can see, nor hear, nor 
walk: Neither repented they of their murders, nor of their sorceries, nor of their fornication, nor 
of their thefts." 


"I am with thee"; and "I will bring thy seed from the east, and gather thee from the west", as with 
the latter rain "from the east" and the former rain "from the west"; and as "to the north, Give up", 
as well as "to the south, Keep not back", as to Macedonia in the north, and to Ethiopia in the 
south, Isa. 43:5-7, "Fear not: for I am with thee: I will bring thy seed from the east, and gather 
thee from the west; I will say to the north, Give up; and to the south, Keep not back: bring my 
sons from far, and my daughters from the ends of the earth; Even every one that is called by my 
name: for I have created him for my glory, I have formed him; yea, I have made him." 


And, "my sons from far, and my daughters from the ends of the earth" indicate the rapture, Matt. 
24:31, "And he shall send his angels with a great sound of a trumpet, and they shall gather 
together his elect from the four winds, from one end of heaven to the other." 


And, "every one that is called by my name": Matt. 8:11, "And I say unto you, That many shall 
come from the east and west, and shall sit down with Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, in the 
kingdom of heaven." 


"I have created him for my glory": Zion; "I have formed him": Jacob; and "I have made him": 
Israel, which are the elect: the remnant of God, and the saints, Mark 13:27, "And then shall he 
send his angels, and shall gather together his elect from the four winds, from the uttermost part 
of the earth to the uttermost part of heaven." 


Luke 21:27-28, "And then shall they see the Son of man coming in a cloud with power and great 
glory. And when these things begin to come to pass, then look up, and lift up your heads; for 
your redemption draweth nigh." 


1 Thess. 4:16-17, "For the Lord himself shall descend from heaven with a shout, with the voice 
of the archangel, and with the trump of God: and the dead in Christ shall rise first: Then we 
which are alive and remain shall be caught up together with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord 
in the air: and so shall we ever be with the Lord." 


So, "the blind": "that have eyes"; "and the deaf that have ears" are that of the Jews; and "Let all 
the nations be gathered together, and let the people be assembled" are that of the Gentiles, Isa. 
43:8-9, "Bring forth the blind people that have eyes, and the deaf that have ears. Let all the 
nations be gathered together, and let the people be assembled: who among them can declare this, 
and shew us former things? let them bring forth their witnesses, that they may be justified: or let 
them hear, and say, It is truth." 
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Rom. 1:20-21, "For the invisible things of him from the creation of the world are clearly seen, 
being understood by the things that are made, even his eternal power and Godhead; so that they 
are without excuse: Because that, when they knew God, they glorified him not as God, neither 
were thankful; but became vain in their imaginations, and their foolish heart was darkened." 


So, "the children of the kingdom shall be cast out" because "they are without excuse" and "when 
they knew God, they glorified him not as God", Matt. 8:12, "But the children of the kingdom 
shall be cast out into outer darkness: there shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth." 


And furthermore, they that are gathered and assembled are of the reprobates, Rev. 20:11-15, 
"And I saw a great white throne, and him that sat on it, from whose face the earth and the heaven 
fled away; and there was found no place for them. And I saw the dead, small and great, stand 
before God; and the books were opened: and another book was opened, which is the book of life: 
and the dead were judged out of those things which were written in the books, according to their 
works. And the sea gave up the dead which were in it; and death and hell delivered up the dead 
which were in them: and they were judged every man according to their works. And death and 
hell were cast into the lake of fire. This is the second death. And whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was cast into the lake of fire." 


"Ye are my witnesses": the saints; "and my servant" is the Son of man; then, "I, even I, am the 
LORD" is Jehovah, Isa. 43:10-12, "Ye are my witnesses, saith the LORD, and my servant whom 
I have chosen: that ye may know and believe me, and understand that I am he: before me there 
was no God formed, neither shall there be after me. I, even I, am the LORD; and beside me there 
is no saviour. I have declared, and have saved, and I have shewed, when there was no strange 
god among you: therefore ye are my witnesses, saith the LORD, that I am God." 


And, "the LORD, that Iam God" is Jesus Christ, "I have declared, and have saved", as with the 
word of God; and "my witnesses" are the saints: the apostles and prophets of God, Acts 1:8, "But 
ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall be witnesses 
unto me both in Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of the 
earth." 


Rev. 1:5-6, "And from Jesus Christ, who is the faithful witness, and the first begotten of the 
dead, and the prince of the kings of the earth. Unto him that loved us, and washed us from our 
sins in his own blood, And hath made us kings and priests unto God and his Father; to him be 
glory and dominion for ever and ever. Amen." 


Acts 4:10-12, "Be it known unto you all, and to all the people of Israel, that by the name of Jesus 
Christ of Nazareth, whom ye crucified, whom God raised from the dead, even by him doth this 
man stand here before you whole. This is the stone which was set at nought of you builders, 
which is become the head of the corner. Neither is there salvation in any other: for there is none 
other name under heaven given among men, whereby we must be saved." 
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"Yea, before the day was I am he": "by the name of God Almighty": JEHOVAH; and "his 
name": JESUS, Isa. 43:13, "Yea, before the day was I am he; and there is none that can deliver 
out of my hand: I will work, and who shall let it?" 


Exod. 6:2-3, "And God spake unto Moses, and said unto him, I am the LORD: And I appeared 
unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, by the name of God Almighty, but by my name 
JEHOVAH was I not known to them." 


Matt. 1:21, "And she shall bring forth a son, and thou shalt call his name JESUS: for he shall 
save his people from their sins." 


Matt. 1:25, "And knew her not till she had brought forth her firstborn son: and he called his name 
JESUS." 


So, "the LORD, your redeemer": "the creator of Israel": Zion; and "your King" is JESUS, Isa. 
43:14-15, "Thus saith the LORD, your redeemer, the Holy One of Israel; For your sake I have 
sent to Babylon, and have brought down all their nobles, and the Chaldeans, whose cry is in the 
ships. Iam the LORD, your Holy One, the creator of Israel, your King." 


And, the Lord is "sent to Babylon", as Faithful and True, along with His armies, "which were in 
heaven", Rev. 19:11, "And I saw heaven opened, and behold a white horse; and he that sat upon 
him was called Faithful and True, and in righteousness he doth judge and make war." 


Rev. 19:14-15, "And the armies which were in heaven followed him upon white horses, clothed 
in fine linen, white and clean. And out of his mouth goeth a sharp sword, that with it he should 
smite the nations: and he shall rule them with a rod of iron: and he treadeth the winepress of the 
fierceness and wrath of Almighty God." 


And, He will bring "down all their nobles": the beast, the false prophet, and the great whore; 
"and the Chaldeans, whose cry is in the ships": the merchants, shipmasters, and sailors of greater 
Israel and Assyria, Rev. 18:15-20, "The merchants of these things, which were made rich by her, 
shall stand afar off for the fear of her torment, weeping and wailing, And saying, Alas, alas, that 
great city, that was clothed in fine linen, and purple, and scarlet, and decked with gold, and 
precious stones, and pearls! For in one hour so great riches is come to nought. And every 
shipmaster, and all the company in ships, and sailors, and as many as trade by sea, stood afar 
off, And cried when they saw the smoke of her burning, saying, What city is like unto this great 
city! And they cast dust on their heads, and cried, weeping and wailing, saying, Alas, alas, that 
great city, wherein were made rich all that had ships in the sea by reason of her costliness! for in 
one hour is she made desolate. Rejoice over her, thou heaven, and ye holy apostles and prophets; 
for God hath avenged you on her." 


The LORD "maketh a way in the sea"; "and a path in the mighty waters": "bringeth forth the 
chariot and horse, the army and the power"; just as Pharaoh and his army sunk together in the 
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watery grave of the Red Sea, Isa. 43:16-17, "Thus saith the LORD, which maketh a way in the 
sea, and a path in the mighty waters; Which bringeth forth the chariot and horse, the army and 
the power; they shall lie down together, they shall not rise: they are extinct, they are quenched as 
tow." 


Rev. 19:17-21, "And I saw an angel standing in the sun; and he cried with a loud voice, saying to 
all the fowls that fly in the midst of heaven, Come and gather yourselves together unto the supper 
of the great God; That ye may eat the flesh of kings, and the flesh of captains, and the flesh of 
mighty men, and the flesh of horses, and of them that sit on them, and the flesh of all men, both 
free and bond, both small and great. And I saw the beast, and the kings of the earth, and their 
armies, gathered together to make war against him that sat on the horse, and against his army. 
And the beast was taken, and with him the false prophet that wrought miracles before him, with 
which he deceived them that had received the mark of the beast, and them that worshipped his 
image. These both were cast alive into a lake of fire burning with brimstone. And the remnant 
were slain with the sword of him that sat upon the horse, which sword proceeded out of his 
mouth: and all the fowls were filled with their flesh." 


"Remember ye not the former things, neither consider the things of old": as when having been 
brought out of Egypt; "Behold, I will do a new thing": as with salvation in Christ Jesus, Isa. 
43:18-21, "Remember ye not the former things, neither consider the things of old. Behold, I will 
do a new thing; now it shall spring forth; shall ye not know it? I will even make a way in the 
wilderness, and rivers in the desert. The beast of the field shall honour me, the dragons and the 
owls: because I give waters in the wilderness, and rivers in the desert, to give drink to my people, 
my chosen. This people have I formed for myself; they shall shew forth my praise." 


Jer. 16:14-15, "Therefore, behold, the days come, saith the LORD, that it shall no more be said, 
The LORD liveth, that brought up the children of Israel out of the land of Egypt; But, The LORD 
liveth, that brought up the children of Israel from the land of the north, and from all the lands 
whither he had driven them: and I will bring them again into their land that I gave unto their 
fathers." 


Jer. 23:7-8, "Therefore, behold, the days come, saith the LORD, that they shall no more say, The 
LORD liveth, which brought up the children of Israel out of the land of Egypt; But, The LORD 
liveth, which brought up and which led the seed of the house of Israel out of the north country, 
and from all countries whither I had driven them; and they shall dwell in their own land." 


As with the "beast of the field", "the dragons", and "the owls": "shall honour me" are Gentiles 
come to Christ instead of Jews; "This people have I formed for myself"; and "to my people, my 
chosen": the Israel of God, the saints, the elect, 1 Peter 1:2, "Elect according to the 
foreknowledge of God the Father, through sanctification of the Spirit, unto obedience and 
sprinkling of the blood of Jesus Christ: Grace unto you, and peace, be multiplied." 
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But, the Jacob and Israel of Babylon have forsaken the Lord: who did not honor or praise the 
Lord; and instead they did works of iniquity, Isa. 43:22, "But thou hast not called upon me, O 
Jacob; but thou hast been weary of me, O Israel." 


Amos 5:26-27, "But ye have borne the tabernacle of your Moloch and Chiun your images, the 
star of your god, which ye made to yourselves. Therefore will I cause you to go into captivity 
beyond Damascus, saith the LORD, whose name is The God of hosts." 


Isa. 43:23-24, "Thou hast not brought me the small cattle of thy burnt offerings; neither hast thou 
honoured me with thy sacrifices. I have not caused thee to serve with an offering, nor wearied 
thee with incense. Thou hast bought me no sweet cane with money, neither hast thou filled me 
with the fat of thy sacrifices: but thou hast made me to serve with thy sins, thou hast wearied me 
with thine iniquities." 


And so, the Lord will forgive them their transgressions for His own sake, Isa. 43:25-26, "I, even 
I, am he that blotteth out thy transgressions for mine own sake, and will not remember thy sins. 
Put me in remembrance: let us plead together: declare thou, that thou mayest be justified." 


"Put me in remembrance": Jude 1:5, "I will therefore put you in remembrance, though ye once 
knew this, how that the Lord, having saved the people out of the land of Egypt, afterward 
destroyed them that believed not." 


And, "let us plead together" or "let us reason together", Isa. 1:18, "Come now, and let us reason 
together, saith the LORD: though your sins be as scarlet, they shall be as white as snow; though 
they be red like crimson, they shall be as wool." 


Micah 2:12, "I will surely assemble, O Jacob, all of thee; I will surely gather the remnant of 
Israel; I will put them together as the sheep of Bozrah, as the flock in the midst of their fold: they 
shall make great noise by reason of the multitude of men." 


And, "thou mayest be justified": Rom. 3:24-26, "Being justified freely by his grace through the 
redemption that is in Christ Jesus: Whom God hath set forth to be a propitiation through faith in 
his blood, to declare his righteousness for the remission of sins that are past, through the 
forbearance of God; To declare, I say, at this time his righteousness: that he might be just, and 
the justifier of him which believeth in Jesus." 


"Thy first father hath sinned" is Abraham: Isa. 43:27-28, "Thy first father hath sinned, and thy 
teachers have transgressed against me. Therefore I have profaned the princes of the sanctuary, 
and have given Jacob to the curse, and Israel to reproaches." 


Jas. 2:21-23, "Was not Abraham our father justified by works, when he had offered Isaac his son 
upon the altar? Seest thou how faith wrought with his works, and by works was faith made 
perfect? And the scripture was fulfilled which saith, Abraham believed God, and it was imputed 
unto him for righteousness: and he was called the Friend of God." 
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And so, "thy teachers have transgressed against me" are Priests, Levities, Scribes, Pharisees, 
Sadducees, Herodians, and Lawyers, Luke 7:30, "But the Pharisees and lawyers rejected the 
counsel of God against themselves, being not baptized of him"; Mark 3:6, "And the Pharisees 
went forth, and straightway took counsel with the Herodians against him, how they might 
destroy him"; Matt. 16:6, "Then Jesus said unto them, Take heed and beware of the leaven of the 
Pharisees and of the Sadducees"; 12, "Then understood they how that he bade them not beware 
of the leaven of bread, but of the doctrine of the Pharisees and of the Sadducees." 


"I have profaned the princes of the sanctuary", who are the chief priests, Matt. 26:59, "Now the 
chief priests, and elders, and all the council, sought false witness against Jesus, to put him to 
death"; Mark 11:18, "And the scribes and chief priests heard it, and sought how they might 
destroy him: for they feared him, because all the people was astonished at his doctrine." 


Jacob and Israel of Babylon are cursed and a reproach, Matt. 27:24-26, "When Pilate saw that he 
could prevail nothing, but that rather a tumult was made, he took water, and washed his hands 
before the multitude, saying, I am innocent of the blood of this just person: see ye to it. Then 
answered all the people, and said, His blood be on us, and on our children. Then released he 
Barabbas unto them: and when he had scourged Jesus, he delivered him to be crucified." 


Jer. 24:8-10, "And as the evil figs, which cannot be eaten, they are so evil; surely thus saith the 
LORD, So will I give Zedekiah the king of Judah, and his princes, and the residue of Jerusalem, 
that remain in this land, and them that dwell in the land of Egypt: And I will deliver them to be 
removed into all the kingdoms of the earth for their hurt, to be a reproach and a proverb, a taunt 
and a curse, in all places whither I shall drive them. And I will send the sword, the famine, and 
the pestilence, among them, till they be consumed from off the land that I gave unto them and to 
their fathers." 


"Jacob": "my servant"; and "Israel": "I have chosen" are the elect, the saints; "now hear" of God, 
Who "formed thee from the womb": Jacob and Jesurun of God, who are predestined saints, Isa. 
44:1-2, "Yet now hear, O Jacob my servant; and Israel, whom I have chosen: Thus saith the 
LORD that made thee, and formed thee from the womb, which will help thee; Fear not, O Jacob, 
my servant; and thou, Jesurun, whom I have chosen." 


Jer. 1:4-5, "Then the word of the LORD came unto me, saying, Before I formed thee in the belly 
I knew thee; and before thou camest forth out of the womb I sanctified thee, and I ordained thee 
a prophet unto the nations." 


Rom. 8:29-30, "For whom he did foreknow, he also did predestinate to be conformed to the 
image of his Son, that he might be the firstborn among many brethren. Moreover whom he did 
predestinate, them he also called: and whom he called, them he also justified: and whom he 
justified, them he also glorified." 
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Eph. 1:3-12, "Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, who hath blessed us with 
all spiritual blessings in heavenly places in Christ: According as he hath chosen us in him before 
the foundation of the world, that we should be holy and without blame before him in love: 
Having predestinated us unto the adoption of children by Jesus Christ to himself, according to 
the good pleasure of his will, To the praise of the glory of his grace, wherein he hath made us 
accepted in the beloved. In whom we have redemption through his blood, the forgiveness of sins, 
according to the riches of his grace; Wherein he hath abounded toward us in all wisdom and 
prudence; Having made known unto us the mystery of his will, according to his good pleasure 
which he hath purposed in himself: That in the dispensation of the fulness of times he might 
gather together in one all things in Christ, both which are in heaven, and which are on earth; even 
in him: In whom also we have obtained an inheritance, being predestinated according to the 
purpose of him who worketh all things after the counsel of his own will: That we should be to 
the praise of his glory, who first trusted in Christ." 


"I will pour water": God's Spirit of Living Water being poured out on the latter rain, Isa. 44:3-4, 
"For I will pour water upon him that is thirsty, and floods upon the dry ground: I will pour my 
spirit upon thy seed, and my blessing upon thine offspring: And they shall spring up as among 
the grass, as willows by the water courses." 


"I will pour my spirit upon thy seed": the disciples of the latter rain, John 4:13-14, "Jesus 
answered and said unto her, Whosoever drinketh of this water shall thirst again: But whosoever 
drinketh of the water that I shall give him shall never thirst; but the water that I shall give him 
shall be in him a well of water springing up into everlasting life." 


Acts 2:17-18, "And it shall come to pass in the last days, saith God, I will pour out of my Spirit 
upon all flesh: and your sons and your daughters shall prophesy, and your young men shall see 
visions, and your old men shall dream dreams: And on my servants and on my handmaidens I 
will pour out in those days of my Spirit; and they shall prophesy”. 


Matt. 28:18-20, "And Jesus came and spake unto them, saying, All power is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth. Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: Teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I 
have commanded you: and, lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world. Amen." 


Jas. 5:7, "Be patient therefore, brethren, unto the coming of the Lord. Behold, the husbandman 
waiteth for the precious fruit of the earth, and hath long patience for it, until he receive the early 
and latter rain." 


And, "the name of Jacob"; and "the name of Israel" is the name of the LORD, "the King of 
Israel", and "redeemer": "the LORD": Jesus Christ, Isa. 44:5-6, "One shall say, I am the 
LORD'S; and another shall call himself by the name of Jacob; and another shall subscribe with 
his hand unto the LORD, and surname himself by the name of Israel. Thus saith the LORD the 
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King of Israel, and his redeemer the LORD of hosts; I am the first, and I am the last; and beside 
me there is no God. 


Rev. 3:12, "Him that overcometh will I make a pillar in the temple of my God, and he shall go no 
more out: and I will write upon him the name of my God, and the name of the city of my God, 
which is new Jerusalem, which cometh down out of heaven from my God: and I will write upon 
him my new name." 


Rev. 1:8, "I am Alpha and Omega, the beginning and the ending, saith the Lord, which is, and 
which was, and which is to come, the Almighty." 


Rev. 15:3, "And they sing the song of Moses the servant of God, and the song of the Lamb, 
saying, Great and marvellous are thy works, Lord God Almighty; just and true are thy ways, thou 
King of saints." 


The Lord had called, declared, and set in order: since "the ancient people" appointed, the 
Israelites. And, then of "my witnesses", the saints appointed: "the things that are coming, and 
shall come" have been revealed in the word of God, both Old and New Testaments, Isa. 44:7-8, 
"And who, as I, shall call, and shall declare it, and set it in order for me, since I appointed the 
ancient people? and the things that are coming, and shall come, let them shew unto them. Fear ye 
not, neither be afraid: have not I told thee from that time, and have declared it? ye are even my 
witnesses. Is there a God beside me? yea, there is no God; I know not any." 


Deut. 32:7-9, "Remember the days of old, consider the years of many generations: ask thy father, 
and he will shew thee; thy elders, and they will tell thee. When the most High divided to the 
nations their inheritance, when he separated the sons of Adam, he set the bounds of the people 
according to the number of the children of Israel. For the LORD'S portion is his people; Jacob is 
the lot of his inheritance." 


Jer. 31:3, "The LORD hath appeared of old unto me, saying, Yea, I have loved thee with an 
everlasting love: therefore with lovingkindness have I drawn thee." 


Eph. 1:3-6, "Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, who hath blessed us with 
all spiritual blessings in heavenly places in Christ: According as he hath chosen us in him before 
the foundation of the world, that we should be holy and without blame before him in love: 
Having predestinated us unto the adoption of children by Jesus Christ to himself, according to 
the good pleasure of his will, To the praise of the glory of his grace, wherein he hath made us 
accepted in the beloved."

The apostates "are their own witnesses": "all of them vanity", as with their false prophets. And, 
they "formed a god" unto "the god of this world", Isa. 44:9-10, "They that make a graven image 
are all of them vanity; and their delectable things shall not profit; and they are their own 
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witnesses; they see not, nor know; that they may be ashamed. Who hath formed a god, or molten 
a graven image that is profitable for nothing?" 


Rom. 1:28, "And even as they did not like to retain God in their knowledge, God gave them over 
to a reprobate mind, to do those things which are not convenient". 


2 Cor. 4:3-4, "But if our gospel be hid, it is hid to them that are lost: In whom the god of this 
world hath blinded the minds of them which believe not, lest the light of the glorious gospel of 
Christ, who is the image of God, should shine unto them." 


"Behold, all his fellows shall be ashamed"; "and they shall be ashamed together": apostates, 
sodomites, and reprobates "working that which is unseemly" in the making of idols for 
veneration, Isa. 44:11-15, "Behold, all his fellows shall be ashamed: and the workmen, they are 
of men: let them all be gathered together, let them stand up; yet they shall fear, and they shall be 
ashamed together. The smith with the tongs both worketh in the coals, and fashioneth it with 
hammers, and worketh it with the strength of his arms: yea, he is hungry, and his strength faileth: 
he drinketh no water, and is faint. The carpenter stretcheth out his rule; he marketh it out with a 
line; he fitteth it with planes, and he marketh it out with the compass, and maketh it after the 
figure of a man, according to the beauty of a man; that it may remain in the house. He heweth 
him down cedars, and taketh the cypress and the oak, which he strengtheneth for himself among 
the trees of the forest: he planteth an ash, and the rain doth nourish it. Then shall it be for a man 
to burn: for he will take thereof, and warm himself; yea, he kindleth it, and baketh bread; yea, he 
maketh a god, and worshippeth it; he maketh it a graven image, and falleth down thereto." 


Rom. 1:24-25, "Wherefore God also gave them up to uncleanness through the lusts of their own 
hearts, to dishonour their own bodies between themselves: Who changed the truth of God into a 
lie, and worshipped and served the creature more than the Creator, who is blessed for ever. 
Amen." 


Rom. 1:26-27, "For this cause God gave them up unto vile affections: for even their women did 
change the natural use into that which is against nature: And likewise also the men, leaving the 
natural use of the woman, burned in their lust one toward another; men with men working that 
which is unseemly, and receiving in themselves that recompence of their error which was meet." 


"I have seen the fire": "Deliver me; for thou art my god"; and "Professing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools", Isa. 44:16-17, "He burneth part thereof in the fire; with part thereof he eateth 
flesh; he roasteth roast, and is satisfied: yea, he warmeth himself, and saith, Aha, I am warm, I 
have seen the fire: And the residue thereof he maketh a god, even his graven image: he falleth 
down unto it, and worshippeth it, and prayeth unto it, and saith, Deliver me; for thou art my 
god." 
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Rom. 1:22-23, "Professing themselves to be wise, they became fools, And changed the glory of 
the uncorruptible God into an image made like to corruptible man, and to birds, and fourfooted 
beasts, and creeping things." 


They "hath shut their eyes"; "and their hearts"; therefore, "God gave them over to a reprobate 
mind", Isa. 44:18-20, "They have not known nor understood: for he hath shut their eyes, that they 
cannot see; and their hearts, that they cannot understand. And none considereth in his heart, 
neither is there knowledge nor understanding to say, I have burned part of it in the fire; yea, also 
I have baked bread upon the coals thereof; I have roasted flesh, and eaten it: and shall I make the 
residue thereof an abomination? shall I fall down to the stock of a tree? He feedeth on ashes: a 
deceived heart hath turned him aside, that he cannot deliver his soul, nor say, Is there not a lie in 
my right hand?" 


Rom. 1:28, "And even as they did not like to retain God in their knowledge, God gave them over 
to a reprobate mind, to do those things which are not convenient". 


Rom. 1:32, "Who knowing the judgment of God, that they which commit such things are worthy 
of death, not only do the same, but have pleasure in them that do them." 


"Remember these", as warnings against these reprobates: "O Jacob and Israel" of God, for the 
Lord has not forgotten His people, and has "blotted out, as a thick cloud, thy transgressions, and, 
as a cloud, thy sins", Isa. 44:21-23, "Remember these, O Jacob and Israel; for thou art my 
servant: I have formed thee; thou art my servant: O Israel, thou shalt not be forgotten of me. I 
have blotted out, as a thick cloud, thy transgressions, and, as a cloud, thy sins: return unto me; 
for I have redeemed thee. Sing, O ye heavens; for the LORD hath done it: shout, ye lower parts 
of the earth: break forth into singing, ye mountains, O forest, and every tree therein: for the 
LORD hath redeemed Jacob, and glorified himself in Israel." 


So, "return unto me; for I have redeemed thee" to those backslidden apostates, who have not 
been given over to reproach, Rev. 3:5, "He that overcometh, the same shall be clothed in white 
raiment; and I will not blot out his name out of the book of life, but I will confess his name 
before my Father, and before his angels." 


And sing, all of creation, Rom. 8:19-22, "For the earnest expectation of the creature waiteth for 

the manifestation of the sons of God. For the creature was made subject to vanity, not willingly, 
but by reason of him who hath subjected the same in hope, Because the creature itself also shall 
be delivered from the bondage of corruption into the glorious liberty of the children of God. For 
we know that the whole creation groaneth and travaileth in pain together until now." 


And, "the LORD, thy redeemer" is Jesus Christ, Who confounds the evildoers and hatters of 
God, Isa. 44:24-28, "Thus saith the LORD, thy redeemer, and he that formed thee from the 
womb, I am the LORD that maketh all things; that stretcheth forth the heavens alone; that 
spreadeth abroad the earth by myself; That frustrateth the tokens of the liars, and maketh diviners 
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mad; that turneth wise men backward, and maketh their knowledge foolish; That confirmeth the 
word of his servant, and performeth the counsel of his messengers; that saith to Jerusalem, Thou 
shalt be inhabited; and to the cities of Judah, Ye shall be built, and I will raise up the decayed 
places thereof: That saith to the deep, Be dry, and I will dry up thy rivers: That saith of Cyrus, 
He is my shepherd, and shall perform all my pleasure: even saying to Jerusalem, Thou shalt be 
built; and to the temple, Thy foundation shall be laid." 


And, "confirmeth the word of his servant", the Son of man: to have Jerusalem and the cities of 
Judah, which were made desolate, to be restored, during the thousand-year day of the Lord, 
Zech. 14:9-16, "And the LORD shall be king over all the earth: in that day shall there be one 
LORD, and his name one. All the land shall be turned as a plain from Geba to Rimmon south of 
Jerusalem: and it shall be lifted up, and inhabited in her place, from Benjamin's gate unto the 
place of the first gate, unto the corner gate, and from the tower of Hananeel unto the king's 
winepresses. And men shall dwell in it, and there shall be no more utter destruction; but 
Jerusalem shall be safely inhabited. And this shall be the plague wherewith the LORD will smite 
all the people that have fought against Jerusalem; Their flesh shall consume away while they 
stand upon their feet, and their eyes shall consume away in their holes, and their tongue shall 
consume away in their mouth. And it shall come to pass in that day, that a great tumult from the 
LORD shall be among them; and they shall lay hold every one on the hand of his neighbour, and 
his hand shall rise up against the hand of his neighbour. And Judah also shall fight at Jerusalem; 
and the wealth of all the heathen round about shall be gathered together, gold, and silver, and 
apparel, in great abundance. And so shall be the plague of the horse, of the mule, of the camel, 
and of the ass, and of all the beasts that shall be in these tents, as this plague. And it shall come 
to pass, that every one that is left of all the nations which came against Jerusalem shall even go 
up from year to year to worship the King, the LORD of hosts, and to keep the feast of 
tabernacles." 


"That saith to the deep, Be dry, and I will dry up thy rivers", as with the Nile and the Euphrates, 
Jer. 50:38, "A drought is upon her waters; and they shall be dried up: for it is the land of graven 
images, and they are mad upon their idols." 


Zech. 10:8-12, "I will hiss for them, and gather them; for I have redeemed them: and they shall 
increase as they have increased. And I will sow them among the people: and they shall remember 
me in far countries; and they shall live with their children, and turn again. I will bring them again 
also out of the land of Egypt, and gather them out of Assyria; and I will bring them into the land 
of Gilead and Lebanon; and place shall not be found for them. And he shall pass through the sea 
with affliction, and shall smite the waves in the sea, and all the deeps of the river shall dry up: 
and the pride of Assyria shall be brought down, and the sceptre of Egypt shall depart away. And 
I will strengthen them in the LORD; and they shall walk up and down in his name, saith the 
LORD." 
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Rev. 16:12, "And the sixth angel poured out his vial upon the great river Euphrates; and the 
water thereof was dried up, that the way of the kings of the east might be prepared." 


Rev. 9:14, "Saying to the sixth angel which had the trumpet, Loose the four angels which are 
bound in the great river Euphrates." 


"That saith of Cyrus, He is my shepherd" is raised up by the Lord to return His remnant to the 
land of Judah, so as to restore Jerusalem and rebuild the temple therein, "and shall perform all 
my pleasure: even saying to Jerusalem, Thou shalt be built; and to the temple, Thy foundation 
shall be laid", Ezra 1:1-2, "Now in the first year of Cyrus king of Persia, that the word of the 
LORD by the mouth of Jeremiah might be fulfilled, the LORD stirred up the spirit of Cyrus king 
of Persia, that he made a proclamation throughout all his kingdom, and put it also in writing, 
saying, Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, The LORD God of heaven hath given me all the 
kingdoms of the earth; and he hath charged me to build him an house at Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah." 


Cyrus is an antitype of Christ, who is used of God, much like the Assyrian will be set up by God, 
to execute the Lord's judgments, Isa. 10:5, "O Assyrian, the rod of mine anger, and the staff in 
their hand is mine indignation." 


Cyrus, an Antitype of Christ 


The LORD "to his anointed, to Cyrus": "to subdue nations before him"; and "I will go before 
thee, and make the crooked places straight: I will break in pieces the gates of brass, and cut in 
sunder the bars of iron", as with the Greco-Roman and Euro-Ottoman worlds, as well as "I will 
give thee the treasures of darkness, and hidden riches of secret places", as of greater Israel and 
Assyria, Isa. 45:1-3, "Thus saith the LORD to his anointed, to Cyrus, whose right hand I have 
holden, to subdue nations before him; and I will loose the loins of kings, to open before him the 
two leaved gates; and the gates shall not be shut; I will go before thee, and make the crooked 
places straight: I will break in pieces the gates of brass, and cut in sunder the bars of iron: And I 
will give thee the treasures of darkness, and hidden riches of secret places, that thou mayest 
know that I, the LORD, which call thee by thy name, am the God of Israel." 


Dan. 5:23-28, "But hast lifted up thyself against the Lord of heaven; and they have brought the 
vessels of his house before thee, and thou, and thy lords, thy wives, and thy concubines, have 
drunk wine in them; and thou hast praised the gods of silver, and gold, of brass, iron, wood, and 
stone, which see not, nor hear, nor know: and the God in whose hand thy breath is, and whose 
are all thy ways, hast thou not glorified: Then was the part of the hand sent from him; and this 
writing was written. And this is the writing that was written, MENE, MENE, TEKEL, 
UPHARSIN. This is the interpretation of the thing: MENE; God hath numbered thy kingdom, 
and finished it. TEKEL; Thou art weighed in the balances, and art found wanting. PERES; Thy 
kingdom is divided, and given to the Medes and Persians." 
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For the sake of Jacob and Israel of God will this anointed be brought forth, even though "thou 
hast not known me"; however, when given the plunders of greater Israel and Assyria, "that thou 
mayest know that I, the LORD, which call thee by thy name, am the God of Israel", Isa. 45:4, 
"For Jacob my servant's sake, and Israel mine elect, I have even called thee by thy name: I have 
surnamed thee, though thou hast not known me." 


Yet, in spite of acknowledging the God, Who is in Jerusalem, Cyrus still venerated his pagan 
gods, especially Jupiter and the sun god (Xenophon). Compare this with Constantine upon his 
death bed. Thus, Cyrus is an antitype of Christ, who is more akin to Gog of Magog than Christ, 
Eze. 38:3-4, "And say, Thus saith the Lord GOD; Behold, I am against thee, O Gog, the chief 
prince of Meshech and Tubal: And I will turn thee back, and put hooks into thy jaws, and I will 
bring thee forth, and all thine army, horses and horsemen, all of them clothed with all sorts of 
armour, even a great company with bucklers and shields, all of them handling swords". 


2 Chron. 36:22-23, "Now in the first year of Cyrus king of Persia, that the word of the LORD 
spoken by the mouth of Jeremiah might be accomplished, the LORD stirred up the spirit of 
Cyrus king of Persia, that he made a proclamation throughout all his kingdom, and put it also in 
writing, saying, Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, All the kingdoms of the earth hath the LORD 
God of heaven given me; and he hath charged me to build him an house in Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah. Who is there among you of all his people? The LORD his God be with him, and let him 


go up." 


"I girded thee, though thou hast not known me": this is said of Cyrus, who did not know the 
LORD; and from East to West: from Assyria and Babylon to Grecia and Egypt, will they know 
that "I am the LORD, and there is none else, there is no God beside me", Isa. 45:5-6, "I am the 
LORD, and there is none else, there is no God beside me: I girded thee, though thou hast not 
known me: That they may know from the rising of the sun, and from the west, that there is none 
beside me. I am the LORD, and there is none else." 


"I the LORD do all these things", as with a cause and effect: light v darkness; and peace v evil, 
Isa. 45:7, "I form the light, and create darkness: I make peace, and create evil: I the LORD do all 
these things." 


John 3:19, "And this is the condemnation, that light is come into the world, and men loved 
darkness rather than light, because their deeds were evil." 


John 1:5, "And the light shineth in darkness; and the darkness comprehended it not." 


John 8:12, "Then spake Jesus again unto them, saying, I am the light of the world: he that 
followeth me shall not walk in darkness, but shall have the light of life."

John 12:35, "Then Jesus said unto them, Yet a little while is the light with you. Walk while ye 
have the light, lest darkness come upon you: for he that walketh in darkness knoweth not whither 
he goeth." 


John 12:46, "Iam come a light into the world, that whosoever believeth on me should not abide 
in darkness." 


Gen. 6:5, "And GOD saw that the wickedness of man was great in the earth, and that every 
imagination of the thoughts of his heart was only evil continually." 


"I the LORD have created it": "pour down righteousness" from the heavens above, "bring forth 
salvation" over "the earth"; and let them both come about together, Isa. 45:8, "Drop down, ye 
heavens, from above, and let the skies pour down righteousness: let the earth open, and let them 
bring forth salvation, and let righteousness spring up together; I the LORD have created it." 


Hos. 6:3, "Then shall we know, if we follow on to know the LORD: his going forth is prepared 
as the morning; and he shall come unto us as the rain, as the latter and former rain unto the 
earth." 


Matt. 24:14, "And this gospel of the kingdom shall be preached in all the world for a witness 
unto all nations; and then shall the end come." 


Rev. 14:6-7, "And I saw another angel fly in the midst of heaven, having the everlasting gospel 
to preach unto them that dwell on the earth, and to every nation, and kindred, and tongue, and 
people, Saying with a loud voice, Fear God, and give glory to him; for the hour of his judgment 
is come: and worship him that made heaven, and earth, and the sea, and the fountains of waters." 


(See Psalm 85). 


"Woe unto him": "that striveth with his Maker"; and dishonors his father and mother, as do 
hatters of God, Isa. 45:9-10, "Woe unto him that striveth with his Maker! Let the potsherd strive 
with the potsherds of the earth. Shall the clay say to him that fashioneth it, What makest thou? or 
thy work, He hath no hands? Woe unto him that saith unto his father, What begettest thou? or to 
the woman, What hast thou brought forth?" 


Rom. 1:28-32, "And even as they did not like to retain God in their knowledge, God gave them 
over to a reprobate mind, to do those things which are not convenient; Being filled with all 
unrighteousness, fornication, wickedness, covetousness, maliciousness; full of envy, murder, 
debate, deceit, malignity; whisperers, Backbiters, haters of God, despiteful, proud, boasters, 
inventors of evil things, disobedient to parents, Without understanding, covenantbreakers, 
without natural affection, implacable, unmerciful: Who knowing the judgment of God, that they 
which commit such things are worthy of death, not only do the same, but have pleasure in them 
that do them." 
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"Ask me of things to come concerning my sons": the sons of God; "and concerning the work of 
my hands command ye me": "the words of this prophecy" of Revelation, Isa. 45:11, "Thus saith 
the LORD, the Holy One of Israel, and his Maker, Ask me of things to come concerning my 


sons, and concerning the work of my hands command ye me." 


John 1:12-13, "But as many as received him, to them gave he power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his name: Which were born, not of blood, nor of the will of the 
flesh, nor of the will of man, but of God." 


Rom. 8:14, "For as many as are led by the Spirit of God, they are the sons of God." 


1 John 3:1-2, "Behold, what manner of love the Father hath bestowed upon us, that we should be 
called the sons of God: therefore the world knoweth us not, because it knew him not. Beloved, 
now are we the sons of God, and it doth not yet appear what we shall be: but we know that, when 
he shall appear, we shall be like him; for we shall see him as he is." 


Rev. 1:3, "Blessed is he that readeth, and they that hear the words of this prophecy, and keep 
those things which are written therein: for the time is at hand." 


Rev .14:13, "And I heard a voice from heaven saying unto me, Write, Blessed are the dead which 
die in the Lord from henceforth: Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their labours; and 
their works do follow them." 


Rev. 16:15, "Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, and keepeth his garments, 
lest he walk naked, and they see his shame." 


Rev. 19:9, "And he saith unto me, Write, Blessed are they which are called unto the marriage 
supper of the Lamb. And he saith unto me, These are the true sayings of God." 


Rev. 20:6, "Blessed and holy is he that hath part in the first resurrection: on such the second 
death hath no power, but they shall be priests of God and of Christ, and shall reign with him a 
thousand years." 


Rev. 22:7, "Behold, I come quickly: blessed is he that keepeth the sayings of the prophecy of this 
book." 


Rev. 22:14, "Blessed are they that do his commandments, that they may have right to the tree of 
life, and may enter in through the gates into the city." 


And, "the heavens, and all their host have I commanded", Isa. 45:12, "I have made the earth, and 
created man upon it: I, even my hands, have stretched out the heavens, and all their host have I 
commanded." 


Heb. 11:3, "Through faith we understand that the worlds were framed by the word of God, so 
that things which are seen were not made of things which do appear." 
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Rev. 19:14, "And the armies which were in heaven followed him upon white horses, clothed in 
fine linen, white and clean." 


Cyrus was commissioned by God to fulfill His righteous purpose for the return of the Israelites 
of Babylon to Jerusalem, so as to rebuild the city and temple; however, God will in the future 
bring forth the return of the King of saints to establish the camp of the saints, so as to rebuild the 
desolated and conquered city of Jerusalem, Isa. 45:13, "I have raised him up in righteousness, 
and I will direct all his ways: he shall build my city, and he shall let go my captives, not for price 
nor reward, saith the LORD of hosts." 


Ezra 1:7-11, "Also Cyrus the king brought forth the vessels of the house of the LORD, which 
Nebuchadnezzar had brought forth out of Jerusalem, and had put them in the house of his gods; 
Even those did Cyrus king of Persia bring forth by the hand of Mithredath the treasurer, and 
numbered them unto Sheshbazzar, the prince of Judah. And this is the number of them: thirty 
chargers of gold, a thousand chargers of silver, nine and twenty knives, Thirty basons of gold, 
silver basons of a second sort four hundred and ten, and other vessels a thousand. All the vessels 
of gold and of silver were five thousand and four hundred. All these did Sheshbazzar bring up 
with them of the captivity that were brought up from Babylon unto Jerusalem." 


Jer. 23:5-8, "Behold, the days come, saith the LORD, that I will raise unto David a righteous 
Branch, and a King shall reign and prosper, and shall execute judgment and justice in the earth. 
In his days Judah shall be saved, and Israel shall dwell safely: and this is his name whereby he 
shall be called, THE LORD OUR RIGHTEOUSNESS. Therefore, behold, the days come, saith 
the LORD, that they shall no more say, The LORD liveth, which brought up the children of 
Israel out of the land of Egypt; But, The LORD liveth, which brought up and which led the seed 
of the house of Israel out of the north country, and from all countries whither I had driven them; 
and they shall dwell in their own land." 


"Egypt", "Ethiopia", and "the Sabeans" are nations and peoples of northeastern Africa and 
northwestern Arabia; and out of them come Muslims, who come to true faith in Christ, as 
"prisoners of war", along with the Saints, Isa. 45:14, "Thus saith the LORD, The labour of Egypt, 
and merchandise of Ethiopia and of the Sabeans, men of stature, shall come over unto thee, and 
they shall be thine: they shall come after thee; in chains they shall come over, and they shall fall 
down unto thee, they shall make supplication unto thee, saying, Surely God is in thee; and there 
is none else, there is no God." 


At Pentecost: Acts 2:10-11, "Phrygia, and Pamphylia, in Egypt, and in the parts of Libya about 
Cyrene, and strangers of Rome, Jews and proselytes, Cretes and Arabians, we do hear them 
speak in our tongues the wonderful works of God." 


"O God of Israel, the Saviour" is Jesus Christ at His return, where "makers of idols" will be 
ashamed, confounded, and "go to confusion together", as going down in to the pit, as in the 
valley of Armageddon, Isa. 45:15-16, "Verily thou art a God that hidest thyself, O God of Israel, 
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the Saviour. They shall be ashamed, and also confounded, all of them: they shall go to confusion 
together that are makers of idols." 


Rev. 6:15, "And the kings of the earth, and the great men, and the rich men, and the chief 
captains, and the mighty men, and every bondman, and every free man, hid themselves in the 
dens and in the rocks of the mountains". 


Rev. 16:16, "And he gathered them together into a place called in the Hebrew tongue 
Armageddon." 


Rev. 17:8, "The beast that thou sawest was, and is not; and shall ascend out of the bottomless pit, 
and go into perdition: and they that dwell on the earth shall wonder, whose names were not 
written in the book of life from the foundation of the world, when they behold the beast that was, 
and is not, and yet is." 


And so, the Israel of God will "be saved in the LORD with an everlasting salvation", as with 
"world without end", referring to everlasting life being bestowed upon the saints, Isa. 45:17, "But 
Israel shall be saved in the LORD with an everlasting salvation: ye shall not be ashamed nor 
confounded world without end." 


Rom. 2:28-29, "For he is not a Jew, which is one outwardly; neither is that circumcision, which 
is outward in the flesh: But he is a Jew, which is one inwardly; and circumcision is that of the 
heart, in the spirit, and not in the letter; whose praise is not of men, but of God." 


God "created it not in vain": the "it" referring to the God of Israel; and as with "the seed of 
Jacob", they do not seek the LORD in vain; those, who "escaped of the nations", which are the 
remnant of the saints, the elect, Isa. 45:18-21, "For thus saith the LORD that created the heavens; 
God himself that formed the earth and made it; he hath established it, he created it not in vain, he 
formed it to be inhabited: I am the LORD; and there is none else. I have not spoken in secret, in a 
dark place of the earth: I said not unto the seed of Jacob, Seek ye me in vain: I the LORD speak 
righteousness, I declare things that are right. Assemble yourselves and come; draw near together, 
ye that are escaped of the nations: they have no knowledge that set up the wood of their graven 
image, and pray unto a god that cannot save. Tell ye, and bring them near; yea, let them take 
counsel together: who hath declared this from ancient time? who hath told it from that time? 
have not I the LORD? and there is no God else beside me; a just God and a Saviour; there is 
none beside me." 


2 Peter 3:13, "Nevertheless we, according to his promise, look for new heavens and a new earth, 
wherein dwelleth righteousness." 


Look to the LORD: "all the ends of the earth" to be saved, Isa. 45:22, "Look unto me, and be ye 
saved, all the ends of the earth: for I am God, and there is none else." 
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In a question and answer to this: "what must I do to be saved?" "Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved, and thy house" (Acts 16:30-31). 


And, "the word is gone out", which is the Gospel, Isa. 45:23, "I have sworn by myself, the word 
is gone out of my mouth in righteousness, and shall not return, That unto me every knee shall 
bow, every tongue shall swear." 


Mark 16:15, "And he said unto them, Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to every 
creature." 


Matt. 24:14, "And this gospel of the kingdom shall be preached in all the world for a witness 
unto all nations; and then shall the end come." 


And, "to him shall men come", Who is the Son of man, shall all men be drawn to Him, Isa. 
45:24, "Surely, shall one say, in the LORD have I righteousness and strength: even to him shall 
men come; and all that are incensed against him shall be ashamed." 


John 3:14-15, "And as Moses lifted up the serpent in the wilderness, even so must the Son of 
man be lifted up: That whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but have eternal life." 


Rom. 14:11-12, "For it is written, As I live, saith the Lord, every knee shall bow to me, and 
every tongue shall confess to God. So then every one of us shall give account of himself to God." 


Rev. 22:17, "And the Spirit and the bride say, Come. And let him that heareth say, Come. And 
let him that is athirst come. And whosoever will, let him take the water of life freely." 


Rev. 22:20, "He which testifieth these things saith, Surely I come quickly. Amen. Even so, come, 
Lord Jesus." 


"In the LORD": the Israel of God, will "be justified, and shall glory", Isa. 45:25, "In the LORD 
shall all the seed of Israel be justified, and shall glory." 


Rom. 3:23-26, "For all have sinned, and come short of the glory of God; Being justified freely by 
his grace through the redemption that is in Christ Jesus: Whom God hath set forth to be a 
propitiation through faith in his blood, to declare his righteousness for the remission of sins that 
are past, through the forbearance of God; To declare, I say, at this time his righteousness: that he 
might be just, and the justifier of him which believeth in Jesus." 


Rom. 5:1-5, "Therefore being justified by faith, we have peace with God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ: By whom also we have access by faith into this grace wherein we stand, and rejoice in 
hope of the glory of God. And not only so, but we glory in tribulations also: knowing that 
tribulation worketh patience; And patience, experience; and experience, hope: And hope maketh 
not ashamed; because the love of God is shed abroad in our hearts by the Holy Ghost which is 
given unto us." 
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Rom. 5:9, "Much more then, being now justified by his blood, we shall be saved from wrath 
through him." 


Rom. 8:30, "Moreover whom he did predestinate, them he also called: and whom he called, them 
he also justified: and whom he justified, them he also glorified." 


The Failure of Babylonian Idols 


Bel, as in Baal and Jupiter; and Nebo, as in Mercury, Hermes, and Apollo, deliverers of the 
oracles, is all of Babylon. These idols were not able to save, but were also taken into captivity, 
along with captives, so maligns their burden, Isa. 46:1-2, "Bel boweth down, Nebo stoopeth, 
their idols were upon the beasts, and upon the cattle: your carriages were heavy loaden; they are 
a burden to the weary beast. They stoop, they bow down together; they could not deliver the 
burden, but themselves are gone into captivity." 


Rev. 13:10, "He that leadeth into captivity shall go into captivity: he that killeth with the sword 
must be killed with the sword. Here is the patience and the faith of the saints." 


Jer. 51:44, "And I will punish Bel in Babylon, and I will bring forth out of his mouth that which 
he hath swallowed up: and the nations shall not flow together any more unto him: yea, the wall 
of Babylon shall fall." 


Jer. 50:2, "Declare ye among the nations, and publish, and set up a standard; publish, and conceal 
not: say, Babylon is taken, Bel is confounded, Merodach is broken in pieces; her idols are 
confounded, her images are broken in pieces." 


Jer. 48:7, "For because thou hast trusted in thy works and in thy treasures, thou shalt also be 
taken: and Chemosh shall go forth into captivity with his priests and his princes together." 


Dan. 11:7-8, "But out of a branch of her roots shall one stand up in his estate, which shall come 
with an army, and shall enter into the fortress of the king of the north, and shall deal against 
them, and shall prevail: And shall also carry captives into Egypt their gods, with their princes, 
and with their precious vessels of silver and of gold; and he shall continue more years than the 
king of the north." 


The Jacob and Israel of God come from "the belly" and "the womb" of God, meaning they are 
born again; and "I will", Who will bear, carry, and deliver His saints, the elect, Isa. 46:3-4, 
"Hearken unto me, O house of Jacob, and all the remnant of the house of Israel, which are borne 
by me from the belly, which are carried from the womb: And even to your old age I am he; and 
even to hoar hairs will I carry you: I have made, and I will bear; even I will carry, and will 
deliver you." 


1 Peter 1:22-23, "Seeing ye have purified your souls in obeying the truth through the Spirit unto 
unfeigned love of the brethren, see that ye love one another with a pure heart fervently: Being 
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born again, not of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by the word of God, which liveth and 
abideth for ever." 


John 3:3-8, "Jesus answered and said unto him, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a man be 
born again, he cannot see the kingdom of God. Nicodemus saith unto him, How can a man be 
born when he is old? can he enter the second time into his mother's womb, and be born? Jesus 
answered, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a man be born of water and of the Spirit, he 
cannot enter into the kingdom of God. That which is born of the flesh is flesh; and that which is 
born of the Spirit is spirit. Marvel not that I said unto thee, Ye must be born again. The wind 
bloweth where it listeth, and thou hearest the sound thereof, but canst not tell whence it cometh, 
and whither it goeth: so is every one that is born of the Spirit." 


Matt. 24:31, "And he shall send his angels with a great sound of a trumpet, and they shall gather 
together his elect from the four winds, from one end of heaven to the other." 


"To whom will ye liken me, and make me equal", as with gold and silver; and they, the apostates 
and reprobates, "maketh it a god: they fall down, yea, they worship". But, such idols cannot 
answer or save them out of trouble, such as Jacob's trouble and the great tribulation, Isa. 46:5-7, 
"To whom will ye liken me, and make me equal, and compare me, that we may be like? They 
lavish gold out of the bag, and weigh silver in the balance, and hire a goldsmith; and he maketh it 
a god: they fall down, yea, they worship. They bear him upon the shoulder, they carry him, and 
set him in his place, and he standeth; from his place shall he not remove: yea, one shall cry unto 
him, yet can he not answer, nor save him out of his trouble." 


Exod. 20:3-6, "Thou shalt have no other gods before me. Thou shalt not make unto thee any 
graven image, or any likeness of any thing that is in heaven above, or that is in the earth beneath, 
or that is in the water under the earth: Thou shalt not bow down thyself to them, nor serve them: 
for I the LORD thy God am a jealous God, visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon the children 
unto the third and fourth generation of them that hate me; And shewing mercy unto thousands of 
them that love me, and keep my commandments." 


Acts 17:29-31, "Forasmuch then as we are the offspring of God, we ought not to think that the 
Godhead is like unto gold, or silver, or stone, graven by art and man's device. And the times of 
this ignorance God winked at; but now commandeth all men every where to repent: Because he 
hath appointed a day, in the which he will judge the world in righteousness by that man whom he 
hath ordained; whereof he hath given assurance unto all men, in that he hath raised him from the 
dead." 


And, "ye transgressors": apostates, sodomites, and reprobates had "the former things of old", 
such as the Ten Commandments, as well as "the end from the beginning, and from ancient times 
the things that are not yet done", such as Revelation. And, then there comes "a ravenous bird 
from the east", such as Cyrus from Persia. But, "the man that executeth my counsel from a far 
country": "is that shepherd that will stand before" the Father, the Son of man, Who "shall come 
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up and fly as the eagle, and spread his wings over Bozrah", Isa. 46:8-11, "Remember this, and 
shew yourselves men: bring it again to mind, O ye transgressors. Remember the former things of 
old: for I am God, and there is none else; I am God, and there is none like me, Declaring the end 
from the beginning, and from ancient times the things that are not yet done, saying, My counsel 
shall stand, and I will do all my pleasure: Calling a ravenous bird from the east, the man that 
executeth my counsel from a far country: yea, I have spoken it, I will also bring it to pass; I have 
purposed it, I will also do it." 


Jer. 49:16-22, "Thy terribleness hath deceived thee, and the pride of thine heart, O thou that 
dwellest in the clefts of the rock, that holdest the height of the hill: though thou shouldest make 
thy nest as high as the eagle, I will bring thee down from thence, saith the LORD. Also Edom 
shall be a desolation: every one that goeth by it shall be astonished, and shall hiss at all the 
plagues thereof. As in the overthrow of Sodom and Gomorrah and the neighbour cities thereof, 
saith the LORD, no man shall abide there, neither shall a son of man dwell in it. Behold, he shall 
come up like a lion from the swelling of Jordan against the habitation of the strong: but I will 
suddenly make him run away from her: and who is a chosen man, that I may appoint over her? 
for who is like me? and who will appoint me the time? and who is that shepherd that will stand 
before me? Therefore hear the counsel of the LORD, that he hath taken against Edom; and his 
purposes, that he hath purposed against the inhabitants of Teman: Surely the least of the flock 
shall draw them out: surely he shall make their habitations desolate with them. The earth is 
moved at the noise of their fall, at the cry the noise thereof was heard in the Red sea. Behold, he 
shall come up and fly as the eagle, and spread his wings over Bozrah: and at that day shall the 
heart of the mighty men of Edom be as the heart of a woman in her pangs." 


Along with the King of saints, shall come "the ravenous birds of every sort" and "the beasts of 
the field": the "seven shepherds, and eight principal men", Eze. 39:4, "Thou shalt fall upon the 
mountains of Israel, thou, and all thy bands, and the people that is with thee: I will give thee unto 
the ravenous birds of every sort, and to the beasts of the field to be devoured." 


Micah 5:5-6, "And this man shall be the peace, when the Assyrian shall come into our land: and 
when he shall tread in our palaces, then shall we raise against him seven shepherds, and eight 
principal men. And they shall waste the land of Assyria with the sword, and the land of Nimrod 
in the entrances thereof: thus shall he deliver us from the Assyrian, when he cometh into our 
land, and when he treadeth within our borders." 


Repent: "ye stouthearted, that are far from righteousness": apostates, sodomites, and reprobates, 
for their "hearts were strong against God"; and "I bring near my righteousness"; "and my 
salvation shall not tarry": "Behold, I will send my messenger, and he shall prepare the way 
before me: and the Lord, whom ye seek, shall suddenly come to his temple, even the messenger 
of the covenant, whom ye delight in: behold, he shall come, saith the LORD of hosts", Isa. 


46:12-13, "Hearken unto me, ye stouthearted, that are far from righteousness: I bring near my 
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righteousness; it shall not be far off, and my salvation shall not tarry: and I will place salvation in 
Zion for Israel my glory." 


Acts 7:51, "Ye stiffnecked and uncircumcised in heart and ears, ye do always resist the Holy 
Ghost: as your fathers did, so do ye." 


Zech. 7:11-12, "But they refused to hearken, and pulled away the shoulder, and stopped their 
ears, that they should not hear. Yea, they made their hearts as an adamant stone, lest they should 
hear the law, and the words which the LORD of hosts hath sent in his spirit by the former 
prophets: therefore came a great wrath from the LORD of hosts." 


"Zion for Israel my glory": Mal. 3:1-5, "Behold, I will send my messenger, and he shall prepare 
the way before me: and the Lord, whom ye seek, shall suddenly come to his temple, even the 
messenger of the covenant, whom ye delight in: behold, he shall come, saith the LORD of hosts. 
But who may abide the day of his coming? and who shall stand when he appeareth? for he is like 
a refiner's fire, and like fullers' soap: And he shall sit as a refiner and purifier of silver: and he 
shall purify the sons of Levi, and purge them as gold and silver, that they may offer unto the 
LORD an offering in righteousness. Then shall the offering of Judah and Jerusalem be pleasant 
unto the LORD, as in the days of old, and as in former years. And I will come near to you to 
judgment; and I will be a swift witness against the sorcerers, and against the adulterers, and 
against false swearers, and against those that oppress the hireling in his wages, the widow, and 
the fatherless, and that turn aside the stranger from his right, and fear not me, saith the LORD of 
hosts." 


Judgment on the Harlots of the Great Whore 


"O virgin daughter of Babylon" is an Israel that has given herself over to Babylon; and "O 
daughter of the Chaldeans" is an Israel that has become the great whore, greater Israel, Isa. 47:1- 
3, "Come down, and sit in the dust, O virgin daughter of Babylon, sit on the ground: there is no 
throne, O daughter of the Chaldeans: for thou shalt no more be called tender and delicate. Take 
the millstones, and grind meal: uncover thy locks, make bare the leg, uncover the thigh, pass 
over the rivers. Thy nakedness shall be uncovered, yea, thy shame shall be seen: I will take 
vengeance, and I will not meet thee as a man." 


An example of such a virgin is the parable of the ten virgins given by Christ, in which He shows 
a division between false disciples, professing Christians, who are not born again; and true 
disciples, who are born again Christians, Matt. 25:3-4, "They that were foolish took their lamps, 
and took no oil with them: But the wise took oil in their vessels with their lamps." 


Matt. 24:41, "Two women shall be grinding at the mill; the one shall be taken, and the other 
left." 
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"I will take vengeance, and I will not meet thee as a man": Rev. 17:6, "And I saw the woman 
drunken with the blood of the saints, and with the blood of the martyrs of Jesus: and when I saw 
her, I wondered with great admiration." 


"Thy nakedness shall be uncovered" is when these false disciples become reprobates, Rev. 18:6- 
8, "Reward her even as she rewarded you, and double unto her double according to her works: in 
the cup which she hath filled fill to her double. How much she hath glorified herself, and lived 
deliciously, so much torment and sorrow give her: for she saith in her heart, I sit a queen, and am 
no widow, and shall see no sorrow. Therefore shall her plagues come in one day, death, and 
mourning, and famine; and she shall be utterly burned with fire: for strong is the Lord God who 
judgeth her." 


"As for our redeemer" refers to the faithful remnant, as well as apostates, who repented to "the 
LORD of hosts": "the Holy One of Israel", Isa. 47:4, "As for our redeemer, the LORD of hosts is 
his name, the Holy One of Israel." 


Jer. 50:34, "Their Redeemer is strong; the LORD of hosts is his name: he shall throughly plead 
their cause, that he may give rest to the land, and disquiet the inhabitants of Babylon." 


"Sit thou silent, and get thee into darkness, O daughter of the Chaldeans", in which the 
Chaldeans are reprobates and the daughter of them, is a harlot nation, Babylon: "The lady of 
kingdoms": "MYSTERY, BABYLON THE GREAT, THE MOTHER OF HARLOTS AND 
ABOMINATIONS OF THE EARTH", Isa. 47:5-7, "Sit thou silent, and get thee into darkness, O 
daughter of the Chaldeans: for thou shalt no more be called, The lady of kingdoms. I was wroth 
with my people, I have polluted mine inheritance, and given them into thine hand: thou didst 
shew them no mercy; upon the ancient hast thou very heavily laid thy yoke. And thou saidst, I 
shall be a lady for ever: so that thou didst not lay these things to thy heart, neither didst 
remember the latter end of it." 


Rev. 17:1-2, "And there came one of the seven angels which had the seven vials, and talked with 
me, saying unto me, Come hither; I will shew unto thee the judgment of the great whore that 
sitteth upon many waters: With whom the kings of the earth have committed fornication, and the 
inhabitants of the earth have been made drunk with the wine of her fornication." 


Rev. 17:5, "And upon her forehead was a name written, MYSTERY, BABYLON THE GREAT, 
THE MOTHER OF HARLOTS AND ABOMINATIONS OF THE EARTH." 


Rev. 18:7, "How much she hath glorified herself, and lived deliciously, so much torment and 
sorrow give her: for she saith in her heart, I sit a queen, and am no widow, and shall see no 
sorrow." 


Rev. 18:10, "Standing afar off for the fear of her torment, saying, Alas, alas, that great city 
Babylon, that mighty city! for in one hour is thy judgment come." 
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She is a city, Jerusalem; a nation, Israel; and a nation of nations, greater Israel; for the woman, 
wickedness sits on "many waters", the nations of the world, Isa. 47:8-9, "Therefore hear now 
this, thou that art given to pleasures, that dwellest carelessly, that sayest in thine heart, I am, and 
none else beside me; I shall not sit as a widow, neither shall I know the loss of children: But 
these two things shall come to thee in a moment in one day, the loss of children, and widowhood: 
they shall come upon thee in their perfection for the multitude of thy sorceries, and for the great 
abundance of thine enchantments." 


Zech. 5:7-11, "And, behold, there was lifted up a talent of lead: and this is a woman that sitteth in 
the midst of the ephah. And he said, This is wickedness. And he cast it into the midst of the 
ephah; and he cast the weight of lead upon the mouth thereof. Then lifted I up mine eyes, and 
looked, and, behold, there came out two women, and the wind was in their wings; for they had 
wings like the wings of a stork: and they lifted up the ephah between the earth and the heaven. 
Then said I to the angel that talked with me, Whither do these bear the ephah? And he said unto 
me, To build it an house in the land of Shinar: and it shall be established, and set there upon her 
own base." 


Jer. 51:13, "O thou that dwellest upon many waters, abundant in treasures, thine end is come, and 
the measure of thy covetousness." 


Rev. 17:1-2, "And there came one of the seven angels which had the seven vials, and talked with 
me, saying unto me, Come hither; I will shew unto thee the judgment of the great whore that 
sitteth upon many waters: With whom the kings of the earth have committed fornication, and the 
inhabitants of the earth have been made drunk with the wine of her fornication." 


"For thou hast trusted in thy wickedness", as with the writing on the wall: to Babylon, Isa. 47:10- 
11, "For thou hast trusted in thy wickedness: thou hast said, None seeth me. Thy wisdom and thy 
knowledge, it hath perverted thee; and thou hast said in thine heart, I am, and none else beside 
me. Therefore shall evil come upon thee; thou shalt not know from whence it riseth: and 
mischief shall fall upon thee; thou shalt not be able to put it off: and desolation shall come upon 
thee suddenly, which thou shalt not know." 


Dan. 5:25-28, "And this is the writing that was written, MENE, MENE, TEKEL, UPHARSIN. 
This is the interpretation of the thing: MENE; God hath numbered thy kingdom, and finished 
it. TEKEL; Thou art weighed in the balances, and art found wanting. PERES; Thy kingdom is 
divided, and given to the Medes and Persians." 


Eze. 24:9-14, "Therefore thus saith the Lord GOD; Woe to the bloody city! I will even make the 
pile for fire great. Heap on wood, kindle the fire, consume the flesh, and spice it well, and let the 
bones be burned. Then set it empty upon the coals thereof, that the brass of it may be hot, and 
may burn, and that the filthiness of it may be molten in it, that the scum of it may be consumed. 
She hath wearied herself with lies, and her great scum went not forth out of her: her scum shall 
be in the fire. In thy filthiness is lewdness: because I have purged thee, and thou wast not purged, 
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thou shalt not be purged from thy filthiness any more, till I have caused my fury to rest upon 
thee. I the LORD have spoken it: it shall come to pass, and I will do it; I will not go back, neither 
will I spare, neither will I repent; according to thy ways, and according to thy doings, shall they 
judge thee, saith the Lord GOD." 


A challenge is given for the Chaldeans to stand with their sorcerers: astrologers, stargazers, and 
monthly prognosticators; these prophets of Baal to come forth and "save thee from these things 
that shall come upon thee", Isa. 47:12-13, "Stand now with thine enchantments, and with the 
multitude of thy sorceries, wherein thou hast laboured from thy youth; if so be thou shalt be able 
to profit, if so be thou mayest prevail. Thou art wearied in the multitude of thy counsels. Let now 
the astrologers, the stargazers, the monthly prognosticators, stand up, and save thee from these 
things that shall come upon thee." 


1 Kings 18:38-40, "Then the fire of the LORD fell, and consumed the burnt sacrifice, and the 
wood, and the stones, and the dust, and licked up the water that was in the trench. And when all 
the people saw it, they fell on their faces: and they said, The LORD, he is the God; the LORD, he 
is the God. And Elijah said unto them, Take the prophets of Baal; let not one of them escape. 
And they took them: and Elijah brought them down to the brook Kishon, and slew them there." 


And, "the fire shall burn them"; "none shall save thee": Isa. 47:14-15, "Behold, they shall be as 
stubble; the fire shall burn them; they shall not deliver themselves from the power of the flame: 
there shall not be a coal to warm at, nor fire to sit before it. Thus shall they be unto thee with 
whom thou hast laboured, even thy merchants, from thy youth: they shall wander every one to 
his quarter; none shall save thee." 


Jer. 50:16, "Cut off the sower from Babylon, and him that handleth the sickle in the time of 
harvest: for fear of the oppressing sword they shall turn every one to his people, and they shall 
flee every one to his own land." 


Jer. 51:6-8, "Flee out of the midst of Babylon, and deliver every man his soul: be not cut off in 
her iniquity; for this is the time of the LORD'S vengeance; he will render unto her a recompence. 
Babylon hath been a golden cup in the LORD'S hand, that made all the earth drunken: the 
nations have drunken of her wine; therefore the nations are mad. Babylon is suddenly fallen and 
destroyed: howl for her; take balm for her pain, if so be she may be healed." 


Rev. 18:15-18, "The merchants of these things, which were made rich by her, shall stand afar off 
for the fear of her torment, weeping and wailing, And saying, Alas, alas, that great city, that was 
clothed in fine linen, and purple, and scarlet, and decked with gold, and precious stones, and 
pearls! For in one hour so great riches is come to nought. And every shipmaster, and all the 
company in ships, and sailors, and as many as trade by sea, stood afar off, And cried when they 
saw the smoke of her burning, saying, What city is like unto this great city!" 


Repent, the Remnant of Jacob 
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"O house of Jacob"; "called by the name of Israel"; and "come forth out of the waters of 

Judah" are the Jews, such as latter-day Zionists and modern-day Israelis; however, they reject the 
Messiah and have become: those who claim to be Jews, but are not; they are the synagogue of 
Satan, Isa. 48:1-2, "Hear ye this, O house of Jacob, which are called by the name of Israel, and 
are come forth out of the waters of Judah, which swear by the name of the LORD, and make 
mention of the God of Israel, but not in truth, nor in righteousness. For they call themselves of 
the holy city, and stay themselves upon the God of Israel; The LORD of hosts is his name." 


Jer. 5:2, "And though they say, The LORD liveth; surely they swear falsely." 
John 4:24, "God is a Spirit: and they that worship him must worship him in spirit and in truth." 


Rev. 2:9, "I know thy works, and tribulation, and poverty, (but thou art rich) and I know the 
blasphemy of them which say they are Jews, and are not, but are the synagogue of Satan." 


"I have declared the former things from the beginning", in which the Old Testament has been 
completed and the prophecies thereof have been published. But, "thou art obstinate" refers to the 
Jews, Zionists, and Israelis, who have rejected Christ. And, even though the Old Testament has 
been published, these apostates, sodomites, and reprobates have given glory to their idols: their 
Babylonian star, their nation, their religion, and their politics, Isa. 48:3-7, "I have declared the 
former things from the beginning; and they went forth out of my mouth, and I shewed them; I 
did them suddenly, and they came to pass. Because I knew that thou art obstinate, and thy neck is 
an iron sinew, and thy brow brass; I have even from the beginning declared it to thee; before it 
came to pass I shewed it thee: lest thou shouldest say, Mine idol hath done them, and my graven 
image, and my molten image, hath commanded them. Thou hast heard, see all this; and will not 
ye declare it? I have shewed thee new things from this time, even hidden things, and thou didst 
not know them. They are created now, and not from the beginning; even before the day when 
thou heardest them not; lest thou shouldest say, Behold, I knew them." 


Acts 7:42-43, "Then God turned, and gave them up to worship the host of heaven; as it is written 
in the book of the prophets, O ye house of Israel, have ye offered to me slain beasts and 
sacrifices by the space of forty years in the wilderness? Yea, ye took up the tabernacle of 
Moloch, and the star of your god Remphan, figures which ye made to worship them: and I will 
carry you away beyond Babylon." 


Acts 7:51-53, "Ye stiffnecked and uncircumcised in heart and ears, ye do always resist the Holy 
Ghost: as your fathers did, so do ye. Which of the prophets have not your fathers persecuted? and 
they have slain them which shewed before of the coming of the Just One; of whom ye have been 
now the betrayers and murderers: Who have received the law by the disposition of angels, and 
have not kept it." 


Acts 17:29-31, "Forasmuch then as we are the offspring of God, we ought not to think that the 
Godhead is like unto gold, or silver, or stone, graven by art and man's device. And the times of 
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this ignorance God winked at; but now commandeth all men every where to repent: Because he 
hath appointed a day, in the which he will judge the world in righteousness by that man whom he 
hath ordained; whereof he hath given assurance unto all men, in that he hath raised him from the 
dead." 


"I have shewed thee new things from this time, even hidden things, and thou didst not know 
them", in which the "new things" were given, the New Testament; and "even hidden things", the 
Revelation; and thus, Isa. 48:8-9, "Yea, thou heardest not; yea, thou knewest not; yea, from that 
time that thine ear was not opened: for I knew that thou wouldest deal very treacherously, and 
wast called a transgressor from the womb. For my name's sake will I defer mine anger, and for 
my praise will I refrain for thee, that I cut thee not off." 


Rev. 21:5, "And he that sat upon the throne said, Behold, I make all things new. And he said 
unto me, Write: for these words are true and faithful." 


Dan. 9:24, "Seventy weeks are determined upon thy people and upon thy holy city, to finish the 
transgression, and to make an end of sins, and to make reconciliation for iniquity, and to bring in 
everlasting righteousness, and to seal up the vision and prophecy, and to anoint the most Holy." 


Dan. 12:4, "But thou, O Daniel, shut up the words, and seal the book, even to the time of the end: 
many shall run to and fro, and knowledge shall be increased." 


Dan. 12:9, "And he said, Go thy way, Daniel: for the words are closed up and sealed till the time 
of the end." 


Rev. 22:10, "And he saith unto me, Seal not the sayings of the prophecy of this book: for the 
time is at hand." 


"They are created now, and not from the beginning; even before the day when thou heardest 
them not; lest thou shouldest say, Behold, I knew them”: the saints, the elect. And, the Jews, 
Zionists, and Israelis are "a transgressor from the womb". But, for the namesake of the Lord, He 
will "thee not off" and will refine a remnant of Jacob, Isa. 48:10-11, "Behold, I have refined thee, 
but not with silver; I have chosen thee in the furnace of affliction. For mine own sake, even for 
mine own sake, will I do it: for how should my name be polluted? and I will not give my glory 
unto another." 


2 Cor. 5:17, "Therefore if any man be in Christ, he is a new creature: old things are passed away; 
behold, all things are become new." 


Zech. 13:8-9, "And it shall come to pass, that in all the land, saith the LORD, two parts therein 
shall be cut off and die; but the third shall be left therein. And I will bring the third part through 
the fire, and will refine them as silver is refined, and will try them as gold is tried: they shall call 
on my name, and I will hear them: I will say, It is my people: and they shall say, The LORD is 
my God." 
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"Hearken unto me": repent to the Lord, the Root and Branch "of the olive tree", as emblematic of 
the Body of Christ, rendering Gentiles as being of the "wild olive tree", the body of the world, 
whereas "the branches" being the Jews, having been "broken off" and given over to the Israel of 
Babylon, Isa. 48:12, "Hearken unto me, O Jacob and Israel, my called; I am he; I am the first, I 
also am the last." 


Rom. 11:16-18, "For if the firstfruit be holy, the lump is also holy: and if the root be holy, so are 
the branches. And if some of the branches be broken off, and thou, being a wild olive tree, wert 
graffed in among them, and with them partakest of the root and fatness of the olive tree; Boast 
not against the branches. But if thou boast, thou bearest not the root, but the root thee." 


Rom. 15:12, "And again, Esaias saith, There shall be a root of Jesse, and he that shall rise to 
reign over the Gentiles; in him shall the Gentiles trust." 


So, "when I call unto them, they stand up together", as in the rapture, the saints, the elect are 
caught up to the Lord, "All ye, assemble yourselves, and hear", at the trumpet, while He pours 
out His wrath upon "Babylon, the great whore, and "the Chaldeans", the kings with the beast and 
their armies Isa. 48:13-14, "Mine hand also hath laid the foundation of the earth, and my right 
hand hath spanned the heavens: when I call unto them, they stand up together. All ye, assemble 
yourselves, and hear; which among them hath declared these things? The LORD hath loved him: 
he will do his pleasure on Babylon, and his arm shall be on the Chaldeans." 


Matt. 24:31, "And he shall send his angels with a great sound of a trumpet, and they shall gather 
together his elect from the four winds, from one end of heaven to the other." 


Rev. 19:1-2, "And after these things I heard a great voice of much people in heaven, saying, 
Alleluia; Salvation, and glory, and honour, and power, unto the Lord our God: For true and 
righteous are his judgments: for he hath judged the great whore, which did corrupt the earth with 
her fornication, and hath avenged the blood of his servants at her hand." 


Rev. 17:12, "And the ten horns which thou sawest are ten kings, which have received no 
kingdom as yet; but receive power as kings one hour with the beast." 


Rev. 19:11, "And I saw heaven opened, and behold a white horse; and he that sat upon him was 
called Faithful and True, and in righteousness he doth judge and make war." 


Rev. 19:19-21, "And I saw the beast, and the kings of the earth, and their armies, gathered 
together to make war against him that sat on the horse, and against his army. And the beast was 
taken, and with him the false prophet that wrought miracles before him, with which he deceived 
them that had received the mark of the beast, and them that worshipped his image. These both 
were cast alive into a lake of fire burning with brimstone. And the remnant were slain with the 
sword of him that sat upon the horse, which sword proceeded out of his mouth: and all the fowls 
were filled with their flesh." 
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"I, even I, have spoken; yea, I have called him: I have brought him, and he shall make his way 
prosperous": Jehovah called Christ to "make his way prosperous"; and "the Lord GOD, and his 
Spirit", both Jehovah and the Holy Ghost "hath sent" Christ, Isa. 48:15-16, "I, even I, have 
spoken; yea, I have called him: I have brought him, and he shall make his way prosperous. Come 
ye near unto me, hear ye this; I have not spoken in secret from the beginning; from the time that 
it was, there am I: and now the Lord GOD, and his Spirit, hath sent me." 


John 14:6, "Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, the truth, and the life: no man cometh unto the 
Father, but by me." 


Matt. 3:16-17, "And Jesus, when he was baptized, went up straightway out of the water: and, lo, 
the heavens were opened unto him, and he saw the Spirit of God descending like a dove, and 
lighting upon him: And lo a voice from heaven, saying, This is my beloved Son, in whom I am 
well pleased." 


Luke 3:21-22, "Now when all the people were baptized, it came to pass, that Jesus also being 
baptized, and praying, the heaven was opened, And the Holy Ghost descended in a bodily shape 
like a dove upon him, and a voice came from heaven, which said, Thou art my beloved Son; in 
thee I am well pleased." 


Jesus Christ: "Come ye near unto me, hear ye this; I have not spoken in secret from the 
beginning; from the time that it was, there am I", 2 Peter 1:21, "For the prophecy came not in old 
time by the will of man: but holy men of God spake as they were moved by the Holy Ghost." 


"IL am the LORD thy God which teacheth thee to profit" that is to make disciples, Isa. 48:17-19, 
"Thus saith the LORD, thy Redeemer, the Holy One of Israel; I am the LORD thy God which 
teacheth thee to profit, which leadeth thee by the way that thou shouldest go. O that thou hadst 
hearkened to my commandments! then had thy peace been as a river, and thy righteousness as 
the waves of the sea: Thy seed also had been as the sand, and the offspring of thy bowels like the 
gravel thereof; his name should not have been cut off nor destroyed from before me." 


Matt. 28:18-20, "And Jesus came and spake unto them, saying, All power is given unto me in 
heaven and in earth. Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: Teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I 
have commanded you: and, lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world. Amen." 


"Thy seed": "and the offspring" are disciples making more disciples, Acts 10:36-38, "The word 
which God sent unto the children of Israel, preaching peace by Jesus Christ: (he is Lord of 

all:) That word, I say, ye know, which was published throughout all Judaea, and began from 
Galilee, after the baptism which John preached; How God anointed Jesus of Nazareth with the 
Holy Ghost and with power: who went about doing good, and healing all that were oppressed of 
the devil; for God was with him." 
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1 Peter 1:2, "Elect according to the foreknowledge of God the Father, through sanctification of 
the Spirit, unto obedience and sprinkling of the blood of Jesus Christ: Grace unto you, and peace, 
be multiplied." 


So, flee from Babylon and "from the Chaldeans", the apostates, sodomites, and reprobates. But, 
"The LORD hath redeemed his servant Jacob", as is the remnant of Jacob, and as with the second 
exodus, Isa. 48:20-21, "Go ye forth of Babylon, flee ye from the Chaldeans, with a voice of 
singing declare ye, tell this, utter it even to the end of the earth; say ye, The LORD hath 
redeemed his servant Jacob. And they thirsted not when he led them through the deserts: he 
caused the waters to flow out of the rock for them: he clave the rock also, and the waters gushed 
out." 


Rev. 18:4, "And I heard another voice from heaven, saying, Come out of her, my people, that ye 
be not partakers of her sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues." 


Rev. 11:13, "And the same hour was there a great earthquake, and the tenth part of the city fell, 
and in the earthquake were slain of men seven thousand: and the remnant were affrighted, and 
gave glory to the God of heaven." 


The second exodus: "And they thirsted not when he led them through the deserts: he caused the 
waters to flow out of the rock for them: he clave the rock also, and the waters gushed out", 1 Cor. 
10:4, "And did all drink the same spiritual drink: for they drank of that spiritual Rock that 
followed them: and that Rock was Christ." 


Rev. 12:13-17, "And when the dragon saw that he was cast unto the earth, he persecuted the 
woman which brought forth the man child. And to the woman were given two wings of a great 
eagle, that she might fly into the wilderness, into her place, where she is nourished for a time, 
and times, and half a time, from the face of the serpent. And the serpent cast out of his mouth 
water as a flood after the woman, that he might cause her to be carried away of the flood. And 
the earth helped the woman, and the earth opened her mouth, and swallowed up the flood which 
the dragon cast out of his mouth. And the dragon was wroth with the woman, and went to make 
war with the remnant of her seed, which keep the commandments of God, and have the 
testimony of Jesus Christ." 


And so, when the rider on the red horse appears, Isa. 48:22, "There is no peace, saith the LORD, 
unto the wicked." 


Rev. 6:4, "And there went out another horse that was red: and power was given to him that sat 
thereon to take peace from the earth, and that they should kill one another: and there was given 
unto him a great sword." 


As well as when the Lord returns, Matt. 10:34, "Think not that Iam come to send peace on earth: 
I came not to send peace, but a sword." 
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The Second Exile 


Much like the exodus of the Israelites out of Egypt and eventually to the Promised Land, there 
will be a second exodus: an exile of the saints, escaping in to places of refuge. So, these 
following prophecies cover the escape of the saints to the places of refuge, a psalm on the Son of 
man, the second exodus, the camp of the saints in exile, an oracle on the Suffering Servant, the 
growth and strength of the body of Christ, a compassionate call for Gentiles to join the Israel of 
God, a remnant of God comes out of the Israel of Babylon, and God's judgment on the Israel of 
Babylon. 


Escape to the Places of Refuge 


"O isles"; "ye people, from far": Jesus Christ to the nations of the Gentiles, of which Jehovah has 
blessed Christ with the word of God, coming from His mouth; and has fashioned Him as "a 
polished shaft; in his quiver hath he hid me" akin to the rod of iron, Isa. 49:1-4, "Listen, O isles, 
unto me; and hearken, ye people, from far; The LORD hath called me from the womb; from the 
bowels of my mother hath he made mention of my name. And he hath made my mouth like a 
sharp sword; in the shadow of his hand hath he hid me, and made me a polished shaft; in his 
quiver hath he hid me; And said unto me, Thou art my servant, O Israel, in whom I will be 
glorified. Then I said, I have laboured in vain, I have spent my strength for nought, and in vain: 
yet surely my judgment is with the LORD, and my work with my God." 


"And said unto me, Thou art my servant, O Israel, in whom I will be glorified" is the Father 
bestowing upon the Son, the Israel of God, which is akin to the Root and Branch of Christ, Hos. 
11:1, "When Israel was a child, then I loved him, and called my son out of Egypt." 


1 Cor. 12:12, "For as the body is one, and hath many members, and all the members of that one 
body, being many, are one body: so also is Christ." 


Then, the prophet realizes how his ministry pales in comparison to the Son of man, yet his 
judgment and work is of the LORD, "Then I said, I have laboured in vain, I have spent my 
strength for nought, and in vain: yet surely my judgment is with the LORD, and my work with 
my God." 


And again, "the LORD that formed me from the womb to be his servant" is the Father, having 
brought forth the Son of man, from the womb of the virgin; "to bring Jacob again to him" that is 
to call the Jews to repent to Christ; "Though Israel be not gathered" that is the Israel of God has 
yet to be raptured; and JESUS is "a light to the Gentiles", Isa. 49:5-6, "And now, saith the LORD 
that formed me from the womb to be his servant, to bring Jacob again to him, Though Israel be 
not gathered, yet shall I be glorious in the eyes of the LORD, and my God shall be my strength. 
And he said, It is a light thing that thou shouldest be my servant to raise up the tribes of Jacob, 
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and to restore the preserved of Israel: I will also give thee for a light to the Gentiles, that thou 
mayest be my salvation unto the end of the earth." 


And, "to raise up the tribes of Jacob" is the 144,000 sealed, Rev. 7:4, "And I heard the number of 
them which were sealed: and there were sealed an hundred and forty and four thousand of all the 
tribes of the children of Israel"; "and to restore the preserved of Israel" is the third, Zech. 13:9, 
"And I will bring the third part through the fire, and will refine them as silver is refined, and will 
try them as gold is tried: they shall call on my name, and I will hear them: I will say, It is my 
people: and they shall say, The LORD is my God." 


"I will also give thee for a light to the Gentiles" was at the first Pentecost with the eleven 
apostles, (later including Paul), as well as the seventy apostles of Christ, Luke 2:32, "A light to 
lighten the Gentiles, and the glory of thy people Israel." 


Acts 2:9-11, "Parthians, and Medes, and Elamites, and the dwellers in Mesopotamia, and in 
Judaea, and Cappadocia, in Pontus, and Asia, Phrygia, and Pamphylia, in Egypt, and in the parts 
of Libya about Cyrene, and strangers of Rome, Jews and proselytes, Cretes and Arabians, we do 
hear them speak in our tongues the wonderful works of God." 


Acts 13:46-49, "Then Paul and Barnabas waxed bold, and said, It was necessary that the word of 
God should first have been spoken to you: but seeing ye put it from you, and judge yourselves 
unworthy of everlasting life, lo, we turn to the Gentiles. For so hath the Lord commanded us, 
saying, I have set thee to be a light of the Gentiles, that thou shouldest be for salvation unto the 
ends of the earth. And when the Gentiles heard this, they were glad, and glorified the word of the 
Lord: and as many as were ordained to eternal life believed. And the word of the Lord was 
published throughout all the region." 


GOD is Three Spirit Persons in One GODHEAD, John 4:24, "God is a Spirit: and they that 
worship him must worship him in spirit and in truth." 


1 John 5:7, "For there are three that bear record in heaven, the Father, the Word, and the Holy 
Ghost: and these three are one." 


See Appendix: The GODHEAD 


JESUS is God: Who in His preincarnation "is a Spirit" (Son of GOD), was conceived in a virgin, 
of the Holy Ghost, and born in natural flesh (Son of man), having since put on humanity become 
the GOD-man (death, burial, and resurrection), and resurrected in a glorified body, Phil. 2:5-11, 
"Let this mind be in you, which was also in Christ Jesus: Who, being in the form of God, thought 
it not robbery to be equal with God: But made himself of no reputation, and took upon him the 
form of a servant, and was made in the likeness of men: And being found in fashion as a man, he 
humbled himself, and became obedient unto death, even the death of the cross. Wherefore God 
also hath highly exalted him, and given him a name which is above every name: That at the 
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name of Jesus every knee should bow, of things in heaven, and things in earth, and things under 
the earth; And that every tongue should confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father." 


And, "the LORD, the Redeemer of Israel" is Jehovah; "and his Holy One" is Jesus Christ; "he 
shall choose thee", the elect: the saints; "in a day of salvation", as with the Gospel being 
preached; "a covenant of the people": the New Testament for the people of God; and "to cause to 
inherit the desolate heritages" of Jerusalem, Judah, and Israel, as the camp of the saints, Isa. 
49:7-12, "Thus saith the LORD, the Redeemer of Israel, and his Holy One, to him whom man 
despiseth, to him whom the nation abhorreth, to a servant of rulers, Kings shall see and arise, 
princes also shall worship, because of the LORD that is faithful, and the Holy One of Israel, and 
he shall choose thee. Thus saith the LORD, In an acceptable time have I heard thee, and in a day 
of salvation have I helped thee: and I will preserve thee, and give thee for a covenant of the 
people, to establish the earth, to cause to inherit the desolate heritages; That thou mayest say to 
the prisoners, Go forth; to them that are in darkness, Shew yourselves. They shall feed in the 
ways, and their pastures shall be in all high places. They shall not hunger nor thirst; neither shall 
the heat nor sun smite them: for he that hath mercy on them shall lead them, even by the springs 
of water shall he guide them. And I will make all my mountains a way, and my highways shall 
be exalted. Behold, these shall come from far: and, lo, these from the north and from the west; 
and these from the land of Sinim."

And as "to the prisoners"; "prisoners of hope": "Shew yourselves" as with the latter rain saints, 
"Go forth; to them that are in darkness", as to the remnants of Jews and Gentiles, before and 
during the "one week", Zech. 9:11, "As for thee also, by the blood of thy covenant I have sent 
forth thy prisoners out of the pit wherein is no water. Turn you to the strong hold, ye prisoners of 
hope: even to day do I declare that I will render double unto thee; When I have bent Judah for 
me, filled the bow with Ephraim, and raised up thy sons, O Zion, against thy sons, O Greece, and 
made thee as the sword of a mighty man." 


Dan. 9:27, "And he shall confirm the covenant with many for one week: and in the midst of the 
week he shall cause the sacrifice and the oblation to cease, and for the overspreading of 
abominations he shall make it desolate, even until the consummation, and that determined shall 
be poured upon the desolate." 


"They shall feed in the ways, and their pastures shall be in all high places. They shall not hunger 
nor thirst; neither shall the heat nor sun smite them: for he that hath mercy on them shall lead 
them, even by the springs of water shall he guide them": saints to places of refuge, Rev. 12:6, 
"And the woman fled into the wilderness, where she hath a place prepared of God, that they 
should feed her there a thousand two hundred and threescore days." 


"And I will make all my mountains a way, and my highways shall be exalted": Rev. 12:14, "And 
to the woman were given two wings of a great eagle, that she might fly into the wilderness, into 
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her place, where she is nourished for a time, and times, and half a time, from the face of the 
serpent." 


"Behold, these shall come from far: and, lo, these from the north and from the west; and these 
from the land of Sinim": all of these repented Jews and Gentiles shall come from the ends of the 
earth: "from far" (from the Far East and Global South); "from the north and from the west" (from 
the North Atlantic and Latin America); and "from the land of Sinim" (broadly speaking of the 
Third World; the Majority World of Africa and Asia), Rev. 11:15, "And the seventh angel 
sounded; and there were great voices in heaven, saying, The kingdoms of this world are become 
the kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Christ; and he shall reign for ever and ever." 


Jer. 16:15, "But, The LORD liveth, that brought up the children of Israel from the land of the 
north, and from all the lands whither he had driven them: and I will bring them again into their 
land that I gave unto their fathers." 


Jer. 31:8, "Behold, I will bring them from the north country, and gather them from the coasts of 
the earth, and with them the blind and the lame, the woman with child and her that travaileth 
with child together: a great company shall return thither." 


"O mountains" are places of refuge: "for the LORD hath comforted his people, and will have 
mercy upon his afflicted", during the great tribulation, Isa. 49:13, "Sing, O heavens; and be 
joyful, O earth; and break forth into singing, O mountains: for the LORD hath comforted his 
people, and will have mercy upon his afflicted." 


Rev. 12:12, "Therefore rejoice, ye heavens, and ye that dwell in them. Woe to the inhabiters of 
the earth and of the sea! for the devil is come down unto you, having great wrath, because he 
knoweth that he hath but a short time." 


Rev. 18:20, "Rejoice over her, thou heaven, and ye holy apostles and prophets; for God hath 
avenged you on her." 


"Zion" refers to the saints either in exile or in tribulation, Isa. 49:14-17, "But Zion said, The 
LORD hath forsaken me, and my Lord hath forgotten me. Can a woman forget her sucking child, 
that she should not have compassion on the son of her womb? yea, they may forget, yet will I not 
forget thee. Behold, I have graven thee upon the palms of my hands; thy walls are continually 
before me. Thy children shall make haste; thy destroyers and they that made thee waste shall go 
forth of thee." 


Rev. 6:9-11, "And when he had opened the fifth seal, I saw under the altar the souls of them that 
were slain for the word of God, and for the testimony which they held: And they cried with a 
loud voice, saying, How long, O Lord, holy and true, dost thou not judge and avenge our blood 
on them that dwell on the earth? And white robes were given unto every one of them; and it was 
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said unto them, that they should rest yet for a little season, until their fellowservants also and 
their brethren, that should be killed as they were, should be fulfilled." 


As with "a woman" and "the son of her womb" is akin to the churches and their disciples, Rev. 
12:1-2, "And there appeared a great wonder in heaven; a woman clothed with the sun, and the 
moon under her feet, and upon her head a crown of twelve stars: And she being with child cried, 
travailing in birth, and pained to be delivered." 


Rev. 12:5, "And she brought forth a man child, who was to rule all nations with a rod of iron: 
and her child was caught up unto God, and to his throne." 


"The LORD" is Jehovah; "and my Lord" is Jesus; He will "not forget thee", the elect: the saints; 
and "Thy children shall make haste", their disciples shall flee into the wilderness, Rev. 12:6, 
"And the woman fled into the wilderness, where she hath a place prepared of God, that they 
should feed her there a thousand two hundred and threescore days." 


And, "thy destroyers and they that made thee waste shall go forth of thee": the beast, the kings of 
the earth, and their armies shall go forth and make war on the saints, Rev. 13:7, "And it was 
given unto him to make war with the saints, and to overcome them: and power was given him 
over all kindreds, and tongues, and nations." 


And, "all these gather themselves together, and come to thee": as in the rapture, the saints shall 
be caught up and gathered: "as a bride", Isa. 49:18-21, "Lift up thine eyes round about, and 
behold: all these gather themselves together, and come to thee. As I live, saith the LORD, thou 
shalt surely clothe thee with them all, as with an ornament, and bind them on thee, as a bride 
doeth. For thy waste and thy desolate places, and the land of thy destruction, shall even now be 
too narrow by reason of the inhabitants, and they that swallowed thee up shall be far away. The 
children which thou shalt have, after thou hast lost the other, shall say again in thine ears, The 
place is too strait for me: give place to me that I may dwell. Then shalt thou say in thine heart, 
Who hath begotten me these, seeing I have lost my children, and am desolate, a captive, and 
removing to and fro? and who hath brought up these? Behold, I was left alone; these, where had 
they been?" 


The rapture in the book of Hebrews, as in relation to the answer of the questions in these 
passages: "Who hath begotten me these, seeing I have lost my children, and am desolate, a 
captive, and removing to and fro? and who hath brought up these? Behold, I was left alone; 
these, where had they been?", Heb. 12:18-24, "For ye are not come unto the mount that might be 
touched, and that burned with fire, nor unto blackness, and darkness, and tempest, And the sound 
of a trumpet, and the voice of words; which voice they that heard intreated that the word should 
not be spoken to them any more: (For they could not endure that which was commanded, And if 
so much as a beast touch the mountain, it shall be stoned, or thrust through with a dart: And so 
terrible was the sight, that Moses said, I exceedingly fear and quake:) But ye are come unto 
mount Sion, and unto the city of the living God, the heavenly Jerusalem, and to an innumerable 
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company of angels, To the general assembly and church of the firstborn, which are written in 
heaven, and to God the Judge of all, and to the spirits of just men made perfect, And to Jesus the 
mediator of the new covenant, and to the blood of sprinkling, that speaketh better things than that 
of Abel." 


Rev. 19:6-9, "And I heard as it were the voice of a great multitude, and as the voice of many 
waters, and as the voice of mighty thunderings, saying, Alleluia: for the Lord God omnipotent 
reigneth. Let us be glad and rejoice, and give honour to him: for the marriage of the Lamb is 
come, and his wife hath made herself ready. And to her was granted that she should be arrayed in 
fine linen, clean and white: for the fine linen is the righteousness of saints. And he saith unto me, 
Write, Blessed are they which are called unto the marriage supper of the Lamb. And he saith 
unto me, These are the true sayings of God." 


And the Lord GOD shall lift up His "hand to the Gentiles": "and set up my standard to the 
people: and they shall bring thy sons in their arms, and thy daughters shall be carried upon their 
shoulders": the nobles of the nations, and the nations of the earth shall receive the saints, Isa. 
49:22-23, "Thus saith the Lord GOD, Behold, I will lift up mine hand to the Gentiles, and set up 
my standard to the people: and they shall bring thy sons in their arms, and thy daughters shall be 
carried upon their shoulders. And kings shall be thy nursing fathers, and their queens thy nursing 
mothers: they shall bow down to thee with their face toward the earth, and lick up the dust of thy 
feet; and thou shalt know that I am the LORD: for they shall not be ashamed that wait for me." 


And, "for they shall not be ashamed that wait for me": Watch, Matt. 24:42-43, "Watch therefore: 
for ye know not what hour your Lord doth come. But know this, that if the goodman of the house 
had known in what watch the thief would come, he would have watched, and would not have 
suffered his house to be broken up." 


"But thus saith the LORD, Even the captives of the mighty shall be taken away, and the prey of 
the terrible shall be delivered: for I will contend with him that contendeth with thee, and I will 
save thy children": the saints will be vindicated by the Lord, Isa. 49:24-26, "Shall the prey be 
taken from the mighty, or the lawful captive delivered? But thus saith the LORD, Even the 
captives of the mighty shall be taken away, and the prey of the terrible shall be delivered: for I 
will contend with him that contendeth with thee, and I will save thy children. And I will feed 
them that oppress thee with their own flesh; and they shall be drunken with their own blood, as 
with sweet wine: and all flesh shall know that I the LORD am thy Saviour and thy Redeemer, the 
mighty One of Jacob." 


Jer. 31:11, "For the LORD hath redeemed Jacob, and ransomed him from the hand of him that 
was stronger than he." 


"I will save thy children", as with the ransom of the many, Matt. 20:28, "Even as the Son of man 
came not to be ministered unto, but to minister, and to give his life a ransom for many." 
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"And I will feed them that oppress thee with their own flesh; and they shall be drunken with their 
own blood": and so the hatters of God and the enemies of the saints will be given retribution for 
having shed the blood of the elect, Rev. 16:4-6, "And the third angel poured out his vial upon the 
rivers and fountains of waters; and they became blood. And I heard the angel of the waters say, 
Thou art righteous, O Lord, which art, and wast, and shalt be, because thou hast judged thus. For 
they have shed the blood of saints and prophets, and thou hast given them blood to drink; for 
they are worthy." 


Rev. 14:10-11, "The same shall drink of the wine of the wrath of God, which is poured out 
without mixture into the cup of his indignation; and he shall be tormented with fire and 
brimstone in the presence of the holy angels, and in the presence of the Lamb: And the smoke of 
their torment ascendeth up for ever and ever: and they have no rest day nor night, who worship 
the beast and his image, and whosoever receiveth the mark of his name." 


Rev. 19:17-18, "And I saw an angel standing in the sun; and he cried with a loud voice, saying to 
all the fowls that fly in the midst of heaven, Come and gather yourselves together unto the supper 
of the great God; That ye may eat the flesh of kings, and the flesh of captains, and the flesh of 
mighty men, and the flesh of horses, and of them that sit on them, and the flesh of all men, both 
free and bond, both small and great." 


A Psalm on the Son of Man 


Israel became Babylon: when their iniquities caused them to backslide and be taken into 
Babylonian captivity; and their transgressions resulted in their "mother" being "put away", as 
with the kingdom being taken away from them, because of their rejection of the Messiah, Isa. 
50:1, "Thus saith the LORD, Where is the bill of your mother's divorcement, whom I have put 
away? or which of my creditors is it to whom I have sold you? Behold, for your iniquities have 
ye sold yourselves, and for your transgressions is your mother put away." 


Israel gave herself over to Babylonian gods, such as Moloch and Remphan, Jer. 3:8, "And I saw, 
when for all the causes whereby backsliding Israel committed adultery I had put her away, and 
given her a bill of divorce; yet her treacherous sister Judah feared not, but went and played the 
harlot also." 


A call to apostates to repent to the Lord: Jer. 3:14-15, "Turn, O backsliding children, saith the 
LORD; for I am married unto you: and I will take you one of a city, and two of a family, and I 
will bring you to Zion: And I will give you pastors according to mine heart, which shall feed you 
with knowledge and understanding." 


Jacob's mother went from being Rebekah, to becoming Jezebel, because they "hardened their 
neck: they did worse than their fathers", Jer. 7:25-26, "Since the day that your fathers came forth 
out of the land of Egypt unto this day I have even sent unto you all my servants the prophets, 
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daily rising up early and sending them: Yet they hearkened not unto me, nor inclined their ear, 
but hardened their neck: they did worse than their fathers." 


And, the children of the promise became children of apostasy, and for some, reprobacy, because 
they gave themselves over to Babylon, Matt. 8:10-12, "When Jesus heard it, he marvelled, and 
said to them that followed, Verily I say unto you, I have not found so great faith, no, not in 
Israel. And I say unto you, That many shall come from the east and west, and shall sit down with 
Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, in the kingdom of heaven. But the children of the kingdom shall 
be cast out into outer darkness: there shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth." 


So, "when I came": Jesus came to His own, and His own received Him not, (John 1:11, "He 
came unto his own, and his own received him not"); however, He is anointed with the "power to 
deliver" and to "redeem" at both of His comings, Isa. 50:2-6, "Wherefore, when I came, was 
there no man? when I called, was there none to answer? Is my hand shortened at all, that it 
cannot redeem? or have I no power to deliver? behold, at my rebuke I dry up the sea, I make the 
rivers a wilderness: their fish stinketh, because there is no water, and dieth for thirst. I clothe the 
heavens with blackness, and I make sackcloth their covering. The Lord GOD hath given me the 
tongue of the learned, that I should know how to speak a word in season to him that is weary: he 
wakeneth morning by morning, he wakeneth mine ear to hear as the learned. The Lord GOD hath 
opened mine ear, and I was not rebellious, neither turned away back. I gave my back to the 
smiters, and my cheeks to them that plucked off the hair: I hid not my face from shame and 
spitting." 


At Christ's first coming, "The Lord GOD hath given me the tongue of the learned, that I should 
know how to speak a word in season to him that is weary: he wakeneth morning by morning, he 
wakeneth mine ear to hear as the learned. The Lord GOD hath opened mine ear", Luke 2:39-52, 
"And when they had performed all things according to the law of the Lord, they returned into 
Galilee, to their own city Nazareth. And the child grew, and waxed strong in spirit, filled with 
wisdom: and the grace of God was upon him. Now his parents went to Jerusalem every year at 
the feast of the passover. And when he was twelve years old, they went up to Jerusalem after the 
custom of the feast. And when they had fulfilled the days, as they returned, the child Jesus tarried 
behind in Jerusalem; and Joseph and his mother knew not of it. But they, supposing him to have 
been in the company, went a day's journey; and they sought him among their kinsfolk and 
acquaintance. And when they found him not, they turned back again to Jerusalem, seeking him. 
And it came to pass, that after three days they found him in the temple, sitting in the midst of the 
doctors, both hearing them, and asking them questions. And all that heard him were astonished at 
his understanding and answers. And when they saw him, they were amazed: and his mother said 
unto him, Son, why hast thou thus dealt with us? behold, thy father and I have sought thee 
sorrowing. And he said unto them, How is it that ye sought me? wist ye not that I must be about 
my Father's business? And they understood not the saying which he spake unto them. And he 
went down with them, and came to Nazareth, and was subject unto them: but his mother kept all

these sayings in her heart. And Jesus increased in wisdom and stature, and in favour with God 
and man." 


2 Tim. 4:2, "Preach the word; be instant in season, out of season; reprove, rebuke, exhort with all 
longsuffering and doctrine." 


And, "I was not rebellious, neither turned away back. I gave my back to the smiters, and my 
cheeks to them that plucked off the hair: I hid not my face from shame and spitting", as when 
Jesus suffered: for our redemption; and being mocked, spat upon, and scourged, Luke 18:31-33, 
"Then he took unto him the twelve, and said unto them, Behold, we go up to Jerusalem, and all 
things that are written by the prophets concerning the Son of man shall be accomplished. For he 
shall be delivered unto the Gentiles, and shall be mocked, and spitefully entreated, and spitted 
on: And they shall scourge him, and put him to death: and the third day he shall rise again." 


Heb. 5:8-10, "Though he were a Son, yet learned he obedience by the things which he suffered; 
And being made perfect, he became the author of eternal salvation unto all them that obey 
him; Called of God an high priest after the order of Melchisedec." 


And, at Christ's second coming, "behold, at my rebuke I dry up the sea, I make the rivers a 
wilderness: their fish stinketh, because there is no water, and dieth for thirst. I clothe the heavens 
with blackness, and I make sackcloth their covering", Rev. 6:12-17, "And I beheld when he had 
opened the sixth seal, and, lo, there was a great earthquake; and the sun became black as 
sackcloth of hair, and the moon became as blood; And the stars of heaven fell unto the earth, 
even as a fig tree casteth her untimely figs, when she is shaken of a mighty wind. And the heaven 
departed as a scroll when it is rolled together; and every mountain and island were moved out of 
their places. And the kings of the earth, and the great men, and the rich men, and the chief 
captains, and the mighty men, and every bondman, and every free man, hid themselves in the 
dens and in the rocks of the mountains; And said to the mountains and rocks, Fall on us, and hide 
us from the face of him that sitteth on the throne, and from the wrath of the Lamb: For the great 
day of his wrath is come; and who shall be able to stand?" 


A mini psalm of Isaiah, expressing his confidence in the Lord God, so as to be resolute in his 
faith, Isa. 50:7-9, "For the Lord GOD will help me; therefore shall I not be confounded: therefore 
have I set my face like a flint, and I know that I shall not be ashamed. He is near that justifieth 
me; who will contend with me? let us stand together: who is mine adversary? let him come near 
to me. Behold, the Lord GOD will help me; who is he that shall condemn me? lo, they all shall 
wax old as a garment; the moth shall eat them up." 


"Who is among you that feareth the LORD, that obeyeth the voice of his servant": Who is the 
Son of man, Isa. 50:10, "Who is among you that feareth the LORD, that obeyeth the voice of his 
servant, that walketh in darkness, and hath no light? let him trust in the name of the LORD, and 
stay upon his God." 
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John 5:23, "That all men should honour the Son, even as they honour the Father. He that 
honoureth not the Son honoureth not the Father which hath sent him." 


But, those who walk in darkness, "shall lie down in sorrow", because they "walk in the light of" 
their own "fire", Isa. 50:11, "Behold, all ye that kindle a fire, that compass yourselves about with 
sparks: walk in the light of your fire, and in the sparks that ye have kindled. This shall ye have of 
mine hand; ye shall lie down in sorrow." 


Jer. 3:25, "We lie down in our shame, and our confusion covereth us: for we have sinned against 
the LORD our God, we and our fathers, from our youth even unto this day, and have not obeyed 
the voice of the LORD our God." 


Matt. 25:30, "And cast ye the unprofitable servant into outer darkness: there shall be weeping 
and gnashing of teeth." 


The Second Exodus 


"Hearken to me": repent to the Lord; turn to Christ, those who "follow after righteousness": the 
rock v. the pit, Jesus v. the fallen state of man, the devil, Isa. 51:1-3, "Hearken to me, ye that 
follow after righteousness, ye that seek the LORD: look unto the rock whence ye are hewn, and 
to the hole of the pit whence ye are digged. Look unto Abraham your father, and unto Sarah that 
bare you: for I called him alone, and blessed him, and increased him. For the LORD shall 
comfort Zion: he will comfort all her waste places; and he will make her wilderness like Eden, 
and her desert like the garden of the LORD; joy and gladness shall be found therein, 
thanksgiving, and the voice of melody." 


"Look unto Abraham"; "and unto Sarah": Abraham believed God and that was counted as 
righteousness unto him, Jas. 2:23, "And the scripture was fulfilled which saith, Abraham 
believed God, and it was imputed unto him for righteousness: and he was called the Friend of 
God." 


Rom. 4:19-22, "And being not weak in faith, he considered not his own body now dead, when he 
was about an hundred years old, neither yet the deadness of Sara's womb: He staggered not at the 
promise of God through unbelief; but was strong in faith, giving glory to God; And being fully 
persuaded that, what he had promised, he was able also to perform. And therefore it was imputed 
to him for righteousness." 


"For the LORD shall comfort Zion": as in the thousand-year camp of the saints, Eze. 33:24, "Son 
of man, they that inhabit those wastes of the land of Israel speak, saying, Abraham was one, and 
he inherited the land: but we are many; the land is given us for inheritance." 


The Lord "will make her wilderness like Eden, and her desert like the garden of the LORD", so 
as to replace the ruins of greater Israel with the latter rain increase, Acts 6:7, "And the word of

God increased; and the number of the disciples multiplied in Jerusalem greatly; and a great 
company of the priests were obedient to the faith." 


"Hearken unto me, my people": repent to Christ; turn to the Lord ye apostates, for "O my nation: 
for a law shall proceed from me" is the Gospel, Isa. 51:4-6, "Hearken unto me, my people; and 
give ear unto me, O my nation: for a law shall proceed from me, and I will make my judgment to 
rest for a light of the people. My righteousness is near; my salvation is gone forth, and mine arms 
shall judge the people; the isles shall wait upon me, and on mine arm shall they trust. Lift up 
your eyes to the heavens, and look upon the earth beneath: for the heavens shall vanish away like 
smoke, and the earth shall wax old like a garment, and they that dwell therein shall die in like 
manner: but my salvation shall be for ever, and my righteousness shall not be abolished." 


The Gospel: "my salvation is gone forth, and mine arms shall judge the people", Heb. 12:25-29, 
"See that ye refuse not him that speaketh. For if they escaped not who refused him that spake on 
earth, much more shall not we escape, if we turn away from him that speaketh from heaven: 
Whose voice then shook the earth: but now he hath promised, saying, Yet once more I shake not 
the earth only, but also heaven. And this word, Yet once more, signifieth the removing of those 
things that are shaken, as of things that are made, that those things which cannot be shaken may 
remain. Wherefore we receiving a kingdom which cannot be moved, let us have grace, whereby 
we may serve God acceptably with reverence and godly fear: For our God is a consuming fire." 


And, "the isles shall wait upon me, and on mine arm shall they trust", as to the "seven shepherds, 
and eight principal men", Micah 5:5, "And this man shall be the peace, when the Assyrian shall 
come into our land: and when he shall tread in our palaces, then shall we raise against him seven 
shepherds, and eight principal men." 


So, "Lift up your eyes to the heavens, and look upon the earth beneath: for the heavens shall 
vanish away like smoke, and the earth shall wax old like a garment, and they that dwell therein 
shall die in like manner: but my salvation shall be for ever, and my righteousness shall not be 
abolished": Luke 21:28, "And when these things begin to come to pass, then look up, and lift up 
your heads; for your redemption draweth nigh." 


Luke 21:20-27, "And when ye shall see Jerusalem compassed with armies, then know that the 
desolation thereof is nigh. Then let them which are in Judaea flee to the mountains; and let them 
which are in the midst of it depart out; and let not them that are in the countries enter thereinto. 
For these be the days of vengeance, that all things which are written may be fulfilled. But woe 
unto them that are with child, and to them that give suck, in those days! for there shall be great 
distress in the land, and wrath upon this people. And they shall fall by the edge of the sword, and 
shall be led away captive into all nations: and Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, 
until the times of the Gentiles be fulfilled. And there shall be signs in the sun, and in the moon, 
and in the stars; and upon the earth distress of nations, with perplexity; the sea and the waves 
roaring; Men's hearts failing them for fear, and for looking after those things which are coming 
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on the earth: for the powers of heaven shall be shaken. And then shall they see the Son of man 
coming in a cloud with power and great glory." 


"Hearken unto me": repent to Jesus, for "the people in whose heart is my law", which is the 
Gospel and the law of liberty, Isa. 51:7-8, "Hearken unto me, ye that know righteousness, the 
people in whose heart is my law; fear ye not the reproach of men, neither be ye afraid of their 
revilings. For the moth shall eat them up like a garment, and the worm shall eat them like wool: 
but my righteousness shall be for ever, and my salvation from generation to generation." 


Jas. 1:25, "But whoso looketh into the perfect law of liberty, and continueth therein, he being not 
a forgetful hearer, but a doer of the work, this man shall be blessed in his deed." 


And, "fear ye not the reproach of men, neither be ye afraid of their revilings"; "For the moth shall 
eat them up like a garment, and the worm shall eat them like wool": the reprobates shall be given 
over to death, 2 Peter 3:3-7, "Knowing this first, that there shall come in the last days scoffers, 
walking after their own lusts, And saying, Where is the promise of his coming? for since the 
fathers fell asleep, all things continue as they were from the beginning of the creation. For this 
they willingly are ignorant of, that by the word of God the heavens were of old, and the earth 
standing out of the water and in the water: Whereby the world that then was, being overflowed 
with water, perished: But the heavens and the earth, which are now, by the same word are kept in 
store, reserved unto fire against the day of judgment and perdition of ungodly men." 


And, the Lord's: "righteousness shall be for ever, and my salvation from generation to 
generation": 2 Cor. 3:2-3, "Ye are our epistle written in our hearts, known and read of all men: 
Forasmuch as ye are manifestly declared to be the epistle of Christ ministered by us, written not 
with ink, but with the Spirit of the living God; not in tables of stone, but in fleshy tables of the 
heart." 


"Awake, awake": "awake" to the Ancient of days, "as in the ancient days, in the generations of 
old", as in the Old Testament, Isa. 51:9-10, "Awake, awake, put on strength, O arm of the 
LORD; awake, as in the ancient days, in the generations of old. Art thou not it that hath cut 
Rahab, and wounded the dragon? Art thou not it which hath dried the sea, the waters of the great 
deep; that hath made the depths of the sea a way for the ransomed to pass over?" 


"Rahab", as in Egypt, the world; and "the dragon", the devil: "hath dried the sea, the waters of 
the great deep; that hath made the depths of the sea", as with the Nile and the Euphrates, Eze. 
29:2-3, "Son of man, set thy face against Pharaoh king of Egypt, and prophesy against him, and 
against all Egypt: Speak, and say, Thus saith the Lord GOD; Behold, I am against thee, Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, the great dragon that lieth in the midst of his rivers, which hath said, My river is 
mine own, and I have made it for myself." 
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Eze. 32:2, "Son of man, take up a lamentation for Pharaoh king of Egypt, and say unto him, 
Thou art like a young lion of the nations, and thou art as a whale in the seas: and thou camest 
forth with thy rivers, and troubledst the waters with thy feet, and fouledst their rivers." 


The second exodus: "a way for the ransomed to pass over" is for the saints to go in to exile to 
places of refuge, so as to escape "the heads of the dragons in the waters", Psa. 74:12-15, "For 
God is my King of old, working salvation in the midst of the earth. Thou didst divide the sea by 
thy strength: thou brakest the heads of the dragons in the waters. Thou brakest the heads of 
leviathan in pieces, and gavest him to be meat to the people inhabiting the wilderness. Thou didst 
cleave the fountain and the flood: thou driedst up mighty rivers." 


So, "the redeemed of the LORD" to Zion, the thousand-year camp of the saints: "everlasting joy 
shall be upon their head", and looking unto the new things, Isa. 51:11, "Therefore the redeemed 
of the LORD shall return, and come with singing unto Zion; and everlasting joy shall be upon 
their head: they shall obtain gladness and joy; and sorrow and mourning shall flee away." 


Rev. 21:4, "And God shall wipe away all tears from their eyes; and there shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow, nor crying, neither shall there be any more pain: for the former things are passed 
away." 


The LORD shall comfort us, His people: "the God of all comfort". Even though the oppressor 
will oppress: "I will repay"; and the "captive exile” will "be loosed", as was Jeremiah, when he 
was imprisoned and then put in the cistern, Isa. 51:12-16, "I, even I, am he that comforteth you: 
who art thou, that thou shouldest be afraid of a man that shall die, and of the son of man which 
shall be made as grass; And forgettest the LORD thy maker, that hath stretched forth the 
heavens, and laid the foundations of the earth; and hast feared continually every day because of 
the fury of the oppressor, as if he were ready to destroy? and where is the fury of the 
oppressor? The captive exile hasteneth that he may be loosed, and that he should not die in the 
pit, nor that his bread should fail. But I am the LORD thy God, that divided the sea, whose 
waves roared: The LORD of hosts is his name. And I have put my words in thy mouth, and I 
have covered thee in the shadow of mine hand, that I may plant the heavens, and lay the 
foundations of the earth, and say unto Zion, Thou art my people." 


2 Cor. 1:3-4, "Blessed be God, even the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of mercies, 
and the God of all comfort; Who comforteth us in all our tribulation, that we may be able to 
comfort them which are in any trouble, by the comfort wherewith we ourselves are comforted of 
God." 


Rom. 12:19, "Dearly beloved, avenge not yourselves, but rather give place unto wrath: for it is 
written, Vengeance is mine; I will repay, saith the Lord." 


Jer. 38:10, "Then the king commanded Ebedmelech the Ethiopian, saying, Take from hence 
thirty men with thee, and take up Jeremiah the prophet out of the dungeon, before he die." 
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So, the Lord makes a way to pass over, "that divided the sea", Matt. 8:26, "And he saith unto 
them, Why are ye fearful, O ye of little faith? Then he arose, and rebuked the winds and the sea; 
and there was a great calm." 


Psa. 106:9, "He rebuked the Red sea also, and it was dried up: so he led them through the depths, 
as through the wilderness." 


And, "unto Zion, Thou art my people": "I have put my words in thy mouth", 2 Peter 3:10-13, 
"But the day of the Lord will come as a thief in the night; in the which the heavens shall pass 
away with a great noise, and the elements shall melt with fervent heat, the earth also and the 
works that are therein shall be burned up. Seeing then that all these things shall be dissolved, 
what manner of persons ought ye to be in all holy conversation and godliness, Looking for and 
hasting unto the coming of the day of God, wherein the heavens being on fire shall be dissolved, 
and the elements shall melt with fervent heat? Nevertheless we, according to his promise, look 
for new heavens and a new earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness." 


"Awake, awake": "O Jerusalem", "the great city": spiritually called Sodom and Egypt, "stand 
up", as when Michael stands up, Isa. 51:17-20, "Awake, awake, stand up, O Jerusalem, which 
hast drunk at the hand of the LORD the cup of his fury; thou hast drunken the dregs of the cup of 
trembling, and wrung them out. There is none to guide her among all the sons whom she hath 
brought forth; neither is there any that taketh her by the hand of all the sons that she hath brought 
up. These two things are come unto thee; who shall be sorry for thee? desolation, and 
destruction, and the famine, and the sword: by whom shall I comfort thee? Thy sons have 
fainted, they lie at the head of all the streets, as a wild bull in a net: they are full of the fury of the 
LORD, the rebuke of thy God." 


Rev. 11:8, "And their dead bodies shall lie in the street of the great city, which spiritually is 
called Sodom and Egypt, where also our Lord was crucified." 


Dan. 12:1, "And at that time shall Michael stand up, the great prince which standeth for the 
children of thy people: and there shall be a time of trouble, such as never was since there was a 
nation even to that same time: and at that time thy people shall be delivered, every one that shall 
be found written in the book." 


And, "all the sons that she hath brought up": "thou shalt surely drink of it", Jer. 49:12, "For thus 
saith the LORD; Behold, they whose judgment was not to drink of the cup have assuredly 
drunken; and art thou he that shall altogether go unpunished? thou shalt not go unpunished, but 
thou shalt surely drink of it." 


And, "desolation, and destruction, and the famine" is "the beginning of sorrows": the first four 
seals of Revelation, Matt. 24:3-8, "And as he sat upon the mount of Olives, the disciples came 
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unto him privately, saying, Tell us, when shall these things be? and what shall be the sign of thy 
coming, and of the end of the world? And Jesus answered and said unto them, Take heed that no 
man deceive you. For many shall come in my name, saying, I am Christ; and shall deceive 

many. And ye shall hear of wars and rumours of wars: see that ye be not troubled: for all these 
things must come to pass, but the end is not yet. For nation shall rise against nation, and kingdom 
against kingdom: and there shall be famines, and pestilences, and earthquakes, in divers places. 
All these are the beginning of sorrows." 


"on 


"Thy sons": "they lie", as false prophets and false Christs, and as apostates and reprobates, Matt. 
24:11, "And many false prophets shall rise, and shall deceive many"; 24, "For there shall arise 
false Christs, and false prophets, and shall shew great signs and wonders; insomuch that, if it 
were possible, they shall deceive the very elect." 


And, "thou afflicted, and drunken", as "with the wine of her fornication", Isa. 51:21-23, 
"Therefore hear now this, thou afflicted, and drunken, but not with wine: Thus saith thy Lord the 
LORD, and thy God that pleadeth the cause of his people, Behold, I have taken out of thine hand 
the cup of trembling, even the dregs of the cup of my fury; thou shalt no more drink it again: But 
I will put it into the hand of them that afflict thee; which have said to thy soul, Bow down, that 
we may go over: and thou hast laid thy body as the ground, and as the street, to them that went 
over." 


Rev. 17:2, "With whom the kings of the earth have committed fornication, and the inhabitants of 
the earth have been made drunk with the wine of her fornication." 


God "pleadeth the cause of his people": "he shall throughly plead their cause", Jer. 50:34, "Their 
Redeemer is strong; the LORD of hosts is his name: he shall throughly plead their cause, that he 
may give rest to the land, and disquiet the inhabitants of Babylon." 


And has "taken out of thine hand the cup of trembling"; and will judge the great whore, Rev. 
19:2, "For true and righteous are his judgments: for he hath judged the great whore, which did 
corrupt the earth with her fornication, and hath avenged the blood of his servants at her hand." 


Zech. 12:2, "Behold, I will make Jerusalem a cup of trembling unto all the people round about, 
when they shall be in the siege both against Judah and against Jerusalem." 


Rev. 11:18, "And the nations were angry, and thy wrath is come, and the time of the dead, that 
they should be judged, and that thou shouldest give reward unto thy servants the prophets, and to 
the saints, and them that fear thy name, small and great; and shouldest destroy them which 
destroy the earth." 


The Camp of the Saints in Exile 


"Awake, awake": "O Zion", and "O Jerusalem" of God; "the holy city": Sion, Isa. 52:1-2, 
"Awake, awake; put on thy strength, O Zion; put on thy beautiful garments, O Jerusalem, the 
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holy city: for henceforth there shall no more come into thee the uncircumcised and the unclean. 
Shake thyself from the dust; arise, and sit down, O Jerusalem: loose thyself from the bands of thy 
neck, O captive daughter of Zion." 


Heb. 12:22-24, "But ye are come unto mount Sion, and unto the city of the living God, the 
heavenly Jerusalem, and to an innumerable company of angels, To the general assembly and 
church of the firstborn, which are written in heaven, and to God the Judge of all, and to the 
spirits of just men made perfect, And to Jesus the mediator of the new covenant, and to the blood 
of sprinkling, that speaketh better things than that of Abel." 


And, "the uncircumcised and the unclean" are not allowed in to the camp of the saints (what will 
become the new Jerusalem), Joel 3:17, "So shall ye know that I am the LORD your God 
dwelling in Zion, my holy mountain: then shall Jerusalem be holy, and there shall no strangers 
pass through her any more." 


"O captive daughter of Zion" is the camp of the saints in exile, Rev. 13:10, "He that leadeth into 
captivity shall go into captivity: he that killeth with the sword must be killed with the sword. 
Here is the patience and the faith of the saints." 


"My people" are the saints and remnant of Jacob, who are in Egypt, the world, Isa. 52:3-6, "For 
thus saith the LORD, Ye have sold yourselves for nought; and ye shall be redeemed without 
money. For thus saith the Lord GOD, My people went down aforetime into Egypt to sojourn 
there; and the Assyrian oppressed them without cause. Now therefore, what have I here, saith the 
LORD, that my people is taken away for nought? they that rule over them make them to howl, 
saith the LORD; and my name continually every day is blasphemed. Therefore my people shall 
know my name: therefore they shall know in that day that I am he that doth speak: behold, it is 
I." 


The elect are "redeemed without money", but by the blood of Christ, 1 Peter 1:18-21, 
"Forasmuch as ye know that ye were not redeemed with corruptible things, as silver and gold, 
from your vain conversation received by tradition from your fathers; But with the precious blood 
of Christ, as of a lamb without blemish and without spot: Who verily was foreordained before 
the foundation of the world, but was manifest in these last times for you, Who by him do believe 
in God, that raised him up from the dead, and gave him glory; that your faith and hope might be 
in God." 


So, "the Assyrian oppressed them without cause": the beast comes against the elect in Jacob's 
trouble, as well as in the great tribulation, and in the war on the saints, Rev. 13:5-7, "And there 
was given unto him a mouth speaking great things and blasphemies; and power was given unto 
him to continue forty and two months. And he opened his mouth in blasphemy against God, to 
blaspheme his name, and his tabernacle, and them that dwell in heaven. And it was given unto 
him to make war with the saints, and to overcome them: and power was given him over all 
kindreds, and tongues, and nations." 
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"Therefore my people shall know my name: therefore they shall know in that day that I am he 
that doth speak: behold, it is I": with oppression of the Wicked, the people of God will flee to the 
mountains and to the valleys of the mountains, Zech. 14:5, "And ye shall flee to the valley of the 
mountains; for the valley of the mountains shall reach unto Azal: yea, ye shall flee, like as ye 
fled from before the earthquake in the days of Uzziah king of Judah: and the LORD my God 
shall come, and all the saints with thee." 


2 Thess. 2:8-10, "And then shall that Wicked be revealed, whom the Lord shall consume with the 
spirit of his mouth, and shall destroy with the brightness of his coming: Even him, whose coming 
is after the working of Satan with all power and signs and lying wonders, And with all 
deceivableness of unrighteousness in them that perish; because they received not the love of the 
truth, that they might be saved." 


While in exile and tribulation, the saints: "that bringeth good tidings, that publisheth peace; that 
bringeth good tidings of good, that publisheth salvation", the Gospel, Isa. 52:7-8, "How beautiful 
upon the mountains are the feet of him that bringeth good tidings, that publisheth peace; that 
bringeth good tidings of good, that publisheth salvation; that saith unto Zion, Thy God reigneth! 
Thy watchmen shall lift up the voice; with the voice together shall they sing: for they shall see 
eye to eye, when the LORD shall bring again Zion." 


Rom. 10:13-17, "For whosoever shall call upon the name of the Lord shall be saved. How then 
shall they call on him in whom they have not believed? and how shall they believe in him of 
whom they have not heard? and how shall they hear without a preacher? And how shall they 
preach, except they be sent? as it is written, How beautiful are the feet of them that preach the 
gospel of peace, and bring glad tidings of good things! But they have not all obeyed the gospel. 
For Esaias saith, Lord, who hath believed our report? So then faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God." 


And, "the mountains" are the places, where the watchmen lift their voice at the return of Christ, 
to "bring again Zion": Luke 24:47-48, "And that repentance and remission of sins should be 
preached in his name among all nations, beginning at Jerusalem. And ye are witnesses of these 
things." 


Rev. 14:6-7, "And I saw another angel fly in the midst of heaven, having the everlasting gospel 
to preach unto them that dwell on the earth, and to every nation, and kindred, and tongue, and 
people, Saying with a loud voice, Fear God, and give glory to him; for the hour of his judgment 
is come: and worship him that made heaven, and earth, and the sea, and the fountains of waters." 


And, "the LORD hath comforted his people, he hath redeemed Jerusalem": with the camp of the 
saints, Isa. 52:9-10, "Break forth into joy, sing together, ye waste places of Jerusalem: for the 
LORD hath comforted his people, he hath redeemed Jerusalem. The LORD hath made bare his 
holy arm in the eyes of all the nations; and all the ends of the earth shall see the salvation of our 
God." 
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"The LORD hath made bare his holy arm in the eyes of all the nations": with the rod of iron, 
Rev. 19:15, "And out of his mouth goeth a sharp sword, that with it he should smite the nations: 
and he shall rule them with a rod of iron: and he treadeth the winepress of the fierceness and 
wrath of Almighty God." 


So, "all the ends of the earth shall see the salvation of our God", in which the Gospel is preached, 
Matt. 24:14, "And this gospel of the kingdom shall be preached in all the world for a witness 
unto all nations; and then shall the end come." 


Luke 3:4-6, "As it is written in the book of the words of Esaias the prophet, saying, The voice of 
one crying in the wilderness, Prepare ye the way of the Lord, make his paths straight. Every 
valley shall be filled, and every mountain and hill shall be brought low; and the crooked shall be 
made straight, and the rough ways shall be made smooth; And all flesh shall see the salvation of 
God." 


Acts 1:8, "But ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth." 


"Depart ye, depart ye, go ye out from thence": "go ye out of the midst of her"; and "the LORD 
will go before you", Isa. 52:11-12, "Depart ye, depart ye, go ye out from thence, touch no 
unclean thing; go ye out of the midst of her; be ye clean, that bear the vessels of the LORD. For 
ye shall not go out with haste, nor go by flight: for the LORD will go before you; and the God of 
Israel will be your rereward." 


Rev. 18:4, "And I heard another voice from heaven, saying, Come out of her, my people, that ye 
be not partakers of her sins, and that ye receive not of her plagues." 


2 Cor. 6:17-18, "Wherefore come out from among them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, and 
touch not the unclean thing; and I will receive you, And will be a Father unto you, and ye shall 
be my sons and daughters, saith the Lord Almighty." 


And, "the God of Israel will be your rereward", in which the elect shall be caught up and 
gathered together, the "rereward", or the rapture, Matt. 24:31, "And he shall send his angels with 
a great sound of a trumpet, and they shall gather together his elect from the four winds, from one 
end of heaven to the other." 


Mark 13:27, "And then shall he send his angels, and shall gather together his elect from the four 
winds, from the uttermost part of the earth to the uttermost part of heaven." 


The Suffering Servant: The Son of Man 


A prophetical picture of the Suffering Servant, the Son of man: "Behold, my servant"; "he shall 
be exalted and extolled", Isa. 52:13-15, "Behold, my servant shall deal prudently, he shall be 
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exalted and extolled, and be very high. As many were astonied at thee; his visage was so marred 
more than any man, and his form more than the sons of men: So shall he sprinkle many nations; 
the kings shall shut their mouths at him: for that which had not been told them shall they see; and 
that which they had not heard shall they consider." 


1 Peter 2:21-25, "For even hereunto were ye called: because Christ also suffered for us, leaving 
us an example, that ye should follow his steps: Who did no sin, neither was guile found in his 
mouth: Who, when he was reviled, reviled not again; when he suffered, he threatened not; but 
committed himself to him that judgeth righteously: Who his own self bare our sins in his own 
body on the tree, that we, being dead to sins, should live unto righteousness: by whose stripes ye 
were healed. For ye were as sheep going astray; but are now returned unto the Shepherd and 
Bishop of your souls." 


Eze. 34:23, "And I will set up one shepherd over them, and he shall feed them, even my servant 
David; he shall feed them, and he shall be their shepherd." 


Jer. 23:5, "Behold, the days come, saith the LORD, that I will raise unto David a righteous 
Branch, and a King shall reign and prosper, and shall execute judgment and justice in the earth." 


Featuring a vision of Christ's sufferings for the offering of redemption for the nations: "his visage 
was so marred", indicating the abuse, scourging, and crucifixion of Jesus; and thus, "shall he 
sprinkle many nations" with His blood, the blood of Christ, 1 Peter 1:18-21, "Forasmuch as ye 
know that ye were not redeemed with corruptible things, as silver and gold, from your vain 
conversation received by tradition from your fathers; But with the precious blood of Christ, as of 
a lamb without blemish and without spot: Who verily was foreordained before the foundation of 
the world, but was manifest in these last times for you, Who by him do believe in God, that 
raised him up from the dead, and gave him glory; that your faith and hope might be in God." 


And, "shall they see": "which seeth the Son, and believeth on him"; and "blessed are they that 
have not seen, and yet have believed", John 6:40, "And this is the will of him that sent me, that 
every one which seeth the Son, and believeth on him, may have everlasting life: and I will raise 
him up at the last day"; 20:29, "Jesus saith unto him, Thomas, because thou hast seen me, thou 
hast believed: blessed are they that have not seen, and yet have believed." 


And, consider what they heard: the Gospel, Eph. 1:13-14, "In whom ye also trusted, after that ye 
heard the word of truth, the gospel of your salvation: in whom also after that ye believed, ye 
were sealed with that holy Spirit of promise, Which is the earnest of our inheritance until the 
redemption of the purchased possession, unto the praise of his glory." 


The Son of man, the Suffering Servant: "Behold, my servant" is God's Son of man, Isa. 52:13, 
"Behold, my servant shall deal prudently, he shall be exalted and extolled, and be very high." 
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The Lord will reign well over His kingdom (of God), the thousand year camp of the saints. And, 
He will be high and lifted up, Eph. 1:17-23, "That the God of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of 
glory, may give unto you the spirit of wisdom and revelation in the knowledge of him: The eyes 
of your understanding being enlightened; that ye may know what is the hope of his calling, and 
what the riches of the glory of his inheritance in the saints, And what is the exceeding greatness 
of his power to us-ward who believe, according to the working of his mighty power, Which he 
wrought in Christ, when he raised him from the dead, and set him at his own right hand in the 
heavenly places, Far above all principality, and power, and might, and dominion, and every 
name that is named, not only in this world, but also in that which is to come: And hath put all 
things under his feet, and gave him to be the head over all things to the church, Which is his 
body, the fulness of him that filleth all in all." 


The visage of the Messiah will be marred by scourge marks, thorn marks, and nail marks, Isa. 
52:14-15, "As many were astonied at thee; his visage was so marred more than any man, and his 
form more than the sons of men: So shall he sprinkle many nations; the kings shall shut their 
mouths at him: for that which had not been told them shall they see; and that which they had not 
heard shall they consider." 


The scourging of Christ was so serve more so than any man could have taken without having 
died on the post, so as to bless many nations (peoples) with the sprinkling of His blood, Psa. 
22:6, "But I am a worm, and no man; a reproach of men, and despised of the people." 


For, Christ is the high priest after the order of Melchizedek, Heb 5:5-10, "So also Christ glorified 
not himself to be made an high priest; but he that said unto him, Thou art my Son, to day have I 
begotten thee. As he saith also in another place, Thou art a priest for ever after the order of 
Melchisedec. Who in the days of his flesh, when he had offered up prayers and supplications 
with strong crying and tears unto him that was able to save him from death, and was heard in that 
he feared; Though he were a Son, yet learned he obedience by the things which he suffered; And 
being made perfect, he became the author of eternal salvation unto all them that obey him; 
Called of God an high priest after the order of Melchisedec." 


And, His Gospel shall be preached in the entire world, Matt. 24:14, "And this gospel of the 
kingdom shall be preached in all the world for a witness unto all nations; and then shall the end 
come.” 


The "report" is the Gospel of the death, burial, resurrection, and ascension of Christ Jesus. And, 
the "who" are the Gentiles and Jews, as few to none who believed, Isa. 53:1, "Who hath believed 
our report? and to whom is the arm of the LORD revealed?" 


John 12:38-40, "That the saying of Esaias the prophet might be fulfilled, which he spake, Lord, 
who hath believed our report? and to whom hath the arm of the Lord been revealed? Therefore 
they could not believe, because that Esaias said again, He hath blinded their eyes, and hardened 
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their heart; that they should not see with their eyes, nor understand with their heart, and be 
converted, and I should heal them." 


Rom. 10:16-17, "But they have not all obeyed the gospel. For Esaias saith, Lord, who hath 
believed our report? So then faith cometh by hearing, and hearing by the word of God." 


The "arm of the LORD" is the word of God, as well as the doctrine of the Gospel, which is the 
power of God, 1 Cor. 1:18, "For the preaching of the cross is to them that perish foolishness; but 
unto us which are saved it is the power of God." 


The Messiah is "revealed" in revelation, Eph. 1:17, "That the God of our Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Father of glory, may give unto you the spirit of wisdom and revelation in the knowledge of him". 


And, few to none of the Jews believed the Gospel, or receive their Messiah, at His first advent, 
John 1:11, "He came unto his own, and his own received him not." 


The "tender plant", and "root out of a dry ground", denotes that the Messiah was born and raised 
discreetly and humbly, as well as how He is the Branch of righteousness and the Root of David, 
Isa. 53:2-3, "For he shall grow up before him as a tender plant, and as a root out of a dry ground: 
he hath no form nor comeliness; and when we shall see him, there is no beauty that we should 
desire him. He is despised and rejected of men; a man of sorrows, and acquainted with grief: and 
we hid as it were our faces from him; he was despised, and we esteemed him not." 


Again, the "dry ground" refers to the Jew nation, as with the valley of dry bones, in which 
Ezekiel prophesied (Eze. 37). 


The Messiah has appeared, as an average man of lowly position, and because of this, He is 
rejected of man; and His upbringing was one marked with the limitations of His humanity, 
coupled with having to live in a fallen world, Isa. 53:4-5, "Surely he hath borne our griefs, and 
carried our sorrows: yet we did esteem him stricken, smitten of God, and afflicted. But he was 
wounded for our transgressions, he was bruised for our iniquities: the chastisement of our peace 
was upon him; and with his stripes we are healed." 


Yet, He is without sin! | Peter 2:22-23, "Christ ... Who did no sin, neither was guile found in 
his mouth"; Heb. 4:15, "For we have not an high priest which cannot be touched with the feeling 
of our infirmities; but was in all points tempted like as we are, yet without sin." 


Moreover, the Jews saw Christ as shameful and turned their faces from Him. He was also not 
esteemed by the Herodians or the Romans. Rather, they all despised Him, and cried out, "Crucify 
Him!" 


He "borne our griefs" in that He was scourged and crowned with thorns. Moreover, He "carried 
our sorrows" in that He carried His cross and was nailed to it. However, they did not count His 
death, burial, resurrection, and ascension as our redemption unto the Father. 
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He "was wounded for our transgressions" as with His scourge, thorn, nail, and spear marks by 
the Romans. He "was bruised for our iniquities" by His beating and mocking at the hands of the 
Herodians. His "chastisement of our peace" was at the mockery and spitting at Him by the Jews. 
Moreover, He took what we deserved! And "with his stripes we are healed" by His blood that 
cleanses us, who believe and are born again, from all unrighteousness. 


The "we like sheep have gone astray" is the spiritual condition of mankind, as it was in the days 
of the Judges, Isa. 53:6, "All we like sheep have gone astray; we have turned every one to his 
own way; and the LORD hath laid on him the iniquity of us all." 


Jdg. 17:6, "In those days there was no king in Israel, but every man did that which was right in 
his own eyes." 


Jdg. 21:25, "In those days there was no king in Israel: every man did that which was right in his 
own eyes." 


But, Father God put "the iniquity of us all" on Christ, Son God, when He was upon the cross; and 
became the Shepherd of all of us, who believe and put our faith in Christ Jesus, Matt. 9:36, "But 
when he saw the multitudes, he was moved with compassion on them, because they fainted, and 
were scattered abroad, as sheep having no shepherd." 


John 10:14-16, "I am the good shepherd, and know my sheep, and am known of mine. As the 
Father knoweth me, even so know I the Father: and I lay down my life for the sheep. And other 
sheep I have, which are not of this fold: them also I must bring, and they shall hear my voice; 
and there shall be one fold, and one shepherd." 


1 Peter 2:25, "For ye were as sheep going astray; but are now returned unto the Shepherd and 
Bishop of your souls." 


The "oppressed" and "afflicted" was when Christ was on trial before the Chief Priest, Herod, and 
Pilate, with Him having been beaten, mocked, scourged, crowned with thorns, and bore the cross 
with which He was crucified, Isa. 53:7, "He was oppressed, and he was afflicted, yet he opened 
not his mouth: he is brought as a lamb to the slaughter, and as a sheep before her shearers is 
dumb, so he openeth not his mouth." 


Christ was a prisoner in the custody of the Temple Guards, the Herodians, and the Romans, Isa. 
53:8, "He was taken from prison and from judgment: and who shall declare his generation? for 
he was cut off out of the land of the living: for the transgression of my people was he stricken." 


The generation of the Lord were evil, wicked, and corrupt, Matt. 3:7, "But when he saw many of 
the Pharisees and Sadducees come to his baptism, he said unto them, O generation of vipers, who 
hath warned you to flee from the wrath to come?" 
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Matt. 12:34, "O generation of vipers, how can ye, being evil, speak good things? for out of the 
abundance of the heart the mouth speaketh." 


Matt. 12:39, "But he answered and said unto them, An evil and adulterous generation seeketh 
after a sign; and there shall no sign be given to it, but the sign of the prophet Jonas". 


Matt. 12:41-42, "The men of Nineveh shall rise in judgment with this generation, and shall 
condemn it: because they repented at the preaching of Jonas; and, behold, a greater than Jonas is 
here. The queen of the south shall rise up in the judgment with this generation, and shall 
condemn it: for she came from the uttermost parts of the earth to hear the wisdom of Solomon; 
and, behold, a greater than Solomon is here." 


Matt. 12:43-45, "When the unclean spirit is gone out of a man, he walketh through dry places, 
seeking rest, and findeth none. Then he saith, I will return into my house from whence I came 
out; and when he is come, he findeth it empty, swept, and garnished. Then goeth he, and taketh 
with himself seven other spirits more wicked than himself, and they enter in and dwell there: and 
the last state of that man is worse than the first. Even so shall it be also unto this wicked 
generation." 


Matt. 23:33-36, "Ye serpents, ye generation of vipers, how can ye escape the damnation of hell? 
Wherefore, behold, I send unto you prophets, and wise men, and scribes: and some of them ye 
shall kill and crucify; and some of them shall ye scourge in your synagogues, and persecute them 
from city to city: That upon you may come all the righteous blood shed upon the earth, from the 
blood of righteous Abel unto the blood of Zacharias son of Barachias, whom ye slew between 
the temple and the altar. Verily I say unto you, All these things shall come upon this generation." 


Christ having been "cut off" was when He was crucified, Dan. 9:26, "And after threescore and 
two weeks shall Messiah be cut off, but not for himself: and the people of the prince that shall 
come shall destroy the city and the sanctuary; and the end thereof shall be with a flood, and unto 
the end of the war desolations are determined." 


Jesus "made his grave with the wicked, and with the rich in his death", Isa. 53:9, "And he made 
his grave with the wicked, and with the rich in his death; because he had done no violence, 
neither was any deceit in his mouth." 


Matt. 27:57-58, "When the even was come, there came a rich man of Arimathaea, named Joseph, 
who also himself was Jesus' disciple: He went to Pilate, and begged the body of Jesus. Then 
Pilate commanded the body to be delivered." 


Mark 15:43, "Joseph of Arimathaea, an honourable counsellor, which also waited for the 
kingdom of God, came, and went in boldly unto Pilate, and craved the body of Jesus." 


John 19:38-40, "And after this Joseph of Arimathaea, being a disciple of Jesus, but secretly for 
fear of the Jews, besought Pilate that he might take away the body of Jesus: and Pilate gave him 
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leave. He came therefore, and took the body of Jesus. And there came also Nicodemus, which at 
the first came to Jesus by night, and brought a mixture of myrrh and aloes, about an hundred 
pound weight. Then took they the body of Jesus, and wound it in linen clothes with the spices, as 
the manner of the Jews is to bury." 


The suffering of the Son of man "pleased the LORD" in order to redeem mankind: to make 
ransom for the many, Isa. 53:10-11, "Yet it pleased the LORD to bruise him; he hath put him to 
grief: when thou shalt make his soul an offering for sin, he shall see his seed, he shall prolong his 
days, and the pleasure of the LORD shall prosper in his hand. He shall see of the travail of his 
soul, and shall be satisfied: by his knowledge shall my righteous servant justify many; for he 
shall bear their iniquities." 


The Lord's "righteous servant justify many", Mark 10:45, "For even the Son of man came not to 
be ministered unto, but to minister, and to give his life a ransom for many." 


The Lord "shall see of the travail of his soul, and shall be satisfied", as when Jesus was upon the 
cross and He declared, "It is finished"! 


And, "his seed" are the saints, Psa. 89:29, "His seed also will I make to endure for ever, and his 
throne as the days of heaven." 


And, to "prolong his days" are the thousand years into eternity future, as with the kingdom of 
Christ on earth, "and the pleasure of the LORD shall prosper in his hand" are with the camp of 
the saints, ruling and reigning from conquered Jerusalem, Luke 1:33, "And he shall reign over 
the house of Jacob for ever; and of his kingdom there shall be no end." 


Moreover, Christ shall bear iniquities of the saints, Heb. 12:2, "Looking unto Jesus the author 
and finisher of our faith; who for the joy that was set before him endured the cross, despising the 
shame, and is set down at the right hand of the throne of God." 


So then, when Christ returns, He returns, as the conquering King of kings and Lord of lords, Isa. 
53:12, "Therefore will I divide him a portion with the great, and he shall divide the spoil with the 
strong; because he hath poured out his soul unto death: and he was numbered with the 
transgressors; and he bare the sin of many, and made intercession for the transgressors." 


And, "I divide him a portion with the great": "The kingdoms of this world are become the 
kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Christ", Rev. 11:15, "And the seventh angel sounded; and there 
were great voices in heaven, saying, The kingdoms of this world are become the kingdoms of our 
Lord, and of his Christ; and he shall reign for ever and ever." 


And, "he shall divide the spoil with the strong": "spoiled principalities and powers", Col. 2:15, 
"And having spoiled principalities and powers, he made a shew of them openly, triumphing over 
them in it." 
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And, "he hath poured out his soul unto death": "he bowed his head, and gave up the ghost", John 
19:30, "When Jesus therefore had received the vinegar, he said, It is finished: and he bowed his 
head, and gave up the ghost." 


And, "he was numbered with the transgressors": Mark 15:25-28, "And it was the third hour, and 
they crucified him. And the superscription of his accusation was written over, THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. And with him they crucify two thieves; the one on his right hand, and the other on 
his left. And the scripture was fulfilled, which saith, And he was numbered with the 
transgressors." 


And, "he bare the sin of many": "Who his own self bare our sins in his own body on the tree", 1 
Peter 2:24, "Who his own self bare our sins in his own body on the tree, that we, being dead to 
sins, should live unto righteousness: by whose stripes ye were healed." 


"on 


And, "made intercession for the transgressors": "we have an advocate with the Father, Jesus 
Christ the righteous", 1 John 2:1-2, "My little children, these things write I unto you, that ye sin 
not. And if any man sin, we have an advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the righteous: And he 
is the propitiation for our sins: and not for ours only, but also for the sins of the whole world." 


1 Tim. 2:5-6, "For there is one God, and one mediator between God and men, the man Christ 
Jesus; Who gave himself a ransom for all, to be testified in due time." 


The Growth and Strength of the Body of Christ 


"Sing, O barren": the exiles: the elect, the saints; juxtapose to "the children of the desolate": the 
Gentiles, the nations; and "the children of the married wife": the Jews of Babylon Israel, Isa. 
54:1, "Sing, O barren, thou that didst not bear; break forth into singing, and cry aloud, thou that 
didst not travail with child: for more are the children of the desolate than the children of the 
married wife, saith the LORD." 


Gal. 4:26-29, "But Jerusalem which is above is free, which is the mother of us all. For it is 
written, Rejoice, thou barren that bearest not; break forth and cry, thou that travailest not: for the 
desolate hath many more children than she which hath an husband. Now we, brethren, as Isaac 
was, are the children of promise. But as then he that was born after the flesh persecuted him that 
was born after the Spirit, even so it is now." 


Rev. 22:17, "And the Spirit and the bride say, Come. And let him that heareth say, Come. And 
let him that is athirst come. And whosoever will, let him take the water of life freely."

"Enlarge the place of thy tent": "stretch forth the curtains of thine habitations"; "lengthen thy 
cords, and strengthen thy stakes", Isa. 54:2-3, "Enlarge the place of thy tent, and let them stretch 
forth the curtains of thine habitations: spare not, lengthen thy cords, and strengthen thy stakes; 
For thou shalt break forth on the right hand and on the left; and thy seed shall inherit the 
Gentiles, and make the desolate cities to be inhabited." 
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"For thou shalt break forth on the right hand and on the left": "thy seed shall inherit the Gentiles, 
and make the desolate cities to be inhabited", as with the latter rain evangelists soul winning, 
discipling, baptizing, and church planting throughout all the nations from West to East, and 
bringing up the latter rain harvest of saints, Acts 1:8, "But ye shall receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of the earth." 


Acts 9:31, "Then had the churches rest throughout all Judaea and Galilee and Samaria, and were 
edified; and walking in the fear of the Lord, and in the comfort of the Holy Ghost, were 
multiplied." 


Rom. 10:13-18, "For whosoever shall call upon the name of the Lord shall be saved. How then 
shall they call on him in whom they have not believed? and how shall they believe in him of 
whom they have not heard? and how shall they hear without a preacher? And how shall they 
preach, except they be sent? as it is written, How beautiful are the feet of them that preach the 
gospel of peace, and bring glad tidings of good things! But they have not all obeyed the gospel. 
For Esaias saith, Lord, who hath believed our report? So then faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God. But I say, Have they not heard? Yes verily, their sound went into all 
the earth, and their words unto the ends of the world." 


So, "thou shalt forget the shame of thy youth, and shalt not remember the reproach of thy 
widowhood any more", as to the remnant of Jacob, Isa. 54:4-6, "Fear not; for thou shalt not be 
ashamed: neither be thou confounded; for thou shalt not be put to shame: for thou shalt forget the 
shame of thy youth, and shalt not remember the reproach of thy widowhood any more. For thy 
Maker is thine husband; the LORD of hosts is his name; and thy Redeemer the Holy One of 
Israel; The God of the whole earth shall he be called. For the LORD hath called thee as a woman 
forsaken and grieved in spirit, and a wife of youth, when thou wast refused, saith thy God." 


"For thy Maker is thine husband; the LORD of hosts is his name; and thy Redeemer the Holy 
One of Israel": "For the LORD hath called thee as a woman forsaken and grieved in spirit, and a 
wife of youth", as with the remnant of the third of Torah Jews that repent to Christ out of Jacob's 
trouble (out of which 144,000 are numbered and sealed). 


"For a small moment have I forsaken thee; but with great mercies will I gather thee": "the LORD 
thy Redeemer" prophesies over the remnant of Jacob that they will go through the great 
tribulation before they are raptured along with the saints out of Jacob's trouble, Isa. 54:7-8, "For 
a small moment have I forsaken thee; but with great mercies will I gather thee. In a little wrath I 
hid my face from thee for a moment; but with everlasting kindness will I have mercy on thee, 
saith the LORD thy Redeemer." 


2 Cor. 4:17-18, "For our light affliction, which is but for a moment, worketh for us a far more 
exceeding and eternal weight of glory; While we look not at the things which are seen, but at the 
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things which are not seen: for the things which are seen are temporal; but the things which are 
not seen are eternal." 


"I would not be wroth with thee, nor rebuke thee": at the sixth seal of Revelation; "but my 
kindness shall not depart from thee, neither shall the covenant of my peace be removed": as with 
the New Testament, Isa. 54:9-10, "For this is as the waters of Noah unto me: for as I have sworn 
that the waters of Noah should no more go over the earth; so have I sworn that I would not be 
wroth with thee, nor rebuke thee. For the mountains shall depart, and the hills be removed; but 
my kindness shall not depart from thee, neither shall the covenant of my peace be removed, saith 
the LORD that hath mercy on thee." 


And, "the LORD that hath mercy on thee": Heb. 8:6-9, "But now hath he obtained a more 
excellent ministry, by how much also he is the mediator of a better covenant, which was 
established upon better promises. For if that first covenant had been faultless, then should no 
place have been sought for the second. For finding fault with them, he saith, Behold, the days 
come, saith the Lord, when I will make a new covenant with the house of Israel and with the 
house of Judah: Not according to the covenant that I made with their fathers in the day when I 
took them by the hand to lead them out of the land of Egypt; because they continued not in my 
covenant, and I regarded them not, saith the Lord." 


Be comforted ye saints with looking forward to the tabernacle of God being with His people, Isa. 
54:11-12, "O thou afflicted, tossed with tempest, and not comforted, behold, I will lay thy stones 
with fair colours, and lay thy foundations with sapphires. And I will make thy windows of 
agates, and thy gates of carbuncles, and all thy borders of pleasant stones." 


Rev. 21:3, "And I heard a great voice out of heaven saying, Behold, the tabernacle of God is with 
men, and he will dwell with them, and they shall be his people, and God himself shall be with 
them, and be their God." 


Rev. 21:11, "Having the glory of God: and her light was like unto a stone most precious, even 
like a jasper stone, clear as crystal”. 


"And all thy children shall be taught of the LORD; and great shall be the peace of thy 

children" during the time of the thousand years: the camp of the saints, Isa. 54:13-15, "And all 
thy children shall be taught of the LORD; and great shall be the peace of thy children. In 
righteousness shalt thou be established: thou shalt be far from oppression; for thou shalt not fear: 
and from terror; for it shall not come near thee. Behold, they shall surely gather together, but not 
by me: whosoever shall gather together against thee shall fall for thy sake." 


Rev. 20:6, "Blessed and holy is he that hath part in the first resurrection: on such the second 
death hath no power, but they shall be priests of God and of Christ, and shall reign with him a 
thousand years." 
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"Behold, they shall surely gather together, but not by me: whosoever shall gather together 
against thee shall fall for thy sake": at the reprisal of Gog of Magog, Rev. 20:7-9, "And when the 
thousand years are expired, Satan shall be loosed out of his prison, And shall go out to deceive 
the nations which are in the four quarters of the earth, Gog and Magog, to gather them together 
to battle: the number of whom is as the sand of the sea. And they went up on the breadth of the 
earth, and compassed the camp of the saints about, and the beloved city: and fire came down 
from God out of heaven, and devoured them." 


"I have created the waster to destroy" in reference to: Rev. 9:11, "And they had a king over them, 
which is the angel of the bottomless pit, whose name in the Hebrew tongue is Abaddon, but in 
the Greek tongue hath his name Apollyon", Isa. 54:16-17, "Behold, I have created the smith that 
bloweth the coals in the fire, and that bringeth forth an instrument for his work; and I have 
created the waster to destroy. No weapon that is formed against thee shall prosper; and every 
tongue that shall rise against thee in judgment thou shalt condemn. This is the heritage of the 
servants of the LORD, and their righteousness is of me, saith the LORD." 


"No weapon that is formed against thee shall prosper; and every tongue that shall rise against 
thee in judgment thou shalt condemn. This is the heritage of the servants of the LORD, and their 
righteousness is of me, saith the LORD": as with the 5th and 6th trumpets of Revelation, 1 
Thess. 5:9-11, "For God hath not appointed us to wrath, but to obtain salvation by our Lord Jesus 
Christ, Who died for us, that, whether we wake or sleep, we should live together with him. 
Wherefore comfort yourselves together, and edify one another, even as also ye do." 


Rom. 8:28-30, "And we know that all things work together for good to them that love God, to 
them who are the called according to his purpose. For whom he did foreknow, he also did 
predestinate to be conformed to the image of his Son, that he might be the firstborn among many 
brethren. Moreover whom he did predestinate, them he also called: and whom he called, them he 
also justified: and whom he justified, them he also glorified." 


Rom. 8:31-33, "What shall we then say to these things? If God be for us, who can be against us? 
He that spared not his own Son, but delivered him up for us all, how shall he not with him also 
freely give us all things? Who shall lay any thing to the charge of God's elect? It is God that 
justifieth." 


A Compassionate Call for Gentiles to Join the Israel of God 


"Ho": come; and "every one that thirsteth, come ye to the waters": to the living water, John 4:14, 
"But whosoever drinketh of the water that I shall give him shall never thirst; but the water that I 
shall give him shall be in him a well of water springing up into everlasting life", Isa. 55:1-5, "Ho, 
every one that thirsteth, come ye to the waters, and he that hath no money; come ye, buy, and 
eat; yea, come, buy wine and milk without money and without price. Wherefore do ye spend 
money for that which is not bread? and your labour for that which satisfieth not? hearken 
diligently unto me, and eat ye that which is good, and let your soul delight itself in 
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fatness. Incline your ear, and come unto me: hear, and your soul shall live; and I will make an 
everlasting covenant with you, even the sure mercies of David. Behold, I have given him for a 
witness to the people, a leader and commander to the people. Behold, thou shalt call a nation that 
thou knowest not, and nations that knew not thee shall run unto thee because of the LORD thy 
God, and for the Holy One of Israel; for he hath glorified thee." 


And, "come ye, buy, and eat; yea, come, buy wine and milk without money and without price", 
as with "I counsel thee to buy", Rev. 3:18, "I counsel thee to buy of me gold tried in the fire, that 
thou mayest be rich; and white raiment, that thou mayest be clothed, and that the shame of thy 
nakedness do not appear; and anoint thine eyes with eyesalve, that thou mayest see." 


So, "hearken diligently unto me, and eat ye that which is good, and let your soul delight itself in 
fatness", as with the bread of life, Heb. 11:6, "But without faith it is impossible to please him: for 
he that cometh to God must believe that he is, and that he is a rewarder of them that diligently 
seek him." 


John 6:35, "And Jesus said unto them, I am the bread of life: he that cometh to me shall never 
hunger; and he that believeth on me shall never thirst." 


John 6:51, "I am the living bread which came down from heaven: if any man eat of this bread, he 
shall live for ever: and the bread that I will give is my flesh, which I will give for the life of the 
world." 


"Incline your ear, and come unto me: hear, and your soul shall live", as to the Gospel, 1 Thess. 
1:5, "For our gospel came not unto you in word only, but also in power, and in the Holy Ghost, 
and in much assurance; as ye know what manner of men we were among you for your sake." 


"I will make an everlasting covenant with you, even the sure mercies of David", as to the New 
Testament, Heb. 12:24, "And to Jesus the mediator of the new covenant, and to the blood of 
sprinkling, that speaketh better things than that of Abel." 


"Behold, I have given him for a witness to the people, a leader and commander to the people": 
Jesus Christ, the Faithful and True, Rev. 19:11, "And I saw heaven opened, and behold a white 
horse; and he that sat upon him was called Faithful and True, and in righteousness he doth judge 
and make war." 


"Behold, thou shalt call a nation that thou knowest not, and nations that knew not thee shall run 
unto thee because of the LORD thy God, and for the Holy One of Israel; for he hath glorified 
thee": the saints of the Israel of God, Gal. 6:14-16, "But God forbid that I should glory, save in 
the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom the world is crucified unto me, and I unto the 
world. For in Christ Jesus neither circumcision availeth any thing, nor uncircumcision, but a new 
creature. And as many as walk according to this rule, peace be on them, and mercy, and upon the 
Israel of God." 
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"Seek ye the LORD while he may be found, call ye upon him while he is near", Isa. 55:6-7, 
"Seek ye the LORD while he may be found, call ye upon him while he is near: Let the wicked 
forsake his way, and the unrighteous man his thoughts: and let him return unto the LORD, and 
he will have mercy upon him; and to our God, for he will abundantly pardon." 


John 8:21-24, "Then said Jesus again unto them, I go my way, and ye shall seek me, and shall die 
in your sins: whither I go, ye cannot come. Then said the Jews, Will he kill himself? because he 
saith, Whither I go, ye cannot come. And he said unto them, Ye are from beneath; I am from 
above: ye are of this world; I am not of this world. I said therefore unto you, that ye shall die in 
your sins: for if ye believe not that I am he, ye shall die in your sins." 


"Let the wicked forsake his way, and the unrighteous man his thoughts: and let him return unto 
the LORD, and he will have mercy upon him; and to our God, for he will abundantly pardon": 
"all should come to repentance", 2 Peter 3:9, "The Lord is not slack concerning his promise, as 
some men count slackness; but is longsuffering to us-ward, not willing that any should perish, 
but that all should come to repentance." 


God's thoughts and ways are greater and higher than those of man, Isa. 55:8-9, "For my thoughts 
are not your thoughts, neither are your ways my ways, saith the LORD. For as the heavens are 
higher than the earth, so are my ways higher than your ways, and my thoughts than your 
thoughts." 


Psa. 103:11, "For as the heaven is high above the earth, so great is his mercy toward them that 
fear him." 


"For as the rain cometh down, and the snow from heaven": as to the latter rain and the manna 
from heaven, Isa. 55:10-11, "For as the rain cometh down, and the snow from heaven, and 
returneth not thither, but watereth the earth, and maketh it bring forth and bud, that it may give 
seed to the sower, and bread to the eater: So shall my word be that goeth forth out of my mouth: 
it shall not return unto me void, but it shall accomplish that which I please, and it shall prosper in 
the thing whereto I sent it." 


From the first Pentecost to the second Pentecost, and of the going forth of the latter rain 
evangelists, Jas. 5:7, "Be patient therefore, brethren, unto the coming of the Lord. Behold, the 
husbandman waiteth for the precious fruit of the earth, and hath long patience for it, until he 
receive the early and latter rain." 


And, the manna from heaven is the preaching of the Gospel, John 6:58, "This is that bread which 
came down from heaven: not as your fathers did eat manna, and are dead: he that eateth of this 
bread shall live for ever." 


From in the places of refuge, the exiles of the saints will praise the coming of the Lord, Isa. 
55:12-13, "For ye shall go out with joy, and be led forth with peace: the mountains and the hills 
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shall break forth before you into singing, and all the trees of the field shall clap their hands. 
Instead of the thorn shall come up the fir tree, and instead of the brier shall come up the myrtle 
tree: and it shall be to the LORD for a name, for an everlasting sign that shall not be cut off." 


Rom. 8:19-22, "For the earnest expectation of the creature waiteth for the manifestation of the 
sons of God. For the creature was made subject to vanity, not willingly, but by reason of him 
who hath subjected the same in hope, Because the creature itself also shall be delivered from the 
bondage of corruption into the glorious liberty of the children of God. For we know that the 
whole creation groaneth and travaileth in pain together until now." 


To "do justice" is to observe the word of the Lord and return to righteousness, Isa. 56:1, "Thus 
saith the LORD, Keep ye judgment, and do justice: for my salvation is near to come, and my 
righteousness to be revealed." 


Mal. 4:4-6, "Remember ye the law of Moses my servant, which I commanded unto him in Horeb 
for all Israel, with the statutes and judgments. Behold, I will send you Elijah the prophet before 
the coming of the great and dreadful day of the LORD: And he shall turn the heart of the fathers 
to the children, and the heart of the children to their fathers, lest I come and smite the earth with 
a curse." 


From John the Baptist: Luke 3:3-4, "And he came into all the country about Jordan, preaching 
the baptism of repentance for the remission of sins; As it is written in the book of the words of 
Esaias the prophet, saying, The voice of one crying in the wilderness, Prepare ye the way of the 
Lord, make his paths straight." 


Luke 3:8-14, "Bring forth therefore fruits worthy of repentance, and begin not to say within 
yourselves, We have Abraham to our father: for I say unto you, That God is able of these stones 
to raise up children unto Abraham. And now also the axe is laid unto the root of the trees: every 
tree therefore which bringeth not forth good fruit is hewn down, and cast into the fire. And the 
people asked him, saying, What shall we do then? He answereth and saith unto them, He that 
hath two coats, let him impart to him that hath none; and he that hath meat, let him do likewise. 
Then came also publicans to be baptized, and said unto him, Master, what shall we do? And he 
said unto them, Exact no more than that which is appointed you. And the soldiers likewise 
demanded of him, saying, And what shall we do? And he said unto them, Do violence to no man, 
neither accuse any falsely; and be content with your wages." 


To Jesus Christ: "for my salvation is near to come", Luke 21:28, "And when these things begin 
to come to pass, then look up, and lift up your heads; for your redemption draweth nigh." 


So, "my righteousness to be revealed": Luke 17:30, "Even thus shall it be in the day when the 
Son of man is revealed." 
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"Blessed": "that doeth" and "keepeth the sabbath", Eze. 20:12, "Moreover also I gave them my 
sabbaths, to be a sign between me and them, that they might know that I am the LORD that 
sanctify them", Isa. 56:2-3, "Blessed is the man that doeth this, and the son of man that layeth 
hold on it; that keepeth the sabbath from polluting it, and keepeth his hand from doing any evil. 
Neither let the son of the stranger, that hath joined himself to the LORD, speak, saying, The 
LORD hath utterly separated me from his people: neither let the eunuch say, Behold, I am a dry 
tree." 


So, "the son of the stranger" is the Gentile, Eph. 2:19-22, "Now therefore ye are no more 
strangers and foreigners, but fellowcitizens with the saints, and of the household of God; And are 
built upon the foundation of the apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ himself being the chief 
corner stone; In whom all the building fitly framed together groweth unto an holy temple in the 
Lord: In whom ye also are builded together for an habitation of God through the Spirit." 


And so, "the eunuch" is the Jew, Acts 8:27-28, "And he arose and went: and, behold, a man of 
Ethiopia, an eunuch of great authority under Candace queen of the Ethiopians, who had the 
charge of all her treasure, and had come to Jerusalem for to worship, Was returning, and sitting 
in his chariot read Esaias the prophet." 


Luke 23:28-31, "But Jesus turning unto them said, Daughters of Jerusalem, weep not for me, but 
weep for yourselves, and for your children. For, behold, the days are coming, in the which they 
shall say, Blessed are the barren, and the wombs that never bare, and the paps which never gave 
suck. Then shall they begin to say to the mountains, Fall on us; and to the hills, Cover us. For if 
they do these things in a green tree, what shall be done in the dry?" 


"For thus saith the LORD unto the eunuchs", as with the Ethiopian eunuch, Isa. 56:4-5, "For thus 
saith the LORD unto the eunuchs that keep my sabbaths, and choose the things that please me, 
and take hold of my covenant; Even unto them will I give in mine house and within my walls a 
place and a name better than of sons and of daughters: I will give them an everlasting name, that 
shall not be cut off." 


"I give in mine house and within my walls a place": John 14:2-3, "In my Father's house are many 
mansions: if it were not so, I would have told you. I go to prepare a place for you. And if I go 
and prepare a place for you, I will come again, and receive you unto myself; that where I am, 
there ye may be also." 


"I will give them an everlasting name, that shall not be cut off": Rev. 2:17, "He that hath an ear, 
let him hear what the Spirit saith unto the churches; To him that overcometh will I give to eat of 
the hidden manna, and will give him a white stone, and in the stone a new name written, which 
no man knoweth saving he that receiveth it." 


Rev. 3:12, "Him that overcometh will I make a pillar in the temple of my God, and he shall go no 
more out: and I will write upon him the name of my God, and the name of the city of my God,

which is new Jerusalem, which cometh down out of heaven from my God: and I will write upon 
him my new name." 


And, "the sons of the stranger" will "taketh hold of my covenant": the Gentiles and the New 
Testament, Isa. 56:6-7, "Also the sons of the stranger, that join themselves to the LORD, to serve 
him, and to love the name of the LORD, to be his servants, every one that keepeth the sabbath 
from polluting it, and taketh hold of my covenant; Even them will I bring to my holy mountain, 
and make them joyful in my house of prayer: their burnt offerings and their sacrifices shall be 
accepted upon mine altar; for mine house shall be called an house of prayer for all people." 


Heb. 8:13, "In that he saith, A new covenant, he hath made the first old. Now that which 
decayeth and waxeth old is ready to vanish away." 


"Even them will I bring to my holy mountain, and make them joyful in my house of prayer:" 
Rev. 21:3, "And I heard a great voice out of heaven saying, Behold, the tabernacle of God is with 
men, and he will dwell with them, and they shall be his people, and God himself shall be with 
them, and be their God." 


"The Lord GOD which gathereth the outcasts of Israel": of the "Uncircumcision", Isa. 56:8, "The 
Lord GOD which gathereth the outcasts of Israel saith, Yet will I gather others to him, beside 
those that are gathered unto him." 


Eph. 2:11-13, "Wherefore remember, that ye being in time past Gentiles in the flesh, who are 
called Uncircumcision by that which is called the Circumcision in the flesh made by hands; That 
at that time ye were without Christ, being aliens from the commonwealth of Israel, and strangers 
from the covenants of promise, having no hope, and without God in the world: But now in Christ 
Jesus ye who sometimes were far off are made nigh by the blood of Christ." 


"Yet will I gather others to him, beside those that are gathered unto him": John 10:16, "And other 
sheep I have, which are not of this fold: them also I must bring, and they shall hear my voice; 
and there shall be one fold, and one shepherd." 


And, the "beasts of the field" are the armies of the beast; and the "beasts in the forest" are the 
armies of Gog of Magog, Isa. 56:9, "All ye beasts of the field, come to devour, yea, all ye beasts 
in the forest." 


Rev. 19:19, "And I saw the beast, and the kings of the earth, and their armies, gathered together 
to make war against him that sat on the horse, and against his army." 


Eze. 39:17, "And, thou son of man, thus saith the Lord GOD; Speak unto every feathered fowl, 
and to every beast of the field, Assemble yourselves, and come; gather yourselves on every side 
to my sacrifice that I do sacrifice for you, even a great sacrifice upon the mountains of Israel, that 
ye may eat flesh, and drink blood." 
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Rev. 6:8, "And I looked, and behold a pale horse: and his name that sat on him was Death, and 
Hell followed with him. And power was given unto them over the fourth part of the earth, to kill 
with sword, and with hunger, and with death, and with the beasts of the earth." 


"His watchmen are blind: they are all ignorant, they are all dumb dogs": even with God's 
prophets, they have become apostates, Isa. 56:10-12, "His watchmen are blind: they are all 
ignorant, they are all dumb dogs, they cannot bark; sleeping, lying down, loving to slumber. Yea, 
they are greedy dogs which can never have enough, and they are shepherds that cannot 
understand: they all look to their own way, every one for his gain, from his quarter. Come ye, say 
they, I will fetch wine, and we will fill ourselves with strong drink; and to morrow shall be as 
this day, and much more abundant." 


"Yea, they are greedy dogs which can never have enough, and they are shepherds that cannot 
understand:" as with false prophets and hirelings, Matt. 24:11, "And many false prophets shall 
rise, and shall deceive many"; John 10:12-13, "But he that is an hireling, and not the shepherd, 
whose own the sheep are not, seeth the wolf coming, and leaveth the sheep, and fleeth: and the 
wolf catcheth them, and scattereth the sheep. The hireling fleeth, because he is an hireling, and 
careth not for the sheep." 


"I will fetch wine, and we will fill ourselves with strong drink" as with "certain men crept in 
unawares" and are "filthy dreamers", Jude 1:4, 8, "For there are certain men crept in unawares, 
who were before of old ordained to this condemnation, ungodly men, turning the grace of our 
God into lasciviousness, and denying the only Lord God, and our Lord Jesus Christ. ... Likewise 
also these filthy dreamers defile the flesh, despise dominion, and speak evil of dignities." 


A Remnant of God Comes Out of the Israel of Babylon 


So, "the righteous is taken away from the evil to come": the saints are raptured at the time when 
the great winepress of the wrath of God is brought upon the world, Isa. 57:1, "The righteous 
perisheth, and no man layeth it to heart: and merciful men are taken away, none considering that 
the righteous is taken away from the evil to come." 


Rev. 14:14-20, "And I looked, and behold a white cloud, and upon the cloud one sat like unto the 
Son of man, having on his head a golden crown, and in his hand a sharp sickle. And another 
angel came out of the temple, crying with a loud voice to him that sat on the cloud, Thrust in thy 
sickle, and reap: for the time is come for thee to reap; for the harvest of the earth is ripe. And he 
that sat on the cloud thrust in his sickle on the earth; and the earth was reaped. And another angel 
came out of the temple which is in heaven, he also having a sharp sickle. And another angel 
came out from the altar, which had power over fire; and cried with a loud cry to him that had the 
sharp sickle, saying, Thrust in thy sharp sickle, and gather the clusters of the vine of the earth; 
for her grapes are fully ripe. And the angel thrust in his sickle into the earth, and gathered the 
vine of the earth, and cast it into the great winepress of the wrath of God. And the winepress was

trodden without the city, and blood came out of the winepress, even unto the horse bridles, by the 
space of a thousand and six hundred furlongs." 


"He shall enter into peace: they shall rest in their beds" is the saints at the rapture, Isa. 57:2, "He 
shall enter into peace: they shall rest in their beds, each one walking in his uprightness." 


1 Thess. 4:14, "For if we believe that Jesus died and rose again, even so them also which sleep in 
Jesus will God bring with him." 


Heb. 4:8-9, "For if Jesus had given them rest, then would he not afterward have spoken of 
another day. There remaineth therefore a rest to the people of God." 


"But draw near hither" that is for the "evil and adulterous generation": apostates, idolaters, and 
sodomites, to repent to Christ, Isa. 57:3, "But draw near hither, ye sons of the sorceress, the seed 
of the adulterer and the whore." 


Rev. 2:20, "Notwithstanding I have a few things against thee, because thou sufferest that woman 
Jezebel, which calleth herself a prophetess, to teach and to seduce my servants to commit 
fornication, and to eat things sacrificed unto idols." 


Matt. 12:39, "But he answered and said unto them, An evil and adulterous generation seeketh 
after a sign; and there shall no sign be given to it, but the sign of the prophet Jonas". 


These are "children of transgression, a seed of falsehood", such as reprobates and idolaters that 
repented not, Isa. 57:4-5, "Against whom do ye sport yourselves? against whom make ye a wide 
mouth, and draw out the tongue? are ye not children of transgression, a seed of falsehood, 
Enflaming yourselves with idols under every green tree, slaying the children in the valleys under 
the clifts of the rocks?" 


Rev. 9:20-21, "And the rest of the men which were not killed by these plagues yet repented not 
of the works of their hands, that they should not worship devils, and idols of gold, and silver, and 
brass, and stone, and of wood: which neither can see, nor hear, nor walk: Neither repented they 
of their murders, nor of their sorceries, nor of their fornication, nor of their thefts." 


And, "they are thy lot" is apostasies of apostates, such as Jezebel and her bed, as well as her 
disciples, who are a part of the many, for which a covenant will be made with them, Isa. 57:6-9, 
"Among the smooth stones of the stream is thy portion; they, they are thy lot: even to them hast 
thou poured a drink offering, thou hast offered a meat offering. Should I receive comfort in 
these? Upon a lofty and high mountain hast thou set thy bed: even thither wentest thou up to 
offer sacrifice. Behind the doors also and the posts hast thou set up thy remembrance: for thou 
hast discovered thyself to another than me, and art gone up; thou hast enlarged thy bed, and 
made thee a covenant with them; thou lovedst their bed where thou sawest it. And thou wentest 
to the king with ointment, and didst increase thy perfumes, and didst send thy messengers far off, 
and didst debase thyself even unto hell." 
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Rev. 2:20-23, "Notwithstanding I have a few things against thee, because thou sufferest that 
woman Jezebel, which calleth herself a prophetess, to teach and to seduce my servants to commit 
fornication, and to eat things sacrificed unto idols. And I gave her space to repent of her 
fornication; and she repented not. Behold, I will cast her into a bed, and them that commit 
adultery with her into great tribulation, except they repent of their deeds. And I will kill her 
children with death; and all the churches shall know that Iam he which searcheth the reins and 
hearts: and I will give unto every one of you according to your works." 


And, "to the king", who is the king of Babylon, to which these apostates go after the riches of 
Babylon, and consequently Death and Hell follow after them, Dan. 9:27, "And he shall confirm 
the covenant with many for one week: and in the midst of the week he shall cause the sacrifice 
and the oblation to cease, and for the overspreading of abominations he shall make it desolate, 
even until the consummation, and that determined shall be poured upon the desolate." 


Rev. 6:8, "And I looked, and behold a pale horse: and his name that sat on him was Death, and 
Hell followed with him. And power was given unto them over the fourth part of the earth, to kill 
with sword, and with hunger, and with death, and with the beasts of the earth." 


"Thou art wearied in the greatness of thy way": the way of the wicked, Isa. 57:10-11, "Thou art 
wearied in the greatness of thy way; yet saidst thou not, There is no hope: thou hast found the life 
of thine hand; therefore thou wast not grieved. And of whom hast thou been afraid or feared, that 
thou hast lied, and hast not remembered me, nor laid it to thy heart? have not I held my peace 
even of old, and thou fearest me not?" 


Prov. 14:12, "There is a way which seemeth right unto a man, but the end thereof are the ways of 
death." 


Jdg. 21:25, "In those days there was no king in Israel: every man did that which was right in his 
own eyes." 


"I will declare thy righteousness, and thy works": the prophet proclaims the word of God. But, 
"for they shall not profit thee": the wicked shall not receive the Word and shall perish, Isa. 57:12- 
14, "I will declare thy righteousness, and thy works; for they shall not profit thee. When thou 
criest, let thy companies deliver thee; but the wind shall carry them all away; vanity shall take 
them: but he that putteth his trust in me shall possess the land, and shall inherit my holy 
mountain; And shall say, Cast ye up, cast ye up, prepare the way, take up the stumblingblock out 
of the way of my people." 


And, "he that putteth his trust in me shall possess the land, and shall inherit my holy mountain", 
which is Christ Jesus and the camp of the saints, Sion, Heb. 12:22-24, "But ye are come unto 
mount Sion, and unto the city of the living God, the heavenly Jerusalem, and to an innumerable 
company of angels, To the general assembly and church of the firstborn, which are written in 
heaven, and to God the Judge of all, and to the spirits of just men made perfect, And to Jesus the 
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mediator of the new covenant, and to the blood of sprinkling, that speaketh better things than that 
of Abel." 


"And shall say, Cast ye up, cast ye up, prepare the way, take up the stumblingblock out of the 
way of my people", which is the Gospel being preached in "the spirit of grace and of 
supplications" to "the house of David, and upon the inhabitants of Jerusalem" at the time of 
Christ's return, Zech. 12:10, "And I will pour upon the house of David, and upon the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem, the spirit of grace and of supplications: and they shall look upon me whom they 
have pierced, and they shall mourn for him, as one mourneth for his only son, and shall be in 
bitterness for him, as one that is in bitterness for his firstborn." 


God dwells in the high holy place: Who will not contend or be forever-suffering, even though He 
is longsuffering toward the wicked, Isa. 57:15-19, "For thus saith the high and lofty One that 
inhabiteth eternity, whose name is Holy; I dwell in the high and holy place, with him also that is 
of a contrite and humble spirit, to revive the spirit of the humble, and to revive the heart of the 
contrite ones. For I will not contend for ever, neither will I be always wroth: for the spirit should 
fail before me, and the souls which I have made. For the iniquity of his covetousness was I 
wroth, and smote him: I hid me, and was wroth, and he went on frowardly in the way of his 
heart. I have seen his ways, and will heal him: I will lead him also, and restore comforts unto him 
and to his mourners. I create the fruit of the lips; Peace, peace to him that is far off, and to him 
that is near, saith the LORD; and I will heal him." 


"For the iniquity of his covetousness was I wroth, and smote him: I hid me, and was wroth, and 
he went on frowardly in the way of his heart", such as with certain philosophers, the Epicureans 
and Stoicks, Acts 17:18, "Then certain philosophers of the Epicureans, and of the Stoicks, 
encountered him. And some said, What will this babbler say? other some, He seemeth to be a 
setter forth of strange gods: because he preached unto them Jesus, and the resurrection." 


But, "I have seen his ways, and will heal him: I will lead him also, and restore comforts unto him 
and to his mourners. I create the fruit of the lips; Peace, peace to him that is far off, and to him 
that is near, saith the LORD; and I will heal him": for the Lord will impart "this new 

doctrine" through His apostles, prophets, and teachers to the near, the Jews, and the far off, the 
Greeks, Acts 17:19-21, "And they took him, and brought him unto Areopagus, saying, May we 
know what this new doctrine, whereof thou speakest, is? For thou bringest certain strange things 
to our ears: we would know therefore what these things mean. (For all the Athenians and 
strangers which were there spent their time in nothing else, but either to tell, or to hear some new 
thing.)" 


"There is no peace, saith my God, to the wicked", who do not repent and are given over to a 
reprobate mind, Isa. 57:20-21, "But the wicked are like the troubled sea, when it cannot rest, 
whose waters cast up mire and dirt. There is no peace, saith my God, to the wicked." 
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Rev. 16:9, "And men were scorched with great heat, and blasphemed the name of God, which 
hath power over these plagues: and they repented not to give him glory." 


God's Judgment on the Israel of Babylon 


"Cry aloud, spare not, lift up thy voice like a trumpet", as "with a great sound of a trumpet", at 
the rapture; "and shew my people their transgression" during the great tribulation; "and the house 
of Jacob their sins" during Jacob's trouble, Isa. 58:1, "Cry aloud, spare not, lift up thy voice like a 
trumpet, and shew my people their transgression, and the house of Jacob their sins." 


Matt. 24:31, "And he shall send his angels with a great sound of a trumpet, and they shall gather 
together his elect from the four winds, from one end of heaven to the other." 


Matt. 24:20-22, "But pray ye that your flight be not in the winter, neither on the sabbath day: For 
then shall be great tribulation, such as was not since the beginning of the world to this time, no, 
nor ever shall be. And except those days should be shortened, there should no flesh be saved: but 
for the elect's sake those days shall be shortened." 


Jer. 30:7-11, "Alas! for that day is great, so that none is like it: it is even the time of Jacob's 
trouble; but he shall be saved out of it. For it shall come to pass in that day, saith the LORD of 
hosts, that I will break his yoke from off thy neck, and will burst thy bonds, and strangers shall 
no more serve themselves of him: But they shall serve the LORD their God, and David their 
king, whom I will raise up unto them. Therefore fear thou not, O my servant Jacob, saith the 
LORD; neither be dismayed, O Israel: for, lo, I will save thee from afar, and thy seed from the 
land of their captivity; and Jacob shall return, and shall be in rest, and be quiet, and none shall 
make him afraid. For I am with thee, saith the LORD, to save thee: though I make a full end of 
all nations whither I have scattered thee, yet will I not make a full end of thee: but I will correct 
thee in measure, and will not leave thee altogether unpunished." 


"Yet they seek me daily, and delight to know my ways": they, being the hypocrites and 
apostates, such as the Scribes and Pharisees of Jesus’ day, Isa. 58:2, "Yet they seek me daily, and 
delight to know my ways, as a nation that did righteousness, and forsook not the ordinance of 
their God: they ask of me the ordinances of justice; they take delight in approaching to God." 


Matt. 23:13-15, "But woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye shut up the 
kingdom of heaven against men: for ye neither go in yourselves, neither suffer ye them that are 
entering to go in. Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye devour widows' 
houses, and for a pretence make long prayer: therefore ye shall receive the greater damnation. 
Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye compass sea and land to make one 
proselyte, and when he is made, ye make him twofold more the child of hell than yourselves." 


"Behold, ye fast for strife and debate, and to smite with the fist of wickedness", as with religious 
hypocrisy, Isa. 58:3-5, "Wherefore have we fasted, say they, and thou seest not? wherefore have 
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we afflicted our soul, and thou takest no knowledge? Behold, in the day of your fast ye find 
pleasure, and exact all your labours. Behold, ye fast for strife and debate, and to smite with the 
fist of wickedness: ye shall not fast as ye do this day, to make your voice to be heard on high. Is 
it such a fast that I have chosen? a day for a man to afflict his soul? is it to bow down his head as 
a bulrush, and to spread sackcloth and ashes under him? wilt thou call this a fast, and an 
acceptable day to the LORD?" 


Luke 18:9-14, "And he spake this parable unto certain which trusted in themselves that they were 
righteous, and despised others: Two men went up into the temple to pray; the one a Pharisee, and 
the other a publican. The Pharisee stood and prayed thus with himself, God, I thank thee, that I 
am not as other men are, extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or even as this publican. I fast twice in 
the week, I give tithes of all that I possess. And the publican, standing afar off, would not lift up 
so much as his eyes unto heaven, but smote upon his breast, saying, God be merciful to me a 
sinner. I tell you, this man went down to his house justified rather than the other: for every one 
that exalteth himself shall be abased; and he that humbleth himself shall be exalted." 


So, Jesus proscribed how to fast and not be as the hypocrites, Matt. 6:16-18, "Moreover when ye 
fast, be not, as the hypocrites, of a sad countenance: for they disfigure their faces, that they may 
appear unto men to fast. Verily I say unto you, They have their reward. But thou, when thou 
fastest, anoint thine head, and wash thy face; That thou appear not unto men to fast, but unto thy 
Father which is in secret: and thy Father, which seeth in secret, shall reward thee openly." 


The fast of godliness is "to loose the bands of wickedness, to undo the heavy burdens, and to let 
the oppressed go free, and that ye break every yoke", as when Jesus contended with the lawyers, 
Isa. 58:6-7, "Is not this the fast that I have chosen? to loose the bands of wickedness, to undo the 
heavy burdens, and to let the oppressed go free, and that ye break every yoke? Is it not to deal 
thy bread to the hungry, and that thou bring the poor that are cast out to thy house? when thou 
seest the naked, that thou cover him; and that thou hide not thyself from thine own flesh?" 


Matt. 23:1-12, "Then spake Jesus to the multitude, and to his disciples, Saying, The scribes and 
the Pharisees sit in Moses' seat: All therefore whatsoever they bid you observe, that observe and 
do; but do not ye after their works: for they say, and do not. For they bind heavy burdens and 
grievous to be borne, and lay them on men's shoulders; but they themselves will not move them 
with one of their fingers. But all their works they do for to be seen of men: they make broad their 
phylacteries, and enlarge the borders of their garments, And love the uppermost rooms at feasts, 
and the chief seats in the synagogues, And greetings in the markets, and to be called of men, 
Rabbi, Rabbi. But be not ye called Rabbi: for one is your Master, even Christ; and all ye are 
brethren. And call no man your father upon the earth: for one is your Father, which is in 

heaven. Neither be ye called masters: for one is your Master, even Christ. But he that is greatest 
among you shall be your servant. And whosoever shall exalt himself shall be abased; and he that 
shall humble himself shall be exalted." 
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Matt. 11:27-30, "All things are delivered unto me of my Father: and no man knoweth the Son, 
but the Father; neither knoweth any man the Father, save the Son, and he to whomsoever the Son 
will reveal him. Come unto me, all ye that labour and are heavy laden, and I will give you 

rest. Take my yoke upon you, and learn of me; for I am meek and lowly in heart: and ye shall 
find rest unto your souls. For my yoke is easy, and my burden is light." 


Luke 11:46, "And he said, Woe unto you also, ye lawyers! for ye lade men with burdens 
grievous to be borne, and ye yourselves touch not the burdens with one of your fingers." 


"Then shall thy light break forth as the morning"; "the glory of the LORD shall be thy rereward": 
as in the rapture, Isa. 58:8, "Then shall thy light break forth as the morning, and thine health shall 
spring forth speedily: and thy righteousness shall go before thee; the glory of the LORD shall be 
thy rereward." 


Rev. 14:13, "And I heard a voice from heaven saying unto me, Write, Blessed are the dead which 
die in the Lord from henceforth: Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their labours; and 
their works do follow them." 


"Then shalt thou call, and the LORD shall answer"; and "when ye pray, believe that ye receive 
them", Mark 11:24, "Therefore I say unto you, What things soever ye desire, when ye pray, 
believe that ye receive them, and ye shall have them", Isa. 58:9-11, "Then shalt thou call, and the 
LORD shall answer; thou shalt cry, and he shall say, Here I am. If thou take away from the midst 
of thee the yoke, the putting forth of the finger, and speaking vanity; And if thou draw out thy 
soul to the hungry, and satisfy the afflicted soul; then shall thy light rise in obscurity, and thy 
darkness be as the noonday: And the LORD shall guide thee continually, and satisfy thy soul in 
drought, and make fat thy bones: and thou shalt be like a watered garden, and like a spring of 
water, whose waters fail not. 


So, "thy darkness be as the noonday", as with the preaching of the Gospel, Matt. 10:27, "What I 
tell you in darkness, that speak ye in light: and what ye hear in the ear, that preach ye upon the 
housetops." 


"And the LORD shall guide thee continually, and satisfy thy soul in drought", as with the 
Comforter, the Holy Ghost, John 14:16-17, "And I will pray the Father, and he shall give you 
another Comforter, that he may abide with you for ever; Even the Spirit of truth; whom the world 
cannot receive, because it seeth him not, neither knoweth him: but ye know him; for he dwelleth 
with you, and shall be in you." 


"And they that shall be of thee shall build the old waste places", as with the ruins of Jerusalem in 
the aftermath of Armageddon, and the restoration of the lands of Israel roundabout; and "thou 
shalt raise up the foundations of many generations", as with the camp of the saints for the 
thousand years, Isa. 58:12, "And they that shall be of thee shall build the old waste places: thou 
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shalt raise up the foundations of many generations; and thou shalt be called, The repairer of the 
breach, The restorer of paths to dwell in." 


Eze. 36:33-36, "Thus saith the Lord GOD; In the day that I shall have cleansed you from all your 
iniquities I will also cause you to dwell in the cities, and the wastes shall be builded. And the 
desolate land shall be tilled, whereas it lay desolate in the sight of all that passed by. And they 
shall say, This land that was desolate is become like the garden of Eden; and the waste and 
desolate and ruined cities are become fenced, and are inhabited. Then the heathen that are left 
round about you shall know that I the LORD build the ruined places, and plant that that was 
desolate: I the LORD have spoken it, and I will do it." 


Acts 15:15-18, "And to this agree the words of the prophets; as it is written, After this I will 
return, and will build again the tabernacle of David, which is fallen down; and I will build again 
the ruins thereof, and I will set it up: That the residue of men might seek after the Lord, and all 
the Gentiles, upon whom my name is called, saith the Lord, who doeth all these things. Known 
unto God are all his works from the beginning of the world." 


The sabbath is the Lord's holy day, as in the thousand years, Isa. 58:13-14, "If thou turn away thy 
foot from the sabbath, from doing thy pleasure on my holy day; and call the sabbath a delight, 
the holy of the LORD, honourable; and shalt honour him, not doing thine own ways, nor finding 
thine own pleasure, nor speaking thine own words: Then shalt thou delight thyself in the LORD; 
and I will cause thee to ride upon the high places of the earth, and feed thee with the heritage of 
Jacob thy father: for the mouth of the LORD hath spoken it." 


"I will cause thee to ride upon the high places of the earth, and feed thee with the heritage of 
Jacob thy father: for the mouth of the LORD hath spoken it", as when the Lord returns with His 
saints, Micah 1:3, "For, behold, the LORD cometh forth out of his place, and will come down, 
and tread upon the high places of the earth." 


Rev. 19:11-14, "And I saw heaven opened, and behold a white horse; and he that sat upon him 
was called Faithful and True, and in righteousness he doth judge and make war. His eyes were as 
a flame of fire, and on his head were many crowns; and he had a name written, that no man 
knew, but he himself. And he was clothed with a vesture dipped in blood: and his name is called 
The Word of God. And the armies which were in heaven followed him upon white horses, 
clothed in fine linen, white and clean." 


The LORD'S hand: to save and ear to hear: "the sinner's prayer", Isa. 59:1-2, "Behold, the 
LORD'S hand is not shortened, that it cannot save; neither his ear heavy, that it cannot hear: But 
your iniquities have separated between you and your God, and your sins have hid his face from 
you, that he will not hear." 


The Sinner's Prayer: Rom. 10:8-13, "But what saith it? The word is nigh thee, even in thy mouth, 
and in thy heart: that is, the word of faith, which we preach; That if thou shalt confess with thy 
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mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart that God hath raised him from the dead, 
thou shalt be saved. For with the heart man believeth unto righteousness; and with the mouth 
confession is made unto salvation. For the scripture saith, Whosoever believeth on him shall not 
be ashamed. For there is no difference between the Jew and the Greek: for the same Lord over all 
is rich unto all that call upon him. For whosoever shall call upon the name of the Lord shall be 
saved." 


Iniquities and sins have caused God to turn from those, who have either apostatized, or have 
gone reprobate, Hosea 5:15, "I will go and return to my place, till they acknowledge their 
offence, and seek my face: in their affliction they will seek me early." 


Lies and perverseness indicate sodomy; and "they trust in vanity", in which they do vapid things, 
such as drop poison pills and set traps, from sodomites and reprobates, who spew lies and set 
traps, Isa. 59:3-8, "For your hands are defiled with blood, and your fingers with iniquity; your 
lips have spoken lies, your tongue hath muttered perverseness. None calleth for justice, nor any 
pleadeth for truth: they trust in vanity, and speak lies; they conceive mischief, and bring forth 
iniquity. They hatch cockatrice' eggs, and weave the spider's web: he that eateth of their eggs 
dieth, and that which is crushed breaketh out into a viper. Their webs shall not become garments, 
neither shall they cover themselves with their works: their works are works of iniquity, and the 
act of violence is in their hands. Their feet run to evil, and they make haste to shed innocent 
blood: their thoughts are thoughts of iniquity; wasting and destruction are in their paths. The way 
of peace they know not; and there is no judgment in their goings: they have made them crooked 
paths: whosoever goeth therein shall not know peace." 


So, "the act of violence is in their hands", as with riots and mob rule, 2 Peter 2:12-16, "But these, 
as natural brute beasts, made to be taken and destroyed, speak evil of the things that they 
understand not; and shall utterly perish in their own corruption; And shall receive the reward of 
unrighteousness, as they that count it pleasure to riot in the day time. Spots they are and 
blemishes, sporting themselves with their own deceivings while they feast with you; Having eyes 
full of adultery, and that cannot cease from sin; beguiling unstable souls: an heart they have 
exercised with covetous practices; cursed children: Which have forsaken the right way, and are 
gone astray, following the way of Balaam the son of Bosor, who loved the wages of 
unrighteousness; But was rebuked for his iniquity: the dumb ass speaking with man's voice 
forbad the madness of the prophet." 


And, "Their feet run to evil, and they make haste to shed innocent blood: their thoughts are 
thoughts of iniquity; wasting and destruction are in their paths", as with looting and burning of 
cities, and being full of hate, malice, and vulgarity: "The way of peace they know not; and there 
is no judgment in their goings: they have made them crooked paths: whosoever goeth therein 
shall not know peace", Rom. 1:28-32, "And even as they did not like to retain God in their 
knowledge, God gave them over to a reprobate mind, to do those things which are not 
convenient; Being filled with all unrighteousness, fornication, wickedness, covetousness, 
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maliciousness; full of envy, murder, debate, deceit, malignity; whisperers, Backbiters, haters of 
God, despiteful, proud, boasters, inventors of evil things, disobedient to parents, Without 
understanding, covenantbreakers, without natural affection, implacable, unmerciful: Who 
knowing the judgment of God, that they which commit such things are worthy of death, not only 
do the same, but have pleasure in them that do them." 


Such reprobates walk in darkness: and they "grope for the wall like the blind, and we grope as if 
we had no eyes" like for the Wailing Wall; and they "roar all like bears, and mourn sore like 
doves", as when they blow the shofar, Isa. 59:9-11, "Therefore is judgment far from us, neither 
doth justice overtake us: we wait for light, but behold obscurity; for brightness, but we walk in 
darkness. We grope for the wall like the blind, and we grope as if we had no eyes: we stumble at 
noonday as in the night; we are in desolate places as dead men. We roar all like bears, and mourn 
sore like doves: we look for judgment, but there is none; for salvation, but it is far off from us." 


John 12:40, "He hath blinded their eyes, and hardened their heart; that they should not see with 
their eyes, nor understand with their heart, and be converted, and I should heal them." 


John 4:22-24, "Ye worship ye know not what: we know what we worship: for salvation is of the 
Jews. But the hour cometh, and now is, when the true worshippers shall worship the Father in 
spirit and in truth: for the Father seeketh such to worship him. God is a Spirit: and they that 
worship him must worship him in spirit and in truth." 


"For our transgressions are multiplied before thee, and our sins testify against us", as with the 
testimonies of both Daniel and Stephen (see Dan. 3:3-12; Acts 7:2-53), Isa. 59:12-14, "For our 
transgressions are multiplied before thee, and our sins testify against us: for our transgressions 
are with us; and as for our iniquities, we know them; In transgressing and lying against the 
LORD, and departing away from our God, speaking oppression and revolt, conceiving and 
uttering from the heart words of falsehood. And judgment is turned away backward, and justice 
standeth afar off: for truth is fallen in the street, and equity cannot enter." 


"In transgressing and lying against the LORD, and departing away from our God, speaking 
oppression and revolt, conceiving and uttering from the heart words of falsehood", as with 
apostasy, sodomy, and reprobacy, see Rom. 1; 2 Peter 2; and Jude. 


Apostates though, who repent, become victims, Isa. 59:15, "Yea, truth faileth; and he that 
departeth from evil maketh himself a prey: and the LORD saw it, and it displeased him that there 
was no judgment." 


Matt. 5:10-12, "Blessed are they which are persecuted for righteousness’ sake: for theirs is the 
kingdom of heaven. Blessed are ye, when men shall revile you, and persecute you, and shall say 
all manner of evil against you falsely, for my sake. Rejoice, and be exceeding glad: for great is 
your reward in heaven: for so persecuted they the prophets which were before you." 
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But, those who repent have an advocate in Jesus Christ, Isa. 59:16, "And he saw that there was 
no man, and wondered that there was no intercessor: therefore his arm brought salvation unto 
him; and his righteousness, it sustained him." 


1 John 2:1-2, "My little children, these things write I unto you, that ye sin not. And if any man 
sin, we have an advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the righteous: And he is the propitiation 
for our sins: and not for ours only, but also for the sins of the whole world." 


So then, those who repent have protections that they can avail themselves of, so as to engage in 
spiritual warfare, Isa. 59:17-18, "For he put on righteousness as a breastplate, and an helmet of 
salvation upon his head; and he put on the garments of vengeance for clothing, and was clad with 
zeal as a cloke. According to their deeds, accordingly he will repay, fury to his adversaries, 
recompence to his enemies; to the islands he will repay recompence." 


Eph. 6:14-17, "Stand therefore, having your loins girt about with truth, and having on the 
breastplate of righteousness; And your feet shod with the preparation of the gospel of peace; 
Above all, taking the shield of faith, wherewith ye shall be able to quench all the fiery darts of 
the wicked. And take the helmet of salvation, and the sword of the Spirit, which is the word of 
God". 


And, the Lord shall avenge His people, Rom. 12:19, "Dearly beloved, avenge not yourselves, but 
rather give place unto wrath: for it is written, Vengeance is mine; I will repay, saith the Lord." 


They will fear the name of the Lord, whether they are from East or West, Isa. 59:19, "So shall 
they fear the name of the LORD from the west, and his glory from the rising of the sun. When 
the enemy shall come in like a flood, the Spirit of the LORD shall lift up a standard against 
him." 

Mal. 1:11, "For from the rising of the sun even unto the going down of the same my name shall 
be great among the Gentiles; and in every place incense shall be offered unto my name, and a 
pure offering: for my name shall be great among the heathen, saith the LORD of hosts." 


And, "When the enemy shall come in like a flood, the Spirit of the LORD shall lift up a standard 
against him", Rev. 12:15, "And the serpent cast out of his mouth water as a flood after the 
woman, that he might cause her to be carried away of the flood." 


Dan. 9:26, "And after threescore and two weeks shall Messiah be cut off, but not for himself: and 
the people of the prince that shall come shall destroy the city and the sanctuary; and the end 
thereof shall be with a flood, and unto the end of the war desolations are determined." 


Dan. 11:22, "And with the arms of a flood shall they be overflown from before him, and shall be 
broken; yea, also the prince of the covenant." 
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"And the Redeemer shall come to Zion", as when Christ returns for the camp of the saints and 
the remnant of Jacob, Isa. 59:20, "And the Redeemer shall come to Zion, and unto them that turn 
from transgression in Jacob, saith the LORD." 


So then, "all Israel shall be saved ": the camp of the saints and the remnant of Jacob, the Israel of 
God, Rom. 11:25-27, "For I would not, brethren, that ye should be ignorant of this mystery, lest 
ye should be wise in your own conceits; that blindness in part is happened to Israel, until the 
fulness of the Gentiles be come in. And so all Israel shall be saved: as it is written, There shall 
come out of Sion the Deliverer, and shall turn away ungodliness from Jacob: For this is my 
covenant unto them, when I shall take away their sins." 


"As for me, this is my covenant with them", as with the New Testament; "My spirit that is upon 
thee", as with the Holy Ghost; "and my words which I have put in thy mouth", as with the Bible, 
Isa. 59:21, "As for me, this is my covenant with them, saith the LORD; My spirit that is upon 
thee, and my words which I have put in thy mouth, shall not depart out of thy mouth, nor out of 
the mouth of thy seed, nor out of the mouth of thy seed's seed, saith the LORD, from henceforth 
and for ever." 


The New Testament has the New Covenant, Heb. 7:22, "By so much was Jesus made a surety of 
a better testament." 


The Holy Ghost is the Comforter, John 14:26, "But the Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, 
whom the Father will send in my name, he shall teach you all things, and bring all things to your 
remembrance, whatsoever I have said unto you." 


The Bible is the word of God, Luke 4:4, "And Jesus answered him, saying, It is written, That 
man shall not live by bread alone, but by every word of God." 
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The Coming of the LORD 


This final oracle of prophecy looks forward to the triumphal return of the LORD to establish His 
millennial kingdom on earth. These final prophecies feature the glorious future of the Israel of 
God, the acceptable year of Lord, the triumphal return of the Lord, and the coming of the Israel 
of God on earth. 


The Glorious Future of the Israel of God 


"Arise, shine; for thy light is come", as with the resurrection of Christ, Isa. 60:1-2, "Arise, shine; 
for thy light is come, and the glory of the LORD is risen upon thee. For, behold, the darkness 
shall cover the earth, and gross darkness the people: but the LORD shall arise upon thee, and his 
glory shall be seen upon thee." 


"For, behold, the darkness shall cover the earth, and gross darkness the people": the world in 
darkness, from which the Lord will arise and "be seen upon thee", Luke 1:76-79, "And thou, 
child, shalt be called the prophet of the Highest: for thou shalt go before the face of the Lord to 
prepare his ways; To give knowledge of salvation unto his people by the remission of their 

sins, Through the tender mercy of our God; whereby the dayspring from on high hath visited 

us, To give light to them that sit in darkness and in the shadow of death, to guide our feet into the 
way of peace." 


"Gentiles shall come to thy light": "kings to the brightness of thy rising", Isa. 60:3, "And the 
Gentiles shall come to thy light, and kings to the brightness of thy rising." 


Psa. 72:11, "Yea, all kings shall fall down before him: all nations shall serve him." 


Rev. 21:24, "And the nations of them which are saved shall walk in the light of it: and the kings 
of the earth do bring their glory and honour into it."

And, "they come to thee": "abundance of the sea shall be converted", as with the first Pentecost 
(former rain); and then the second Pentecost (latter rain), coming out of the "second exodus", Isa. 
60:4-5, "Lift up thine eyes round about, and see: all they gather themselves together, they come 
to thee: thy sons shall come from far, and thy daughters shall be nursed at thy side. Then thou 
shalt see, and flow together, and thine heart shall fear, and be enlarged; because the abundance of 
the sea shall be converted unto thee, the forces of the Gentiles shall come unto thee." 


Acts 10:44-45, "While Peter yet spake these words, the Holy Ghost fell on all them which heard 
the word. And they of the circumcision which believed were astonished, as many as came with 
Peter, because that on the Gentiles also was poured out the gift of the Holy Ghost." 


Acts 2:9-11, "Parthians, and Medes, and Elamites, and the dwellers in Mesopotamia, and in 
Judaea, and Cappadocia, in Pontus, and Asia, Phrygia, and Pamphylia, in Egypt, and in the parts 
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of Libya about Cyrene, and strangers of Rome, Jews and proselytes, Cretes and Arabians, we do 
hear them speak in our tongues the wonderful works of God." 


"Midian and Ephah" are the Arabs; "all they from Sheba" and "All the flocks of Kedar" are the 
Africans, in which among them shall their remnants repent to Christ and be nourished by "the 
rams of Nebaioth" in exile at places of refuge, Isa. 60:6-7, "The multitude of camels shall cover 
thee, the dromedaries of Midian and Ephah; all they from Sheba shall come: they shall bring 
gold and incense; and they shall shew forth the praises of the LORD. All the flocks of Kedar 
shall be gathered together unto thee, the rams of Nebaioth shall minister unto thee: they shall 
come up with acceptance on mine altar, and I will glorify the house of my glory." 


These remnants of Arabs and Africans that repent to Christ will be a part of "this latter house", 
Hag. 2:9, "The glory of this latter house shall be greater than of the former, saith the LORD of 
hosts: and in this place will I give peace, saith the LORD of hosts." 


"I will glorify the house of my glory": 1 Peter 2:4-10, "To whom coming, as unto a living stone, 
disallowed indeed of men, but chosen of God, and precious, Ye also, as lively stones, are built up 
a spiritual house, an holy priesthood, to offer up spiritual sacrifices, acceptable to God by Jesus 
Christ. Wherefore also it is contained in the scripture, Behold, I lay in Sion a chief corner stone, 
elect, precious: and he that believeth on him shall not be confounded. Unto you therefore which 
believe he is precious: but unto them which be disobedient, the stone which the builders 
disallowed, the same is made the head of the corner, And a stone of stumbling, and a rock of 
offence, even to them which stumble at the word, being disobedient: whereunto also they were 
appointed. But ye are a chosen generation, a royal priesthood, an holy nation, a peculiar people; 
that ye should shew forth the praises of him who hath called you out of darkness into his 
marvellous light: Which in time past were not a people, but are now the people of God: which 
had not obtained mercy, but now have obtained mercy." 


"Who are these": but strangers and pilgrims, such as the "cloud of witnesses"; and from "the 
isles": "and the ships of Tarshish", the nations, as with "other sheep I have", from which "their 
kings", the Gentiles and their rulers, will be when their fullness comes in to the fold, Isa. 60:8- 
12, "Who are these that fly as a cloud, and as the doves to their windows? Surely the isles shall 
wait for me, and the ships of Tarshish first, to bring thy sons from far, their silver and their gold 
with them, unto the name of the LORD thy God, and to the Holy One of Israel, because he hath 
glorified thee. And the sons of strangers shall build up thy walls, and their kings shall minister 
unto thee: for in my wrath I smote thee, but in my favour have I had mercy on thee. Therefore 
thy gates shall be open continually; they shall not be shut day nor night; that men may bring unto 
thee the forces of the Gentiles, and that their kings may be brought. For the nation and kingdom 
that will not serve thee shall perish; yea, those nations shall be utterly wasted." 
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Zech. 6:15, "And they that are far off shall come and build in the temple of the LORD, and ye 
shall know that the LORD of hosts hath sent me unto you. And this shall come to pass, if ye will 
diligently obey the voice of the LORD your God." 


Heb. 12:1-2, "Wherefore seeing we also are compassed about with so great a cloud of witnesses, 
let us lay aside every weight, and the sin which doth so easily beset us, and let us run with 
patience the race that is set before us, Looking unto Jesus the author and finisher of our faith; 
who for the joy that was set before him endured the cross, despising the shame, and is set down 
at the right hand of the throne of God." 


John 10:16, "And other sheep I have, which are not of this fold: them also I must bring, and they 
shall hear my voice; and there shall be one fold, and one shepherd." 


Rom. 11:25, "For I would not, brethren, that ye should be ignorant of this mystery, lest ye should 
be wise in your own conceits; that blindness in part is happened to Israel, until the fulness of the 
Gentiles be come in." 


"The glory of Lebanon shall come unto thee", as with the elect: the saints of the trees of 
righteousness; "The sons also of them that afflicted thee shall come bending unto thee", the 
disciples of the elect shall come in to the camp of the saints, of mount Sion, Isa. 60:13-14, "The 
glory of Lebanon shall come unto thee, the fir tree, the pine tree, and the box together, to 
beautify the place of my sanctuary; and I will make the place of my feet glorious. The sons also 
of them that afflicted thee shall come bending unto thee; and all they that despised thee shall bow 
themselves down at the soles of thy feet; and they shall call thee, The city of the LORD, The 
Zion of the Holy One of Israel." 


Rev. 3:9, "Behold, I will make them of the synagogue of Satan, which say they are Jews, and are 
not, but do lie; behold, I will make them to come and worship before thy feet, and to know that I 
have loved thee." 


Heb. 12:22-24, "But ye are come unto mount Sion, and unto the city of the living God, the 
heavenly Jerusalem, and to an innumerable company of angels, To the general assembly and 
church of the firstborn, which are written in heaven, and to God the Judge of all, and to the 
spirits of just men made perfect, And to Jesus the mediator of the new covenant, and to the blood 
of sprinkling, that speaketh better things than that of Abel." 


"I will make thee an eternal excellency, a joy of many generations", as with the camp of the 
saints for a thousand years, and then going in to the new Jerusalem for eternity future, Isa. 60:15- 
16, "Whereas thou hast been forsaken and hated, so that no man went through thee, I will make 
thee an eternal excellency, a joy of many generations. Thou shalt also suck the milk of the 
Gentiles, and shalt suck the breast of kings: and thou shalt know that I the LORD am thy Saviour 
and thy Redeemer, the mighty One of Jacob." 
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"Thou shalt also suck the milk of the Gentiles, and shalt suck the breast of kings", as with 
almsgiving of the nations in to the storehouse of God, Mal. 3:10, "Bring ye all the tithes into the 
storehouse, that there may be meat in mine house, and prove me now herewith, saith the LORD 
of hosts, if I will not open you the windows of heaven, and pour you out a blessing, that there 
shall not be room enough to receive it." 


So, "thou shalt know that I the LORD am thy Saviour and thy Redeemer, the mighty One of 
Jacob", for the elect: the saints and the remnant of Jacob, 1 Peter 1:2, "Elect according to the 
foreknowledge of God the Father, through sanctification of the Spirit, unto obedience and 
sprinkling of the blood of Jesus Christ: Grace unto you, and peace, be multiplied." 


"I will also make thy officers peace, and thine exactors righteousness": as with the police 
officers, soldiers, and officials, such as mayors and governors, will effect good, Isa. 60:17-18, 
"For brass I will bring gold, and for iron I will bring silver, and for wood brass, and for stones 
iron: I will also make thy officers peace, and thine exactors righteousness. Violence shall no 
more be heard in thy land, wasting nor destruction within thy borders; but thou shalt call thy 
walls Salvation, and thy gates Praise." 


So, the walls, "Salvation", and gates, "Praise" are of the camp of the saints, in which "Violence 
shall no more be heard in thy land, wasting nor destruction within thy borders", Zech. 2:4-5, 
"And said unto him, Run, speak to this young man, saying, Jerusalem shall be inhabited as towns 
without walls for the multitude of men and cattle therein: For I, saith the LORD, will be unto her 
a wall of fire round about, and will be the glory in the midst of her." 


Looking unto the new Jerusalem: "The sun shall be no more thy light by day; neither for 
brightness shall the moon give light unto thee: but the LORD shall be unto thee an everlasting 
light", for the Sun of righteousness will be a sun and a shield for the elect, Isa. 60:19-20, "The 
sun shall be no more thy light by day; neither for brightness shall the moon give light unto thee: 
but the LORD shall be unto thee an everlasting light, and thy God thy glory. Thy sun shall no 
more go down; neither shall thy moon withdraw itself: for the LORD shall be thine everlasting 
light, and the days of thy mourning shall be ended." 


Mal. 4:2, "But unto you that fear my name shall the Sun of righteousness arise with healing in 
his wings; and ye shall go forth, and grow up as calves of the stall." 


Psa. 84:11, "For the LORD God is a sun and shield: the LORD will give grace and glory: no 
good thing will he withhold from them that walk uprightly." 


And, God's people shall inherit the land, and as such, "A little one shall become a thousand, and 
a small one a strong nation", Isa. 60:21-22, "Thy people also shall be all righteous: they shall 
inherit the land for ever, the branch of my planting, the work of my hands, that I may be 
glorified. A little one shall become a thousand, and a small one a strong nation: I the LORD will 
hasten it in his time." 
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Matt. 5:5, "Blessed are the meek: for they shall inherit the earth." 


Micah 5:2, "But thou, Bethlehem Ephratah, though thou be little among the thousands of Judah, 
yet out of thee shall he come forth unto me that is to be ruler in Israel; whose goings forth have 
been from of old, from everlasting." 


Rev. 7:9-10, "After this I beheld, and, lo, a great multitude, which no man could number, of all 
nations, and kindreds, and people, and tongues, stood before the throne, and before the Lamb, 
clothed with white robes, and palms in their hands; And cried with a loud voice, saying, 
Salvation to our God which sitteth upon the throne, and unto the Lamb." 


The Acceptable Year of Lord 


The acceptable year of Lord is when the Messiah was cut off, as "in the day of salvation"; and at 
His reappearing "the trumpet of the jubile" shall sound to usher in "the year of jubilee": "The 
Spirit of the Lord GOD is upon me", JESUS; "and the day of vengeance of our God" will be at 
Christ's return, Isa. 61:1-3, "The Spirit of the Lord GOD is upon me; because the LORD hath 
anointed me to preach good tidings unto the meek; he hath sent me to bind up the brokenhearted, 
to proclaim liberty to the captives, and the opening of the prison to them that are bound; To 
proclaim the acceptable year of the LORD, and the day of vengeance of our God; to comfort all 
that mourn; To appoint unto them that mourn in Zion, to give unto them beauty for ashes, the oil 
of joy for mourning, the garment of praise for the spirit of heaviness; that they might be called 
trees of righteousness, the planting of the LORD, that he might be glorified." 


And, "trees of righteousness" are the elect: the saints and remnant of Jacob, Matt. 13:23, "But he 
that received seed into the good ground is he that heareth the word, and understandeth it; which 
also beareth fruit, and bringeth forth, some an hundredfold, some sixty, some thirty." 


Luke 4:17-21, "And there was delivered unto him the book of the prophet Esaias. And when he 
had opened the book, he found the place where it was written, The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, 
because he hath anointed me to preach the gospel to the poor; he hath sent me to heal the 
brokenhearted, to preach deliverance to the captives, and recovering of sight to the blind, to set at 
liberty them that are bruised, To preach the acceptable year of the Lord. And he closed the book, 
and he gave it again to the minister, and sat down. And the eyes of all them that were in the 
synagogue were fastened on him. And he began to say unto them, This day is this scripture 
fulfilled in your ears." 


"And they shall build the old wastes, they shall raise up the former desolations, and they shall 
repair the waste cities", as was with Ezra and Nehemiah; and so will be with the Israel of God: 
the camp of the saints, Isa. 61:4-5, "And they shall build the old wastes, they shall raise up the 
former desolations, and they shall repair the waste cities, the desolations of many generations. 
And strangers shall stand and feed your flocks, and the sons of the alien shall be your plowmen 
and your vinedressers." 
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"And strangers shall stand and feed your flocks" is the nations; "and the sons of the alien shall be 
your plowmen and your vinedressers" are the generations of nations, during the thousand years, 
Eph. 2:11-13, "Wherefore remember, that ye being in time past Gentiles in the flesh, who are 
called Uncircumcision by that which is called the Circumcision in the flesh made by hands; That 
at that time ye were without Christ, being aliens from the commonwealth of Israel, and strangers 
from the covenants of promise, having no hope, and without God in the world: But now in Christ 
Jesus ye who sometimes were far off are made nigh by the blood of Christ." 


"But ye shall be named the Priests of the LORD: men shall call you the Ministers of our God", as 
with the elect being a royal priesthood, Isa. 61:6, "But ye shall be named the Priests of the 
LORD: men shall call you the Ministers of our God: ye shall eat the riches of the Gentiles, and in 
their glory shall ye boast yourselves." 


1 Peter 2:5, "Ye also, as lively stones, are built up a spiritual house, an holy priesthood, to offer 
up spiritual sacrifices, acceptable to God by Jesus Christ." 


And, "ye shall eat the riches of the Gentiles, and in their glory shall ye boast yourselves": Rev. 
5:10, "And hast made us unto our God kings and priests: and we shall reign on the earth." 


"For your shame ye shall have double; and for confusion they shall rejoice in their portion: 
therefore in their land they shall possess the double", Isa. 61:7-9, "For your shame ye shall have 
double; and for confusion they shall rejoice in their portion: therefore in their land they shall 
possess the double: everlasting joy shall be unto them. For I the LORD love judgment, I hate 
robbery for burnt offering; and I will direct their work in truth, and I will make an everlasting 
covenant with them. And their seed shall be known among the Gentiles, and their offspring 
among the people: all that see them shall acknowledge them, that they are the seed which the 
LORD hath blessed." 


Zech. 9:12-13, "Turn you to the strong hold, ye prisoners of hope: even to day do I declare that I 
will render double unto thee; When I have bent Judah for me, filled the bow with Ephraim, and 
raised up thy sons, O Zion, against thy sons, O Greece, and made thee as the sword of a mighty

man. 


"I will make an everlasting covenant with them": as with the New Covenant, the New Testament, 
John 4:23-24, "But the hour cometh, and now is, when the true worshippers shall worship the 
Father in spirit and in truth: for the Father seeketh such to worship him. God is a Spirit: and they 
that worship him must worship him in spirit and in truth." 


"And their seed shall be known among the Gentiles, and their offspring among the people", in 
which the latter rain saints, are contrasted from the former rain of Pentecost, Rom. 11:25-27, 
"For I would not, brethren, that ye should be ignorant of this mystery, lest ye should be wise in 
your own conceits; that blindness in part is happened to Israel, until the fulness of the Gentiles be 
come in. And so all Israel shall be saved: as it is written, There shall come out of Sion the 
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Deliverer, and shall turn away ungodliness from Jacob: For this is my covenant unto them, when 
I shall take away their sins." 


"I will greatly rejoice in the LORD, my soul shall be joyful in my God; for he hath clothed me 
with the garments of salvation": the free gift of being born again in Christ; and, "he hath covered 
me with the robe of righteousness" is the blood of Christ, Isa. 61:10-11, "I will greatly rejoice in 
the LORD, my soul shall be joyful in my God; for he hath clothed me with the garments of 
salvation, he hath covered me with the robe of righteousness, as a bridegroom decketh himself 
with ornaments, and as a bride adorneth herself with her jewels. For as the earth bringeth forth 
her bud, and as the garden causeth the things that are sown in it to spring forth; so the Lord GOD 
will cause righteousness and praise to spring forth before all the nations." 


And, "as a bridegroom decketh himself with ornaments, and as a bride adorneth herself with her 
jewels", as with the marriage of the Lamb, Rev. 19:7-9, "Let us be glad and rejoice, and give 
honour to him: for the marriage of the Lamb is come, and his wife hath made herself ready. And 
to her was granted that she should be arrayed in fine linen, clean and white: for the fine linen is 
the righteousness of saints. And he saith unto me, Write, Blessed are they which are called unto 
the marriage supper of the Lamb. And he saith unto me, These are the true sayings of God." 


"For as the earth bringeth forth her bud, and as the garden causeth the things that are sown in it to 
spring forth; so the Lord GOD will cause righteousness and praise to spring forth before all the 
nations": is the first resurrection, the thousand years, Rev. 20:4-6, "And I saw thrones, and they 
sat upon them, and judgment was given unto them: and I saw the souls of them that were 
beheaded for the witness of Jesus, and for the word of God, and which had not worshipped the 
beast, neither his image, neither had received his mark upon their foreheads, or in their hands; 
and they lived and reigned with Christ a thousand years. But the rest of the dead lived not again 
until the thousand years were finished. This is the first resurrection. Blessed and holy is he that 
hath part in the first resurrection: on such the second death hath no power, but they shall be 
priests of God and of Christ, and shall reign with him a thousand years." 


See, "The Parable of the Marriage for the King's Son", Matt. 22:1-14. 


Zion of Jehovah; and Jerusalem of Jesus: the Gospel, "the righteousness thereof go forth as 
brightness, and the salvation thereof as a lamp that burneth", Isa. 62:1-3, "For Zion's sake will I 
not hold my peace, and for Jerusalem's sake I will not rest, until the righteousness thereof go 
forth as brightness, and the salvation thereof as a lamp that burneth. And the Gentiles shall see 
thy righteousness, and all kings thy glory: and thou shalt be called by a new name, which the 
mouth of the LORD shall name. Thou shalt also be a crown of glory in the hand of the LORD, 
and a royal diadem in the hand of thy God." 


1 Peter 2:9-10, "But ye are a chosen generation, a royal priesthood, an holy nation, a peculiar 
people; that ye should shew forth the praises of him who hath called you out of darkness into his 
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marvellous light: Which in time past were not a people, but are now the people of God: which 
had not obtained mercy, but now have obtained mercy." 


"And the Gentiles shall see thy righteousness, and all kings thy glory: and thou shalt be called by 
anew name, which the mouth of the LORD shall name": Rev. 2:17, "He that hath an ear, let him 
hear what the Spirit saith unto the churches; To him that overcometh will I give to eat of the 
hidden manna, and will give him a white stone, and in the stone a new name written, which no 
man knoweth saving he that receiveth it." 


"Thou shalt also be a crown of glory in the hand of the LORD, and a royal diadem in the hand of 
thy God": the elect: the saints, 1 Peter 5:4, "And when the chief Shepherd shall appear, ye shall 
receive a crown of glory that fadeth not away." 


Rev. 2:10, "Fear none of those things which thou shalt suffer: behold, the devil shall cast some of 
you into prison, that ye may be tried; and ye shall have tribulation ten days: be thou faithful unto 
death, and I will give thee a crown of life." 


"Thou shalt no more be termed Forsaken; neither shall thy land any more be termed 

Desolate": the Israel of God, Isa. 62:4-5, "Thou shalt no more be termed Forsaken; neither shall 
thy land any more be termed Desolate: but thou shalt be called Hephzibah, and thy land Beulah: 
for the LORD delighteth in thee, and thy land shall be married. For as a young man marrieth a 
virgin, so shall thy sons marry thee: and as the bridegroom rejoiceth over the bride, so shall thy 
God rejoice over thee." 


And, "thou shalt be called Hephzibah": the Bride; "and thy land Beulah": the Bridegroom, 2 Cor. 
11:2, "For I am jealous over you with godly jealousy: for I have espoused you to one husband, 
that I may present you as a chaste virgin to Christ." 


And, "for the LORD delighteth in thee, and thy land shall be married": the sons of God unto the 
Israel of God, Rom. 8:19, "For the earnest expectation of the creature waiteth for the 
manifestation of the sons of God." 


"I have set watchmen": the prophets of God, Isa. 62:6-7, "I have set watchmen upon thy walls, O 
Jerusalem, which shall never hold their peace day nor night: ye that make mention of the LORD, 
keep not silence, And give him no rest, till he establish, and till he make Jerusalem a praise in the 
earth." 


Eze. 3:17, "Son of man, I have made thee a watchman unto the house of Israel: therefore hear the 
word at my mouth, and give them warning from me." 


Eze. 33:7, "So thou, O son of man, I have set thee a watchman unto the house of Israel; therefore 
thou shalt hear the word at my mouth, and warn them from me." 
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Luke 24:44, "And he said unto them, These are the words which I spake unto you, while I was 
yet with you, that all things must be fulfilled, which were written in the law of Moses, and in the 
prophets, and in the psalms, concerning me." 


"And give him no rest, till he establish, and till he make Jerusalem a praise in the earth": with the 
preaching of the Gospel by the evangelists, the Lord will bring His people "again", raptured, in 
to the Israel of God, Zeph. 3:20, "At that time will I bring you again, even in the time that I 
gather you: for I will make you a name and a praise among all people of the earth, when I turn 
back your captivity before your eyes, saith the LORD." 


Thus, "thine enemies; and the sons of the stranger", indicate a reversal of curses into blessings 
for those who, "praise the LORD", Isa. 62:8-9, "The LORD hath sworn by his right hand, and by 
the arm of his strength, Surely I will no more give thy corn to be meat for thine enemies; and the 
sons of the stranger shall not drink thy wine, for the which thou hast laboured: But they that have 
gathered it shall eat it, and praise the LORD; and they that have brought it together shall drink it 
in the courts of my holiness." 


Deut. 28:3-6, "Blessed shalt thou be in the city, and blessed shalt thou be in the field. Blessed 
shall be the fruit of thy body, and the fruit of thy ground, and the fruit of thy cattle, the increase 
of thy kine, and the flocks of thy sheep. Blessed shall be thy basket and thy store. Blessed shalt 
thou be when thou comest in, and blessed shalt thou be when thou goest out." 


Deut. 28:15-19, "But it shall come to pass, if thou wilt not hearken unto the voice of the LORD 
thy God, to observe to do all his commandments and his statutes which I command thee this day; 
that all these curses shall come upon thee, and overtake thee: Cursed shalt thou be in the city, and 
cursed shalt thou be in the field. Cursed shall be thy basket and thy store. Cursed shall be the 
fruit of thy body, and the fruit of thy land, the increase of thy kine, and the flocks of thy sheep. 
Cursed shalt thou be when thou comest in, and cursed shalt thou be when thou goest out." 


Deut. 14:23, "And thou shalt eat before the LORD thy God, in the place which he shall choose to 
place his name there, the tithe of thy corn, of thy wine, and of thine oil, and the firstlings of thy 
herds and of thy flocks; that thou mayest learn to fear the LORD thy God always." 


"Go through, go through the gates; prepare ye the way of the people; cast up, cast up the 
highway": as with all the gates of Jerusalem being opened; and the highway established to 
receive the saints and the nations into the city for a thousand years, Isa. 62:10-12, "Go through, 
go through the gates; prepare ye the way of the people; cast up, cast up the highway; gather out 
the stones; lift up a standard for the people. Behold, the LORD hath proclaimed unto the end of 
the world, Say ye to the daughter of Zion, Behold, thy salvation cometh; behold, his reward is 
with him, and his work before him. And they shall call them, The holy people, The redeemed of 
the LORD: and thou shalt be called, Sought out, A city not forsaken." 
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"The holy people, The redeemed of the LORD" are the elect: the saints, Rev. 20:4, "And I saw 
thrones, and they sat upon them, and judgment was given unto them: and I saw the souls of them 
that were beheaded for the witness of Jesus, and for the word of God, and which had not 
worshipped the beast, neither his image, neither had received his mark upon their foreheads, or in 
their hands; and they lived and reigned with Christ a thousand years." 


The Triumphal Return of the Lord 


"Who is this that cometh from Edom, with dyed garments from Bozrah?" The return of Christ: 
Faithful and True, coming by way of southeastern Palestine toward Jerusalem, having come from 
"the great supper of the great God", Isa. 63:1-2, "Who is this that cometh from Edom, with dyed 
garments from Bozrah? this that is glorious in his apparel, travelling in the greatness of his 
strength? I that speak in righteousness, mighty to save. Wherefore art thou red in thine apparel, 
and thy garments like him that treadeth in the winefat?" 


Rev. 19:17-18, "And I saw an angel standing in the sun; and he cried with a loud voice, saying to 
all the fowls that fly in the midst of heaven, Come and gather yourselves together unto the supper 
of the great God; That ye may eat the flesh of kings, and the flesh of captains, and the flesh of 
mighty men, and the flesh of horses, and of them that sit on them, and the flesh of all men, both 
free and bond, both small and great."

"I have trodden the winepress alone": "the great winepress of the wrath of God", Isa. 63:3, "I 
have trodden the winepress alone; and of the people there was none with me: for I will tread 
them in mine anger, and trample them in my fury; and their blood shall be sprinkled upon my 
garments, and I will stain all my raiment." 


Rev. 14:17-20, "And another angel came out of the temple which is in heaven, he also having a 
sharp sickle. And another angel came out from the altar, which had power over fire; and cried 
with a loud cry to him that had the sharp sickle, saying, Thrust in thy sharp sickle, and gather the 
clusters of the vine of the earth; for her grapes are fully ripe. And the angel thrust in his sickle 
into the earth, and gathered the vine of the earth, and cast it into the great winepress of the wrath 
of God. And the winepress was trodden without the city, and blood came out of the winepress, 
even unto the horse bridles, by the space of a thousand and six hundred furlongs."

"For the day of vengeance"; "the year of my redeemed": "mine own arm brought salvation unto 
me", at the rapture, between the 6th and 7th seals of Revelation, Isa. 63:4-6, "For the day of 
vengeance is in mine heart, and the year of my redeemed is come. And I looked, and there was 
none to help; and I wondered that there was none to uphold: therefore mine own arm brought 
salvation unto me; and my fury, it upheld me. And I will tread down the people in mine anger, 
and make them drunk in my fury, and I will bring down their strength to the earth." 


1 Thess. 4:16-17, "For the Lord himself shall descend from heaven with a shout, with the voice 
of the archangel, and with the trump of God: and the dead in Christ shall rise first: Then we 
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which are alive and remain shall be caught up together with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord 
in the air: and so shall we ever be with the Lord." 


"And I will tread down the people in mine anger": Rev. 16:6, "For they have shed the blood of 
saints and prophets, and thou hast given them blood to drink; for they are worthy"; "and make 
them drunk in my fury, and I will bring down their strength to the earth": at the great dragon 
being cast out, Rev. 12:9-12, "And the great dragon was cast out, that old serpent, called the 
Devil, and Satan, which deceiveth the whole world: he was cast out into the earth, and his angels 
were cast out with him. And I heard a loud voice saying in heaven, Now is come salvation, and 
strength, and the kingdom of our God, and the power of his Christ: for the accuser of our 
brethren is cast down, which accused them before our God day and night. And they overcame 
him by the blood of the Lamb, and by the word of their testimony; and they loved not their lives 
unto the death. Therefore rejoice, ye heavens, and ye that dwell in them. Woe to the inhabiters of 
the earth and of the sea! for the devil is come down unto you, having great wrath, because he 
knoweth that he hath but a short time." 


And at when Babylon has fallen, Rev. 14:8, "And there followed another angel, saying, Babylon 
is fallen, is fallen, that great city, because she made all nations drink of the wine of the wrath of 
her fornication." 


Rev. 18:1-2, "And after these things I saw another angel come down from heaven, having great 
power; and the earth was lightened with his glory. And he cried mightily with a strong voice, 
saying, Babylon the great is fallen, is fallen, and is become the habitation of devils, and the hold 
of every foul spirit, and a cage of every unclean and hateful bird." 


"I will mention the lovingkindnesses of the LORD" on "the house of Israel": Rom. 11:26-27, 
"And so all Israel shall be saved: as it is written, There shall come out of Sion the Deliverer, and 
shall turn away ungodliness from Jacob: For this is my covenant unto them, when I shall take 
away their sins", Isa. 63:7-9, "I will mention the lovingkindnesses of the LORD, and the praises 
of the LORD, according to all that the LORD hath bestowed on us, and the great goodness 
toward the house of Israel, which he hath bestowed on them according to his mercies, and 
according to the multitude of his lovingkindnesses. For he said, Surely they are my people, 
children that will not lie: so he was their Saviour. In all their affliction he was afflicted, and the 
angel of his presence saved them: in his love and in his pity he redeemed them; and he bare 
them, and carried them all the days of old." 


"Surely they are my people, children that will not lie: so he was their Saviour": the Israel of God, 
the elect: the saints, Eph. 1:3-6, "Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, who 
hath blessed us with all spiritual blessings in heavenly places in Christ: According as he hath 
chosen us in him before the foundation of the world, that we should be holy and without blame 
before him in love: Having predestinated us unto the adoption of children by Jesus Christ to 
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himself, according to the good pleasure of his will, To the praise of the glory of his grace, 
wherein he hath made us accepted in the beloved." 


And, "the angel of his presence saved them": the angel of the Lord, Luke 2:9-14, "And, lo, the 
angel of the Lord came upon them, and the glory of the Lord shone round about them: and they 
were sore afraid. And the angel said unto them, Fear not: for, behold, I bring you good tidings of 
great joy, which shall be to all people. For unto you is born this day in the city of David a 
Saviour, which is Christ the Lord. And this shall be a sign unto you; Ye shall find the babe 
wrapped in swaddling clothes, lying in a manger. And suddenly there was with the angel a 
multitude of the heavenly host praising God, and saying, Glory to God in the highest, and on 
earth peace, good will toward men." 


And, "he redeemed them; and he bare them, and carried them all the days of old": from in the 
Old Testament, 2 Cor. 3:14-16, "But their minds were blinded: for until this day remaineth the 
same vail untaken away in the reading of the old testament; which vail is done away in Christ. 
But even unto this day, when Moses is read, the vail is upon their heart. Nevertheless when it 
shall turn to the Lord, the vail shall be taken away." 


"But they rebelled, and vexed his holy Spirit": the apostates, in which the Lord will use their 
enemies against them, Isa. 63:10-14, "But they rebelled, and vexed his holy Spirit: therefore he 
was turned to be their enemy, and he fought against them. Then he remembered the days of old, 
Moses, and his people, saying, Where is he that brought them up out of the sea with the shepherd 
of his flock? where is he that put his holy Spirit within him? That led them by the right hand of 
Moses with his glorious arm, dividing the water before them, to make himself an everlasting 
name? That led them through the deep, as an horse in the wilderness, that they should not 
stumble? As a beast goeth down into the valley, the Spirit of the LORD caused him to rest: so 
didst thou lead thy people, to make thyself a glorious name." 


The apostates of Israel: Acts 7:51-53, "Ye stiffnecked and uncircumcised in heart and ears, ye do 
always resist the Holy Ghost: as your fathers did, so do ye. Which of the prophets have not your 
fathers persecuted? and they have slain them which shewed before of the coming of the Just One; 
of whom ye have been now the betrayers and murderers: Who have received the law by the 
disposition of angels, and have not kept it." 


"Then he remembered the days of old, Moses, and his people": the Lord considers His word in 
the Old Testament, as with Moses and the passage across the Red Sea, Num. 14:20-25, "And the 
LORD said, I have pardoned according to thy word: But as truly as I live, all the earth shall be 
filled with the glory of the LORD. Because all those men which have seen my glory, and my 
miracles, which I did in Egypt and in the wilderness, and have tempted me now these ten times, 
and have not hearkened to my voice; Surely they shall not see the land which I sware unto their 
fathers, neither shall any of them that provoked me see it: But my servant Caleb, because he had 
another spirit with him, and hath followed me fully, him will I bring into the land whereinto he 
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went; and his seed shall possess it. (Now the Amalekites and the Canaanites dwelt in the valley.) 
To morrow turn you, and get you into the wilderness by the way of the Red sea." 


And, "That led them by the right hand of Moses with his glorious arm, dividing the water before 
them, to make himself an everlasting name?" Exod. 14:21, "And Moses stretched out his hand 
over the sea; and the LORD caused the sea to go back by a strong east wind all that night, and 
made the sea dry land, and the waters were divided." 


And, "That led them through the deep", making a way of escape, Neh. 9:11, "And thou didst 
divide the sea before them, so that they went through the midst of the sea on the dry land; and 
their persecutors thou threwest into the deeps, as a stone into the mighty waters." 


And, "the Spirit of the LORD caused him to rest: so didst thou lead thy people, to make thyself a 
glorious name", so then by faith will the second exodus of the saints proceed, Rev. 12:6, "And 
the woman fled into the wilderness, where she hath a place prepared of God, that they should 
feed her there a thousand two hundred and threescore days." 


Rev. 12:14, "And to the woman were given two wings of a great eagle, that she might fly into the 
wilderness, into her place, where she is nourished for a time, and times, and half a time, from the 
face of the serpent." 


So, "are they restrained?" is God's mercies restrained, in which "thou, O LORD, art our father, 
our redeemer". Those apostates, who repent to Christ, look to the Lord as Bishop and Shepherd 
of our souls, Isa. 63:15-16, "Look down from heaven, and behold from the habitation of thy 
holiness and of thy glory: where is thy zeal and thy strength, the sounding of thy bowels and of 
thy mercies toward me? are they restrained? Doubtless thou art our father, though Abraham be 
ignorant of us, and Israel acknowledge us not: thou, O LORD, art our father, our redeemer; thy 
name is from everlasting." 


A psalm about apostates, who need to repent, to Christ: Psa. 79:1-13, "A Psalm of Asaph. O 
God, the heathen are come into thine inheritance; thy holy temple have they defiled; they have 
laid Jerusalem on heaps. The dead bodies of thy servants have they given to be meat unto the 
fowls of the heaven, the flesh of thy saints unto the beasts of the earth. Their blood have they 
shed like water round about Jerusalem; and there was none to bury them. We are become a 
reproach to our neighbours, a scorn and derision to them that are round about us. How long, 
LORD? wilt thou be angry for ever? shall thy jealousy burn like fire? Pour out thy wrath upon 
the heathen that have not known thee, and upon the kingdoms that have not called upon thy 
name. For they have devoured Jacob, and laid waste his dwelling place. O remember not against 
us former iniquities: let thy tender mercies speedily prevent us: for we are brought very 

low. Help us, O God of our salvation, for the glory of thy name: and deliver us, and purge away 
our sins, for thy name's sake. Wherefore should the heathen say, Where is their God? let him be 
known among the heathen in our sight by the revenging of the blood of thy servants which is 
shed. Let the sighing of the prisoner come before thee; according to the greatness of thy power 
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preserve thou those that are appointed to die; And render unto our neighbours sevenfold into 
their bosom their reproach, wherewith they have reproached thee, O Lord. So we thy people and 
sheep of thy pasture will give thee thanks for ever: we will shew forth thy praise to all 
generations." 


John 10:16, "And other sheep I have, which are not of this fold: them also I must bring, and they 
shall hear my voice; and there shall be one fold, and one shepherd." 


1 Peter 2:25, "For ye were as sheep going astray; but are now returned unto the Shepherd and 
Bishop of your souls." 


"Return for thy servants' sake": repent to Christ or else, Isa. 63:17-19, "O LORD, why hast thou 
made us to err from thy ways, and hardened our heart from thy fear? Return for thy servants’ 
sake, the tribes of thine inheritance. The people of thy holiness have possessed it but a little 
while: our adversaries have trodden down thy sanctuary. We are thine: thou never barest rule 
over them; they were not called by thy name." 


For, "our adversaries have trodden down thy sanctuary"; and "they were not called by thy name": 
the reprobates: the people of Sodom and Egypt, in which the Gentiles shall tread down greater 
Israel and Jerusalem, Luke 21:24, "And they shall fall by the edge of the sword, and shall be led 
away Captive into all nations: and Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until the 
times of the Gentiles be fulfilled." 


Rev. 11:1-2, "And there was given me a reed like unto a rod: and the angel stood, saying, Rise, 
and measure the temple of God, and the altar, and them that worship therein. But the court which 
is without the temple leave out, and measure it not; for it is given unto the Gentiles: and the holy 
city shall they tread under foot forty and two months." 


So, when the Lord returns, there will come forth fire and fury, as with His wrath upon the earth, 
Isa. 64:1-2, "Oh that thou wouldest rend the heavens, that thou wouldest come down, that the 
mountains might flow down at thy presence, As when the melting fire burneth, the fire causeth 
the waters to boil, to make thy name known to thine adversaries, that the nations may tremble at 
thy presence!" 


Micah 1:3-4, "For, behold, the LORD cometh forth out of his place, and will come down, and 
tread upon the high places of the earth. And the mountains shall be molten under him, and the 
valleys shall be cleft, as wax before the fire, and as the waters that are poured down a steep 
place." 


Rev. 16:20, "And every island fled away, and the mountains were not found." 


"When thou didst terrible things which we looked not for" on the day of God, Isa. 64:3-5, "When 
thou didst terrible things which we looked not for, thou camest down, the mountains flowed 
down at thy presence. For since the beginning of the world men have not heard, nor perceived by 
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the ear, neither hath the eye seen, O God, beside thee, what he hath prepared for him that waiteth 
for him. Thou meetest him that rejoiceth and worketh righteousness, those that remember thee in 
thy ways: behold, thou art wroth; for we have sinned: in those is continuance, and we shall be 
saved." 


2 Peter 3:12, "Looking for and hasting unto the coming of the day of God, wherein the heavens 
being on fire shall be dissolved, and the elements shall melt with fervent heat?" 


"For since the beginning of the world men have not heard, nor perceived by the ear, neither hath 
the eye seen, O God, beside thee, what he hath prepared for him that waiteth for him": 1 Cor. 
2:9, "But as it is written, Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither have entered into the heart of 
man, the things which God hath prepared for them that love him." 


And, "Thou meetest him that rejoiceth and worketh righteousness, those that remember thee in 
thy ways: behold, thou art wroth; for we have sinned: in those is continuance, and we shall be 
saved": "the remnant of his heritage", Micah 7:18-20, "Who is a God like unto thee, that 
pardoneth iniquity, and passeth by the transgression of the remnant of his heritage? he retaineth 
not his anger for ever, because he delighteth in mercy. He will turn again, he will have 
compassion upon us; he will subdue our iniquities; and thou wilt cast all their sins into the depths 
of the sea. Thou wilt perform the truth to Jacob, and the mercy to Abraham, which thou hast 
sworn unto our fathers from the days of old." 


The Lord meeting with His saints in the air, 1 Thess. 4:16-17, "For the Lord himself shall 
descend from heaven with a shout, with the voice of the archangel, and with the trump of God: 
and the dead in Christ shall rise first: Then we which are alive and remain shall be caught up 
together with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord." 


"But we are all as an unclean thing, and all our righteousnesses are as filthy rags", which is why 
Christ's righteousness needs to be imputed in the believer, Isa. 64:6-9, "But we are all as an 
unclean thing, and all our righteousnesses are as filthy rags; and we all do fade as a leaf; and our 
iniquities, like the wind, have taken us away. And there is none that calleth upon thy name, that 
stirreth up himself to take hold of thee: for thou hast hid thy face from us, and hast consumed us, 
because of our iniquities. But now, O LORD, thou art our father; we are the clay, and thou our 
potter; and we all are the work of thy hand. Be not wroth very sore, O LORD, neither remember 
iniquity for ever: behold, see, we beseech thee, we are all thy people." 


Jas. 2:23, "And the scripture was fulfilled which saith, Abraham believed God, and it was 
imputed unto him for righteousness: and he was called the Friend of God." 


Eph. 2:1, "And you hath he quickened, who were dead in trespasses and sins". 
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Rom. 9:21, "Hath not the potter power over the clay, of the same lump to make one vessel unto 
honour, and another unto dishonour?" 


Rev. 3:19, "As many as I love, I rebuke and chasten: be zealous therefore, and repent." 


"Thy holy cities are a wilderness, Zion is a wilderness, Jerusalem a desolation": at the the 
abomination of desolation, Isa. 64:10-11, "Thy holy cities are a wilderness, Zion is a wilderness, 
Jerusalem a desolation. Our holy and our beautiful house, where our fathers praised thee, is 
burned up with fire: and all our pleasant things are laid waste. Wilt thou refrain thyself for these 
things, O LORD? wilt thou hold thy peace, and afflict us very sore?" 


Matt. 24:15, "When ye therefore shall see the abomination of desolation, spoken of by Daniel the 
prophet, stand in the holy place, (whoso readeth, let him understand:)". 


Micah 3:12, "Therefore shall Zion for your sake be plowed as a field, and Jerusalem shall 
become heaps, and the mountain of the house as the high places of the forest." 


"Our holy and our beautiful house, where our fathers praised thee, is burned up with fire": as 
with the churches when they go into apostasy, | Peter 4:17, "For the time is come that judgment 
must begin at the house of God: and if it first begin at us, what shall the end be of them that obey 
not the gospel of God?" 


Rev. 2:5, "Remember therefore from whence thou art fallen, and repent, and do the first works; 
or else I will come unto thee quickly, and will remove thy candlestick out of his place, except 
thou repent." 


Rev. 3:3, "Remember therefore how thou hast received and heard, and hold fast, and repent. If 
therefore thou shalt not watch, I will come on thee as a thief, and thou shalt not know what hour I 
will come upon thee." 


"Wilt thou refrain thyself for these things, O LORD? wilt thou hold thy peace, and afflict us very 
sore?" 1 Cor. 11:32, "But when we are judged, we are chastened of the Lord, that we should not 
be condemned with the world." 


"I am sought of them that asked not for me": the Gentile nations, Isa. 65:1, "I am sought of them 
that asked not for me; I am found of them that sought me not: I said, Behold me, behold me, unto 
a nation that was not called by my name." 


Acts 13:42, "And when the Jews were gone out of the synagogue, the Gentiles besought that 
these words might be preached to them the next sabbath." 


Acts 13:46, "Then Paul and Barnabas waxed bold, and said, It was necessary that the word of 
God should first have been spoken to you: but seeing ye put it from you, and judge yourselves 
unworthy of everlasting life, lo, we turn to the Gentiles." 
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"I am found of them that sought me not: I said, Behold me, behold me, unto a nation that was not 
called by my name": Rom. 9:25, "As he saith also in Osee, I will call them my people, which 
were not my people; and her beloved, which was not beloved." 


"I have spread out my hands all the day unto a rebellious people": the Jews and apostates, a 
gainsaying people, Isa. 65:2-5, "I have spread out my hands all the day unto a rebellious people, 
which walketh in a way that was not good, after their own thoughts; A people that provoketh me 
to anger continually to my face; that sacrificeth in gardens, and burneth incense upon altars of 
brick; Which remain among the graves, and lodge in the monuments, which eat swine's flesh, 
and broth of abominable things is in their vessels; Which say, Stand by thyself, come not near to 
me; for I am holier than thou. These are a smoke in my nose, a fire that burneth all the day." 


"A people that provoketh me to anger continually to my face", so the Lord provoked them to 
jealousy, Rom. 10:19-21, "But I say, Did not Israel know? First Moses saith, I will provoke you 
to jealousy by them that are no people, and by a foolish nation I will anger you. But Esaias is 
very bold, and saith, I was found of them that sought me not; I was made manifest unto them that 
asked not after me. But to Israel he saith, All day long I have stretched forth my hands unto a 
disobedient and gainsaying people." 


They are "of abominable things", such as sodomy of reprobates and sorceries of apostates, Rev. 
18:23, "And the light of a candle shall shine no more at all in thee; and the voice of the 
bridegroom and of the bride shall be heard no more at all in thee: for thy merchants were the 
great men of the earth; for by thy sorceries were all nations deceived." 


Rev. 21:8, "But the fearful, and unbelieving, and the abominable, and murderers, and 
whoremongers, and sorcerers, and idolaters, and all liars, shall have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone: which is the second death." 


"I will not keep silence, but will recompense, even recompense into their bosom", so the Lord 
will judge and repay His enemies, Isa. 65:6-7, "Behold, it is written before me: I will not keep 
silence, but will recompense, even recompense into their bosom, Your iniquities, and the 
iniquities of your fathers together, saith the LORD, which have burned incense upon the 
mountains, and blasphemed me upon the hills: therefore will I measure their former work into 
their bosom." 


For, "Your iniquities, and the iniquities of your fathers together, saith the LORD, which have 
burned incense upon the mountains, and blasphemed me", Luke 13:23-30, "Then said one unto 
him, Lord, are there few that be saved? And he said unto them, Strive to enter in at the strait 
gate: for many, I say unto you, will seek to enter in, and shall not be able. When once the master 
of the house is risen up, and hath shut to the door, and ye begin to stand without, and to knock at 
the door, saying, Lord, Lord, open unto us; and he shall answer and say unto you, I know you not 
whence ye are: Then shall ye begin to say, We have eaten and drunk in thy presence, and thou 
hast taught in our streets. But he shall say, I tell you, I know you not whence ye are; depart from 
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me, all ye workers of iniquity. There shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth, when ye shall see 
Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, and all the prophets, in the kingdom of God, and you yourselves 
thrust out. And they shall come from the east, and from the west, and from the north, and from 
the south, and shall sit down in the kingdom of God. And, behold, there are last which shall be 
first, and there are first which shall be last." 


"As the new wine is found in the cluster, and one saith, Destroy it not; for a blessing is in it", 
which is the New Testament, Isa. 65:8-10, "Thus saith the LORD, As the new wine is found in 
the cluster, and one saith, Destroy it not; for a blessing is in it: so will I do for my servants' sakes, 
that I may not destroy them all. And I will bring forth a seed out of Jacob, and out of Judah an 
inheritor of my mountains: and mine elect shall inherit it, and my servants shall dwell there. And 
Sharon shall be a fold of flocks, and the valley of Achor a place for the herds to lie down in, for 
my people that have sought me." 


"And I will bring forth a seed out of Jacob, and out of Judah an inheritor of my mountains", Who 
is JESUS, Gal. 3:16, "Now to Abraham and his seed were the promises made. He saith not, And 
to seeds, as of many; but as of one, And to thy seed, which is Christ." 


So, "mine elect shall inherit it, and my servants shall dwell there", who are the saints, Eph. 1:17- 
18, "That the God of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of glory, may give unto you the spirit of 
wisdom and revelation in the knowledge of him: The eyes of your understanding being 
enlightened; that ye may know what is the hope of his calling, and what the riches of the glory of 
his inheritance in the saints". 


And, "for my people that have sought me": Rom. 11:5, "Even so then at this present time also 
there is a remnant according to the election of grace." 


"But ye are they that forsake the LORD": the apostates, sodomites, and reprobates, a rebellious 
people, Isa. 65:11-12, "But ye are they that forsake the LORD, that forget my holy mountain, 
that prepare a table for that troop, and that furnish the drink offering unto that number. Therefore 
will I number you to the sword, and ye shall all bow down to the slaughter: because when I 
called, ye did not answer; when I spake, ye did not hear; but did evil before mine eyes, and did 
choose that wherein I delighted not." 


Acts 13:45, "But when the Jews saw the multitudes, they were filled with envy, and spake 
against those things which were spoken by Paul, contradicting and blaspheming." 


"I number you to the sword, and ye shall all bow down to the slaughter": the two parts of 
Babylonian reprobates will perish in the days of Jacob's trouble, Zech. 13:8, "And it shall come 
to pass, that in all the land, saith the LORD, two parts therein shall be cut off and die; but the 
third shall be left therein." 
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And, "did evil before mine eyes, and did choose that wherein I delighted not": the apostates and 
sodomites will perish in the days of great tribulation, Matt. 24:21, "For then shall be great 
tribulation, such as was not since the beginning of the world to this time, no, nor ever shall be." 


The elect: the saints verses the Jews and apostates, Isa. 65:13-16, "Therefore thus saith the Lord 
GOD, Behold, my servants shall eat, but ye shall be hungry: behold, my servants shall drink, but 
ye shall be thirsty: behold, my servants shall rejoice, but ye shall be ashamed: Behold, my 
servants shall sing for joy of heart, but ye shall cry for sorrow of heart, and shall howl for 
vexation of spirit. And ye shall leave your name for a curse unto my chosen: for the Lord GOD 
shall slay thee, and call his servants by another name: That he who blesseth himself in the earth 
shall bless himself in the God of truth; and he that sweareth in the earth shall swear by the God 
of truth; because the former troubles are forgotten, and because they are hid from mine eyes." 


"And ye shall leave your name for a curse", the Jew, 2 Chron. 7:20, "Then will I pluck them up 
by the roots out of my land which I have given them; and this house, which I have sanctified for 
my name, will I cast out of my sight, and will make it to be a proverb and a byword among all 
nations"; as opposed to "my chosen", the Christian, Acts 11:26, "And when he had found him, he 
brought him unto Antioch. And it came to pass, that a whole year they assembled themselves 
with the church, and taught much people. And the disciples were called Christians first in 
Antioch"; "and call his servants by another name", born again, | Peter 1:23, "Being born again, 
not of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by the word of God, which liveth and abideth for 
ever." 


A foretelling of the coming new heavens, earth, and Jerusalem, Isa. 65:17-19, "For, behold, I 
create new heavens and a new earth: and the former shall not be remembered, nor come into 
mind. But be ye glad and rejoice for ever in that which I create: for, behold, I create Jerusalem a 
rejoicing, and her people a joy. And I will rejoice in Jerusalem, and joy in my people: and the 
voice of weeping shall be no more heard in her, nor the voice of crying." 


"For, behold, I create new heavens and a new earth": 2 Peter 3:13, "Nevertheless we, according 
to his promise, look for new heavens and a new earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness." 


"I create Jerusalem", as with the camp of the saints unto the coming of the new Jerusalem, Rev. 
18:20, "Rejoice over her, thou heaven, and ye holy apostles and prophets; for God hath avenged 
you on her." 


"And I will rejoice in Jerusalem": Rev. 7:17, "For the Lamb which is in the midst of the throne 
shall feed them, and shall lead them unto living fountains of waters: and God shall wipe away all 
tears from their eyes"; "and joy in my people": Zeph. 3:17, "The LORD thy God in the midst of 
thee is mighty; he will save, he will rejoice over thee with joy; he will rest in his love, he will joy 
over thee with singing." 
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"There shall be no more thence an infant of days, nor an old man that hath not filled his days: for 
the child shall die an hundred years old; but the sinner being an hundred years old shall be 
accursed", prophesying of the thousand years of the camp of the saints, ruling and reigning with 
Christ on earth, Isa. 65:20-23, "There shall be no more thence an infant of days, nor an old man 
that hath not filled his days: for the child shall die an hundred years old; but the sinner being an 
hundred years old shall be accursed. And they shall build houses, and inhabit them; and they 
shall plant vineyards, and eat the fruit of them. They shall not build, and another inhabit; they 
shall not plant, and another eat: for as the days of a tree are the days of my people, and mine 
elect shall long enjoy the work of their hands. They shall not labour in vain, nor bring forth for 
trouble; for they are the seed of the blessed of the LORD, and their offspring with them." 


Rev. 20:4-6, "And I saw thrones, and they sat upon them, and judgment was given unto them: 
and I saw the souls of them that were beheaded for the witness of Jesus, and for the word of God, 
and which had not worshipped the beast, neither his image, neither had received his mark upon 
their foreheads, or in their hands; and they lived and reigned with Christ a thousand years. But 
the rest of the dead lived not again until the thousand years were finished. This is the first 
resurrection. Blessed and holy is he that hath part in the first resurrection: on such the second 
death hath no power, but they shall be priests of God and of Christ, and shall reign with him a 
thousand years." 


Amos 9:14-15, "And I will bring again the captivity of my people of Israel, and they shall build 
the waste cities, and inhabit them; and they shall plant vineyards, and drink the wine thereof; 
they shall also make gardens, and eat the fruit of them. And I will plant them upon their land, and 
they shall no more be pulled up out of their land which I have given them, saith the LORD thy 
God." 


Camp Sion of saints: Matt. 5:14, "Ye are the light of the world. A city that is set on an hill cannot 
be hid", Isa. 65:24-25, "And it shall come to pass, that before they call, I will answer; and while 
they are yet speaking, I will hear. The wolf and the lamb shall feed together, and the lion shall 
eat straw like the bullock: and dust shall be the serpent's meat. They shall not hurt nor destroy in 
all my holy mountain, saith the LORD." 


Heb. 12:22-29, "But ye are come unto mount Sion, and unto the city of the living God, the 
heavenly Jerusalem, and to an innumerable company of angels, To the general assembly and 
church of the firstborn, which are written in heaven, and to God the Judge of all, and to the 
spirits of just men made perfect, And to Jesus the mediator of the new covenant, and to the blood 
of sprinkling, that speaketh better things than that of Abel. See that ye refuse not him that 
speaketh. For if they escaped not who refused him that spake on earth, much more shall not we 
escape, if we turn away from him that speaketh from heaven: Whose voice then shook the earth: 
but now he hath promised, saying, Yet once more I shake not the earth only, but also heaven. 
And this word, Yet once more, signifieth the removing of those things that are shaken, as of 
things that are made, that those things which cannot be shaken may remain. Wherefore we 
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receiving a kingdom which cannot be moved, let us have grace, whereby we may serve God 
acceptably with reverence and godly fear: For our God is a consuming fire." 


Rev. 20:7-10, "And when the thousand years are expired, Satan shall be loosed out of his prison, 
And shall go out to deceive the nations which are in the four quarters of the earth, Gog and 
Magog, to gather them together to battle: the number of whom is as the sand of the sea. And they 
went up on the breadth of the earth, and compassed the camp of the saints about, and the beloved 
city: and fire came down from God out of heaven, and devoured them. And the devil that 
deceived them was cast into the lake of fire and brimstone, where the beast and the false prophet 
are, and shall be tormented day and night for ever and ever." 


The Coming of the Israel of God on Earth 


"The heaven is my throne, and the earth is my footstool", which declares how the LORD is the 
Creator God and the earth is His creation, Isa. 66:1-2, "Thus saith the LORD, The heaven is my 
throne, and the earth is my footstool: where is the house that ye build unto me? and where is the 
place of my rest? For all those things hath mine hand made, and all those things have been, saith 
the LORD: but to this man will I look, even to him that is poor and of a contrite spirit, and 
trembleth at my word." 


And, "to this man will I look", this man being a new creature, Col. 3:10-11, "And have put on the 
new man, which is renewed in knowledge after the image of him that created him: Where there is 
neither Greek nor Jew, circumcision nor uncircumcision, Barbarian, Scythian, bond nor free: but 
Christ is all, and in all." 


And, "even to him that is poor and of a contrite spirit": the inward man, the one new man; so, 
"trembleth at my word": the new man honors and obeys the word of God, Eph. 2:11-17, 
"Wherefore remember, that ye being in time past Gentiles in the flesh, who are called 
Uncircumcision by that which is called the Circumcision in the flesh made by hands; That at that 
time ye were without Christ, being aliens from the commonwealth of Israel, and strangers from 
the covenants of promise, having no hope, and without God in the world: But now in Christ 
Jesus ye who sometimes were far off are made nigh by the blood of Christ. For he is our peace, 
who hath made both one, and hath broken down the middle wall of partition between us; Having 
abolished in his flesh the enmity, even the law of commandments contained in ordinances; for to 
make in himself of twain one new man, so making peace; And that he might reconcile both unto 
God in one body by the cross, having slain the enmity thereby: And came and preached peace to 
you which were afar off, and to them that were nigh." 


But, the apostates, the sodomites, and the reprobates, "they have chosen their own ways, and 
their soul delighteth in their abominations", Isa. 66:3-4, "He that killeth an ox is as if he slew a 
man; he that sacrificeth a lamb, as if he cut off a dog's neck; he that offereth an oblation, as if he 
offered swine's blood; he that burneth incense, as if he blessed an idol. Yea, they have chosen 
their own ways, and their soul delighteth in their abominations. I also will choose their delusions, 
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and will bring their fears upon them; because when I called, none did answer; when I spake, they 
did not hear: but they did evil before mine eyes, and chose that in which I delighted not." 


Rom. 1:29-32, "Being filled with all unrighteousness, fornication, wickedness, covetousness, 
maliciousness; full of envy, murder, debate, deceit, malignity; whisperers, Backbiters, haters of 
God, despiteful, proud, boasters, inventors of evil things, disobedient to parents, Without 
understanding, covenantbreakers, without natural affection, implacable, unmerciful: Who 
knowing the judgment of God, that they which commit such things are worthy of death, not only 
do the same, but have pleasure in them that do them." 


And, "I also will choose their delusions, and will bring their fears upon them", 2 Thess. 2:11-12, 
"And for this cause God shall send them strong delusion, that they should believe a lie: That they 
all might be damned who believed not the truth, but had pleasure in unrighteousness." 


And, "ye that tremble at his word", born again Christians; "Your brethren that hated you, that 
cast you out for my name's sake", verses the Jews and apostates that turned against them, Isa. 
66:5, "Hear the word of the LORD, ye that tremble at his word; Your brethren that hated you, 
that cast you out for my name's sake, said, Let the LORD be glorified: but he shall appear to your 
joy, and they shall be ashamed." 


"Let the LORD be glorified: but he shall appear to your joy, and they shall be ashamed": at the 
rapture, the saints shall look up with delight, 1 Thess. 4:16-18, "For the Lord himself shall 
descend from heaven with a shout, with the voice of the archangel, and with the trump of God: 
and the dead in Christ shall rise first: Then we which are alive and remain shall be caught up 
together with them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord. Wherefore comfort one another with these words." 


Luke 21:27-28, "And then shall they see the Son of man coming in a cloud with power and great 
glory. And when these things begin to come to pass, then look up, and lift up your heads; for 
your redemption draweth nigh." 


But, the apostates shall tremble in fear, Rev. 3:9, "Behold, I will make them of the synagogue of 
Satan, which say they are Jews, and are not, but do lie; behold, I will make them to come and 
worship before thy feet, and to know that I have loved thee." 


Rev. 11:13, "And the same hour was there a great earthquake, and the tenth part of the city fell, 
and in the earthquake were slain of men seven thousand: and the remnant were affrighted, and 
gave glory to the God of heaven." 


The lightnings, thunderings, and voices from Revelation, bring judgments "that rendereth 
recompence to his enemies", Isa. 66:6, "A voice of noise from the city, a voice from the temple, a 
voice of the LORD that rendereth recompence to his enemies." 
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Psa. 29:3-4, "The voice of the LORD is upon the waters: the God of glory thundereth: the LORD 
is upon many waters. The voice of the LORD is powerful; the voice of the LORD is full of 
majesty." 


Rev. 11:19, "And the temple of God was opened in heaven, and there was seen in his temple the 
ark of his testament: and there were lightnings, and voices, and thunderings, and an earthquake, 
and great hail." 


"Before she travailed, she brought forth; before her pain came, she was delivered of a man 
child": "a woman clothed with the sun": "And she brought forth a man child", Isa. 66:7-9, 
"Before she travailed, she brought forth; before her pain came, she was delivered of a man child. 
Who hath heard such a thing? who hath seen such things? Shall the earth be made to bring forth 
in one day? or shall a nation be born at once? for as soon as Zion travailed, she brought forth her 
children. Shall I bring to the birth, and not cause to bring forth? saith the LORD: shall I cause to 
bring forth, and shut the womb? saith thy God." 


Rev. 12:1-2, "And there appeared a great wonder in heaven; a woman clothed with the sun, and 
the moon under her feet, and upon her head a crown of twelve stars: And she being with child 
cried, travailing in birth, and pained to be delivered." 


Rev. 12:5, "And she brought forth a man child, who was to rule all nations with a rod of iron: 
and her child was caught up unto God, and to his throne." 


"Shall the earth be made to bring forth in one day?" At the day of the Lord for a thousand years, 
Rev. 20:4, "And I saw thrones, and they sat upon them, and judgment was given unto them: and I 
saw the souls of them that were beheaded for the witness of Jesus, and for the word of God, and 
which had not worshipped the beast, neither his image, neither had received his mark upon their 
foreheads, or in their hands; and they lived and reigned with Christ a thousand years." 


And, "shall a nation be born at once?" As with the Israel of God, Matt. 21:42-44, "Jesus saith 
unto them, Did ye never read in the scriptures, The stone which the builders rejected, the same is 
become the head of the corner: this is the Lord's doing, and it is marvellous in our 

eyes? Therefore say I unto you, The kingdom of God shall be taken from you, and given to a 
nation bringing forth the fruits thereof. And whosoever shall fall on this stone shall be broken: 
but on whomsoever it shall fall, it will grind him to powder." 


And, "for as soon as Zion travailed, she brought forth her children": Gal. 4:26, "But Jerusalem 
which is above is free, which is the mother of us all." 


Rev. 12:17, "And the dragon was wroth with the woman, and went to make war with the remnant 
of her seed, which keep the commandments of God, and have the testimony of Jesus Christ." 


"Rejoice ye with Jerusalem" in the camp of the saints, Isa. 66:10-14, "Rejoice ye with Jerusalem, 
and be glad with her, all ye that love her: rejoice for joy with her, all ye that mourn for her: That 
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ye may suck, and be satisfied with the breasts of her consolations; that ye may milk out, and be 
delighted with the abundance of her glory. For thus saith the LORD, Behold, I will extend peace 
to her like a river, and the glory of the Gentiles like a flowing stream: then shall ye suck, ye shall 
be borne upon her sides, and be dandled upon her knees. As one whom his mother comforteth, so 
will I comfort you; and ye shall be comforted in Jerusalem. And when ye see this, your heart 
shall rejoice, and your bones shall flourish like an herb: and the hand of the LORD shall be 
known toward his servants, and his indignation toward his enemies." 


For to "be delighted with the abundance of her glory" in the millennial kingdom; "Behold, I will 
extend peace to her like a river, and the glory of the Gentiles like a flowing stream", as unto the 
remnants of the nations, during the thousand years; "and ye shall be comforted in Jerusalem" in 
the Israel of God, Rom. 11:15-24, "For if the casting away of them be the reconciling of the 
world, what shall the receiving of them be, but life from the dead? For if the firstfruit be holy, the 
lump is also holy: and if the root be holy, so are the branches. And if some of the branches be 
broken off, and thou, being a wild olive tree, wert graffed in among them, and with them 
partakest of the root and fatness of the olive tree; Boast not against the branches. But if thou 
boast, thou bearest not the root, but the root thee. Thou wilt say then, The branches were broken 
off, that I might be graffed in. Well; because of unbelief they were broken off, and thou standest 
by faith. Be not highminded, but fear: For if God spared not the natural branches, take heed lest 
he also spare not thee. Behold therefore the goodness and severity of God: on them which fell, 
severity; but toward thee, goodness, if thou continue in his goodness: otherwise thou also shalt 
be cut off. And they also, if they abide not still in unbelief, shall be graffed in: for God is able to 
graff them in again. For if thou wert cut out of the olive tree which is wild by nature, and wert 
graffed contrary to nature into a good olive tree: how much more shall these, which be the 
natural branches, be graffed into their own olive tree?" 


So, "the hand of the LORD shall be known toward his servants, and his indignation toward his 
enemies": at the sickles of the harvest; and the winepress of the wrath of God, "toward his 
servants" at the rapture, Rev. 14:14-16, "And I looked, and behold a white cloud, and upon the 
cloud one sat like unto the Son of man, having on his head a golden crown, and in his hand a 
sharp sickle. And another angel came out of the temple, crying with a loud voice to him that sat 
on the cloud, Thrust in thy sickle, and reap: for the time is come for thee to reap; for the harvest 
of the earth is ripe. And he that sat on the cloud thrust in his sickle on the earth; and the earth 
was reaped." 


And, "his indignation toward his enemies", Rev. 14:17-20, "And another angel came out of the 
temple which is in heaven, he also having a sharp sickle. And another angel came out from the 
altar, which had power over fire; and cried with a loud cry to him that had the sharp sickle, 
saying, Thrust in thy sharp sickle, and gather the clusters of the vine of the earth; for her grapes 
are fully ripe. And the angel thrust in his sickle into the earth, and gathered the vine of the earth, 
and cast it into the great winepress of the wrath of God. And the winepress was trodden without 
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the city, and blood came out of the winepress, even unto the horse bridles, by the space of a 
thousand and six hundred furlongs." 


"For, behold, the LORD will come with fire, and with his chariots like a whirlwind, to render his 
anger with fury, and his rebuke with flames of fire"; "For by fire and by his sword": during the 
Lord's vengeance and wrath upon the earth, Isa. 66:15-17, "For, behold, the LORD will come 
with fire, and with his chariots like a whirlwind, to render his anger with fury, and his rebuke 
with flames of fire. For by fire and by his sword will the LORD plead with all flesh: and the slain 
of the LORD shall be many. They that sanctify themselves, and purify themselves in the gardens 
behind one tree in the midst, eating swine's flesh, and the abomination, and the mouse, shall be 
consumed together, saith the LORD." 


So, "the slain of the LORD shall be many", at the great supper of the wrath of God, Rev. 19:17- 
18, "And I saw an angel standing in the sun; and he cried with a loud voice, saying to all the 
fowls that fly in the midst of heaven, Come and gather yourselves together unto the supper of the 
great God; That ye may eat the flesh of kings, and the flesh of captains, and the flesh of mighty 
men, and the flesh of horses, and of them that sit on them, and the flesh of all men, both free and 
bond, both small and great." 


And so, "They that sanctify themselves, and purify themselves in the gardens behind one tree in 
the midst, eating swine's flesh, and the abomination, and the mouse, shall be consumed together, 
saith the LORD": Rev.19:19-21, "And I saw the beast, and the kings of the earth, and their 
armies, gathered together to make war against him that sat on the horse, and against his army. 
And the beast was taken, and with him the false prophet that wrought miracles before him, with 
which he deceived them that had received the mark of the beast, and them that worshipped his 
image. These both were cast alive into a lake of fire burning with brimstone. And the remnant 
were slain with the sword of him that sat upon the horse, which sword proceeded out of his 
mouth: and all the fowls were filled with their flesh." 


"I will gather all nations and tongues; and they shall come, and see my glory": nations that come 
against Jerusalem, Isa. 66:18-19, "For I know their works and their thoughts: it shall come, that I 
will gather all nations and tongues; and they shall come, and see my glory. And I will set a sign 
among them, and I will send those that escape of them unto the nations, to Tarshish, Pul, and 
Lud, that draw the bow, to Tubal, and Javan, to the isles afar off, that have not heard my fame, 
neither have seen my glory; and they shall declare my glory among the Gentiles." 


Luke 21:25-26, "And there shall be signs in the sun, and in the moon, and in the stars; and upon 
the earth distress of nations, with perplexity; the sea and the waves roaring; Men's hearts failing 
them for fear, and for looking after those things which are coming on the earth: for the powers of 
heaven shall be shaken." 


"And I will set a sign among them": the sign of the Son of man, Luke 21:27, "And then shall they 
see the Son of man coming in a cloud with power and great glory."

"I will send those that escape of them unto the nations": a great multitude of latter rain 
evangelists sent unto the nations, Matt. 24:14, "And this gospel of the kingdom shall be preached 
in all the world for a witness unto all nations; and then shall the end come." 


Acts 1:8, "But ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall 
be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth." 


"Tarshish": the geopolitical West, including Europe; "Pul": East Africa, including Egypt; "Lud": 
North Africa, including Libya; "Tubal": Central Asia, including Kazakhstan; "Javan": Asia 
Minor, including Turkey; and "to the isles afar off": Eastern and Western Hemispheres, including 
the Americas, and East Asian nations. 


To when the latter rain evangelists pass the torch to the 144,000 sealed, between the 5th and 6th 
seals, at the rapture, Rev. 7:1-3, "And after these things I saw four angels standing on the four 
corners of the earth, holding the four winds of the earth, that the wind should not blow on the 
earth, nor on the sea, nor on any tree. And I saw another angel ascending from the east, having 
the seal of the living God: and he cried with a loud voice to the four angels, to whom it was 
given to hurt the earth and the sea, Saying, Hurt not the earth, neither the sea, nor the trees, till 
we have sealed the servants of our God in their foreheads." 


Rev. 7:9-10, "After this I beheld, and, lo, a great multitude, which no man could number, of all 
nations, and kindreds, and people, and tongues, stood before the throne, and before the Lamb, 
clothed with white robes, and palms in their hands; And cried with a loud voice, saying, 
Salvation to our God which sitteth upon the throne, and unto the Lamb." 


Rev. 7:13-14, "And one of the elders answered, saying unto me, What are these which are 
arrayed in white robes? and whence came they? And I said unto him, Sir, thou knowest. And he 
said to me, These are they which came out of great tribulation, and have washed their robes, and 
made them white in the blood of the Lamb." 
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"And they shall bring all your brethren for an offering unto the LORD out of all nations"; "to my 
holy mountain Jerusalem": latter rain evangelists in places of refuge direct their missionaries to 
the holy land, Isa. 66:20-21, "And they shall bring all your brethren for an offering unto the 
LORD out of all nations upon horses, and in chariots, and in litters, and upon mules, and upon 
swift beasts, to my holy mountain Jerusalem, saith the LORD, as the children of Israel bring an 
offering in a clean vessel into the house of the LORD. And I will also take of them for priests 
and for Levites, saith the LORD." 


"And I will also take of them for priests and for Levites, saith the LORD": as a royal priesthood, 
1 Peter 2:9-10, "But ye are a chosen generation, a royal priesthood, an holy nation, a peculiar 
people; that ye should shew forth the praises of him who hath called you out of darkness into his 
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marvellous light: Which in time past were not a people, but are now the people of God: which 
had not obtained mercy, but now have obtained mercy." 


Rev .1:5-6, "And from Jesus Christ, who is the faithful witness, and the first begotten of the 
dead, and the prince of the kings of the earth. Unto him that loved us, and washed us from our 
sins in his own blood, And hath made us kings and priests unto God and his Father; to him be 
glory and dominion for ever and ever. Amen." 


"For as the new heavens and the new earth, which I will make, shall remain before me, saith the 
LORD, so shall your seed and your name remain", as to looking forward to eternity future for the 
saints in the Revelation, Isa. 66:22-23, "For as the new heavens and the new earth, which I will 
make, shall remain before me, saith the LORD, so shall your seed and your name remain.
